Acts    and    Proceedings    of  the  General    Synod,    of  the 
Reformed    Church   in   the   United    States. 

Synod  convened,  agreeably  to  adjournment,  on  the  23rd 
day  of  May,  A.  D.  1923.  The  sessions  began  with  an  eve- 
ning service,  at  7:45  o'clock,  and  continued  until  May  30, 
closing  at  3  :00  p.  m. 


ARTICLE  I. 
RELIGIOUS  SERVICES 

OPENING  OF  GENERAL  SYNOD 

The  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  convened  in  the  Corinth  Reformed  Church, 
Hickory,  N.  C,  on  Wednesday  evening,  May  23,  1923,  at 
8  p.  m. 

The  devotional  service  was  conducted  by  the  Rev.  F.  Wm. 
Leich,  D.D.,  Dayton,  0.,  Assistant  Stated  Clerk.  The  ser- 
mon was  preached  by  the  President,  Rev.  George  Warren 
Richards,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  the  text:  "Then 
saith  he  unto  his  disciples.  The  harvest  truly  is  plenteous, 
but  the  laborers  are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of 
the  harvest,  that  he  will  send  forth  laborers  into  his  harv- 
est." St.  Matt.  9 ;  37,  38.  The  Rev.  Henry  C.  Nott,  D.D., 
of  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  led  the  Synod  in  the  service  prepara- 
tory to  the  Holy  Communion,  after  which  the  president 
called  Synod  to  order,  requesting  Dr.  James  I.  Good  to 
lead  in  prayer. 

The  Deputy  Enrollment  Clerk,  Rev.  Edw.  0.  Keen,  York, 
Pa.,  reported  a  quorum  present  consisting  of  74  ministers, 
representing  the  8  Synods  and  34  of  the  Classes;  and  49 
elders  representing  8  Synods  and  30  Classes. 

Revs.  F.  C.  Seitz,  D.D.,  Henry  C.  Nott,  D.D.,  Frank 
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Grether,  D.D.,  J.  C.  Leonard,  D.D.,  J.  M.  G.  Darms,  D.D., 
and  elder  A.  B>.  Brodbeek,  LL.D.,  were  successively  nomin- 
ated for  the  office  of  President.  On  personal  request  Dr. 
Grether  was  permitted  to  withdraw  his  name  from  the  list 
of  nominees.  The  President  appointed  as  tellers,  Revs. 
Henri  L.  G.  Kieffer,  T.  W.  Hoerneman,  G.  P.  Longaere, 
Homer  Skyles  May,  Robert  J.  Pilgram  and  elders  C.  P. 
Rice  and  E.  L.  Coblentz.  On  motion  General  Synod  de- 
cided that,  in  case  there  should  be  no  election  on  the  first 
ballot,  the  two  persons  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  should  be  the  nominees  on  the  second  ballot.  The 
President  declared  the  ballot  closed  and  the  tellers  retired 
to  count  the  votes. 

Rev.  Walter  W.  Rowe,  pastor-loci,  warmly  welcomed  the 
General  Synod  and  introduced  the  Hon.  Eubert  Lyerly, 
Mayor  of  the  city  of  Hickory,  Mr.  H.  W.  Link,  chairman 
of  the  Entertainment  Committee,  and  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Craig, 
D.D.,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church,  each  of 
whom  in  characteristic  Southern  hospitality  assured  the 
General  Synod  of  the  warmth  of  welcome  extended  by  both 
the  civic  and  religious  organizations  of  the  city ;  to  which 
addresses  the  President  of  Synod  made  felicitous  reply. 

The  tellers  reported  through  the  chairman,  that,  out  of 
222  votes  cast,  no  one  of  the  nominees  had  received  a  ma- 
jority and  that  the  highest  number  of  votes  had  been  cast 
for  the  Rev.  J.  M.  G.  Darms,  D.D.,  and  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Leonard,  D.D.  The  second  ballot  was  accordingly  taken 
and  the  tellers  again  retired  to  count  the  vote. 

On  motion  General  Synod  proceeded  to  complete  the 
organization  for  business  by  the  election  of  the  following 
additional  officers : 

First  Vice-President — Elder  John  W.  Appel,  Esq.,  Lan- 
caster, Pa. 

Second  Vice-President — Rev.  Benj.  S.  Stern,  D.D.,  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.

Reading  Clerk — Rev.  Purd  E.  Dietz,  Dayton,  0. 

The  Stated  Clerk,  in  each  case,  was  authorized  to  east  the 
ballot  of  Synod  for  the  single  nominee. 

The  tellers  reported  that  246  votes  had  been  cast  on  the 
second  ballot  for  President  and  that  of  these  the  Rev.  J.  C. 
Leonard,  D.D.,  had  received  the  majority.     He  was  accord- 
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ingly  declared  elected,  escorted  to  the  chair  and  briefly  ad- 
dressed the  Synod.  A  gavel  and  cane,  made  of  the  wood 
for  which  the  city  is  named,  were  happily  presented  to  Dr. 
Leonard  by  the  pastor-loci  and  elicited  appreciative  re- 
sponse. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  James  I.  Good,  the  Stated  Clerk  was 
authorized  to  telegraph  greetings  to  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U,  S.,  in  session  at  Mon- 
treat,  N.  C, 

Following  announcements,  the  Synod  united  in  singing, 
"I  love  Thy  kingdom.  Lord,"  and,  on  motion,  adjourned 
to  meet  at  8 :45  on  Thursday  morning  for  the  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion.  The  benediction  was  pronounced 
by  the  Rev.  J.  Ranch  Stein,  D.D.,  Stated  Clerk.

ARTICLE  VII. 

REPORTS  OF  THE  BOARDS  AND  COMMUNICA- 
TIONS 

The  "Blue  Book"  was  presented  to  the  General  Synod 
by  the  Stated  Clerk  and  the  preliminary  report  of  the 
United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  was  offered 
by  the  Secretary,  Wm.  E.  Lampe,  immediately  following 
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the  announcement  of  the  Standing  Committees,  The  part 
of  the  report  relating  to  the  Order  of  Business  as  adopted 
is  found  on  pages  3-5.  Tlie  remaining  part  of  the  report 
was  read  and  adopted  as  follows : 

Preliminary  Report  of  the  United  Missionary 
and  Stewardship  Committee 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  General  Synod,  meeting  at 
Eeading,  Pa.,  in  1920,  instructed  the  United  Missionary  and  Steward- 
ship Committee  to  assist  the  Stated  Clerks  in  preparing  the  Docket 
and  the  Blue  Book  for  the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod.  The 
Stated  Clerk  has  been  a  co-operating  member  of  the  Committee 
during  the  triennium,  and  the  Committee  made  him  the  chairman 
of  the  two  subcommittees  in  charge  of  these  matters.  The  Sec- 
retary of  the  Committee  has  assisted  in  every  possible  way. 

The  full  Committee,  at  two  of  its  meetings,  discussed  and  made 
decision  as  to  the  reports  that  should  be  inserted  in  the  Blue  Book, 
and  herewith  presents  the  same  to  the  General  Synod. 

The  General  Synod  instructed  your  Committee  to  send  a  copy  of 
the  Blue  Book  to  each  delegate  to  General  Synod  so  that  he  would  re- 
ceive it  five  days  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.     It  also 
instructed  the  Boards  to  have  their  reports  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee one  month  before  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.     This  is 
practically   a   physical   impossibility   from   the   printer's   stand-point. 
The  secretaries  of  Boards  and  Chairmen  of  Commissions  and  Commit- 
'.ees  have  co-operated  most  heartily,  and  as  a  result  our  Committee 
vsis  able  to  put  a  copy  of  the  Blue  Book  into  the  hands  of  every  dele- 
late  in  good  time  for  his  careful  study  before  the  opening  of  the 
leeting  of  the  General  Synod. 

The  pastor  of  the  church  where  General  Synod  meets,  Eev.  W.  W. 
Rwe,  was  elected  a  co-operating  member  of  our  Committee  and  met 
^vth  the  Committee  which  outlined  the  order  of  business  for  this 
meting  of  General  Synod.  The  report  of  this  subcommittee,  as 
amnded  and  finally  adopted  by  the  United  Missionary  and  Steward- 
shi)  Committee,  is  submitted  herewith.  Our  Committee  recommends 
the  adoption  of  the  hours  of  the  sessions  and  the  distribution  of 
tim^  as  printed  in  the  Order  of  Business. 

Te  Committee  further  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following 
staning  orders  and  rules  for  the  guidance  of  the  business  of  this 
meetig  of  the  General  Synod: 

1.  "'he  Stated  Clerk  shall  receive  all  memorials,  overtures,  and 
other  miscellaneous  papers  addressed  to  the  General  Synod,  shall 
make-ecord  of  the  same,  and  then  deliver  them  for  distribution  or 
referece  to  the  Committee  on  Overtures.  All  complaints  and 
appeal,  however,  shall  be  transmi.tted  by  the  Stated  Clerk  directly  to 
the  Juicial  Committee. 

2.  TH  Committee  on  Overtures  reports  all  papers  retained  by  it 
as  wellas  those  referred  to  other  committees,  simply  noting  in 
the    lattr    case    to    what    committees    references    have    been    made. 
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The  Committee  on  Overtures  may  give  advice  concerning  either  the 
matter  or  manner  of  overtures  brought  to  them,  suggesting  such 
order  of  procedure  as  reference  to  Special  Committees,  to  Standing 
Committees,   approval   of    the   overture,    etc. 

3.  The  Committee  on  Overtures  shall  have  the  floor  on  the 
reassembling  of  the  judicatory  after  each  adjournment  to  report 
its  recommendations  as  to  order  of  business  and  this  shall  take 
precedence  of  the  orders  of  the  day. 

4.  The  Standing  Committees  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  Dis- 
trict Synods,  and  Minutes  of  Classes  are  directed  to  bring  together 
under  one  head,  so  far  as  possible,  in  their  reports,  items  referring 
to  vacancies  and  expiration  of  terms  of  office,  and  such  items  as 
are  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations  without  formal 
action  by  the  General  Synod.  Overtures  similar  in  character  from 
various  judicatories  are  to  be  grouped  under  one  head,  and  partic- 
ular items,  referring  to  the  Stated  Clerk  or  other  individuals,  are  to  be 
reported,  after  consultation  with  parties  in  interest,  and  marked  as 
"Attended  to  ." 

5.  The  several  Standing  Committees  named  are  authorized  to 
suggest  such  action  as  reference  to  Standing  or  Special  Committees 
and  also  suggest  action  in  harmony  with  the  time  appointed  for 
consideration  of  certain  subjects  in  the  order  of  business.

Item  1  (a  and  b)  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  4  p.  m., 
Thursday,  at  which  hour  Dr.  E.  M.  Craig,  as  the  delegate 
from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  in 
the  U.  S.,  addressed  General  Synod  to  which  suitable  re- 
sponse was  made  by  the  President.

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Since  nothing  relating  to  closer 
relations,  or  the  union,  of  churches  was  brought  to  the  attention  of 
your  Commission,  the  members  did  not  meet  during  the  last  triennium. 
The  Commission  does  not  have  any  specific  recommendation  to  sub- 
mit to  your  body  save  that  it  be  continued  for  the  coming  triennium.

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The  Stated  Clerk  later  reported  that  the  tabulation  of 
the  reports  from  the  62d  Classes  to  whom  the  Plan  of 
Church  Union  had  been  sent  down  for  acceptance  or  rejec- 
tion resulted  as  follows : 

39  Classes  approved  the  Plan, 
12  Classes  reported  no  action, 
11  Classes  rejected  the  Plan. 

Item  2  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  on  Wednesday  morning, 
May  30.  Dr.  James  I.  Good  offered  the  following  report 
which  was  adopted.  The  sum  of  $1,000  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Finance  for  apportionment. 
Synod  expressed  its  appreciation  for  Dr.  Good's  labor  of 
love;  the  Stated  Clerk  was  instructed  to  secure  Vol.  I  for 
the  Archives  and  the  Committee  continued  with  increased 
membership  as  suggested. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  Unit'ed  States: 
Your  Committee  on  the  Publication  of  the  Latin  Works  of  Zwingli 
would  present  the  following  Eeport: 

Since  the  last  General  Synod  we  have  been  able  to  issue  our  first 
work,  Volume  II,  of  the  Works  of  Zwingli,  which  has  just  appeared 
from  the  Heidelberg  Press,  and  a  copy  sent  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  General  Synod.  This  volume  (which  contains  mainly  the  creeds 
of  Zwingli)  has  in  it  the  following  of  his  important  works: 

1.  Declaration  concerning  sin. 

2.  The  Account  of  the  faith  of  Huldreich  Zwingli,  together  with  his 
letter  to  the  Princes  of  Germany,  1530. 

3.  On  the  Providence  of  God,  1530. 

4.  The  Exposition  of  the  Christian  Faith,  his  posthumous  work. 
This  volume  was  prepared  under  the  editorship  of  Eev.  Prof.  Wm. 
J.  Hinke,  D.D.,  who  revised  the  translations  made  by  Mr.  Preble  for 
Eev.  Samuel  M.  Jackson,  D.D.,  and  offered  them  to  our  General 
Synod.  Prof.  Hinke 's  work  has  been  excellently  done  and  our  Board 
by  its  printing  and  binding  have  made  the  book  a  credit  to  our 
Church  and  to  itself.  The  money  for  this  second  volume  was  raised 
through  the  Western  Section  of  the  "Alliance  of  the  Eeformed 
Churches  holding  the  Presbyterian  System."  Each  of  its  larger 
denominations  contributed  its  share  with  great  cordiality  and  liber- 
ality. Great  thanks  are  due  to  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A., 
Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.,  United  Presbyterian  Church,  Canadian 
Presbyterian  Church  and  Eeformed  Church  of  America  for  their 
financial  help. 

The  volume  is  now  for  sale  by  the  Eeformed  Publication  Board  at 
the  low  price  of  $2.50,  a  small  figure  for  a  book  of  its  size  and 
finish.  We  ask  the  General  Synod  to  give  a  deliverance  concerning 
this  volume  commending  it  to  our  pastors  and  Churches,  and  we  also 
ask  them  to  pass  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  General  Assemblies  and 
Synods  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  Presbyterian  Church, 
U.  S.,  United  Presbyterian  Church,  Canadian  Presbyterian  Church 
and  Eeformed  Church  of  America  for  their  aid  in  publishing  the 
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volume,  such  action  to  be  sent  to  the  Stated  Clerks  of  their  General 
Assemblies.  We  also  ask  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Editor,  Eev.  Prof. 
Hinke,  also  to  Eev.  John  McNaugher,  D.D.,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Western  Section's  Committee,  who  proposed  to  the  Western  Sections 
that  I  undertake  this  work. 

Volume  I  of  this  series  of  translations  of  Zwingli's  works,  which 
contains  the  early  works  of  Zwingli,  was  published  some  years  ago 
before  the  death  of  Eev.  Samuel  Macauley  Jackson,  D.D.,  and  edited 
by  him.  The  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Eeformed  Church  has 
succeeded  in  getting  Mr.  Jackson,  the  nephew  and  heir  of  Eev.  Dr. 
Jackson  to  turn  over  to  it  the  remaining  copies  of  this  volume, 
which  it  now  offers  for  sale  at  the  price  of  $2.50.  We  ask  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  also  commend  this  work  to  our  ministers  and  Churches. 
Many  of  our  pastors  have  not  yet  bought  it.  It,  together  with 
Volume  II,  is  of  great  value  in  the  study  of  the  life  of  the  founder 
of  our  Church  and  for  the  understanding  of  the  genius  of  our 
Church. 

Volume  III  (which  contains  Zwingli's  largest  work,  "True  and 
False  Eeligion")  of  this  series  is  also  in  line  for  publication  in  the 
near  future.  The  translations  submitted  to  our  Synod  by  Dr.  Jack- 
son have  been  revised  by  Eev.  Mr.  Baillie  under  the  direction  of  Eev. 
Prof.  W.  W.  Eockwell,  D.D.,  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  New 
York.  Prof.  Eockwell  finds  himself  unable  to  go  on  with  the  editor- 
ship on  account  of  his  increasing  duties  as  editor  of  the  American 
Encyclopaedia  and  we  are  searching  for  an  editor  to  complete  this 
work.  We  hope,  however,  soon  to  find  one.  We  will  then  proceed 
at  once  to  publish  this  volume. 

The  Committee  has  also  gone  ahead  with  Volume  IV,  as  it  has 
fortunately  found  an  editor  in  Eev.  Prof.  Nicolls  of  Auburn  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  This  volume  contains  the  Theological  works  of 
Zwingli  on  the  Lord's  Supper.  Prof.  Nicolls  is  now  at  work  revis- 
ing the  translations. 

There  is  still  enough  theological  material  of  Zwingli's  Latin  works 
for  a  Volume  V,  to  be  devoted  to  his  remaining  works  on  the  Lord's 
Supper,  baptism,  etc. 

The  General  Synod  can  see  from  this  report  that  your  Committee 
has  been  diligently  prosecuting  its  work  and  it  can  learn  the  general 
outline  of  the  programme  of  this  series  of  books,  so  important  to  our 
Church.  But  your  Committee,  however,  finds  itself  blocked  against 
further  procedure  unless  the  General  Synod  gives  it  financial  aid. 
For  your  Committee  finds  it  increasingly  difficult  to  raise  money,  as 
this  object  was  not  included  in  the  budget  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment. 

We  have  gone  as  far  as  we  can  and  can  go  no  further.  Unless  the 
General  Synod  comes  to  our  relief,  the  work  must  stop  or  you  must 
get  another  Committee.  We  therefore  ask  General  Synod  to  bear  the 
cost  of  Volume  IV  ($1,000  or  $1,200)  and,  if  possible,  of  Volume  V; 
but  at  least  of  Volume  IV.     Our  reasons  for  suggesting  this  are: 

1.  Up  to  this  time  the  Church  at  large  has  not  been  given  an  op- 
portunity to  make  contributions  to  this  work.  The  rank  and  file  of 
our  Church  have  not  done  anything.  An  apportionment  of  this 
amount  would  make  every  member  and  every  Church  a  contributor 
as  they  ought  to  be.  Every  member  ought  to  feel  that  he  has  a 
share  in  this  work  of  honoring  the  Founder  of  our  Church. 

2.  The  example  of  the  other  Churches  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Ee- 
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formed  order,  who  were  not  so  directly  interested  in  Zwingli  as  our 
Church,  in  so  willingly  and  generously  raising  funds  for  Volume  II, 
should  act  as  a  spur  to  our  General  Synod,  which  as  yet  has  done 
nothing  directly.  We  trust  you  will  follow  the  excellent  example 
of  these  other  Churches  and  not  be  out-done  by  them. 

3.  Now  is  the  time  to  do  this,  for  in  1925  we  will  celebrate  the 
200th  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  Church.  It  will  also  be 
the  400th  Anniversary  of  Zwingli 's  completion  of  the  Eeformation 
at  Zurich;  for  at  Easter  time,  1525,  the  first  Protestant  Lord's 
supper  was  celebrated  at  Zurich,  which  completed  the  founding  of 
our  Church.  It  is  eminently  proper  that  at  such  an  Anniversary 
our  Church  should  make  a  special  effort  to  honor  it  by  arranging  for 
the  publication  of  Zwingli 's  works. 

4.  The  amount  to  be  raised  is  so  small  per  member  as  to  be  almost 
negligible.  If  General  Synod  were  to  give  $1,000  (for  Volume  IV) 
during  the  next  three  years,  it  would  mean  the  addition  of  one  tenth 
of  a  cent  per  member  to  our  apportionment  per  year.-  If  it  were  to 
raise  $2,000  (for  Vols.  IV  and  V)  it  would  mean  the  addition  of 
one  fifth  of  a  cent  per  member.  We  therefore  most  earnestly  ask 
the  General  Synod  to  consent  to  our  appeal.  Your  Committee  has 
labored  hard  on  a  very  difficult  task  and  has  gotten  the  programme 
into  fine  shape.  Will  you  aid  us  by  seconding  our  efforts  to  com- 
plete this  work?  In  closing  this  report  we  would  state  that  we  have 
on,  hand  $1,242.78  for  Volume  III  and  the  editing  of  Volume  IV. 
And  we  recommend  that  the  following  persons  be  added  to  the  com- 
mittee: Martin  Eueteniek,  A.  R.  Brodbeck,  and  J.  T.  Hedrick.  Ask- 
ing General  Synod  to  earnestly  and  prayerfully  consider  this  report, 
we  are  respectfully.

was  held,  and  an  entire  day  given  to  the  discussion  of  the  work  of 
Christian  Education  in  the  higher  institutions  of  the  Church  and  in 
the  local  Church. 

The  findings  of  this  conference  were  presented  to  the  Educational 
Commission,  authorized  by  the  General  Synod  three  years  ago.

At  this  time  the  Report  of  the  Educational  Com- 
mission was  submitted  by  Dr.  Henry  Gekeler,  Secretary. 
The  Report  is  as  follows :  , 

Eeport  of  the  Educational  Commission 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Beformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Educational  Commission 
appointed  three  years  ago  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  C.  E. 
Creitz,  D.D.,  as  chairman,  Rev.  Henry  C.  Nott,  D.D.,  vice-chairman, 
and  Rev.  Henry  Gekeler,  D.D.,  as  secretary.  Among  the  reasons 
stated  for  the  appointment  of  this  Commission  were  the  following: 
' '  To  secure  a  more  uniform  policy  in  things  educational,  to  study 
conditions  and  ascertain  the  needs  of  the  whole  Church  and  through- 
out the  whole  Church,  for  the  promotion  of  certain  interests  of  our 
institutions  which  can  be  done  more  economically  and  efficiently  to- 
gether than  separately,  to  obtain  a  larger  measure  of  aid  and  in- 
spiration from  the  activities  of  other  denominations  doing  the  same 
work  and  to  have  representation  and  participation  in  '  The  Council 
of  Church  Boards  of  Education  in  the  U.  S.  A. '  " 

The  Commission  took  up  immediately  a  study  of  the  practical 
aspects  of  the  problem  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding  paragraph  and 
it  became  evident  at  once  that  the  Commission  lacked  the  essential 
elements  and  the  proper  equipment  for  rendering  the  service  called 
for.  Indeed  as  our  study  progressed  the  scope  of  the  educational 
task  of  the  Church  seemed  to  expand  far  beyond  the  bounds  which 
the  Synod  probably  had  in  mind  when  the  Commission  was  appointed. 
It  seemed  proper,  however,  that  we  should  confine  our  efforts  to  a 
study  of  the  problem  of  education  as  it  relates  itself  to  our  higher 
educational  institutions. 

This  study  revealed  several  lines  of  activity  which  should  be 
promoted  by  some  agency  which  represented  the  denomination  as 
a  whole,  and  which  the  Commission  felt  itself  altogether  inadequate 
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to  perform.  Nothing  less  than  a  Board  of  Education  properly 
representative  in  the  number  and  character  of  its  personnel,  of  the 
entire  denomination,  with  adequate  organization  and  funds,  seemed 
adequate  to  meet  the   requirements   of   the   situation. 

Among  the  activities  called  for  by  the  needs  of  higher  education 
are  the  following: 

1.  Finances. — Since  we  are  beginning  to  see  our  problem  as  a 
church  as  a  wliole,  we  dare  no  longer  be  content  to  build  up  one 
interest  at  the  expense  of  other  interests  equally  necessary  to  the 
life  and  progress  of  the  denomination  and  the  Kingdom.  A  way 
must  be  found  to  help  institutions  that  cannot  finance  themselves  if 
they  are  essential  to  the  Church.  This  is  done  by  Boards  of  Educa- 
tion in  other  denominations.  The  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention,  for  instance,  is  giving  special  aid  to  weak  institutions 
in  five  states  and  establishes  new  schools  that  are  needed  in  pioneer 
sections, 

2.  Standards. — ^While  standardization  in  education  and  character 
may  be  of  questionable  value,  it  is  nevertheless  important  that  there 
should  be  certain  tests  that  could  be  applied  to  all  schools  that  seek 
the  Church's  aid  and  approval.  Church  Schools  should  be  Christian. 
Their  teachers  should  be  Christian.  All  teaching  should  be  from 
the  Christian  viewpoint  and  by  teachers  imbued  with  the  Christian 
spirit.  Is  the  Bible  taught  in  our  schools?  What  is  the  moral  tone  of 
the  institution?  Without  interfering  with  freedom  of  thought  and 
teaching,  a  Board  of  Education  might  be  of  inestimable  value  as  a 
tonic  in  helping  to  build  up  and  maintain  proper  standards  for  our 
schools. 

3.  Religious  Supervision,  in  Nan- denominational  Schools. — Reformed 
students  in  tax-supported  institutions  have  received  practically 
no  attention  from  the  Church.  The  importance  of  this  work  can 
be  seen  by  what  other  churches  are  doing.  The  Congregational 
Society  maintains  pastoral  work  in  twelve  state  institutions;  the 
Northern  Baptist  Board  in  seventeen  large  universities;  and  the 
Presb}i;erian  Church  North  in  thirty-five  tax-supported  institutions. 
That  the  importance  of  this  form  of  work  is  recognized  in  our  own 
Church  is  indicated  by  the  folloAving  action  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  July:  "On  motion  it  was  voted 
that  the  whole  question  of  students  in  State  Institutions  be  referred 
to  the  Educational  Commission  of  the  General  Synod.''  There  are 
but  few  colleges  or  schools  perhaps  where  it  would  be  possible  for 
our  Church  to  have  pastors.  But  part-time  pastoral  oversight  could 
be  arranged  for.  These  students  could,  through  home  pastors,  be 
practically  all  listed,  and  they  could  be  kept  in  touch  with  in  the 
name  of  the  Church  and  the  Kingdom. 

4.  Recruits  for  Life  Service. — To  secure  life  service  of  young  men 
and  women  for  the  Gospel  ministry;  for  missionary,  teaching  and 
distinctively  Kingdom  callings,  is  the  most  outstanding  need  of  the 
whole  Church  today.  Without  trained  and  consecrated  leadership  no 
amount  of  money  will  suffice.  And  this  leadership  can  be  secured,  not 
by  spasmodic  and  occasional  appeals  for  life  service,  but  by  a  syste- 
matic, persistent,  still  hunt  up  and  down  the  Church.  Judicious  chal- 
lenging of  young  people,  personally  and  by  correspondence  and 
literature  at  proper  intervals,  in  an  unending  campaign  through  the 
years,   will  alone,   under   God,   secure  the  leadership   which   will   be 
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adequate  to  the  Churcli's  need.  This  challenge  should  come  to 
every  student  in  the  schools,  that  those  who  are  really  fitted  niay 
have  an  opportunity  to  respond.  Here  is  a  promising  opportunity 
for  a  college  pastor  of  the  right  sort.  A  striking  illustration  of 
what  he  can  do  is  seen  in  the  case  of  the  University  of  California 
at  Berkeley.  In  a  period  of  fifty  years,  12,700  were  graduated,  and 
only  47  of  them  became  ministers.  Then  came  a  pastor  for  the 
Presbyterian  students  and  in  five  years,  40  students  went  into  the 
Presbyterian  ministry;  12  were  in  preparation  for  the  seminary; 
30  had  gone  into  the  foreign  field,  and  there  were  40  students 
pledged  for  foreign  missions. 

5.  Securing  Reformed  Students  for  Reformed  Schools. — The  boys 
and  girls  of  our  Church  should  be  gotten  into  our  schools  as  far 
as  possible.  The  advantage  of  this  for  the  young  people  themselv<?s, 
for  our  schools,  and  for  our  congregations  and  for  the  denomination 
should  be  self-evident. 

The  Southern  Baptists  have  had  a  campaign  to  challenge  young 
people  to  go  to  college.  Pastors  are  urged  to  send  at  least  one  boy 
to  a  Baptist  school.  The  names  of  those  graduating  from  high 
schools  were  secured,  and  literature  was  sent  to  them  showing  the 
immense  value  of  higher  education  for  life,  livelihood,  and  equip- 
ment for  service  in  church  and  state.  In  the  short  history  of  their 
Board,  they  have  developed  a  fine  literature  on  this  subject  anJ 
are  using  it  wisely. 

In  the  effort  to  secure  students,  young  people  are  found  who  ought 
to  go  to  college,  but  who  have  no  funds.  Various  Boards  come  to  the 
rescue  in  such  cases  with  Loan  Funds.  The  Congregational  Educa- 
tional Society  "provides  grants  or  scholarships  for  more  than  100 
students   each   year. ' ' 

The  Presbyterian  Church  South  assists  about  300  students  from 
their  Loan  Fund. 

6.  Arousing  Interest  in  Higher  Education. — ' '  To  create  a  de- 
nomination-wide interest  in  Christian  education  and  the  schools 
of  the  Church" — this  is  the  way  one  Board  states  its  prime  objective. 
Every  other  Board  and  agency  is  dependent  on  this,  and  will  lag 
unless  this  interest  is  magnified.  We  of  the  Eeformed  Church 
who  stress  educational  religion  should  not  be  laggards  here. 

Only  a  Board  of  Education  can  adequately  perform  these  func- 
tions. The  Commission,  therefore,  put  all  of  its  influence  behind 
the  proposed  ammendment  to  the  constitution,  authorizing  the  crea- 
tion of  a  Board  of  Education.  Representatives  of  the  Commission 
appeared  before  all  the  Synods,  and  a  communication,  setting  forth 
the  reasons  for  the  adoption  of  the  amendment,  as  they  appeared  to 
this  Commission,  was  sent  to  every  minister  and  delegate  elder  before 
the  meeting  of  Classes,  which  voted  on  the  proposition. 

The  Commission  also  secured  the  appointment  of  Education  Day 
by  the  Synods,  and  prepared  and  sent  suggestive  material  for  the 
observance  of  the  day  to  the  pastors  and  S.  S.  superintendents  of  the 
Church.  A  communication  with  the  offer  of  help  by  the  members  of 
the  Commission  was  sent  to  the  heads  of  our  Educational  institutions. 
An  effort  was  made  to  keep  the  subject  of  Christian  Education 
before  the  Church,  and  we  believe  that  much  progress  bas  been 
made  in  the  study  of  our  educational  task  in  the  last  triennium. 

Among   the   notable    achievements   in    this    line    is    a    study    that 
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was  made  during  tho  last  year  by  a  group  of  men  and  women 
representing  all  of  the  institutions  of  learning  and  all  the  other 
educational  agencies  of  the  denomination.  A  paper  setting  forth 
with  great  fullness  of  detail  the  problem  as  it  appeared  to  each  one 
of  these  institutions  and  interests  was  prepared  and  considered  at  a 
meeting  called  for  this  purpose,  the  immediate  outcome  of  which  was 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  on  findings,  with  Dr.  Theodore  F. 
Herman  as  chairman.  Through  its  chairman  this  committee  pre- 
sented the  appended  report  which  we  submit  to  the  Synod  as  the 
result  of  an  independent  study  of  the  whole  problem  of  Eeligioua 
Education  and  as  throwing  light  on  one  of  the  most  important 
subjects  coming  before  this  General  Synod. 

It  is  the  conviction  of  your  Commission  that  a  Board  of  Education 
should  be  elected  by  this  General  Synod,  and  that  a  Committee  should 
be  appointed  to  report  to  the  Synod  the  manner  in  which  the  said 
Board  shall  be  constituted  and  elected,  and  the  method  by  which 
the  financial  requirements  of  the  new  Board  shall  be  provided.

Eeport  of  Committee  on  Findings  Eepresenting  the  Various 

Educational  Institutions  and  Agencies  op  the  Eeformed 

Church 

"The  two  dominant  problems  of  the  Cliristian  Church  in  our 
age  are  the  social  significance  of  redemption  from  sin  and  Christian 
Education.  Both  are  old  problems.  From  the  very  beginning  the 
Church  recognized  certain  social  implications  of  her  divine  mission, 
and  exercised  her  educational  function.  But  their  full  meaning  has 
been  made  known  to  us  gradually  and  progi-essively,  as  the  Spirit  of 
God  has  taken  the  things  of  Christ  and  has  shown  them  to  us.  To-day, 
each  of  the  two  is  seen  in  a  new  light;  and  the  intimate  organic 
relations  of  both  are  being  discerned.  If  the  supreme  mission  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  is  the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  then 
Christian  Education  is  the  moral  method  for  the  accomplishment  of 
this  redemptive  mission. 

"What,  then,  do  we  mean  by  Christian  Education?  That  question 
is  pertinent  because  false  and  defective  conceptions  of  Christian 
Education  may  easily  lead  to  hostile  attitudes  on  the  part  of  groups 
and  individuals  who  are  sincerely  devoted  to  the  propagation  of  the 
gospel  of  Christ,  or  they  may  result  in  perfunctory  schemes  of 
religious  education  which  ignore  the  primary  fact  that  the  Christian 
religion  is  a  life  that  cannot  be  taught,  but  must  be  caught. 

"Let  us  affirm,  then,  first  and  foremost,  that  the  Christian  religion 
is  the  life  of  God  in  the  soul  of  man,  which  is  quickened  in  those 
who  through  Jesus  Christ  find  access  to  God  and  live  in  personal 
communion  with  Him.  The  God  of  the  Christian  revelation,  there- 
fore, is  both  its  ground  and  its  goal,  its  cause  and  its  consummation. 
In  the  past  this  supreme  fact,  that  the  Christian  religion  is  a 
divine  life  engendered  in  man  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  has  frequently 
been  totally  ignored  in  certain  theories  of  religious  education,  or 
it  has  been  very  inadequately  expressed  in  them.     Dogmatists  have 
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assumed  that  religion  is  primarily  a  system  of  supernatural  infor- 
mation which  may  be  taught;  ritualists  have  regarded  religion  as  a 
set  of  divinely  commanded  ceremonies;  moralists  have  reduced  it  to 
a  sum  of  ethical  precepts.  Now  doctrines,  rites,  and  precepts  may, 
indeed,  be  taught,  in  the  sense  of  being  imposed  upon  men  by 
some  external  authority ;  and  they  do  belong  to  the  Christian  religion 
as  essential  aspects  of  its  expression  in  terms  of  thought  and 
life.  But  they  must  be  regarded  as  the  inevitable  consequence  of 
religion,  and  not  as  its  creative  cause. 

"Hence,  when  we  speak  of  Christian  Education,  we  do  not  mean 
the  impartation  of  doctrinal  knowledge  merely,  nor  the  performance 
of  sacred  rites,  nor  the  inculcation  of  moral  precepts.  We  ^  find 
ourselves  in  hearty  agreement  with  those  who  affirm  that  religion 
cannot  be  taught,  but  must  be  caught. 

"But  we  are  constrained,  further,  to  ask,  How,  then,  is  religion 
caught?  That,  really,  is  the  great  issue  before  the  Church  to-day. 
There  can  be  no  division  of  opinion  among  Christian  people  on  the 
question  whether  religion  is  education  or  regeneration,  whether  it  is 
something  imposed  upon  men  from  Avithout  by  educational  processes 
or  quickened  within  the  soul  of  man  by  the  divine  Spirit'.  But  there 
may  well  be  divergent  views,  even  among  Christian  people,  on 
the  question  Jww  the  Spirit  of  God  works  in  man.  Does  religion 
catch  a  man  unawares?  Is  it  a  sudden  seizure,  from  without  and 
from  above,  that  puts  the  soul  under  its  divine  constraint?  Does 
the  Spirit  of  God  thus  lead  men  to  conversion  and  decision? 

' '  In  the  past,  the  Eef ormed  Church  has  been  divinely  led,  in  theory 
and  practice,  to  affirm  that  there  is  a  more  organic  and  normal  method 
of  operation  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  Without  presuming  to  set  dog- 
matic metes  and  bounds  to  the  free  motion  of  God 's  love,  without 
attempting  to  limit  the  wideness  of  His  mercy  by  our  narrow  channels, 
we  have,  nevertheless,  been  devoted  to  the  catechetical  method  of 
teaching  and  training  children  for  efficient  membership  in  the  Church, 
accepting  all  the  theological  implications  and  practical  corollaries  of 
that  method. 

"Now  Christian  Education,  as  we  understand  it,  marks  no  violent 
break  with  our  history  and  traditions,  as  an  educational  church.  On 
the  contrary,  it  denotes  an  effort  to  widen  and  deepen  our  past 
practices.  It  means,  that  in  our  methods  we  make  full  use  of  all  the 
new  insight  into  the  nature  and  constitution  of  man  which  the  science 
of  psychology  has  given  us.  It  means,  that  in  planning  the  content 
of  Cliristian  Education  we  bring  within  its  scope  the  complex  social 
life  of  the  present  day.  It  means,  that  in  defining  the  ultimate 
purpose  of  Christian  Education  we  stress  training  for  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  rather  than  membership  in  a  church. 

* '  Christian  Education,  thus  conceived,  means  the  gradual  and 
progressive  growth  into  the  way  of  life  and  truth  revealed  by  Jesus 
Christ.  And  it  may  be  defined  as  a  method  of  training  the  young 
into  efficient  devotion  to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  It  assumes  that 
there  is  one  thing  men  cannot,  and  need  not,  do,  viz.,  to  create  or 
quicken  in  the  soul  of  man  the  germ  of  religion.  That,  God  alone 
can  do,  and  He  has  done  it.  But  it  also  assumes  that  there  is  one 
thing  man  must  do,  under  God,  viz.,  to  provide  the  conditions  for 
the  normal  and  fruitful  growth  and  development  for  that  divinely 
implanted  germ.     And,  hitherto,  we  have  failed  to  do  that  adequately. 
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Even  as  in  the  realm  of  nature  God  provides  seed  and  sun,  and 
demands  of  the  husbandman  that  he  till  the  soil  and,  thus,  promote 
the  growth  of  the  seed, — so  it  is  in  the  realm  of  the  Spirit.  God 
implants  in  the  soul  of  every  child  that  which  no  human  skill  or  toil 
can  produce.  It  is  like  a  seed,  charged  with  infinite  potentialities  of 
good  and  evil.  And  Christian  Education  is  spiritual  husbandry.  It 
means  creating  the  conditions  under  which  the  seed  within  the  soul 
may  reach  its  maturity.  It  means  not  merely  to  teach  the  young  to 
know  the  will  of  God,  as  revealed  in  the  gospel,  but  to  enable  them  to 
grow  into  the  doing  of  it,  in  their  human  relationships,  from  birth 
to  maturity.  It  includes  the  impartation  of  the  knowledge  of  God's 
revelation  in  Jesus  Christ,  the  formation  of  fixed  habits  and  definite 
Christian  attitudes  toward  life,  and  the  inculcation  of  the  Spirit  of 
intelligent  loyalty  to  Christ  as  the  Savior  and  Master  of  mankind,  and 
of  efficient  devotion  to  the  extension  of  God's  Kingdom  as  the  su- 
preme purpose  of  life. 

"It  is  evident  that  such  a  conception  of  the  purpose  and  scope  of 
Christian  Education  involves  a  program  of  co-operative  action  running 
into  the  far  future.  It  is  not  a  task  that  can  be  assigned  to  the 
pulpit,  or  performed  in  the  Church  schools,  or  delegated  to  the  home. 
It  must  rest  upon  a  social  basis  broad  enough  to  include,  at  least, 
home,  school  and  church.  It  requires  the  earnest  and  intelligent 
co-operation  of  parent,  teacher,  and  preacher.  Nothing  less  than  that 
will  enable  us  to  establish  an  educative  process  that  will  result  in 
the  growth  of  the  young  into  efficient  members  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  And  much  more  than  that  may  be  required  if  we  are  ever 
to  establish  a  social  order,  so  impregnated  with  the  spirit  of  Christ 
in  its  thought  and  life,  that  within  it  the  young  will  grow  normally 
into  the  grace  and  truth  of  God. 

"For  Christian  Education,  so  conceived,  is  not  concerned  pri- 
marily Avith  better  methods  or  with  educational  equipment.  These 
technical  aspects  of  the  problem  are,  indeed,  of  great  importance, 
but  they  are  not  paramount.  The  real  problem  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion is  the  creation  of  a  life,  within  the  educational  institutions, 
viz.,  the  home,  the  school,  and  the  church,  under  whose  constant 
pressure  and  control  the  young  may  grow  into  a  religious  life 
(may  'catch'  religion  as  a  life).  Life  always  means  two  things, 
viz.,  experience  and  experiment.  And  the  Christian  life  means,  first, 
the  experience  of  the  love  of  God,  and  then,  a  growing  participation 
in  the  purposes  of  that  divine  love.  And  Christian  Education  aims 
at  the  creation  of  such  conditions  in  the  home,  the  school,  and  the 
church,  that  the  young,  through  direct  personal  fellowship  with 
parents,  teachers,  and  preachers,  shall  experience  the  love  of  God 
in  their  unfolding  lives ;  and,  further,  that  within  these  social 
institutions  they  will  find  opportunities  for  sharing  and  expressing 
that  divine  love.  Then,  out  of  this  rich  subsoil  of  all  real  life,  out 
of  personal  experience  and  active  experiment,  there  will  grow 
Christian  convictions  and  fixed  habits  (mental  and  moral  attitudes 
toward  life).  And  thus  a  faith  will  be  born  in  them,  that  is  not 
merely  belief  in  a  religion  that  has  been  taught  authoritatively,  but 
a  faith  in  Jesus  Christ  as  Savior  and  in  Christianity  as  the  way 
of  salvation  that  is  the  result  of  personal  experience. 

"We  do  not  indulge  the  fond  illusion,  then,  that  the  creation 
of    a    Board    of    Christian    Education    by    the    General    Synod    will 
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solve  the  problem  of  Christian  Education  in  the  Reformed  Church. 
But  we  hail  the  establishment  of  this  new  administrative  agency  as 
an  indication  of  the  fact  that  our  Church,  rich  in  its  educational 
heritage  and  traditions,  is  wide  awake  to  the  paramountcy  of  the 
problem  of  Christian  Education,  and  is  resolved,  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Spirit  of  God,  to  go  forward  toward  an  adequate  solution  as 
fast  as  it  may,  in  the  light  of  a  growing  experience,  and  as  far 
as  it  must,  in  order  to  achieve  its  aim. 

"It  is  for  this  Synod's  new  Board  of  Christian  Education  to 
determine  the  direction  and  the  speed  of  its  operations.  But  it 
may  be  proper  to  call  attention  in  this  report  to  the  two  central 
factors  of  the  problem  of  Christian  Education,  viz.,  the  teacher  and 
the  pupil.  By  the  teacher  we  mean  the  adults  in  home,  school,  and 
church,  who  must  create  the  conditions  required  for  the  growth  of 
the  young  into  a  genuine  Christian  life.  By  the  pupil  we  mean 
the  young,  from  infancy  to  maturity,  who  are  to  be  trained  and 
taught. 

' '  Thus  the  problem  of  Christian  Education  has  two  major  aspects. 
It  means,  first,  to  train  persons  for  educational  leadership,  to  provide 
parents,  teachers,  and  preachers  who  understand  the  problem  and  are 
fitted,  through  training,  to  aid  in  its  solution.  This  aspect  of  the 
problem  points  unmistakably  toward  the  academies,  colleges,  and 
seminaries  of  the  Church.  There,  we  must  meet  the  urgent  needof 
educational  leadership.  And  it  is,  perhaps,  the  one  definite  thing 
the  new  Board  can  do  immediately.  It  can  be  of  immense  service  in 
promoting  real  Christian  Education  in  the  higher  institutions  of  our 
Church, 

"The  second  aspect  of  the  problem  is  even  more  important,  be- 
cause it  concerns  the  child,  whom  Jesus  placed  into  our  midst  as 
being  'the  greatest.'  Here,  of  course,  the  problem  of  Christian 
Education  comes  to  its  focus.  Christian  Education,  as  we  have 
seen,  denotes  a  method  of  teaching  and  training  the  young.  It 
means  their  growth  into  Christ's  way  of  being  and  of  living.  For 
their  sake  we  want  parents,  teachers,  and  preachers, — that  in  home, 
school,  and  church,  '  conservation  of  the  children '  through  educative 
processes  may  supplant  '  reclamation  of  adults  '  by  revivalistie  meth- 
ods. 

"This  second  aspect  of  the  problem,  then,  points  directly  to  the 
Church,  schools  and  to  the  home.  In  our  homes  and  schools  the 
young  tarry  while  we  train  and  fit  them  for  life.  There,  during 
the  plastic  years  of  infancy  and  childhood,  we  may  determine  whose 
image  and  superscription  they  shall  bear  through  life.  There,  in- 
evitably, they  grow  into  some  kind  of  life.  They  choose  a  way 
of  being  and  living  that  has  assumed  definite  form,  if  not  rigid  fixity, 
by  the  time  they  reach  adolescence.  And  there,  in  home  and  school. 
Christian  Education  must  seize  its  God-given  opportunity  to  make 
the  life  of  the  young  a  progressive  growth  into  an  efiicient  devotion 
to  the  Kingdom  of  God.  We  stress  the  great  need  of  educational 
leadership  because  we  need  men  and  women  of  vision  and  consecra- 
tion; adults  who  are  spiritually  fitted  and  technically  trained  for 
the  Christian  Education  of  the  young. 

' '  This  second  aspect  of  the  problem,  then,  centering  in  home  and 
school,  raises  all  the  detailed  questions  of  providing  an  adequate  and 
efficient  Christian  Education  for  our  children  and  youths, — questions 
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of  curricula  and  texts,  of  methods  and  standards,  of  equipment  and 
organization,  of  training  and  administration.  And  it  seems  clear 
that  the  organic  and  intimate  relation  of  the  two  major  aspects  of 
Christian  Education  demands  their  correlation  under  the  guidance 
and  control  of  one  administrative  body.  Only  thus,  it  would  seem, 
can  we  achieve  unity  in  aim  and  efficiency  in  method.  The  twain  are 
one  in  spirit  and  aim,  and  they  cannot  be  held  in  permanent 
divorcement,  without  serious  loss, 

"Ultimately,  therefore,  this  new  Board  of  Christian  Education, 
in  its  administrative  functions,  should  become  the  focal  point  where 
all  the  diverging  lines  of  Christian  Education,  running  through  the 
fabric  of  our  denominational  life,  are  concentrated;  and  the  seminal 
centre^  Avhence  inspiration  and  definite  guidance  flow  to  all  phases 
and  aspects  of  Christian  Education.  But  it  seems  clear  that  such 
a  consummation  cannot  safely  be  reached  by  summary  ecclesiastical 
action.  It  must  come,  rather,  as  the  result  of  an  organic  evolution 
in  the  course  of  a  growing  experience. 

"Various  practical  difficulties  are  obvious.  What,  e.g.,  will  the 
precise  relation  be  of  this  Board  to  the  higher  institutions  of  learn- 
ing in  our  Church?  At  present,  they  are  all  under  synodical  control. 
And,  without  constitutional  amendment,  no  Board  of  General  Synod 
could  exercise  any  authority  over  them.  At  most,  therefore,  the 
new  Board  of  Christian  Education  can  sustain  only  advisory  relations 
to  our  academies,  colleges,  and  seminaries.  Such  a  relation,  of 
course,  opens  up  the  widest  field  of  usefulness  to  the  Board,  but  it 
must  be  clearly  understood  from  its  very  birth. 

"It  is  conceivable  that  the  relation  of  this  Board  to  the  local 
Church,  in  its  educational  activities,  should  be  quite  different.  There, 
indeed,  it  might  function  most  Iseneficently  as  an  administrative 
body  in  the  widest  sense.  But  here,  also,  practical  difficulties  exist. 
At  present  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board  occupies  that 
field,  though  not  exclusively.  Other  agencies  within  the  local 
Cliurch,  and  other  Boards  of  the  Church  perform  distinctively  educa- 
tional tasks.  What,  now,  will  be  the  relation  of  the  new  Board  of 
Christian  Education  to  the  Publication  and   Sunday   School  Board? 

' '  Manifestly,  the  new  Board  faces  a  great  task.  We  have  every  con- 
fidence that  its  personnel  will  consist  of  men  and  women  of  vision  and 
consecration.  Gradually  they  will  show  us  the  way  to  a  unified 
system  of  Christian  Education.  And  if  the  Church  will  follow 
Avhither  they  lead  us,  we  shall,  in  time,  raise  up  an  army  that  will 
be  mighty  in  their  efficient  and  mature  consecration  to  the  love  of 
God  Manifested  in  Jesus  Christ,  and  in  their  personal  devotion  to 
the  redemptive  purpose  of  God  revealed  to  us  in  the  gospel." 

The  foregoing  report  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  a  Spe- 
cial Committee  as  called  for  in  the  report.  The  said  Com- 
mittee reported  on  Monday  evening  and  action  was  taken 
seriatim.  The  report  of  the  Special  Committee  and  the 
action  taken  by  General  Synod  follows : 

Report  of  the  Special  Educational  Committee 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Committee  has  received  the  reports  of  the 
Educational  Commission  and  their  findings  together  with  the  notifi- 
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cation,  on  the  part  of  General  Synod,  that  51  Classes  have  approved 
of  the  Amendment  authorizing  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Ee- 
ligious  Education.  It  is  very  evident  that  the  Commission  has  taken 
its  duty  seriously  and  given  its  best  thought  and  effort  to  the  work. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion,  that  the  formation  of  such  a 
Board  of  Religious  Education  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  The 
Reformed  Church  has  long  deferred  the  organization  of  such  an 
agency  in  which  ultimately  nil  of  the  educational  activities  can  be 
grouped,  correlated  and  made  to  function  more  satisfactorily  so  as 
to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  our  growing  church. 

Your  Committee  recommends : 

1.  That  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  Edu- 
cational Commission  who  have  rendered  such  signal  service  to  the 
cause  of  religious  education  and  whose  labors  have  now  been  con- 
cluded. 

2.  That  the  term  "Christian"  shall  be  used  instead  of  "relgious" 
and  this  branch  of  our  work  shall  henceforth  be  known  as  Christian 
Education. 

3.  That  General  Synod  authorizes  the  establishment  and  hereby 
does  establish  a  Board  of  Christian  Education  consisting  of  15  mem- 
bers with  three  additional  advisory  members  as  hereinafter  stated. 

Synodical  Group:  7  members  elected  by  General  Synod,  each  rep- 
resenting one  of  the  seven  Synods  of  our  Church. 

Educational  Group:  6  members,  three  to  be  chosen  from  the  East- 
ern institutions,  two  from  the  Central  institutions  and  one  from  the 
Western. 

Laymen 's  Group :  2  laymen,  representing  the  entire  church,  one 
from  the  East  and  one  from  the  West. 

Women's  Group:  Three  women  appointed  by  the  W.  M.  S.  Gen- 
eral Synod,  who  shall  act  as  advisory  members,  one  to  be  chosen 
from  each  of  the  three  educational  sections  of  our  Cliurch. 

These  members  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  six  years  with  the 
understanding  that  the  term  of  the  first  group  (Synodical)  shall 
expire  at  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  and  that  of 
the  other  groups  (lustitutional-laymeu-women's)  at  the  next  follow- 
ing triennium. 

4.  This  Board  during  the  next  triennium  shall  proceed  along  the 
seven  lines  of  activity  formulated  by  the  Educational  Commission 
(see  pages  245-247  of  the  Blue  Book)  and  shall  present  to  the  next 
General  Synod  a  detailed  program  of  such  other  lines  of  activity  as 
the  experience  of  the  Board  indicates  shall  be  wise  and  practicable. 

5.  The  Board  shall  be  authorized  to  solicit  and  receive  funds  for 
the  purposes  of  the  work  prescribed. 

6.  Only  such  Avork,  now  performed  by  other  Boards  and  Avhich 
properly  comes  under  the  head  of  Christian  education,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  this  Board  of  Christian  Education  as  General  Synod  from 
time  to  time  directs. 

7.  This  Board  shall  clearly  define  its  relation  to  the  various  Syn- 
odical Boards  of  Education  and  these  Synodical  Boards  are  invited 
to  use  the  facilities  and  to  co-operate  in  the  work  of  the  Board  of 
Christian  Education  of  General  Syp'xl. 

8.  The  election  of  this  Board  of  Christian  Education  shall  be  held 
at  this  meeting  of  General  Synod.  The  expenses  of  this  Board  shall 
be  paid  by  General  Synod. 

9.  That  in  view  of  the  postponement  of  final  action  on  this  report 
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until  after  the  election,  this  Committee  after  careful  consideration 
recommends  that  the  Board  be  constituted  by  the  election  of  the 
following  members :

Items  1,  2,  4,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10  of  the  foregoing  report 
were  severally  adopted  as  read.  Items  3  and  5  were 
adopted  as  revised  and  now  given  in  the  report.  The  Re- 
port was  finally  adopted  as  a  whole  and  the  Stated  Clerk 
was  instructed  to  cast  the  ballot  for  Synod  for  the  mem- 
bers nominated  to  constitute  the  Board  of  Education  as 
provided  for  under  item  9. 

Item  6.  The  Stated  Clerk  reported  that  through  over- 
sight the  appointment  of  a  Railroad  Agent  was  omitted  at 
the  last  Triennial  Sessions  and  that  by  request  of  the  of- 
ficers of  General  Synod  Rev.  C.  B.  Alspach  had  been  re- 
quested to  look  after  the  necessary  details. 
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A  vote  of  appreciation  was  expressed  by  General  Synod 
both  to  Dr.  Alspach  and  to  Rev.  A.  G.  Lohmann  for  their 
work  for  the  Eastern  and  Western  sections;  the  pajrment 
of  expenses  incurred  was  authorized  and  they  were  reap- 
pointed for  the  next  Triennial  Sessions. 

Item  7.  The  Report  was  made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for 
Wednesday  May  30,  9:15  a.  m.,  at  which  hour  the  follow- 
ing- report  was  presented  and  adopted  as  a  whole,  with  the 
addition  that,  instead  of  continuing  the  Commission,  the 
matter  of  Temperance  be  henceforth  referred  to  the  Sun- 
day-school Board  of  General  Synod. 

Report  of  Commission  on  Temperance 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Be  formed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Commission  on  Temperance, 
consisting  of  the  delegates  of  the  General  Synod  to  the  Federal  Coun- 
cil of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  begs  leave  to  report  that 
they  have  co-operated  during  the  Triennium  with  the  Temperance 
Commission  of  the  Federal  Council.  The  subject  has  been  considered 
by  the  several  Synods  and  Classes,  strong  Eesolutions  have  been 
passed  in  favor  of  Temperance  and  in  a  number  of  Synods  represen- 
tatives have  been  elected  to  the  Anti-Saloon  League.  Eev.  Evifus  W. 
Miller  is  Chairman  of  the  Commission  and  Dr.  Charles  E.  Schaeffer, 
Secretary. 

On  the  occasion  of  the  visiit  of  the  Chairman  to  the  "World's  Sunday 
School  Convention  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  September,  1920,  an  opportunity 
was  afforded  to  deliver  addresses  on  Temperance  in  Tokyo,  Osaka, 
and  Kyoto  and  conferences  were  held  with  representatives  of  the  Na- 
tional Temperance  Agency  of  Japan.  The  Commission  has  co-operated 
with  the  Federal  Council's  Commission  on  Temperance. 

Your  Commission  believes  that  our  Churches  should  utilize  every 
opportunity  to  strengthen  public  sentiment  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
Volstead  Act  and  Prohibition  laws  and,  as  well,  to  educate  young  and 
old  in  the  scientific  basis  of  Prohibition.  This  educational  work  is 
important  in  our  large  cities  and  in  many  rural  districts  also.  Empha- 
sis should  be  placed  upon  the  fact  of  the  findings  and  conclusions 
about  alcohol  which  modern  science  has  fully  established: 

1.  Ethyl  alcohol  is  a  protoplasm  poison. 

2.  Alcohol  is  a  habit-forming  drug. 

3.  Alcohol  is  a  specific  cause  of  degeneracy:  a  disruptive  agency  in 
the  life  and  reproduction  of  individual  man  and  in  the  order  of  so- 
ciety. 

It  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  welfare  of  mankind  to  destroy  the 
disease  of  alcoholism.  Efficiency  and  alcohol  can  not  go  together. 
Drink  is  the  greatest  single  enemy  of  man  as  a  bread-winner  and  a 
home-builder;  it  is,  likewise,  man's  greatest  enemy  as  a  home-breaker, 
oftentimes  making  a  man  a  menace  to  his  home  and  his  wife  and 
children.  Even  where  it  does  not  bring  disease  and  disintegration  to 
the  home,  alcohol  is  one  of  the  great  causes  of  discord,  progressively 
incapacitating  the  man  for  the  duties  of  life.     Soul  life  is  what  gives 
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dignity  to  human  life  above  the  life  of  the  brute,  yet  alcohol  strikes 
deepest  at  a  man's  soul  life.  Alcohol  undermines  and  ultimately  de- 
stroys a  man  as  a  character-builder  and  oftentimes  for  himself  and 
for  his  fellow-man,  transforms  a  character-builder  into  a  character- 
destroyer. 

The  creation  of  a  sound  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  law  and  the  educational  work  which  needs  to  be  done  to  se- 
cure law  enforcement  is  so  important  that  your  Commission  is  con- 
strained to  say  that  a  more  definite  method  of  aiding  our  Churches 
should  be  found  than  is  possible  under  the  present  form  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Temperance  of  the  General  Synod.  It  would  seem  that 
the  advocacy  of  Temperance  and  the  preparation  and  circulation  of 
temperance  literature  and  work  in  behalf  of  Prohibition  should  either 
be  allocated  to  the  Social  Service  Department  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  or,  as  is  done  in  a  number  of  Churches^  it  should  be  placed 
as  a  definite  responsibility  upon  the  Educational  Department  of  tha 
Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board. 

Your  reverend  body  recommended  the  financial  support  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Temperance  but  it  has  not  been  possible,  through  the  Com- 
mission, to  secure  funds  to  carry  forward  this  important  work.  One 
offering  of  ten  dollars  came  to  the  Commission  and  the  balance  of 
expense  has  been  met  by  personal  gifts  of  the  Chairman  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  carried  forward  by  the  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Board. 

Your  Commission  presents  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  this  Synod  authorize  one  of  its  regular  Boards  to  fully  or- 
ganize and  carry  forward  the  work  of  Temperance  education. 

2.  That  the  Synods  and  Classes  be  again  requested  to  appoint  Com- 
mittees on  Temperance  to  co-operate  with  the  General  Synod 's  Agency 
on  Temperance,  the  Federal  Counoil's  Commission  on  Temperance 
and  the  Anti-Saloon  League  and  by  proper  methods  to  aid  in  enforc- 
ing Prohibition  laws  and  to  create  sound  public  sentiment  in  favor 
of  total  abstinence. 

3.  That  General  Synod,  through  the  Classes,  commends  the  financial 
support  of  Temperance  by  congregations,  Sunday  Schools  and  indi- 
viduals, and  authorizes  the  Board  to  secure  funds  to  carry  forward 
this  work. 

4.  That  General  Synod  places  on  record  its  conviction  that  even  the 
partial  enforcement  of  the  Eighteenth  Amendment  has  proved  a  great 
blessing  to  many  thousands  of  individuals  and  homes  throughout  the 
land;  that  it  recognizes  with  joy  the  growing  sentiment  in  favor  of 
the  enforcement  of  Prohibition  laws  and  the  recognition  that  to  be  a 
patriotic,  law-abiding  citizen  means  that  all  laws  must  be  obeyed. 
Liberty  and  democracy  can  only  be  preserved  by  obedience  to  law. 

It  records  its  belief  that  the  Volstead  Act  is  a  proper  Act  for  the 
enforcement  of  National  Prohibition  and  urges  the  members  of  our 
congregations  to  encourage  their  representatives  in  Congress  and  in 
State  legislatures  to  approve  of  the  continuance  of  this  Act,  to  aid 
in  the  passage  of  proper  laws  for  the  enforcement  of  Prohibition  and 
to  oppose  any  proposed  measures  designed  to  allow  the  sale  of  wines 
and  beers  greater  than  one-half  of  one  per  cent.

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Item  8.  The  Report  was  made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for 
Monday  at  2 :15  at  which  time  the  same  was  read  by  the 
Rev.  David  Dunn  and  adopted.  Later  the  Stated  Clerk 
was  authorized  to  send  a  letter  of  greeting  and  sympathy 
to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  the  Rev.  Lewis  Robb, 
D.D.  In  accordance  with  the  report  the  work  of  this  Com- 
mittee was  committed,  for  the  future,  to  the  Commission  on 
Religious  Education.     The  report  as  adopted  reads  thus : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  on  ' '  The  Bible 
and  Moral  Instruction  in  The  Public  Schools"  beg  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing report.  We  are  assured  through  the  request  of  various  classes 
that  many  pastors  have  preached  an  annual  sermon,  observing  a  day 
of  prayer  in  behalf  of  the  public  schools,  as  requested  by  your  Eever- 
end  body  three  years  ago.  When  we  consider  the  fact  that  20,000,000 
children  are  in  the  public  schools  of  the  U.  S.  taught  by  more  than 
600,000  teachers  the  moral  instruction  of  these  pupils  is  very  sig- 
nificant. If  we  believe  that  the  Bible  is  the  Word  of  God  given  for 
reproof,  for  instructing  in  righteousness,  and  that  the  man  who  lives 
according  to  the  laws  of  the  same  reaches  his  highest  goal,  and  that 
the  nation  whose  destiny  is  guided  by  its  precepts  and  moral  teaching 
is  blessed  indeed,  then  it  is  very  evident  that  these  20,000,000  children 
ouglit  to  be  taught  the  law  of  the  Lord.  The  church  cannot  compel 
the  school  authorities  to  have  the  Bible  taught  in  the  schools  under 
our  government  where  the  church  and  state  are  separate.  The  duty 
of  tiie  church  is  to  cultivate  a  friendly  spirit.  Too  long  has  the 
church  stood  aloof,  as  much  as  to  say,  "we  have  nothing  to  do  with 
the  public  schools,  the  state  takes  care  of  the  public  education." 
This  should  not  be  the  attitude  of  the  church.  She  should  be  in 
constant  prayer  for  the  moral  aud  spiritual  welfare  of  the  children. 
If  all  the  churches  were  to  take  such  an  attitude  there  would  be 
cultivated  a  friendly  spirit  between  church  and  school,  which  would 
result  in  the  school  reaching  out  to  the  church  for  aid  in  its  moral 
training  of  these  20,000,000  children.  The  schools  of  the  land  are 
not  godless  as  is  often  claimed.  Most  of  the  teachers  are  devout, 
earnest  Christian  women  and  men.  These  teachers  feel  the  need  of 
giving  them  the  knowledge  of  the  word  of  God.  There  are  already, 
many  hopeful  signs.  A  few  years  ago  the  school  authorities  of  New 
York  City  asked  the  churelies  to  take  over  the  moral  and  religious 
instruction  of  the  classes.  The  church  had  to  confess  that  it  was 
not  prepared  in  teaching-force  or  in  material  equipment.  However 
there  are  some  sections  in  our  country  where  this  kind  of  work  is 
be.ng  done  satisfactorily.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Daily  Vacation 
WppW  ?.  Z■^^^  another  evidence  of  what  the  people  are  wanting. 
Week-flay  Bible  Instruction  is  being  given  in  many  churches.  In 
one  of  our  newer  cities  in  the  Southwest,  a  man  offered  to  pay  a

The  effect  upon  the 
morals  of  this  school  after  a  few  years  was  such  that  the  Board  as- 
sumed the  support  for  the  teacher  in  its  annual  budget  ThS  is  the 
goal  to  be  reached  viz:  Teaching  the  word  of  God  as  a  part  of  the 
school  curriculum.     There  is  no  reason  why  there  shouKt  be  an 
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agreement  between  Protestants,  Roman  Catholics,  and  Jews,  to  have 
Bible  truths  taught  to  our  children.  To  attain  this  end  the  church 
must  prepare  herself.     We  therefore  recommend: 

First.  That  we  devoutly  thank  the  Lord  for  the  dawning  of  a 
better  day  anel  for  the  hopeful  sign. 

Second.'  That  General  Synod  request  pastors,  through  the  several 
Classes,  to  have  a  day  of  prayer  for  the  public  schools. 

Third.  That  General  Synod  request  pastors,  through  the  Classes, 
to  be  ever  watchful  that  the  best  interest  of  the  schools  be  advanced 
in  their  respective  communities. 

Fourth.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  General  Synod  has  a  Commission 
on  Moral  and  Religious  Education  we  recommend  that  this  subject  be 
committed  to  the  above  Commission  unless  General  Synod  deems  it 
best  to  continue  the  Committee  on  the  Bible  and  Moral  Instruction 
in  the  Public  Schools.

Item  10.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  New  Liturgy, 
together  with  a  eopy  of  "The  Book  of  Worship,"  was  pre- 
sented by  the  Rev.  John  Calvin  Bowman,  D.D.,  Chairman, 
and  is  as  follows : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  At  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  held  at  Dayton, 
Ohio,  in  May  1917,  it  was  resolved:  "That  a  committee  of  nine  be 
appointed,  three  representing  the  constituency  of  the  Eastern  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  three  the  constituency  of  the  Central  Seminary,  and 
three  the  constituency  of  the  Mission  House;  the  professor  of  Litur- 
gies in  each  of  these  Seminaries  to  be  a  member  of  this  committee, 
to  prepare  a  new  Liturgy  in  accordance  with  Reformed  principles, 
and  report  to  the  next  General  Synod."  The  committee  accordingly 
was  constituted  of  those  whose  names  are  subscribed  to  this  Report. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  in  May 
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1920,  a  partial  Keport  was  submitted.  The  present  Eeport,  lacking 
a  few  minor  details,  is  substantially  complete,  and  is  submitted  to 
your  reverend  body  with  the  hope  that  it  may  receive  your  approval 
and  recommendation  to  the  several  Classes  of  which  the  General  Synod 
is  composed.  The  book  is  the  product  of  much  prayer  and  painstak- 
ing toil.  Its  preparation  has  involved  the  careful  and  unprejudiced 
study  of  all  former  Orders  of  Worship  approved  by  our  Church,  as 
well 'as  the  comparative  study  of  the  various  Liturgies  now  used  by 
other  Christian  bodies.  Its  familiar  tone  gives  proof  of  the  retention 
of  the  essential  features  of  our  devotional  heritage.  The  numerous 
changes  which  have  been  made,  the  committee  believes  to  be  fully 
justified  by  the  enlarged  needs  and  changed  conditions  of  our  time. 
The  choice  of  alternates  for  the  Lord's  Day  and  Holy  Communion 
Services,  and  the  enlarged  collection  of  Prayers  for  Special  Occasions, 
it  is  hoped  may  satisfy  the  growing  demand  for  greater  flexibility  in 
the  use  of  forms  for  public  worship.  The  many  modifications  of 
Forms  hitherto  used  by  our  churches  are  partly  due  to  requests  for 
revision  which  have  come  from  various  sources.  Every  suggestion 
which  has  come  to  the  committee  has  received  careful  consideration. 
The  committee  is  especially  indebted  to  Eev.  Prof.  C.  Ernest  Wagner, 
former  Professor  of  English  Literature  in  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  for  his  kind  co-operation  in  revising  and  correcting  the 
proofs.  It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  the  Report  has  the  unanimous 
approval  of  the  committee,  and  that  at  all  its  meetings,  notwith- 
standing the  occasional  struggles  of  diverse  and  conflicting  opinions, 
the  spirit  of  unity,  fairness,  and  mutual  regard  was  maintained  in- 
violate. 

In  presenting  this  Report  the  committee  cherishes  the  hope  that  by 
the  unifying  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  through  closer  fellowship 
in  the  pure  and  reverent  worship  of  the  sanctuary  and  in  the  faith- 
ful service  of  our  Lord,  we  may  all  come  to  share  more  fully  in  re- 
ceiving and  extending  the  blessings  of  His  kingdom.

The  foregoing  report  and  "Book  of  Worship"  were  're- 
ferred to  a  Special  Committee  whose  report  was  made  the 
Order  of  the  Day  for  Tuesday  at  2  p.  m.  at  this  hour  re- 
port of  the  Special  Committee  was  presented  and,  follow- 
ing an  address  by  Dr.  Bowman,  action  taken  seriatim. 
The  report,  as  revised,— amended,  and  finally  adopted  as  a 
whole  is  as  follows : 
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To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  given  the 
important  task  of  reviewing  and  recommending  action  on  "The 
Book  of  Worship,"  the  new  Liturgy  prepared  by  the  Committee 
appointed  at  the  General  Synod  six  years  ago,  reports  that  wo  have 
gone  over  the  work  as  carefully  as  possible  in  the  brief  time  at  our 
command.  We  have  had  three  sittings  of  the  committee,  which  were 
attended  also  by  other  members  of  General  Synod  and  ministers  of 
our  Church  who  came  by  our  general  invitation,  with  suggestions 
which  were  duly  considered. 

This  ' '  Book  of  Worship, ' '  which  all  the  delegates  to  General  Synod 
have  had  opportunity  to  examine,  we  recognize  as  a  fine  piece  of 
work,  the  result  of  enormous  research,  study  and  diligent  toil,  mingled 
with  much  patience  and  prayer.  In  it  we  note  the  * '  essential  features 
of  our  devotional  heritage,"  "the  familiar  tone." 

The  Liturgical  Committee  has  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the 
Canton  SjTiod,  that  their  work  should  be  "in  accordance  with  Re- 
formed principles,"  yet  a  multitude  of  simplifications,  enlargements 
and  modifications  have  been  made,  which  more  closely  answer  to  the 
thinking,  devotional  temper  and  spirit  of  our  time.  It  is  not  to  be 
expected  that  every  person  will  find  in  these  forms  what  will  satisfy 
him  in  all  particulars.  Some  would  desire  more  radical  and  sweep- 
ing changes,  others  will  regret  that  certain  features,  endeared  to 
them  by  long  usage,  have  not  been  retained;  but  any  common  service 
we  would  use  must  involve  the  Christian  principle  of  tolerance  and 
mutual  concession.  What  we  especially  rejoice  in  is,  that  here  great 
advances  and  improvements  have  been  made;  it  is  a  decided  move 
in  the  right  direction,  an  earnest  of  further  enlargement  and  en- 
richment in  the  days  to  come,  through  carrying  out  recommendations 
which  we  hope  General  Synod  will  see  fit  to  adopt. 

Is  it  not  the  glory  of  our  Reformed  Church,  Brethren,  that,  amid 
variant  tendencies  and  points  of  view,  the  divisive  schismatic  spirit 
has  ever  been  held  in  check;  that  while  we  necessarily  differ  on  cer- 
tain points — oh,  the  dead  monotony  and  tragedy  indeed,  if  we  all 
tried  to  think,  worship  and  act  alike! — we  respect  one  another's 
honest  convictions,  we  trust  each  other,  we  love  one  another  and  the 
Church,  because  we  all  strive  to  be  loyal  and  devoted  to  Jesus  Christ 
our  common  Lord.  This  "Book  of  Worship"  is  a  splendid  exponent 
for  these  charitable  and  tolerant  ideas,  even  as  the  personnel  of  the 
committee  itself  was  truly  representative  of  all  sections  of  our  Church. 
Let  us  note  this  significant  and  remarkable  fact  that  this  new  Liturgy 
has  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  entire  Liturgical  committee  on 
all  points — the  manifestation  of  a  beautiful  spirit,  a  noble  personal 
tribute  to  each  and  all  who  labored  together,  and  in  its  bearing 
and  blessed  influence  on  our  Church,  a  matter  for  which  we  all 
profoundly  thank  God. 

The  Liturgical  Committee  would  be  the  last  to  claim  that  their 
work  was  a  complete  and  final  expression  of  worship  for  the  Church. 
Let  us  note,  however,  some  of  the  outstanding  features  of  excellence 
and  improvement. 

1.  The  spirit  of  freedom  which  is  evident  in  the  entire  production. 
There  is  no  suggestion  of  desire  to  coerce  others  in  the  thought  and 
practice  of  worship.     It  will  be  observed  that  free  prayer  is  again 
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and  again  indicated.  The  true  principle  of  Christian  liberty  is 
here;  and,  from  this  great  collection  of  beautiful  and  expressive 
form's,  pas'tors  and  congregations  are  free  to  choose  and  use  as  they 

desire. 

2.  We  notice  in  a  particular  way  how  this  principle  is  evidenced. 
There  are  three  different  services  for  the  Lord 's  Day ;  there  are  two 
different  services  for  the  celebration  of  the  Holy  Communion;  there 
is  a  large,  fine  collection  of  "suggested  prayers  for  special  occa- 
sions," which  we  hope  to  see  increased  with  the  years;  there  is  a 
finely  chosen  and  varied  group  of  scripture  readings  to  be  used  in 
"The  visiting  of  the   sick;"   and  a  fourfold  "Table   of   Scripture 

•Lessons"  in  addition  to  the  regular  Gospel  and  Epistle  Lessons  for 
the  Qu-istian  Year,  which  is  also  enlarged  with  a  suggested  Psalm 
for  each  Lord's  Day. 

3.  There  is  decided  shortening  and  simplifying  of  nearly  all  services 
formerly  in  use ;  but  very  markedly  in  the  Preparatory  and  the  main 
Communion  Service,  and  also  in  the  Offices  of  Ordination. 

4.  There  is  evidenced  throughout  increased  practicalness  and  per- 
tinency to  the  matter  in  hand,  more  emphasis  on  the  moral  and 
spiritual,  less  on  the  strictly  doctrinal.  The  Kingdom  and  social 
note  is  much  more  frequently  stressed.  We  observe  this  specially 
in  the  Services  for  Baptism,  Confirmation  and  the  Ordination  and 
Installation  of  elders  and  deacons,  and  in  nearly  all  the  ' '  Prayers 
for  Special  Occasions. ' ' 

5.  We  note  a  great  improvement  in  ' '  The  Burial  Service ' ' — the 
increased  number  of  Scripture  Headings,  the  rearrangement  and  cur- 
tailment of  prayers  and  the  revised  Committal. 

6.  A  great  number  of  new  forms  have  been  produced  by  the  Com- 
mittee or  culled  and  adapted  from  other  sources,  both  ancient  and 
modern.  There  are  additional  services,  the  like  of  which  we  have 
never  had — a  simple  service  for  "Eenewal  of  Profession  of  Faith," 
and  a  form  for  the  ' '  Dedication  of  an  Organ. ' ' 

7.  A  toning  down  or  omission  of  a  multitude  of  expressions  which 
so  many  have  felt  were  too  strong  and  harsh  for  the  modern  temper 
and  point  of  view.  The  positive,  comforting  features  of  our  holy 
religion,  rather  than  the  negative  and  condemnatory  aspects,  are 
emphasized  tliroughout.  Whatever  else  some  may  have  desired  on 
certain  points,  we  think  an  unbiased  judgment  of  this  "Book  of 
Worship"  before  us  must  be,  that  it  is  the  finest  compend  of  pure 
religion  as  an  aid  to  public  worship  that  the  Eeformed  Church  has 
ever  produced. 

We  recommend  the  following  action: 

1.  That  we  hereby  register  and  express  our  devout  thanksgiving 
to  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  we  are  privileged  to  have  this 
"Book  of  Worship"  in  which  is  expressed  a  new  attitude  and 
temper  of  the  Church,  and  which,  with  other  features  of  like  tone, 
we  believe  marks  a  new  epoch  in  tlie  history  of  our  denomination. 

2.  That  we  hereby  voice  our  grateful  appreciation  of  the  arduous, 
protracted,  gratuitous,  painstaking  labor  of  the  Liturgical  Committee, 
and  heartily  congratulate  them  on  the  measure  of  success  which  has 
crowned  their  efforts. 

3.  That  General  Synod  hereby  approves  "The  Book  of  Worship," 
prepared  by  the  Liturgical  Committee,  with  a  few  changes  and  addi- 
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tions,  and  heartily  commends  it  to  pastors,  congregations  and  people 
for  tentative  use. 

The  modifications  we  recommend  can  be  made  now,  we  think  with- 
out unduly  taking  the  time  of  Synod.     There  are  as  follows: 

1.  On  page  6,  after  the  first  collect  insert  the  familiar  petition  in 
the  General  Prayer  of  the  * '  Order  of  Worship ' '  beginning  ' '  God  of 
all  power  and  glory ' '  and  pleading  for  newness  of  life  and  personal 
holiness. 

2.  On  page  10  insert  collect  for  peace  at  the  beginning  of  the 
General  Prayer. 

3.  On  page  11,  first  and  second  lines,  omit  words  "Who  alone  or- 
dainest  the  powers  tliat  be. ' ' 

4.  On  page  21,  in  the  first  line  after  the  word  "Offering"  insert 
clause  '  *  If  such  be  made. ' ' 

5.  On  page  21,  omit  the  last  five  lines. 

6.  On  page  23,  line  8,  omit  the  words  "For  our  eternal  salvation." 

7.  On  page  25,  in  second  and  third  line,  omit  clause,  "Whose  na- 
ture it  is  to  have  mercy ' '  and  follow  with  ' '  fulfil  now. ' ' 

8.  On  page  31,  in  second  line  of  second  collect,  and  on  page  36, 
middle  of  the  page,  omit  the  words  * '  At  our  hands. ' ' 

9.  On  page  39  follow  out  the  directions  there  indicated  and  print 
in  full  the  references  to  Scripture  Lessons  with  collects  for  the  days 
(many  of  which  have  been  revised)  after  the  manner  of  the  "Direc- 
tory of  Worship. ' '  Print  also  the  references  to  the  Psalms  suggested 
for  each  day.     This  w'ill  take  up  about  a  dozen  pages. 

10.  On  page  50,  third  from  last  line,  insert  after  words  "Church 
of ' '  words  ' '  Our  Lord  Jesus. ' ' 

11.  On  page  54,  line  two  of  third  paragraph,  in  place  of  the  Avords 
' '  Holy  vows  assumed ' '  insert  ' '  The  profession  of  faith  in  Jesus 
Christ  made." 

12.  On  page  59,  insert  extra  form  for  marriage. 

13.  On  page  62,  third  line  from  the  last,  instead  of  the  word 
' '  through ' '   substitute   ' '  in   connection   with. ' ' 

14.  On  page  63,  in  ninth  and  tenth  lines,  change  the  clause  to 
read  thus  "As  being  a  true  part  of  the  church  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ." 

15.  On  page  63  change  words  "Its  doctrinal  standards"  to 
"Heidelberg  Catechism,"  as  in  the  Constitution,  Art.  35. 

16.  On  page  70,  first  line,  omit  the  words,  "Plenteously  the  aids 
of . " 

17.  On  page  132,  print  in  full,  as  suggested,  "Table  of  Daily 
Scripture  Lessons,"  "Prayers  for  the  Family,"  and  the  "Brief 
Litany."     The  same  will  take  not  more  than  20  pages. 

(The  manifest  typographical  errors  and  perhaps  wrong  punctua- 
tions, due  to  the  unavoidable  haste  in  the  preparation  of  the  copies 
in  our  hands,  will  be  duly  corrected  by  the  Liturgical  Committee. 
They  will  make  a  few  modifications  also  in  the  way  of  more  elegant 
expression.  A  number  of  other  suggested  changes  handed  us  by 
brethren  of  the  Synod  we  were  not  prepared  to  act  on  finally.  They 
are  referred  to  the  Liturgical  Committee,  and  will  receive  proper 
consideration.) 

4.  That  General  Synod  hereby  authorizes  the  publication  of  this 
"Book  of  Worship"  as  soon  as  possible;   that  two  sets  of  plates 
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be  made,  one  for  the  Publication  House  in  Philadelphia  and  the  other 
for  that  in  Cleveland. 

In  this  one  edition:    viz. 

The  book  before  us,  the  type  for  which  is  standing;  the  changes 
and  additions  Ave  recommend  can  readily  be  made  therein  at  small 
expense. 

5.  That  General  Synod  continue  the  Liturgical  Committee  enlarged 
by  the  addition  of  3  pastors  and  constitute  it  ' '  The  Permanent  Com- 
mission on  Liturgies, ' '  vacancies  on  the  same  to  be  filled,  as  they 
may  occur,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  President  of  General  Synod, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Synod.  The  duties  of  this  Commission  would 
be  to  make  special  study  of  the  great  subject  of  worship  and  bring 
their  suggestions  and  findings  to  General  Synod  for  consideration 
from  time  to  time.  They  would  Avelcome  and  give  proper  considera- 
tion to  ideas  and  suggestions  which  would  be  given  them  by  pastors 
and  people  as  the  "Book  of  Worship"  is  being  tried  out  in  living 
use.  They  would  be  a  Clearing  House  of  information  for  such  as 
would  want  help  for  special  services  and  occasions  not  provided  for 
in  the  ' '  Book  of  Worship. ' '  They  would  write  articles  for  our 
church  periodicals,  and  in  many  ways,  because  of  their  special  study 
and  knowledge,  be  of  service  to  the  church  continuously.  Their  work 
could  be  done  largely  by  correspondence  and  at  small  expense.

Item  11.  The  following  report  was  presented  on  Wed- 
nesday at  9  a.  m.  by  Dr.  James  I.  Good,  and  forthwith 
adopted,  including  the  continuation  of  the  Committee. 

To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Seal  and  Escutcheon  would  report  that  they 
have  at  last  prepared  an  escutcheon  similar  to  that  of  the  Eeformed 
Church  of  America  for  our  Church.  This  escutcheon  is  to  be  printed 
in  black  and  white  or  in  colors  on  the  letter  head  of  our  official  sta- 
tionery and  our  official  papers  and  otherwise  used  in  the  Church. 
They  have  decided  to  place  in  this  escutcheon  the  two  most  promi- 
nent symbols  of  the  Eeformed  Churches. 

1.  The  Burning  Bush  that  was  not  consumed. 

2.  The  Lily  among  the  Thorns.  This  was  especially  the  symbol 
of  the  Huguenots  of  whose  descendants  there  are  many  in  our 
Churches.  The  lily  was  the  heraldic  symbol  of  France  and  the  lily 
among  the  thorns  was  the  symbol  of  that  Huguenot  Church  under  its 
persecutions.  The  Committee  has  added  to  these  two  main  symbols 
the  seal  of  Zwingli  and  also  of  Calvin  which  is  a  hand  holding  a 
heart.  In  addition  to  these  they  have  placed  in  it  the  colors  of 
Zurich  and  the  Palatinate,  the  two  birthplaces  of  our  Church.  The 
former  is  a  shield  transversely  divided  into  blue  and  white.  The 
latter  is  also  blue  and  white  but  arranged  like  a  Scotch  plaid  in 
diamond  shape.  In  the  center  of  the  design  is  placed  a  cross,  across 
which  are  the  words,  ' '  Conquer  by  This ' '  a  design  taken  from  the 
Eeformed  Church  of  Bentheima,  a  district  lying  in  Germany  but  on 
the  borders  of  Holland. 

Our  study  of  this  subject  has  revealed  to  us  how  rich  our  Ee- 
formed Church  is  in  heraldic  symbols  which  ought  to  inspire  our 
people  to  greater  enthusiasm  and  devotion  to  the  Church. 

We  ask  General  Synod  to  continue  the  Committee  and  give  it  au- 
thority to  get  a  die,  &c.,  made  so  that  this  escutcheon  may  be  used, 
the  expense  to  be  borne  by  the  General  Synod.

Monday 
when  the  following  report,  as  contained  in  the  Blue  Book 
was  presented  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Young  People's  Societies.  The  latter  Committee  reported 
on  Tuesday  morning  and  its  report  was  forthwith  adopted 
as  a  whole.     (See  Art.  IX  Sec.  14.) 

Report  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Young  People's  Societies, 

1920-1923 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Eef armed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  General  Synod  of  1920  held  in  Reading,  Pa., 
ordered  the  continuance  of  the  Permanent  Committee  on  Young 
People's  Societies  and  instructed  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School 
Board  to  arrange  for  the  establishment  of  a  separate  Young  People's 
Department,  co-ordinate  with  the  other  four  departments  of  the  Board, 
to  be  maintained  under  the  supervision  of  an  Executive  Secretary. 
The  Permanent  Committee  was  ' '  charged  with  the  responsibility  for 
regularly  advising  with  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Publication 
and  Sunday  School  Board  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of 
Young  People 's  Societies  as  to  the  furtherance  of  the  policy  of  the 
Department." 

Your  Committee,  in  carrying  out  these  instructions,  found  it  neces- 
sary to  hold  three  meetings  during  the  Triennium,  at  which  either 
representatives  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board  or  of 
the  Young  People's  Department,  or  both,  were  present  as  participat- 
ing members. 

We  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School 
Board  promptly  carried  out  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod 
during  the  summer  of  1920  by  establishing  a  separate  Young  People 's 
Department  and  subsequently  electing  Rev.  S.  Chas.  Hoover  as  Exec- 
utive Secretary,  who  however  resigned  soon  after  his  election,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Miss  Catharine  Miller,  who  has  since  successfully 
carried  on  the  work  of  the  Department. 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Miller  the  spirit  and  method  of  the 
policy  of  the  new  Department  as  adopted  by  the  General  Synod  of 
Reading  (see  item  5  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Young  People 's  Societies)  was  carried  out  as  far  as  it  was  possible. 
Young  People's  Societies  already  in  existence  were  strengthened,  new 
societies  were  organized,  and  an  attempt  was  made  to  work  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Young  People's  Division  of  the  Church  School  as  well 
as  with  the  Young  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  the  Mission 
Study  Council  of  the  Mission  Boards.  The  Department  was  repre- 
sented in  the  program  of  all  the  various  Summer  Missionary  Confer- 
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ences  which  were  held  during  the  Triennium.  The  co-operation  with 
the  Young  People 's  Division  of  the  Church  School  was  facilitated  by 
the  fact  that  Miss  Miller  was  appointed  by  the  Educational  Depart- 
ment of  the  Publication  Board  to  act  as  the  head  of  the  Young 
People 's  Division.  In  this  Avay  it  was  possible  to  represent  both  forms 
of  Young  People's  Work  in  the  general  field  work.  On  this  account, 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  greater  harmony  and  better  understanding  pre- 
vails in  the  general  management  of  the  Young  People's  Department 
as  far  as  the  Young  People 's  Societies  of  the  local  churches  and  the 
Church  Schools  are  concerned.  A  step  in  advance  toward  co-opera- 
tion was  also  made  along  the  lines  of  stewardship  and  life  service 
in  the  work  done  among  our  young  people  conjointly  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Stewardship  and  Life  Service  of  the  Forward  Movement  and 
the  Young  People's  Department.  The  problem  of  the  larger  co- 
ordination of  Young  People's  Work  with  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies  and  the  Mission  Study  Council  is  one  that  remains 
unsolved.  This  situation  reflects  the  problem  of  the  co-ordination  of 
Young  People's  Work  in  our  local  congregations.  It  is  apparent, 
however,  that  it  is  impossible  to  solve  this  problem  in  the  local 
church  untU  it  is  solved  in  the  central  overhead  denominational  man- 
agement and  direction  of  Young  People's  activities.  Under  present 
circumstances,  it  seems  that  there  ought  to  be  a  Young  People's 
Council  in  which  the  present  Young  People 's  Department,  the  Young 
People's  Division  of  the  Church  School,  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies  and  the  Mission  Study  Council  should  be  represented. 
The  chief  business  of  this  Council  should  be  to  make  a  thorough 
study  of  the  present  condition  of  Young  People's  Work  in  general 
among  the  various  denominations  and  also  of  its  condition  in  the 
local  congregation  with  the  view  of  devising  plans  of  simplifying  and 
co-ordinating  the  work  in  behalf  of  our  young  people. 

It  is  also  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  that  Young  People 's  Train- 
ing Conferences  should  be  held  in  some  sections  during  the  summer 
and  in  others  during  the  winter  at  strategic  places  with  the  view  of 
discussing  the  various  forms  and  ideals  of  Young  People's  Work  and 
preparing  congregations  for  a  thoroughgoing  co-ordination  of  Young 
People's  Work  in  the  local  church. 

Another  problem  of  the  Department  is  the  diversity  of  organization 
among  the  Young  People's  Societies  of  our  churches,  such  as  auxil- 
iaries, clubs,  guilds,  leagues,  etc.  The  conception  of  the  program 
of  activities  of  these  organizations  seems  to  be  just  as  diverse  and 
unrelated.  The  fact  that  our  own  Young  People's  Department  has 
been  organized  and  has  developed  a  definite  organization  and  pro- 
gram of  work  has  helped  considerably  in  bringing  order  out  of  this 
chaos  of  organizations.  It  should  be  understood  that  by  far  the 
largest  number  of  societies  are  of  the  Christian  Endeavor  type. 
Whatever  local  names  may  be  chosen  for  the  society,  an  effort  should 
be  made  to  develop  a  uniform  type  of  organization  and  a  flexible 
yet  definite  plan  of  work.  The  tendency  is  toward  simplicity  of 
organization  and  definiteness  of  work  and  plan  according  to  the  needs 
of  the  local  society.  All  congregations  having  a  regular  Young 
People's  Society  should  get  into  touch  with  the  new  Department  and 
study  this  plan  of  organization  and  standardized  program  of  activi- 
ties. It  is  further  hoped  that  under  the  leadership  of  the  Department 
pastors  will  be  encouraged  more  and  more  to  study  the  reorganization 
of  Young  People 's  Work  on  the  basis  of  the  Young  People 's  Division 
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or  Council  which  would  seek  to  co-ordinate  all  the  efforts  of  the 
several  organizations  of  the  congregation  attempting  to  do  work 
among  the  young  people.  Correspondence  along  this  line  is  solicited 
by  the  Department. 

Through  our  Young  People's  Secretary,  Miss  Miller,  and  the  Exec- 
utive Secretary  of  tlie  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board,  Eev. 
Rufus  W.  Miller,  D.D.,  our  Church  has  been  regularly  and  efficiently 
represented  in  the  Interdenominational  Young  People's  Commission 
of  the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  and  identified  with  its 
work.  Dr.  Miller  continues  as  a  trustee  of  the  United  Society  of 
Christian  Endeavor.  Miss  Miller  is  likewise  a  member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Professional  Young  People's  Work  Section  of 
the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of  Religious  Education.  In 
this  way  our  denomination  is  kept  in  touch  with  the  advance  develop- 
ments of  Young  People's  Work  as  an  interdenominational  task. 

The  Permanent  Committee  in  performing  its  task  of  counsel  and 
co-operation  with  the  new  Department  could  not  fail  to  note  the  eft'ec- 
tive  work  done  by  the  Executive  Secretary,  Miss  Catharine  Miller.  A 
vote  of  appreciation  was  passed  unanimously  and  entered  upon  the 
official  minutes.  The  Committee  heartily  commends  Miss  Miller  to  the 
churches. 

Upon  the  basis  of  the  study  of  the  present  condition  of  the  Depart- 
ment, your  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  a  Permanent  Committee  on  Young  People's  Societies  be 
continued. 

2.  That  the  second  Sunday  in  October  be  continued  as  Young 
People's  Day  in  the  Church  Calendar  and  devoted  to  the  development 
of  the  Department,  and  the  several  Classes  be  requested  to  recommend 
its  observance  in  the  congregations. 

3.  That  the  new  Department  and  its  work  be  approved  and  its 
futher  development  encouraged,  especially  along  the  line  of  the 
co-ordination  of  the  young  people's  activities  both  in  the  central 
overhead  organization  and  direction  by  the  several  Boards  interested 
and  also  in  its  organization  in  the  local  congregation. 

4.  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Young  People's  Societies  in 
the  several  Classes  summarize  carefully  each  year  the  statistics 
according  to  the  blank  issued  by  the  General  Synod,  and  that  the 
Stated  Clerks  of  Classes  be  instructed  to  forward  them  to  the  Young 
People's  Department.

Item  16  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  Friday  at  2  p.  m. 
The  report,  as  contained  in  the  ''Blue  Book,"  was  sub- 
mitted by  Dr.  Wm.  E.  Lampe;  it  is  as  follows : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  V.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  When  the  General  Synod  of  1914 
constituted  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  there 
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were  some  who  felt  that  a  great  vision  was  put  before  the  Church, 
but  there  were  a  few  others  who  felt  that  much  that  had  been  pro- 
jected was  visionary.  Nine  years  of  actual  work  have  shown  the 
necessity  of  a  few  minor  changes  in  the  original  plan,  but  much  has 
been  realized  of  what  was  at  that  time  a  great  vision. 

This  was  the  first  unified  work  of  the  Boards  and  agencies  of  the 
Church.  For  a  time  the  educational  institutions  had  a  representative 
on  the  Committee,  but  owing  to  opposition  in  some  parts  of  the  Church, 
showing  that  the  Church  was  not  yet  ripe  for  this,  the  representation 
was  discontinued.  As  the  years  have  gone  by,  the  Church  has  recog- 
nized, and  now  sees  clearly  in  the  work  being  done  by  the  United 
Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  the  advantages  of  this  co- 
operation of  all  the  missionary  and  benevolent  agencies  of  the  Church. 

Members  and  Organization  of  the  Committee 

The  last  General  Synod  elected  the  following  seven  members  of  the 
Committee,  three  ministers  and  four  elders:  Mr.  Wm,  W.  Anspach, 
Eev.  J.  M,  G.  Darms,  D.D.,  Mr.  William  H.  Dechant,  Eev.  J.  O. 
Eeagle,  D.D.,  Eev.  L.  C.  Hessert,  Mr.  I\  von  Tacky,  and  Mr.  Milton 
Warner. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod  the  other 
seven  members  of  the  Committee  were  chosen  as  follows :  By  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  Eev.  Chas.  E.  Schaeffer,  D.D.,  and  Elder  Emory 
L.  Coblentz;  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Eev.  A.  E.  Bartholo- 
mew, D.D.,  and  Elder  F.  M.  Berkemeyer;  Eev.  William  E.  Lampe, 
Ph.D.,  by  the  Laymen 's  Missionary  Movement ;  Eev.  J.  W.  Meminger, 
D.D.,  by  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief ;  and  Eev.  Eufus  W.  Miller, 
D.D.,  by  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board. 

The  General  Synod  gave  our  Committee  permission  to  elect  co-op- 
erating members  and  the  Committee  has  had  the  valuable  assistance 
of  the  following  co-operating  members:  Eev.  George  W.  Eichards, 
D.D.,  Eev.  J.  Eauch  Stein.  D.D.,  Mrs.  L.  L.  Anewalt,  Mrs.  B.  B. 
Krammes,  Miss  Carrie  M.  Kersehner,  and  Eev.  W.  W.  Eowe. 

The  officers  of  the  Committee  during  the  triennium  have  been: 
Elder  Wm.  W.  Anspach,  Chairman;  Dr.  J.  M.  G.  Darms,  Vdce-Chair- 
man;  Dr.  William  E.  Lampe,  Secretary;  and  Elder  Milton  Warner, 
Treasurer.  While  the  Secretary  was  on  a  visit  to  the  Orient  in  1920 
Eev.  W.  F.  DeLong  was  for  nearly  five  months  the  Acting  Secretary 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  held  twelve  meetings  during  the  triennium. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  General  Synod  authorize  the 
election  of  two  additional  members  of  the  Committee:  One  representa- 
tive by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  and  one 
by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  provided  that  Board  is  consti- 
tuted by  the  General  Synod. 

The  Classical  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committees 

There  is  a  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  in  every  Classis 
of  the  Church  except  in  several  of  the  Classes  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Northwest.  The  fifty-eight  Classical  committees,  composed  of  some  of 
the  strongest  ministers  and  laymen  of  our  Church,  have  done  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  work  that  has  resulted  in  such  great  advances 


in  increased  interest  in  the  missionary  and  benevolent  work  of  the 
Church,  in  amounts  paid  on  the  Apportionment  and  in  the  development 
of  Christian  Stewardship.  There  has  been  a  beautiful  spirit  of  co- 
operation with  each  other  and  with  our  Committee  along  all  lines. 

These  Classical  Committees  have  held  frequent  meetings  to  formu- 
late and  work  out  plans  for  the  work  in  their  Classes;  they  have  as- 
sisted congregations  in  making  the  Every-Member  Canvass  and  dn 
raising  the  full  Apportionment;  have  encouraged  and  visited  back- 
ward congregations;  have  met  with  leading  men  in  rural  and  in  dis- 
interested congregations;  have  found  the  weak  spots  in  the  work  of 
the  congregations  and  of  the  Classis  at  large  and  helped  strengthen 
them.  The  Classical  Committees  have  requested  and  have  assisted  in 
conducting  special  meetings  of  their  Classes  and  have  held  conferences 
of  representatives  of  congregations.  They  have  arranged  for  ex- 
changes of  pulpits  of  all  of  the  congregations  of  their  Classes  for  a 
presentation  of  the  missionary  and  benevolent  work,  and  meetings  of 
Consistories  for  discussion  after  the  presentation.  In  some  Classes 
the  committees  have  been  successful  in  enlisting  the  co-operation  of 
influential  laymen  to  assist  them  in  the  work.  The  judges  in  nearly 
all  Classes  in  the  recent  Sunday  School  Stewardship  Essay  Contest 
•were  the  Classical  Committees. 

Nearly  every  Classical  Committee  publishes  a  monthly,  bi-monthly, 
or  quarterly  statement  showing  the  standing  of  each  congregation  of 
the  Classis  in  the  payment  of  its  Apportionment.  These  statements 
are  always  sent  to  pastors  and  consistories  and  in  some  instances  they 
are  sent  to  a  large  mailing  list  of  members  of  the  congregations. 
Items  other  than  the  Apportionment  are  frequently  included  in  these 
statements  and  all  of  the  work  of  the  Classis  is  helped.  In  a  great 
many  Classes  the  Classical  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  is 
also  the  Classical  Foward  Movement  Committee,  or  at  any  rate  works 
in  hearty  co-operation  with  it.  In  some  of  these  Classes  their  Ap- 
portionment statements  have  also  included  statements  of  Forward 
Movement  payments.  These  publications  have  been  one  of  the  most 
valuable  features  of  the  work  done  by  the  Classical  Committees  in 
recent  years. 

A  conference  of  the  members  of  all  of  the  Classical  Missionary  and 
Stewardship  Committees  of  each  Synod  has  been  held  each  year  in 
connection  with  the  meeting  of  the  Synod.  Additional  conferences 
have  been  held  in  centers  where  our  Committee  has  been  able  to  as- 
semble a.  number  of  Classical  Committees  without  great  expense.  We 
feel  that  these  conferences  have  been  of  very  great  value  and  have 
been  a  means  of  mutual  encouragement. 

Four  of  the  Synods  now  have  Synodical  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committees.  Our  Committee  feels  that  the  time  has  now  come  when 
there  should  be  a  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  in  each  Syn- 
od. The  Committee  should  consist  of  the  chairman  of  each  Mis- 
sionary and  Stewardship  Committee  chosen  by  the  Classes  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Synodical  Committee  should  be  one  of  the  Classical 
chairmen  elected  by  the  Synod  or  by  the  Classical  chairmen  themselves. 

Monthly  Financial  Statements 

A  monthly  statement  of  the  receipts  by  Classes  of  the  four  Boards 
on  the  Apportionment  ds  printed  and  sent  to  every  pastor,  congrega- 
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tional  treasurer  and  secretary  of  consistory  and  to  many  other  min- 
isters and  lay  members  of  the  Church  in  order  that  these  leaders  may 
study  the  figures  and  consider  how  the  needs  of  the  Church,  as  repre- 
sented by  the  Apportionment,  are  being  and  should  be  met.  One  pur- 
pose  and  result  of  these  statements  has  been  to  have  congregations 
and  Classes  forward  their  Apportionment  monies  to  the  Boards  early 
in  the  year  The  more  prompt  transmission  has  resulted  m  the  saving 
of  thousands  of  dollars  of  interest,  but  there  is  still  some  room  for 
improvement  as  too  many  congregations  and  Classes  hold  their  benevo- 
lent monies  until  the  end  of  the  Classical  year. 

In  addition  to  the  tabulation  of  receipts  the  monthly  statement 
usually  devotes  two  pages  to  messages  from  our  Committee  or  from 
some  one  of  the  Boards  to  the  congregations.  There  are  f^eque^t  r^e- 
quests  from  laymen  that  their  names  be  placed  upon  the  mailing  list, 
and  3,700  copies  are  now  printed  each  month. 

The   Apportionment 

The  Committee  has  done  everything  in  its  power  to  secure  the  pay- 
ment of  the  Apportionment  by  the  entire  denonamation.  There  has 
been  very  encouraging  progress  so  that  in  the  last  few  jears  there 
has  been  paid  about  80  percent  of  the  Apportionment  of  each  of  the 
four  Boards.  One-fourth  of  all  of  the  Classes  pay  m  full  every  year 
and  another  fourth  pay  80  percent  or  more.  Three-fourths  of  the 
Classes  pay  two-thirds  or  more  of  the  Apportionment,  but  then  there  is 
a  sudden  drop  in  the  percentages,  for  some  Classes  have  given  almost 
no  consideration  to  this  important  matter.  We  are  very  glad  to  state, 
however,  that  there  has  been  a  remarkable  change  m  attitude  on  the 
part  of  even  these  Classes,  during  the  last  year  or  two,  to  the  Appor- 
tionment and  the  causes  it  represents.  _  , 

A  majority  of  the  congregations  now  pay  their  Apportionments  in 
full  regularly.  Quite  a  few  of  them  over-pay  by  small  amounts,  but 
they  are  loath  to  pay  in  order  to  make  up  the  Apportionments  of 
others.  In  former  years  it  was  taken  for  granted  that  a  congrega- 
tion without  a  pastor  could  not  or  would  not  pay  its  Apportionment, 
but  with  the  stabilizing  influences  of  the  Every-Member  Canvass 
and  the  weekly  missionary  offering,  such  a  congregation  can  and 
frequently  does  pay  in  full. 

The  Committee  has  had  constantly  before  it  a  difficulty  due  to  the 
fact  that  some  of  the  Synods  have  begun  to  make  apportionments  of 
considerable  amounts  for  other  objects  than  the  work  of  the  four 
Boards  of  the  General  Synod;  some  of  the  Classes  are  apportioning 
large  amounts  for  other  items;  some  of  the  Boards  of  General 
Synod  have  asked  for  supplementary  apportionments.  There  is 
danger  of  the  whole  Apportionment  system  breaking  down  and  of 
the  receipts  on  the  regular  Apportionment  for  the  four  Boards 
being  materially  reduced.  The  regular  Apportionment  for  the  four 
Boards  should  constitute  a  primary  claim  on  all  receipts  on  the 
Apportionment;  these  Boards  should  not  be  given  only  what  is  left 
over.  The  General  Synod  is  asked  to  make  a  deliverance  regarding 
this  matter. 

There  is  another  serious  difficulty  due  to  the  fact  that  Classes 
have  during  the  last  few  years  begun  to  include  in  the  item  of 
"contingent  expenses"  objects  that  do  not  properly  belong  there. 
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The  plea  has  been  made  that  in  this  way  the  amounts  are  sure  to 
be  paid.  Our  Committee  requests  that  the  General  Synod  instruct 
Synods  and  Classes  to  include  under  "contingent  expenses"  only  such 
items  as  properly  belong  there. 

We  further  feel  it  to  be  our  duty  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
General  Synod  to  the  fact  that  there  have  been  reported  to  us  many 
instances  of  the  diversion  of  benevolent  funds.  Money  is  secured 
by  contributions  asked  for  the  Apportionment  and  is  afterward 
used  by  the  congregations  for  other  objects.  The  General  Synod 
has  already  made  a  deliverance  that  money  raised  for  one  object 
should  be  given  or  used  for  that  alone  and  not  diverted  to  some  ether 
work  no  matter  how  meritorious  it  may  be. 

"More  for  Others  than  for  Ourselves" 

The  Eeformed  Church  is  awakening  to  a  new  standard  of  giving, 
and  our  congregations  are  steadily  moving  onward  toward  the  un- 
selfish goal  of  giving  "more  for  others  than  for  themselves."  The 
increase  in  the  number  of  congregations  reaching  this  standard  is 
almost  phenomenal.  In  1914  our  Committee  was  able  to  discover 
only  six  such  congregations  in  the  entire  Reformed  Church.  We 
steadily  encouraged  congregations  to  give  "as  much  for  others  as 
for  themselves"  and  reported  to  the  last  General  Synod  that  there 
were  then  121  such  congregations.  The  General  Synod  of  1920 
itself  set  a  new  standard  and  recommended  that  each  congregation 
shall  strive  to  reach  the  goal :  ' '  more  for  others  than  for  ourselves. ' ' 
We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  in  1921  there  were  364  con- 
gregations with  this  high  standing.  A  year  ago  six  whole  Classes 
gave  more  to  missions  and  benevolences  than  for  the  expenses  of  the 
congregations. 

Our  people  are  realizing  that  it  is  their  duty  and  privilege  to 
support  the  missionary  and  benevolent  work  of  the  Church  at  large 
as  well  as  to  maintain  their  own  local  Churches  from  Avhich  they  .  lone 
benefit.  The  time  is  coming  when  all  our  congregations,  Classes  and 
Synods  will  set  this  unselfish  goal  for  themselves,  and  in  reaching  it 
will  not  neglect  the  work  of  their  local  Churches  in  any  way,  but 
will  be  fulfilling  the  main  purpose  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  will  bring  great  blessings  to   all   our  members. 

The   Denominational.  Budget   for  the   Next   Triennium 

The  General  Synod  of  1920  instructed  our  Committee  "To  offer 
with  its  recommendation  to  the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod 
a  complete  budget  of  expenses  of  the  several  Boards." 

The  several  Boards  have  repeatedly  informed  our  Committee,  at 
meetings  during  the  triennium,  of  the  fact  that  the  receipts  through 
the  Apportionment  for  their  regular  work  were  quite  insufficient  to 
conduct  the  work  actually  in  hand.  The  Boards  made  strenuous 
efforts  to  secure  additional  gifts,  and  some  of  them  made  appeals  to 
the  Synods  for  special  help  and  relief  through  additional  apportion- 
ments for  certain  phases  of  their  work.  In  spite  of  these  extra 
efforts  two  of  the  Boards  are  closing  their  accounts  for  the 
triennium  with  very  large  deficits.  Our  Committee  has  for  more 
than  a  year  been  frankly  telling  the  Church  that  even  100  percent 
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of  the  Apportionment  was  inadequate,  and  has  been  appealing  to 
congregations  and  Classes  and  the  whole  denomination  for  payments 
over  and  above  the  Apportionment. 

The  itemized  budgets  of  the  four  Boards  of  General  Synod  were 
presented  to  the  Committee  at  its  meeting  on  April  6th  and  were 
discussed  for  several  hours.  These  itemized  budgets  are  in  the 
hands  of  your  Committee  and  are  also  being  presented  separately  by 
each  Board.  The  budgets  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  and 
Foreign  Missions  are  statements  of  amounts  now  actually  expended 
annually  by  these  two  Boards,  and  our  Committee  was  given  to  under- 
stand that  there  will  be  an  increase  rather  than  a  decrease  each  year 
during  the  next  three  years.  The  budgets  of  the  other  two  Boards 
are  for  amounts  now  being  expended  and  a  slight  increase  for 
necessities  not  now  provided  for  because  of  lack  of  funds. 

These  several  annual  budgets  are  as  follows: 

Board    of    Home    Missions $476,000.00' 

Board    of    Foreign    Missions 517,688.50 

Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board 40,000.00 

Board   of    Ministerial   Belief 50,483.74: 

The  Committee  also  considered  the  needs  of  the  Board  of  Christian 
Education  and  had  before  it  information  from  the  present  Commis- 
sion on  Christian  Education.  Our  Committee  feels  that  that  Board 
should  have  at  its  disposal  a  budget  of  $15,000.00  annually.  The 
item  of  Contingent  Expenses  of  the  General  Synod,  $9,000.00  each 
year,  is  referred  to  in  another  paragraph. 

Your  Committee,  after  earnest  discussion  and  prayerful  consider- 
ation, voted  unanimously  to  approve  these  several  budgets  and  to 
recommend  them  to  the  General  Synod  for  adoption  as  the  missionary 
and  benevolent  budget   of   the  denomination. 

Method  of  Apportionment 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  special  instructions  were 
given  your  Committee  ' '  To  consider  the  advisability  of  changing  the 
present  method  of  laying  the  Apportionments."  We  have  had  a 
committee  to  study  this  matter  for  a  number  of  months.  Very 
thorough  deliberations  have  led  the  Committee  to  lay  before  the 
General  Synod  a  plan  that  we  believe  will  be  a  step  in  advance  of  the 
present    mode    of    procedure. 

The  Church  has  been  raising  75  percent  or  80  percent  of  the 
Apportionment  each  year  for  the  last  few  years.  It  is  next  to 
impossible  to  make  much  increase  in  the  amounts  paid  of  the  present 
Apportionments  according  to  the  present  system.  The  Committee 
recommends  that  the  General  Synod  adopt  one  budget  including 
the  budgets  of  all  of  its  Boards.  This  should  be  apportioned  not 
as  so  much  per  mcmlier,  nor  as  a  flat  rate  throughout  the  Classes 
and  congregations,  but  on  a  new  plan  based  primarily  on  the  ability 
and  the  willingness  of  the  Classes  and  congregations. 

We  recommend  that  the  distribution  of  the  denominational  budget 
among  the  several  Classes,  and  the  share  of  each  Classis  be  based  on 
two  principles, — ahiliiy  and  willingness.  The  ahility  is  determined 
by  the  amount  the  congregations  of  a  Classis  have  spent  for  their 
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own  purposes  each  year  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The  willingness 
is  measured  by  the  amount  contributed  for  benevolence  in  a  like 
period  of  time. 

The  budget  of  the  Classis  is  to  be  distributed  among  the  several 
congregations  on  the   same  basis   of   ability   and   willingness. 

It  is  understood  that  the  budget  or  Apportionment  of  no  Classis 
or  congregation  for  the  Boards  of  General  Synod  will  be  less  than 
the  amount  of  the  Apportionment  for  the  Boards  of  the  General 
Synod  during  the  last  year  of  the  past  triennium. 

Following  the  custom  of  recent  years,  the  Apportionment  adopted 
by  General  Synod  has  first  been  considered  by  the  District  Synods 
and  then  in  the  spring  of  the  following  year  by  the  Classes,  and  then 
another  year  is  taken  to  secure  the  first  year's  Apportionment.  We 
believe  this  can  be  overcome  by   the  following  method: 

As  soon  as  possible  after  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  and 
the  reports  for  the  year  just  closing  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Stated 
Clerk  of  the  General  Synod,  the  Chairmen,  and  possibly  all  of  the 
members,  of  all  of  the  Classical,  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Com- 
mittees shall  be  called  together  in  conference  by  the  United  Mission- 
ary and  Stewardship  Committee  of  General  Synod  to  take  up  this 
matter  of  the  total  denominational  budget  and  its  distribution  among 
the  several  Classes  on  the  principles  already  stated.  If  any  adjust- 
ments are  necessary,  due  to  unusual  conditions  in  any  of  the  Classes, 
they  should  be  made  by  mutual  agreement  so  that  the  denominational 
budget  will  be  entirely  apportioned. 

The  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  of  each  Classis  will 
later  hold  a  meeting  within  the  bounds  of  its  own  Classis.  The  same 
method  of  procedure  will  be  followed  here.  The  budget  of  the 
Classis  will  be  apportioned  to  the  several  congregations.  It  is  under- 
stood that  the  Classical  Committees  shall  take  into  account  all  of  the 
facts  and  conditions  and  make  adjustments  due  to  any  unusual 
conditions  in   any   congregation   or   congregations. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Classis  shall  then  be  called  on  request  of 
the  members  of  the  Classical  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee 
as  soon  as  their  report  is  ready  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Committee, 
to  adopt  the  budget  of  the  Classis  and  the  quotas  of  the  congrega- 
tions, and  to  make  plans  for  the  securing  of  the  complete  budget 
before  the  end  of  the  classical  year. 

The  budgets  of  the  several  Classes  shall  be  made  up  each  year  in 
conference  of  the  Classical  Committees  called  by  the  United  Mission- 
ary and  Stewardship  Committee  of  General  Synod.  The  quotas 
of  the  congregations  shall  also  be  revised  annually  by  the  Missionary 
and  Stewardship  Committee  of  each  Classis. 

Christian  Stewardship 

The  promotion  of  the  principles  of  Christian  Stewardship  has  been 
an  integral  part  of  the  work  of  this  Committee  since  its  very  inception. 
There  has  always  been  an  effort  made  to  teach  the  principles  and  to 
have  the  members  of  the  Church  enroll  in  the  Fellowship  of  Steward- 
ship by  giving  proportionately  of  their  possessions  to  Christian  work. 

When  the  Forward  Movement  began,  it  was  felt  that  some  active 
promotional  work  should  be  done  along  Stewardship  lines  that  its 
principles  might  be  brought  into  the  lives  of  all  our  members.     With 
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this  in  mind,  this  committee  permitted  its  secretary  to  give  part  of 
his  time  to  become  the  head  of  the  Department  of  Stewardship  aiid 
Life  Service  of  the  Forward  Movement.  Thus  the  two  Stewardship 
agencies  have  been  working  in  close  co-operation  for  the  last  three 
years.  A  fairly  complete  statement  of  Stewardship  activities  during 
the  last  tricnnium  is  given  in  the  Forward  Movement  report. 

The  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  during  1922, 
printed  and  distributed  20,000  copies  of  a  "  Manual  "  by  Dr.  J,  M.  G. 
Darms,  which  was  enthusiastically  received  by  many  of  our  pastors 
who  had  long  felt  the  need  of  some  Stewardship  material  for  cate- 
chetical classes  and  young  people.  In  1923  the  Manual  was  also  used 
by  many  catechetical  classes  in  the  same  congregations  as  the  previous 
year  and  in  many  additional  congregations. 

The  Sunday  School  Stewardship  Essay  Contest  was  the  most  care- 
fully worked  out  Stewardship  promotional  plan  used  for  some  time. 
With  the  idea  of  interesting  the  young  people  of  the  denomination 
between  the  ages  of  12  and  17,  prizes  were  offered  for  the  best  essays 
written  on  the  subject  of  Stewardship.  Sunday  Schools,  Young 
Peoples '  Societies,  congregations,  and  even  individuals  were  interested 
in  the  Contest,  hundreds  of  them  writing  to  us  for  Stewardship 
pamphlets  wliieh  would  make  their  essays  more  worth  while. 

Classical  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committees  in  their  monthly 
or  quarterly  financial  bulletins  have  been  stressing  the  Stewardship 
idea  as  never  before;  and  the  whole  denomination  is  slowly  awaken- 
ing to  the  fact  that  we  give  because  it  our  duty  and  privilege  to 
support  God's  work  on  earth. 

SuccEssruL  Methods 

The  General  Synod  has  at  successive  meetings  urged  Classes  and 
congregations  to  adopt  the  approved  and  successful  methods  that  are 
in  quite  general  operation  throughout  the  Church.  The  general  plan 
of  the  annual  Every-Member  Canvass  and  the  weekly  offering  for 
missions  and  benevolences,  as  well  as  for  current  expenses,  is  in  use 
in  more  than  five-sixths  of  our  congregations.  In  our  report  to  the 
General  Synod  three  years  ago  we  stated  that  in  the  English  Synods 
77  percent  of  all  the  charges  had  made  the  Every-Member  Canvass, 
while  in  the  four  German  Synods  only  25  percent  used  the  system. 
We  are  very  happy  to  report  that  during  the  last  three  years  a  great 
number  of  the  congregations  of  the  Central  and  of  the  former 
South-west  Synods  have  adopted  the  plan  with  great  success.  Ad- 
ditional congregations  of  the  English  Synods  have  also  adopted  the 
plan  so  that  the  few  congregations  which  have  not  made  a  canvass 
are  outstanding  exceptions.  It  should  also  be  added  that  in  all  of 
the  Synods  the  congregations  which  are  using  these  Scriptural  methods 
are  the  most  successful  ones  in  conducting  their  own  finances,  and  in 
providing  the  needed  amounts  for  their  portion  of  the  missionary 
and  benevolent  funds. 

The  forms  for  the  use  of  Classical  treasurers  commended  by  the 
last  General  Synod  to  the  Classes  for  their  adoption  and  use  to  aid 
in  the  transmission  of  missionary  and  benevolent  funds  have  been 
adopted  by  about  one-fourth  of  the  Classes.  Many  good  results  have 
followed,  and  we  believe  that  if  these  or  similar  account  forms  are 
used  by  Classical  treasurers  and  monies  promptly  transmitted  there 
can  be  a  great  saving  of  interest  charges  by  the  Boards  and  all  the 
work  of  the  Church  be  helped. 
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To  assist  the  congregations  in  keeping  their  records  of  payments 
on  Apportionment,  our  Committee  sent  last  year  a  blank  to  every 
congregation.  We  trust  that  these  are  being  generally  used  and 
that  the  importance  of  paying  the  quota  of  the  congregation  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  minds  of  the  congregational  treasurer  and  the 
pastor  and  consistory. 

The  advantages  of  a  separate  congregational  treasurer  to.  have 
charge  of  the  benevolent  funds  have  been  recognized  by  an  increas- 
ing number  of  congregations.  The  financial  secretary  of  the  con- 
gregation should  keep  record  of  all  of  the  funds  received  and  should 
hand  over  to  the  treasurer  of  current  funds  all  monies  contributed 
and  intended  for  that  purpose,  and  to  the  benevolent  treasurer  all 
monies  for  the  Apportionment  and  for  other  missionary  and  benevo- 
lent purposes. 

Congregational  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committees 

The  General  Synod,  the  District  Synods,  and  practically  all  of  the 
Classes  have  endorsed  the  plan  and  urged  the  appointment  of  a  Mis- 
sionary and  Stewardship  Committee  in  every  congregation.  The  work 
of  such  a  committee  consists  primarily  of  giving  information  con- 
cerning missions,  promoting  prayer  for  missions,  and  securing  finan- 
cial support  for  missionary  work.  Without  such  a  committee  and  the 
responsibility  for  such  work  not  located  there  is  great  loss  in  the 
work  of  the  congregation.  The  worth  of  the  Classical  Missionary 
and  Stewardship  Committees  is  now  recognized;  without  them  there 
would  be  a  tremendous  loss.  We  should  by  all  means  have  an  active 
Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  in  every  congregation. 

A  Bureau  of  Information  ' 

The  General  Synod  has  from  the  beginning  intended  that  our 
Committee  should  be  "a  bureau  to  study  piethods  of  Church  finance 
that  it  may  give  advice  to  any  boards,  pastors,  consistories  or  mem- 
bers who  wish  to  consult  it. ' '  The  Committee  has  endeavored  to 
serve  the  Church  in  this  capacity  and  it  seems  that  this  has  been 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  Church.  Indeed  it  would  seem  that  the 
Church  regards  the  Committee  as  a  general  bureau  of  information, 
and  the  Committee  is  glad  to  furnish  information  or  render  any 
service  in  its  power. 

Expenses  During  the  Triennium 

The  audited  report  of  Treasurer  Milton  Warner  shows  that  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Committee  from  April  13,  1920,  to 
March  31,  1923,  have  been:

Accurate  Statistics 

Our  Committee  has  received  a  number  of  communications  regarding 
the  inaccuracy  of  our  denominational  statistics.  Properly  speaking, 
we  have  nothing  to  do  with  this  from  any  point  of  view.  We  have 
need  of  the  facts  and  the  information  that  should  be  given  by 
correct  statistics  of  the  congregations.  Classes  and  of  the  whole 
denomination.  We  use  them  as  do  all  the  Boards  and  other  agencies 
and  as  do  many  pastors  and  others  inside  and  outside  of  the  de- 
nomination. 

At  meetings  of  our  Committee  it  has  been  shown  that  there  are 
very  serious  discrepancies  in  our  records.  The  totals  of  additions  to 
the  Church,  with  the  losses  subtracted,  should  be  the  increase  in 
membership  for  the  year,  but  there  is  a  difference  of  10,000  members 
every  year.  There  are  other  errors  which  tend  to  greatly  lessen  the 
accuracy  and  the  reliability  of  our  statistics.  We  are  dealing  with 
human  factors,  but  it  is  evident  that  sufficient  care  is  not  exercised 
in  the  preparation  of  our  statistical  tables.  The  general  impression 
of  our  Committee  is  that  too  much  in  the  way  of  statistics  is  not 
asked  from  our  pastors  and  congregations,  and  the  Reformed  Church 
requires  far  less  than  most  other  denominations.  The  preparation 
of  statistics  requires  time,  but  one  of  its  valuable  results  is  that  the 
study  and  labor  involved  in  their  compilation  gives  the  compiler 
most  important  and  illuminating  facts  regarding  all  the  work  of  the 
congregation  and  its  organizations. 

We  have  given  considerable  attention  to  this  matter  of  statistics, 
partly  because  the  Committee  represents  so  many  interests  that  have 
need  of  accurate  statistics,  and  partly  because  it  deals  with  the 
statistics  comprehensively.  Dr.  Stein,  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General 
Synod,  one  of  our  members,  informed  us  at  one  of  our  meetings  that 
a  number  of  suggestions  and  overtures  have  come  from  the  Classes 
regarding  changes  in  the  statistical  tables.  Our  Committee  has 
appointed  a  subcommittee,  Drs.  Lampe,  Schaeffer,  Stein,  Hauser, 
and  Keaglo  and  Elder  Berkmeyer,  nearly  all  of  whom  will  be  present 
at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  with  instructions  to  offer  its 
assistance  in  the  consideration  of  statistics  at  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod. 
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The  Stated  Clerk  as  a  Full-Time  Officer 

Your  Committee  has  assisted  the  Stated  Clerks  of  General  Synod 
in  a  number  of  matters.  The  General  Synod  has  instructed  our 
Committee  to  co-operate  witli  them  in  the  preparation  of  the  Blue 
Book  and  also  the  program  or  order  of  business  of  the  General 
Synod.  The  preparation  of  the  Blue  Book  should  be  the  duty  of 
the  Stated  Clerk.  Our  Committee  should  be  relieved,  but  that  is  of 
course  simply  adding  to  the  duties  of  the  Stated  Clerk  who  already 
has  more  work  to  do  than  can  be  done  in  connection  with  a  pastorate. 

The  Stated  Clerk  is  responsible  for  a  great  deal  of  work,  some 
of  it  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  and  much  by  specific  instructions 
of  succeeding  General  Synods.  The  preparation,  publication  and 
distribution  of  the  minutes  of  the  triennial  meetings  of  the  General 
Synod  and  the  Avork  incident  to  the  meetings  in  the  way  of  securing 
reports  are  no  longer  the  major  business  of  the  Stated  Clerk.  Some 
of  the  work  is  continuous  throughout  the  triennium:  the  preparation 
of  the  statistical  blanks  and  securing  all  the  statistics  every  year; 
the  keeping  of  the  official  register  of  ministers;  the  preparation  of 
material  for  the  Almanac  and  the  Church  papers;  securing  actions 
by  the  Synods  and  Classes  on  amendments,  changes  in  ordinances, 
etc.,  and  tabulating  the  actions  taken;  corresponding  with  the 
various  councils,  alliances  and  commissions  with  which  the  General 
Synod  has  business;  authorizing  payment  of  bills  of  the  General 
Synod ;  notifying  individuals  and  Boards  of  elections,  etc ;  securing 
material  for  and  taking  charge  of  the  archives  of  the  Church. 

In  short,  the  duties  of  the  Stated  Clerk  have  so  multiplied  in 
recent  years,  and  there  is  so  much  other  work  that  should  be  done  by 
the  Stated  Clerk  that  cannot  now  be  given  proper  attention,  that  our 
Committee  recommends  to  the  General  Synod  that  its  Stated  Clerk 
be  made  a  full-time  officer. 

Contingent  Expenses  of  General  Synod 

Elder  Warner,  Treasurer  of  the  General  Synod,  who  ds  a  member 
of  our  Committee,  pointed  out  to  the  Committee  the  necessity  of  a 
careful  study  of  the  items  of  expenses  of  the  General  Synod- which 
should  be  included  in  its  contingent  fund  during  the  next  three  years. 
Our  Committee  elected  Mr.  Warner  and  Drs.  Eichards  and  Stein,  who 
are  the  President  and  Stated  Clerk  of  the  General  Synod  and  are  co- 
operating members  of  our  Committee,  as  a  committee  to  consider  this 
matter. 

This  committee  held  a  meeting  and  went  over  the  entire  situation 
and  made  the  following  report  which  our  Committee  adopted  and  sub- 
mits with  its  approval  to  the  General  Synod: 

In  view  of  the  expenses  of  the  last  triennium  the  Committee  recom- 
mends that  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  for  contingent  expenses  for 
the  coming  triennium,  1923  to  1926,  be  $9,000.00  per  annum.  It  is  to 
be  understood,  however,  that  if  the  amount  apportioned  for  the  Fed- 
eral Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ,  and  for  the  Council  of  Eeformed 
Churches  Holding  the  Presbyterian  System  in  the  United  States  be 
increased,  or  if  new  appropriations  be  made  for  any  other  purpose 
not  now  included  in  the  appropriations  of  the  General  Synod,  the 
total  amount  of  $27,000.00  be  correspondingly  increased.     It  is  further 
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suggested  that  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  presenting  the 
contingent  expenses,  be  made  to  the  General  Synod  after  all  the  ap- 
propriations for  different  causes  have  been  made  by  the  Synod. 

Chief  Function  of  the  Committee 

Our  Committee  regards  its  chief  function  to  be  that  of  a  promo- 
tional agency  to  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  Boards  and  help  them 
in  their  work,  and  to  be  of  assistance  to  Classes  and  congregations  and 
members  in  taking  their  part  in  all  of  the  missionary  and  benevolent 
work  of  the  denomination.  It  must  help  supply  motive,  methods,  and 
organization  for  carrying  on  this  work.  "Whatever  measure  of  success 
we  have  achieved  has  been  due  to  the  blessing  of  the  Head  of  the 
Church  to  whom  we  commend  our  labors  during  the  last  triennium.

The  foregoing  report  with  the  exception  of  the  item  re- 
specting the  Stated  Clerk,  a  full-time  officer  was  referred 
by  General  Synod  to  a  Special  Committee.  This  Com- 
mittee reported,  as  requested,  on  Monday  morning.  The 
report  was  considered  and  action  taken  item  by  item. 
Item  VII  was  itself  considered  as  respecting  its  several 
parts.  The  report  as  revised  and  amended  in  parts,  was 
finally  adopted  as  a  whole  as  herewith  printed.  In  the  con- 
sideration of  Item  XIV,  Mr.  Frank  H.  Mann,  Secretary  of 
the  American  .Bible  Society,  was  invited  to  address  the 
Synod  on  the  work  of  the  Bible  Society  and  the  need  of 
support  through  the  Protestant  Church. 

To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Brethren:  Your  Special  Committee  on  the  Eeport  of  the  United 
Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  of  General  Synod  respectfully 
reports  as  follows: 

We  have  studied  the  report  referred  to  us,  and  its  several  recom- 
mendations with  prayerful  care,  and  we  have  noted  the  scope  of  the 
work,  the  results  achieved,  and  the  plans  projected  by  this  Committee 
in  the  interest  of  God's  Kingdom. 

Among  the  items  of  special  interest  we  find  these,  namely,  three 
hundred  and  sixty-four  congregations  paid  more  for  others  than  for 
themselves,  a  large  majority  of  the  congregations  paid  the  apportion- 
ment in  full,  nearly  all  the  classes  have  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committees,  a  fine  spirit  of  co-operation  has  been  manifested,  a  new 
' '  Method  of  Apportionment ' '  has  been  worked  out,  and  a  successful 
Sunday-school  Stewardship  Essay  Contest  has  been  conducted. 

Based  on  the  presentations  of  the  report  and  in  view  of  the  mission 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  relation  to  the  unfolding  life  of  God's 
Kingdom,  intensively  and  extensively,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  we 
respectfully  submit  the  following  for  consideration  and  action: 
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Item  I,  That  General  Synod  is  deeply  grateful  to  God  for  the 
large  and  important  place  its  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committee  fills,  and  commends  the  Committee  for  faithful  endeavor 
and  efficient  work. 

Item  II.  That  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee 
of  General  Synod  for  the  next  triennium  shall  be  constituted  by 
eighteen  members  as  follows:  nine  elected  by  General  Synod, — four 
ministers  and  five  elders;  two  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions;  two  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions;  one  by  the  Lay- 
men's Missionary  Movement;  one  by  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief; 
one  by  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board;  one  by  the  Board 
of  Christian  Education;  and  one  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  General  Synod. 

Item  III.  General  Synod  hereby  defines  the  functions  of  the 
United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  for  the  next  trien- 
nium as  being  along  the  following  lines  of  Christian  work  and 
service : 

(a)   Christian  Stewardship, 
(ft)  Church  Finance. 

(c)  Every-Member  Canvass. 

(d)  Conferences. 

(e)  Monthly  Statements. 

(f)  Method  of  Apportionment. 

(g)  Coordination  of  the  Work  of  the  Boards. 

(h)  Reception  of  the  Budgets  of  the  Boards  and  submitting  them 
to  General  Synod  with  recommendations. 

(i)  Assist  in  preparation  of  docket  and  Blue  Book  for  the  next 
meeting  of  General  Synod. 

(j)  Serve  as  a  general  promotional  agency  for  the  work  of  the 
Boards. 

Item  IV.  General  Synod  hereby  recommends  hearty  cooperation  on 
the  part  of  Synods,  Classes  and  Consistories  in  tlie  entire  program 
which  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  may  adopt 
in  the  activities  in  which  it  is  directed  to  function. 

A  live,  earnest  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  in  every 
Synod,  every  Classis,  and  every  Congregation — all  in  responsive 
touch  with  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  is  the 
ideal  and  the  full  realization  of  which  General  Synod  affectionately 
urges. 

Item  V.  General  Synod  hereby  directs  that  the  Annual  Every- 
Member  Canvass,  Teaching  of  Christian  Stewardship,  Proportionate 
Giving, — preferably  tithing — by  means  of  conferences,  leaflets,  re- 
treats, etc.,  be  again  stressed  by  the  whole  Church,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  and 
otherwise. 

Item  VI.  That  General  Synod  recognizes  that  its  several  Boards 
acted  under  the  pressure  of  actual  needs  in  the  estimates  contained 
in  their  respective  budgets  for  the  next  triennium. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing.  General  Synod  hereby  calls  attention 
to  certain  facts  which  it  hopes  Synods,  Classes,  Consistories  and 
members  will  carefully  consider.     They  are  as  follows: 
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1  The  depreciated  jnircM^ing  power  of  a  dollar.  "When  this  is 
carefully  considered  it  will  be  seen  that  the  estimate  for  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions  is  little,  or  no  increase  of  the  estimate  of  six  or 
nine  years  ago. 

2.  Increased  salaries,  and  not  enlargement.  When  this  is  carefully 
considered  it  will  become  apparent  that  the  primary  cause  of  in- 
creased estimates  is  due  to  necessary  increase  of  salaries  of  mission- 
aries and  otlier  workers,  and  not  to  premature  or  undue  enlargement 
of  the  work  in  starting  new  missions,  and  employing  new  mission- 
aries. 

3.  Disproportionate  expenditure  of  money.  Jesus  said  "Seek  ye 
first  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness, ' '  indicating  thereby 
that  God's  Kingdom  has  greater  claims  upon  us  than  all  else.  But 
in  the  expenditure  of  money  many  people  hold  God's  kingdom  and 
its  extension  cheaper  than  any  other  thing,  whether  pleasure,  luxury 
or  necessity. 

In  every  other  respect  the  expenditure  of  money  is  on  a  vastly 
larger  scale  than  ten,  or  more,  years  ago.  In  Kingdom  interests 
alone  many  people  have  been  and  are  giving  at  the  same  old  rate. 
In  doing  so  the  Kingdom  is  cheapened  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
benevolences  of  a  whole  year  do  not  compare  with  the  cost  of  an 
automobile  trip  of  a  day,  cigars  for  a  month,  or  a  single  evening's 
entertainment  at  concert  or  play.  And,  in  consequence  of  this,  our 
membership  has  not  as  yet  reached  a  daily  average  of  a  two  cent 
postage  stamp  for  extending  God's  Kingdom  at  home  and  abroad. 

4.  Spiritual  cultural  value  of  adequate  giving.  Careful  consider- 
ation of  this  leads  us  to  a  recognition  of  a  fact  that  is  startling  to 
many  people,  namely  that  Jesus  repeatedly  and  in  various  ways 
emphasized  the  spiritual  value  of  giving. 

5.  The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  the  only  hope  of  the  world.  From 
out  of  the  turmoil  of  war  and  the  upheaval  of  the  nations  there  has 
come  a  conviction  to  many  that  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only 
hope  of  the  world  and  that  only  by  the  application  of  its  teaching 
to  human  activities,  from  center  to  circumference,  can  modern  civili- 
zation be  saved  from  collapse  and  become  regenerate  and  safe. 
We,  the  followers  of  Jesus,  believe  this  and  the  demand  of  the  hour 
is  that  we  honor  creed  by  deed  in  a  way  that  is  acceptable  to  God. 

Item  VII.  Accordingly,  General  Synod,  recognizing  the  esti- 
mates of  Boards  as  modest  and  fair,  and  still  far  below  the  larger 
terms  in  which  the  interests  of  God's  Kingdom  should  be  thought  of 
by  His  children,  respectfully  hereby  directs  as  follows : 

(a)  That  $34,000.00  be  apportioned  for  each  year  of  the  trien- 
nium  for  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board. 

(b)  That  $50,000.00  be  apportioned  for  each  year  of  the  trien- 
nium  for  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief. 

(c)  That  one  dollar  ($1.00)  per  member  be  apportioned  annually, 
through  the  Classes,  for  Home  Missions  and  one  dollar  ($1.00)  for 
Foreign  Missions,  during  the  triennium. 

(d)  That  the  amount  of  the  difference  between  the  total  budgets 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  and  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the 
total  amount  apportioned  through  the  one  dollar  per  member  ap- 
portionment, be  and  hereby  is  apportioned  to  the  Classes  on  the 
basis  of  the  new  method  of  apportionment  set  forth  in  the  Blue 
Book,  page  258. 
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(e)  That  in  the  matter  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  Gen- 
eral Synod  hereby  authorizes  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committee  to  transmit  an  apportionment  to  the  Synods  when  the 
need  arises,  however  limiting  the  amount  to  $2,000.00  for  any  one 
year  in  the  triennium. 

Item  VIII.  General  Synod  hereby  commends  the  "New  Method 
of  Apportionment"  as  found  in  the  Blue  Book,  page  258,  to  the 
Classes  for  very  careful  study  through  the  help  of  the  United  Mis- 
sionary and  Stewardship  Committee,  and  if,  in  the  judgment  of  any 
of  these  bodies,  the  interests  of  God's  Kingdom  will  be  advanced  by 
it,  they  may  follow  it. 

Item  IX.  General  Synod  again  calls  attention  to  the  forms  for 
treasurers  and  recommends  their  use. 

Item  X.  General  Synod  again  calls  attention  of  congregations, 
through  Classes,  to  the  importance  of  having  separate  congregational 
treasurers  for  benevolent  funds. 

Item  XI.  That  General  Synod,  in  response  to  the  request  for  a 
deliverance  on  apportioning  for  other  objects,  expresses  the  judg- 
ment that  Synods  and  Classes  have  a  right  to  make  apportionments 
for  local  interests. 

Item  XII.  General  Synod  reiterates  its  deliverance  that  desig- 
nated money  must  not  be  diverted  to  other  purposes. 

Item  XIII.  General  Synod  expresses  the  hope  that  more  and 
more  the  entire  work  of  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committee,  and  especially  that  relating  to  the  estimates  of  money 
needed,  may  be  viewed  by  Synods,  Classes,  Consistories  and  mem- 
bers from  the  standpoint  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,  and  its  ringing 
challenge  for  consecration  of  life  and  property.  These  needs  are 
not  the  needs  of  the  Boards.  They  are  the  needs  of  God's  Kingdom. 
The  Boards  need  nothing  save  the  prayers  and  the  helpful  advice  of 
the  whole  Church.  The  Kingdom  needs  all,  because  all  need  the 
Kingdom. 

Item  XIV.  There  was  also  referred  to  this  committee  Item  20 
Committee  on  Overtures,  same  being  a  petition  from  the  General 
Secretary  of  the  American  Bible  Society  for  "definite  recognition 
by  name,  among  the  official  benevolences  of  General  Synod. ' ' 

Your  committee  recommends,  that  General  Synod  hereby  makes 
record  of  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  American  Bible 
Society,  and  that  its  request  be  granted  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00 
per  annum  for  the  next  triennium.

The  item  in  the  Report,  on  the  subject  of  the  Stated 
Clerk,  a  full-time  officer,  was  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee which  made  report  on  Tuesday  morning  as  follows: 
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To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church,  in  the  United  States: 

Fathers  and  Brethern:  Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred 
the  item  in  the  Eeport  of  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committee,  recommending  to  this  Synod  that  its  Stated  Clerk  be 
made  a  full  time  officer,  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report. 

1.  Your  Committee  agrees  with  the  recommendation  of  the 
United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee  that  the  Stated  Clerk 
of  General  Synod  should  be  made  a  full  time  officer  for  the  reasons 
80  well  set  forth  in  this  item,  page  262  of  the  Blue  Book,  and  might 
also  add  to  the  reasons  therein  given,  the  constant  demand  and  neces- 
sity for  correct  and  well  directed  publicity  in  the  general  work  of 
the  denomination,  opportunity  for  which  is  furnished  through  the 
office  of  Stated  Clerk  as  in  no  other  channel. 

2.  Your  Committee  in  the  consideration  of  this  item  has  kept  in 
mind  the  fact  that  at  this  meeting  of  Synod  there  will  likely  be 
created  a  Board  of  Education,  and  also  that  a  commission  is  pro- 
posed to  study  the  whole  problem  of  the  various  administrative 
Boards  and  agencies  of  the  Church,  with  a  view  of  simplifying  them 
and,  if  possible,  reducing  the  overhead  expense  of  the  same  as  well  as 
increasing  their  efficiency. 

With  these  facts  in  mind  and  also  in  conformity  with  a  desire  to 
avoid  at  this  time  the  further  reduction  of  our  ministers  in  the  ac- 
tive pastorates,  now  already  too  small,  your  Committee  believes  and 
proposes  that  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  first  paragraph 
of  this  report  be  not  made  effective  until  the  next  meeting  of  Gen- 
eral Synod,  but  that  in  the  meantime  the  Stated  Clerk  be  given  an 
allowance  of  sixty  dollars  per  month  for  clerical  assistance.

The  foregoing  report  was  considered  and  adopted  item 
by  item.  Item  2  was  amended  so  as  to  authorize  provision 
for  an  office,  and  necessary  equipment  of  same  and  the  re- 
port finally  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Item  17  (a).  The  report  of  the  Stated  Clerk  was  pre- 
sented and  adopted  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  undersigned,  in  accordance 
with  instructions  given  at  the  Synod  at  Beading,  Pa.,  three  years 
ago,  had  printed  by  the  Reformed  Church  Publication  Board  at 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  5,300  copies  of  the  Minutes  in  the  English  lan- 
guage, containing  362  pages  of  the  Acts  and  Proceedings;  91  pages 
of  statistical  tables;  and  5  pages  of  general  index,  making  a  total 
of  458  pages  at  an  expense  of  $3,704.30  excluding  the  cost  of  boxing 
and  shipment  The  German  edition  of  700  copies  was  published 
by  the  Central  Publishing  Board,  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  containing  342 
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pages  of  Acts  and  Proceedings,  3  pages  of  general  index  and  90 
pages  of  Statistical  tables,  making  a  total  of  435  pages  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $1,444.83  not  including  boxing  and  cartage. 

The  distribution  of  the  Minutes  was  made  to  the  several  Synods 
according  to  the  ratio  of  contingent  apportionment  received  from 
these  Synods  and  the  distribution  made  by  the  several  Classes  ac- 
cording to  the  ratio  furnished  by  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  District 
Synods,  that  each  Classis  might  receive  its  quota  as  soon  as  the 
Minutes  were  published. 

I  recommed  that  the  following  number  of  copies  be  printed  of  the 
Minutes  of  1923 :   5,600  in  English  and  400  in  the  German  language 
and  that  the  expense  of  distribution  be  paid  by  General  Synod.

The  Synod  by  special  resolution  ordered  that  in  printing 
the  Minutes  in  German,  the  reports  of  the  Board  need  not 
be  translated  but  that  the  action  of  the  Synod  on  said  re- 
port be  printed  in  the  German  language. 

Items  17  (6),  25,  28,  32,  33,  and  37  were,  in  accordance 
with  the  reports  made  by  the  Stated  Clerk,  ordered  to  be 
marked  "Attended  to." 

Item  18.  Action  on  this  item  was  postponed  until  the 
Order  of  the  Day.  The  presentation  of  the  report  on  the 
Council  of  Reformed  Churches  Holding  the  Presbyterian 
System — scheduled  for  Monday  at  8  p.  m.  when  said  report 
was  presented  but  no  action  was  taken  by  General  Synod 
on  the  subject  of  withdrawal  from  the  Council  of  Reformed 
Church. 

Items  19,  and  37  were  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  to 
tabulate  the  summary  of  the  action  taken  by  the  several 
Classes.  This  committee  made  report  on  Tuesday  evening. 
The  report  was  adopted ;  and  the  Amendments  to  Arts.  67 
and  115  were  declared  officially  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 
The  report  as  adopted  reads  thus : 

To  the  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  pre- 
sents the  following  report : 

There  was  referred  to  your  Committee:  Item  amending  Article  21 
of  the  Constitution,  page  70  of  the  1920  minutes  of  General  Synod, 
referring  to  ministers  in  secular  callings  sent  down  to  the  Classes 
for  approval.  The  Amendment  was  rejected — 22  Classes  accepted 
and  29  rejected.     10  did  not  vote. 

Item  amending  Article  67  of  the  Constitution  stating  that,  "With- 
in 90  days  after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Classis,  the  consistory  or 
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joint  consistory  shall  meet  and  act  upon  all  matters  referred  to  it  by 
Classis,  and  immediately  thereafter  said  action  shall  be  referred  to 
the  Stated  Clerk  of  Classis"  (Page  349  of  the  1920  minutes  of  Gen- 
eral Synod)  was  adopted — 48  Classes  accepted  the  amendment,  9 
rejected  and  4  not  voting. 

Item  amending  Article  112,  page  349,  referring  to  Biennial  Ses- 
sions of  General  Synod,  was  rejected — 29  Classes  accepted,  27  re- 
jected and  5  not  voting. 

Item  amending  Article  115,  page  348,  creating  a  Board  of  Chris- 
tian Education,  and  recommending  that  the  first  sentence  of  Article 
115  be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Homes"  the  words 
"of  Christian  Education,"  was  adopted — 51  Classes  accepted,  7  re- 
jected and  3  not  voting. 

Item    on    Plan    of    Organic    Union,    page    32,    was    approved — 39 
Classes  accepted,  11  rejected  and  12  not  voting.

Item  20.  Dr.  Theo.  F.  Herman  offered  the  following  re- 
port which  was  forthwith  adopted. 

To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  an  Amend- 
ment Respecting  Eetired  Ministers  has  given  due  attention  to  the 
item  referred  back  to  it  at  the  previous  meeting  of  General  Synod. 
This  item  concerns  the  privilege  of  a  retired  minister  to  transfer  his 
membership  in  the  Church  to  the  roll  of  a  congregation.  The  item 
grew  out  of  an  overture  from  Philadelphia  Classis,  Eastern  Synod, 
requesting  an  amendment  of  the  Constitution,  specifically  granting 
and  defining  this  privilege. 

Your  Committee  begs  leave  to  report  that  it  does  not  deem  it  ad- 
visable to  grant  the  request  of  Philadelphia  Classis  because,  by  im- 
plication and  construction,  the  Constitution  permits  the  action  sug- 
gested in  the  petition.  A  specific  declaration  on  the  point  involved 
is  irrelevant  to  the  Constitution,  which  deals  only  with  the  funda- 
mental law  of  the  Church  and  not  with  the  details  of  interpretation 
and  application. 

Your  Committee  therefore  respectfully  recommends  that  Philadel- 
phia Classis  be  informed  that,  under  the  government  of  the  Ee- 
formed  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  a  retired  minister  is  privileged,  at  his 
discretion,  to  transfer  his  membership  in  the  Reformed  Church  from 
the  roll  of  a  Classis  to  the  roll  of  a  congregation.

Item  21  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  Friday  at  10 :15 
a.  m.,  at  which  hour  the  following  report  was  presented. 
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The  Forward  Movement  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  V.  S., 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Commission  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment through  its  chairman,  executive  secretary,  and  various  depart- 
mental secretaries,  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  the  activities  and 
results  of  the  past  Triennium. 

By  action  of  the  General  Synod  of  May,  1920,  the  Commission  was 
continued  with  the  substitution  of  the  Rev.  Luther  L.  Hassenpflug 
of  Hiawatha,  Kansas,  to  represent  the  Interior  Synod  in  place  of 
the  Eev.  Ernest  N.  Evans  removed  to  Indianapolis.  With  the 
merging  of  the  Interior  and  Southwest  Synods,  Eevs.  L.  L,  Hassen- 
pflug and  W.  H.  Knierim  now  represent  the  Mid-West  Synod.  Upon 
the  death  of  Rev.  Henry  W.  Vitz,  D.D.,  representing  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  of  Northwest,  Central  and  Southwest  Synods,  the 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Rev.  E.  A.  Kielsmeier. 

The  Commission  continued  its  stated  meetings  on  a  basis  of  about 
two  per  year,  having  held  seven  meetings  during  the  Triennium. 
The  Executive  Committee,  enlarged  to  ten  members  in  order  to 
represent  every  participating  agency,  has  been  meeting  monthly 
during  the  interim  between  Commission  meetings,  having  held  twenty- 
one  meetings 

The  Executive  Staff  was  continued  on  a  part  time  basis  and 
in  order  to  forward  the  business  on  hand  has  met  on  an  average 
every  two  weeks,  having  held  eighty-one  meetings  in  the  Triennium. 
The  personnel  of  the  Staff  has  not  changed  greatly  except  in  the 
Department  of  Publicity.  In  that  department  Miss  Alliene  Dechant 
was  released  in  order  to  accept  an  appointment  from  the  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions  for  work  in  Japan,  Dr.  Cyrus  J.  Musser  by 
reason  of  continued  ill  health  was  released  from  further  service, 
and  the  time  and  service  of  Dr.  Geo.  L.  Omwake,  the  head  of  the 
department,  were  reduced  at  his  request  on  January  1st,  1923. 

The  field  of  the  western  region  was  changed  upon  the  resig- 
nation of  the  Eev.  L.  D.  Benner,  and  the  part  time  service  of  the 
Rev.  J.  Friedli  was  secured  for  the  NorthAvest  Synod,  of  the  Rev. 
J.  C.  Horning,  D.D.,  for  the  Interior  Synod,  and  of  the  Rev.  W.  H. 
Knierim  for  the  Southwest  Synod.  The  central  region  has  remained 
in  charge  of  the  Rev.  George  W.  Good,  and  the  eastern  region  in 
charge  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  F.  DeLong,  D.D.  In  the  fall  of  1920  Dr. 
DeLong  was  elected  Assistant  Executive  Secretary  and  in  the  later 
changes  in  the  Publicity  Department  he  has  assumed  direct  responsi- 
bility for  the  church  papers  and  the  Forward  Movement  Bulletin. 

In  March,  1921,  a  Financial  Secretary  was  called  to  the  Staff  in 
the  person  of  Elder  J.  Q.  Truxal,  with  the  consequent  release  of  the 
Accountant  and  other  clerical  changes. 

Department  of  Spiritual  Resources 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Spiritual  Resources  during  the 
years  1920  to  23  was  continued  on  the  same  fundamental  principles 
upon  which  it  was  based  during  the  first  year  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment. The  centers  of  activity  were  accordingly  promotion  of  the 
Fellowship  of  Intercession,  church  attendance,  evangelism,  Bible 
study,  and  family  religion. 

The  action  of  the  General  Synod  of  Reading  in  1920,  relative  to 
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Committee  on  Evangelism  to  the  dignity  of  a  Commission  on 
Evangelism  under  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  gave  two  new 
emphases  to  the  work  of  the  department.  In  the  first  place  it  was 
made  less  promotional  and  more  suggestive.  In  the  second  place, 
its  promotional  activities  were  largely  transferred  from  the  depart- 
ment itself  as  the  center  to  the  Synods  and  Classes.  This  was  true 
with  reference  to  evangelism. 

On  the  basis  of  the  first  effect,  the  department  decided  to  gather 
the  principles  of  the  department  in  the  form  of  a  Manual,  which 
was  accordingly  issued  in  five  parts.  Part  I,  entitled  "The 
Fall  Work, ' '  aimed  to  show  the  unity  and  integrity  of  the  Forward 
Movement  of  the  Eeformed  Church  as  differentiated  from  the 
Interchurch  World  Movement.  The  Fellowship  of  Intercession  was 
reinterpreted  and  suggestions  made  for  its  maintenance  as  the  center 
of  spiritual  power.  The  pastoral  work  of  the  congregation  was  dis- 
cussed and  plans  for  its  thorough  going  parish  organization  out- 
lined. The  fall  evangelistic  work  was  also  presented  in  a  detailed 
plan.  In  Part  I,  "The  Fall  Work  Continued,"  the  subjects  of  Bible 
study,  expository  preaching  and  the  mid-week  services  were  discussed. 
Part  II  was  entitled  "The  Winter  and  Spring  Work"  and  continued 
a  thorough  discussion  of  practical  plans  for  the  development  of 
family  religion  and  the  Winter  and  Spring  evangelistic  work.  A 
thorough  going  ministerial  reading  courSe  on  evangelism  and  another 
one  on  missions,  together  with  a  program  for  Ministerial  Eetreats 
devoted  to  evangelism,  were  presented  in  Part  II,  ' '  The  Winter  and 
Spring  Work  Continued."  In  Part  III,  "The  Summer  Work,"  the 
effort  was  made  to  interpret  the  problem  of  the  rural  church  with 
special  reference  to  its  program  of  spiritual  resources.  This  effort 
of  presenting  the  spirit  and  method  of  the  department  in  the  form  of 
a  Manual  was  quite  fruitful.  Its  circulation  was  quite  extensive 
and  was  called  for  a  number  of  times  by  other  denominations.  It 
was  in  effect  a  presentation  of  the  practical  organization  and  admin- 
istration of  the  local  church  from  the  viewpoint  of  its  spiritual 
functions. 

In  addition  to  the  issue  of  the  Manual  in  1920  and  21,  there  was 
issued  a  departmental  leaflet  presenting  the  unified  statement  of 
the  plan  of  the  department  for  the  years  1921  and  22  to  23.  One 
of  the  special  leaflets  that  had  considerable  circulation  was  entitled 
"A  Suggested  Program  of  Evangelism,"  which  defined  and  out- 
lined plans  for  evangelism,  simultaneous  city  and  community  evan- 
gelism and  progressive  classical  evangelism. 

Throughout  the  three  years  of  the  Triennium  a  Family  Altar 
Column  in  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger  and  Christian  World 
was  maintained  by  the  depajtment  under  the  editorship  of  Eev. 
Ernest  N.  Evans.  The  department  also  tried  to  cultivate  a  closer 
relationship  with  the  students  of  our  seminaries,  with  special  refer- 
ence to  evangelism.  Eev.  C.  W.  Brugh  was  accordingly  sent  to  the 
several  seminaries  to  discuss  the  method  of  local  church  survey  and 
its  special  application  to  the  problem  of  evangelism.  It  was  also 
decided  to  stimulate  the  plan  of  securing  summer  work  for  seminary 
students  in  vacant  charges  and  in  special  survey  work  of  our  Board 
of  Home  Missions  under  the  Commission  on  Eural  Work  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.     This  plan  re- 
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suited  in  placing  quite  a  number  of  our  seminary  students  in  three 
forms  of  summer  work;  as  assistants  to  pastors  in  large  congrega- 
tions, as  supply  pastors  of  vacant  charges  during  the  summer 
vacation,  and  survey  work  both  in  rural  and  city  districts.  One 
of  the  special  features  of  the  departmental  work  that  proved  very 
fruitful  was  the  holding  of  ministerial  retreats  in  the  various  Classes 
of  the  Church.  In  one  year  there  were  more  than  thirty  of  these 
ministerial  retreats  held  in  as  many  different  Classes. 

The  other  effect  on  the  emphasis  of  the  work  of  the  department 
referred  to  above  was  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the  General  Synod 
of  Eeading  raised  the  Committee  on  Evangelism  to  the  dignity  and 
influence  of  a  Commission  of  fifteen  persons  representing  the  Church 
in  all  its  various  Synods.  This  resulted  in  transferring  practi- 
cally all  the  promotional  work  of  the  Department  of  Spiritual  Re- 
sources from  the  department  itself  as  the  center  to  the  various 
Synods  of  the  Church,  thus  placing  the  work  of  promotion  where 
it  properly  belongs,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  regular 
ecclesiastical  judicatories.  Accordingly  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions in  the  name  of  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  made  a  special 
reference  to  the  policy  of  the  Commission  in  its  report  to  the  Synods 
in  the  fall  of  1920.  The  result  has  been  that  Eastern  Synod  author- 
ized the  election  of.  a  Synodical  Evangelist  in  the  fall  of  1920, 
which  resulted  in  the  election  of  Eev.  R.  C.  Zartman,  D.D.,  and 
Pittsburgh  Synod  directed  the  election  of  a  Synodical  Superintendent 
of  Evangelism  and  Spiritual  Resources  in  the  fall  of  1922,  Eev. 
Ernest  N.  Evans  was,  on  the  basis  of  this  action,  elected  to  the 
office.  Ohio  Synod  made  special  effort  along  evangelistic  lines  during 
two  years  of  the  Triennium  with  splendid  results.  Beside  the 
Synodical  plans  many  Classes  held  special  evangelistic  campaigns 
and  conferences  with  the  purpose  of  promoting  their  evangelistic 
work.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Department  of  Spiritual  Resources 
in  the  process  of  the  five-year  period  of  the  Forward  Movement  to 
transfer  its  fundamental  spiritual  activities  to  the  Commission  on 
Evangelism  and  thus  as  far  as  possible  incorporate  its  spirit  and 
method  into  the  normal  work  of  the  denomination. 

The  Department  of  Spiritual  Eesourees  as  representing  the  Com- 
mission on  Evangelism  also  sought  to  keep  in  close  touch  with  the 
Commission  on  Evangelism  and  Life  Service  of  the  Federal  Council 
of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.  Dr.  Charles  E.  Sehaeffer,  as 
representative  of  our  Church,  rendered  splendid  services  in  a  nation- 
wide series  of  evangelistic  conferences  held  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Federal  Council  in  the  strategic  large  cities  of  the  United  States. 
The  Department  sought  to  inform  our  Eeformed  constituents  in  all 
of  these  large  city  conferences  which  happened  to  fall  within  the 
sections  in  which  our  denomination  was  well-represented,  especially 
Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  Maryland  and  the  Mid-West. 

Department  of  Stewardship  and  Life  Service 
A.  Stewardship. 

During  the  last  three  years,  the  Stewardship  Department  of  the 
Forward  Movement  and  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committee  of  the.  General  Synod  have  been  working  together  for 
the   promotion   of   the   Stewardship   principles.      The    promotion    of 
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Christian  Stewardship  has  been  one  of  the  most  important  features 
of  the  work  of  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee 
from  the  beginning  of  its  work,  but  through  the  Forward  Move- 
ment, Stewardship  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  entire 
Reformed  Church  in  a  more  definite  way,  and  with  excellent  results. 
The  active  promotional  work  has  been  done  in  connection  with  the 
United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  which  has  served 
as  the  Committee  of  the  Department  of  Stewardship  of  the  Forward 
Movement. 

During  the  January-February,  1921,  Stewardship  period,  each 
pastor  received  a  copy  of  Dr.  Cushman's  "The  New  Christian,'' 
which  was  recommended  for  Stewardship  Study  Classes.  Four  new 
pamphlets  were  offered  for  free  distribution  to  congregations.  A 
small  leaflet  with  the  Stewardship  program  was  sent  to  all  charges. 
Enrollment  in  the  Fellowship  of  Stewardship  was  urged.  Outlines 
for  talks  on  Stewardship  were  sent  to  the  Minute  Men. 

The  Stewardship  Eeferendum  with  an  anonymous  questionnaire  and 
ballot  was  used  as  a  brief  discussion  course  in  many  of  our  con- 
gregations in  1922.  Eev.  E.  G.  Krampe  prepared  "Christian  Steward- 
ship, ' '  a  pamphlet  which  had  wide  circulation,  in  both  the  German  and 
English  languages.  20,000  copies  of  Dr.  Darms '  ' '  Manual  for 
Catechetical  Classes,  Sunday  Schools,  and  Young  Christians"  were 
sent  out  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  United  Missionary  and 
Stewardship  Committee. 

In  1923  a  strong  program  for  the  promotion  of  Stewardship  was 
put  on,  and  greater  interest  was  developed  in  the  subject  than  at 
any  time  since  the  first  year  of  the  Forward  Movement.  There 
was  not  as  great  enthusiasm  as  in  that  year,  but  there  were  many 
evidences  of  more  real  and  vital  interest.  "Stewardship  Stepping 
Stones,"  a  manual  containing  a  suggested  program  for  the  con- 
gregation and  its  organizations,  was  sent  to  all  pastors  and  a  few 
other  leaders.  The  promotion  has  been  done  directly  through  the 
local  church  organizations  instead  of  through  the  pastor  alone. 
The  Sunday  Schools  had  a  Stewardship  Essay  Contest  for  puplis 
between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  seventeen,  and  there  were  Steward- 
ship lessons  in  the  Sunday  School  Quarterlies.  The  young  people 
used  "Stewardship  Principles  and  Programs,"  a  newly  adapted 
pamphlet  and  were  given  special  help  for  their  Christian  Endeavor 
Stewardship  Topic.  Catechetical  Classes  studied  Dr.  Darms'  "Man- 
ual.'' Womem's  Missionary  Societies  planned  and  held  Stewardship 
meetings  and  ordered  large  quantities  of  "Women  as  Stewards," 
a  pamphlet  prepared  in  answer  to  many  requests  for  literature  which 
would  explain  how  and  why  a  woman  is  or  should  be  a  proportionate 
giver.  The  Presidents  of  Women's  Classical  Missionary  Societies 
have  urged  their  local  societies  to  study  Stewardship,  and  program 
committees  have  given  Stewardship  a  prominent  place  in  the  Annual 
Classical  meetings. 

A_Vi^*?noo'^?'P-  Acknowledgment  Week"  was  observed  March 
4-11,  1923  during  which  time  many  of  our  members  of  the  Church 
gave  a  tenth  of  their  income  for  the  week  to  Christian  work.     Through 

of  putting  God  first  in  their  lives,  and  determined  to  acknowledge 

their  Stewardship  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  .ii^uowieage 

The  last  few  years  have  given  to  Stewardship  a  deeper  strong- 
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hold  in  the  consciousness  of  our  Keformed  Church  members.  It  has 
been  more  and  more  recognized  as  one  of  the  fundamental  govern- 
ing principles  of  a  Christian's  daily  life  and  actions.  Although  it 
must  be  promoted  as  a  principle  in  itself,  it  is  no  longer  considered 
as  a  thing  apart,  to  be  thought  of  and  followed  just  one  time  of  the 
year,  but  rather  as  an  all-pervading  influence  bringing  man  nearer 
to  God  in  all  his  business,  social,  and  religious  transactions.  As  such 
its  promotion  cannot  and  should  not  be  ignored  by  any  of  the  local 
church  organizations  or  by  any  of  our  congregations  as  a  whole. 
B.  Life  Service. 

The  active  work  of  the  Life  Service  Department  during  the  last 
Triennium  began  with  the  publication  of  the  Life  Service  Number 
of  the  Forward  Movement  Bulletin  in  December,  1920.  This  dealt 
with  the  need  of  life  workers  in  the  Eeformed  Church,  the  opportu- 
nities for  service  offered  in  the  various  fields,  and  the  work  being 
done  in  the  colleges.  It  was  widely  distributed  in  the  Church  at 
large,  and  to  all  the  students  in  our  Eeformed  Church  educational 
institutions,  and  was  sent  to  members  of  our  Church  who  are  students 
in  colleges  not  under  our  denominational  control. 

Early  in  1921  material  for  Life  Service  talks  was  sent  to  the 
Minute  Men  of  the  congregations,  and  they  and  the  pastors  were 
urged  to  bring  the  subject  frequently  to  the  attention  of  our  young 
people. 

The  Committee  endeavored  to  get  into  touch  with  as  many  as 
possible  of  the  Eeformed  Church  students  to  ask  them  to  choose 
their  life  work  thoughtfully  with  due  consideration  of  the  needs  of 
the  different  Christian  callings,  their  own  abilities,  and  their  re- 
sponsibility in  making  a  better  world. 

Conferences,  usually  three  days  in  length,  were  held  at  all  twelve 
of  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Eeformed  Church.  At  these 
some  time  was  given  to  addresses  by  men  and  women  of  our  own 
and  other  denominations,  but  more  time  devoted  to  personal  inter- 
views with  the  students.  Drs.  Charles  E.  Schaeffer  and  William  E. 
Lampe  took  part  in  the  Life  Work  Eecruiting  Conference  at  Penn- 
sylvania State  College  where  there  are  about  250  Eeformed  Church 
students,  and  they  talked  to  many  of  them  personally  about  their 
choice  of  a  life  work.  Meetings  were  also  held  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  at  Lehigh  University. 

Copies  of  life  service  pamphlets  and  a  personal  letter  were  sent 
to  930  Eeformed  Church  students  in  21  Pennsylvania  colleges  and  13 
normal  schools,  and  the  students  were  asked  to  indicate  in  what 
special  Christian  calling,  at  home  or  abroad,  they  were  especially 
interested.  To  all  who  replied,  literature  pertaining  to  these  special 
callings  was  sent. 

In  March,  1922,  the  Department  supervised  afternoon  and  evening 
Life  Service  Conferences  for  high  school  pupils  at  Eeading,  Allen- 
town,  York  and  Akron,  and  gave  assistance  to  local  committees 
planning  similar  conferences  in  other  Eeformed  Church  centres. 
A  conference  was  also  held  at  the  Keystone  State  Normal  School  at 
Kutztown,  Pa. 

Early  in  1923  conferences  for  high  school  pupils  were  held  in 
Ohio  under  the  direction  of  the  Life  Service  Committee  of  Ohio 
Synod,  and  a  similar  group  in  the  Central  Synod.  Similar  con- 
ferences were  held  in  other  communities  led  by  pastors  who  have 
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recognized  the  importance  of  reaching  ihe  young  people.  In  March, 
Drs  Geo  W  Richards  and  William  E.  Lampe  addressed  the  students 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  met  a  number  of  them  for 
personal  interviews.  A  similar  conference  was  held  at  Ursmus 
CoUege  in  April,  with  Drs.  Samuel  M.  Zwemer  and  Wm.  E.  Lampe 

as  speakers.  r-,      •       /-.     j. 

The  interest  engendered  bv  the  several  Life  Service  Conferences 
held  with  Reformed  Church  students  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
led  to  the  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  a  student 
pastor  for  the  Reformed  Church  students  of  that  institution  and  all 
the  others  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

More  and  more  we  are  realizing  the  importance  of  helping  our 
young  people  in  the  high  schools  and  colleges  in  their  choice  of  a 
life  work.  Our  young  people  are  coming  to  realize  that  they 
should  choose  a  life  work  instead  of  drifting  into  one  which  may 
not  enable  them  to  make  the  most  of  their  lives.  No  opportunities 
■should  be  missed  to  call  their  attention  to  the  Christian  callings  which 
so  need  life  workers  at  this  time. 

To  carry  on  the  missionary  and  benevolent  work  of  our  Church 
we  need,  and  have  asked  for,  more  than  ten  millions  of  dollars  We 
also  need  at  least  259  young  men  and  women  to  give  their  lives 
to  carry  on  the  work  that  will  be  made  possible  through  these 
millions  of  money.  The  men  and  women  are  as  necessary  as  the 
money,  and  we  will  get  the  one  about  as  quickly  as  the  other.  Our 
Church  needs  a  Life  Service  Secretary. 

Department  of   Education   and   Publicity 

The  work  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  Publicity  was 
continued  during  the  Triennium  on  practically  the  same  principles 
adopted  the  first  year  of  the  Forward  Movement,  only  on  a  some- 
what smaller  scale.  The  work  was  largely  done  through  two  bureaus, 
namely,  The  religious  press  and  Lantern  slides. 

This  department  had  the  heartiest  co-operation  of  all  the  Church 
papers  during  the  Triennium.  Each  week  news  and  articles  pertain- 
ing to  the  work  of  the  Forward  Movement  appeared  in  all  our 
Church  papers,  English  and  German.  In  these  notes  the  needs  of 
the  various  causes  sharing  in  the  Forward  Movement  budget  were 
carefully  presented  to  the  Church.  In  this  way  the  membership  of 
our  denomination  received  a  more  extensive  and  accurate  knowledge 
of  the  different  causes  of  our  Church.  By  having  the  same  news 
appear  in  all  our  Church  papers  at  the  same  time  developed  a 
more  pronounced  denominational  consciousness.  It  enabled  the  Church 
to  become  a  better  and  a  more  effective  working  force. 

The  Forward  Movement  Bulletin,  which  appeared  as  a  bi-weekly 
the  first  year  of  the  Forward  Movement,  changed  to  a  monthly  and 
later  to  a  quarterly  publication.  Before  the  Bulletin  was  issued 
as  a  quarterly,  a  letter  was  addressed  to  each  pastor  for  the  following 
information:  a.  Is  the  Bulletin  desired?  If  so,  how  many  copies? 
b.  Give  the  name  or  names  of  those  who  will  be  responsible  for  the 
distribution  of  the  Bulletin  in  your  congregation  or  charge.  This 
was  done  so  as  not  to  issue  more  than  were  needed.  This  request 
gave  us  the  information  that  115,000  copies  were  needed.  This  was 
soon  increased  to  118,000  copies  except  the  issue  of  January,  1923, 
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when  120,000  copies  were  circulated.  This  was  a  special  number  of 
sixteen  pages  entitled  ' '  The  Kingdom  of  God  and  the  Church. ' '  In 
this  special  number  we  gave  liberal  space  to  all  the  causes.  In 
circulating  the  Bulletin  we  had  the  co-operation  of  about  2,500 
lay  workers.  The  department  is  indebted  a  great  deal  to  these 
distributors  for  their  assistance  in  this  work. 

The  lantern  slides  proved  very  helpful  in  stimulating  the  work  of 
the  Forward  Movement  during  the  Triennium.  The  following  lec- 
tures have  been  prepared  and  have  been  in  constant  circulation : 
' '  The  Challenge  of  a  Good  Beginning  " ;  "  The  Challenge  of  a  Non- 
Christian  World";  "The  Challenge  of  our  Church  Abroad";  "The 
Challenge  of  America's  Unfinished  Task";  "The  Challenge  of  the 
Eef  ormed  Church  in  the  United  States " ;  "  The  Challenge  of  Chris- 
tian Culture  "  ;  "  The  Challenge  of  the  Church  School " ;  "  The  Chal- 
lenge of  the  Printed  Page  " ;  '  <  The  Challenge  of  Justice  and  Love ' ' ; 
*  *  The  Challenge  of  Christian  Stewardship. ' ' 

Another  very  effective  means  of  educational  work  is  that  of  the 
poster.  A  number  of  these  were  issued  during  the  three  years,  the 
most  important  being  that  announcing  ' '  Pay  Up  Quarter. ' ' 

This  department  has  not  only  assisted  through  the  written  word 
and  stereopticon  but  has  also  greatly  aided  the  presentation  of  the 
Forward  Movement  in  all  kinds  of  public  meetings,  Synods,  Classes, 
and  Conferences. 

Department  of  Field  Work  and  Finance 

The  Financial  Campaign  of  the  Forward  Movement  is  a  special 
united  effort  of  our  Church,  by  more  adequate  equipment  and  support 
of  her  various  causes  and  agencies,  to  take  a  better  share  in  meeting 
present  world  needs.  Post-war  conditions  are  an  inescapable  challenge 
to  the  Church  for  increase  in  service. 

After  a  year  of  major  effort  and  expense  in  preparation  the  Finan- 
cial Campaign  was  begun  in  the  United  Every  Member  Canvass  of 
April  26-May  2,  1920,  for  the  budget  of  $10,847,425.  Under  date  of 
May  19,  1920,  the  Director  of  the  Campaign  reported  to  General 
Synod  then  in  session,  a  total  of  $6,044,844.33  subscribed.  The  great- 
ness of  what  was  already  achieved,  the  needs  of  the  causes  involved, 
fairness  to  those  who  subscribed  their  share  toward  the  whole  budget 
on  the  assumption  that  others  would  do  so  also,  and  the  transforming 
influence  of  taking  one's  share  of  service  at  a  time  of  special  need 
and  opportunity — these  and  other  considerations  prompted  General 
Synod  to  continue  the  campaign  with  a  view  to  the  fullest  possible 
participation  of  the  whole  membership  in  raising  the  whole  budget. 
To  this  end  General  Synod,  through  its  president  and  its  stated 
clerks,  under  date  of  May  21,  1920,  sent  a  message  to  be  read 
in  all  the  churches  ' '  earnestly  entreating  all  congregations  concerned 
to  take  such  steps  immediately  as  may  be  necessary  to  bring  the 
several  objectives  of  the  campaign  before  their  people  and  complete 
the  raising  of  the  budget  at  the  earliest  possible  date. ' ' 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  being  able  to  give  full  and  detailed 
information  as  to  the  receipt  and  use  of  inoneys,  a  system  of  account- 
ing was  adopted  which  enables  headquarters  to  give  to  any  congrega- 
tion, on  request,  by  return  mail,  full  information  as  to  quota,  total 
amount  subscribed,  the  various  payments  made  to  date,  and  the  total 
of  the  payments.     The  same  information  can  be  given  promptly  at 
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any  time  as  pertaining  to  Classes  ajid  Synods.  As  congregational 
treasurers  were  urged  to  forward  promptly  all  moneys  received,  so 
the  treasurer's  department  at  headquarters  arranged  for  a  pro  rata 
distribution  of  all  incoming  funds  to  all  causes  consistently  every 
two  weeks,  so  that  moneys  may  promptly  serve  the  purpose  for 
which  they  were  given. 

Since  the  further  prosecution  of  the  Every  Member  Canvass  now 
made  it  necessary  to  meet  in  detail  the  various  local  conditions  and 
difficulties  throughout  the  Church,  the  follow-up  campaign  was  pro- 
jected through  classical  committees  which  could  know  local  condi- 
tions, might  adapt  plans  and  efforts  to  local  conditions  and  give 
assistance  as  needed.  To  this  end  Forward  Movement  Committees 
were  appointed  by  most  of  the  Classes  and  these  continued  the 
campaign  within  their  respective  bounds  with  various  degrees  of 
efficiency  and  success. 

Almost  immediately  after  the  last  meeting  of  General  Synod  at 
Reading,  unforeseen  conditions  arose  which  materially  affected  and 
modified  all  plans  and  efforts.  Among  these  were  the  natural  relaxa- 
tion after  a  great  effort,  the  reaction  in  those  who  had  merely  * '  gone 
along ' '  without  conviction,  the  collapse  of  the  Interchurch  World 
Movement,  the  failure  on  the  part  of  very  many  to  discriminate  be- 
tween that  movement  and  our  own,  the  pressure  of  local  needs  which 
constituted  a  temptation  to  divert  funds  to  purposes  other  than  those 
for  which  they  had  been  subscribed,  the  financial  depression  with  its 
material  and  psychological  effects, — all  these  and  other  considerations 
made  it  necessary  to  center  our  efforts  upon  conservation,  to  leave 
public  promotional  work  in  abeyance  for  a  time  and  to  continue 
through  personal  work  where  this  was  needed  or  possible.  This 
personal  work  has  been  done  most  faithfully  and  unremittingly  by 
those  who  are  still  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Forward  Movement, 
and  also  in  part  by  other  members  of  the  Staff  and  of  the  Commission 
and  of  the  various  classical  committees.  By  means  of  this  work  the 
results  of  the  early  part  of  the  campaign  were  conserved  and  new 
subscriptions  amounting  to  approximately  $375,000  have  been  added 
during  the  last  Triennium.  In  addition  to  these  subscriptions  the 
General  Education  Board  has  promised  a  total  of  $400,000  to  three 
of  the  educational  institutions,  as  soon  as  each  has  received  $300,000 
of  its  Forward  Movement  allotment.  Other  special  gifts  have  also 
been  received  or  will  be  received  or  made  possible  under  the  stimulus 
of  Forward  Movement  giving. 

There  are  many  of  us  who  believe  the  time  is  near  when  general 
effort  throughout  the  whole  Church  should  again  be  made  for  the 
completion  of  the  whole  budget,  first,  by  enlisting  those  who  have 
not  yet  taken  their  part,  and,  second,  by  a  special  effort  on  the  part 
of  the  Boards  of  the  various  causes  to  secure  larger  gifts  for  desig- 
nated objects.  The  following  plan  outline,  approved  by  the  Forward 
Movement  Commission,  sets  forth  the  Financial  Campaign  as  a  whole 
and  in  its  main  parts,  and  presents  principles  and  methods  which 
seem  feasible  for  the  completion  of  the  budget: 

Forward  Movement  Financial  Campaign 
I.    General  Every  Member  Canvass 
II.     Special  Co-operative  Campaign  for  Larger  Gifts. 
III.    General  Supplementary  Concluding  Canvass. 
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Special  Co-operative  Campaign  foe  Larger  Gifts 

A.     Premise 

The  general  every  member  canvass  for  a  common  budget  in  all  de- 
nominations failed  to  enlist  men  of  means  as  adequately  as  it  did  the 
rank  and  file  of  the  membership.  The  following  observations,  among 
others,  apply  in  this  connection: 

1.  The  failure  inheres  in  the  nature  of  the  general  campaign  and 
is  not  the  fault  of  the  men  of  means  who  were  not  adequately  enlisted. 

2.  The  canvass  was  planned  primarily  to  reach  a  large  number 
of  givers  simultaneously  and  to  this  end,  of  necessity,  yielded  the 
considerations  which  are  essential  for  securing  larger  gifts.  Among 
these  considerations  are  the  following: 

a.  A  large  simultaneous  campaign  involves  temporary  enthusiasm 

and  sentiment.  This  is  not  a  sound  or  effective  means  or  basis 
for  securing  really  large  individual  gifts. 

b.  The  quick  drive  required  prompt  giving  on  brief  consideration, 

whereas  for  really  large  individual  giving  there  is  needed  full 
knowledge  and  absorbing  personal  interest  which  are  usually 
the  growth  of  years  or  even  of  a  lifetime. 

c.  A  man  sharing  responsibility  for  a  budget  or  a  cause  with  thou- 

sands of  other  men  will  not  assume  the  same  measure  of  re- 
sponsibility he  would  as  an  individual  challenged  by  a  single 
cause  or  object. 

d.  A  composite  budget,  with  the  personal   elements   and  interests 

largely  eliminated,  does  not  have  the  same  appeal  to  an  individ- 
ual for  large  giving  as  does  a  definite,  concrete  cause  or  object. 

e.  A  general  budget  does  not  afford  opportunity  for  the  conserva- 

tion of  a  large  gift.  Such  conservation  is  a  legitimate  desire 
and  a  growing  tendency  among  those  giving  large  gifts. 

f.  In  the  general  campaign  a  member  was  not  disposed  to  give  a 

large  contribution  that  would  meet  the  quota  of  the  whole 
congregation  and  thus  relieve  his  fellow  members  from  giving. 

If  the  appeal  to  the  rank  and  file  of  our  membership  and  their 
giving  for  the  causes  in  our  budget  was  legitimate  and  necessary, 
then  it  is  legitimate  and  necessary  that  we  now  invite  from  men  of 
means  the  larger  giving  in  accordance  with  their  means  in  order  to 
help  in  completing  the  raising  of  the  budget  and  to  meet  the  needs 
of  the  various  causes.  We  believe  that  this  can  be  done  without  con- 
flicting with  our  appeal  to  the  last  congregation  and  the  last  member. 
In  fact  the  giving  of  larger  designated  gifts  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Boards  will  tend  both  to  conserve  what  has  been  done  and  to 
encourage  the  rank  and  file  of  the  membership  who  have  not  yet  been 
enlisted.     This  effort  should  include: 

1.  Definite,  concrete,  individual  objects  to  be  aided  or  accomplished. 

2.  Time  and  opportunity  for  consideration  of  the  object  in  which 
a  man  may  be  interested, 

3.  Permanence  of  the  object  in  order  to  secure  conservation  of 
the  gift  and  continued  interest  and  support.  The  larger  the  gift 
the  more  likely  is  it  that  the  giver  and  his  children  after  him  will  be 
permanently  interested.  Few  objects  in  our  denomination  have  as 
yet  been  thus  assumed  by  individuals  or  families. 

4.  Objects  and  plans  big  and  vital  enough  to  challenge  big  giving. 

5.  Presentation  of  the  object  to  the  giver  by  one  who  is  living 
his  life  into  it. 
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6.  Such  co-operation  and  simultaneous  effort  by  the  various  causes 
as  will  make  every  large  contribution  to  any  cause  a  stimulus  for 
similar  contributions  to  other  objects  or  causes. 

7.  A  plan  that  shall  enlist  the  strongest  men  of  the  Church,  namely, 
the  members  of  the  respective  Boards,  as  active  workers  assuming 
responsibility.  This  enlistment  is  an  essential  feature  of  an  effective 
plan. 

The  various  considerations  and  features  here  indicated  would  be 
provided  for  in  a  plan  somewhat  as  follows: 

B.     Tentative  Plan 

I.  Organization: 

A  committee  of  fifteen  members  appointed  by  the  Commission,' 
operating  under  its  field  department  and  made  up  as  follows: 

Membership  chosen  with  a  view  to  aptness  for  the  task,  taking  into 
account  the  causes  included  in  the  budget  and  the  budget  allot- 
ments. 

II.  Steps: 

1.  Eatification  by  the  Commission  and  by  the  Boards  of  the  causes 
concerned,  together  with  the  pledge  of  their  co-operation.  Each 
Board  to  be  met  and  its  hearty  co-operation  solicited. 

2.  Study  the  task  in  all  its  aspects  and  bearings. 

3.  Assembling  list  of  possible  contributors. 

4.  Study  the  classification  of  list  of  possible  contributors  on  basis 
of  probable  interest  in  causes.  This  will  be  facilitated  by  the 
fact  that  a  good  proportion  of  the  men  on  the  list  are  members 
of  Boards. 

5.  Cultivation  of  possible  contributors. 

a.  General — in  principles,  etc. 

b.  Specific — in  objects  or  causes  by  those  directing  said  causes, 

and  as  assigned  or  agreed. 

6.  Assist  in  the  organization  and  stimulation  of  the  specific  cam- 
paign of  each  Board.  Make  the  Boards  really  the  effective  fac- 
tors in  the  plan. 

7.  Canvass. 

a.  Time — as  found  feasible. 

b.  Objects — as  classified  or  as  interest  has  been  developed.     A 

large  number  of  objects  should  be  listed  and  the  whole  list 
made"  available  for  consideration  by  all  givers. 

c.  By  whom — as  preferred  by  the  causes  concerned.     Preferably 

by  those  who  are  living  their  lives  into  the  respective  objects 
or  causes. 

III.  Distribution: 

All  designated  gifts  secured  through  this  special  campaign  to  go 
to  the  causes  designated.  This  is  a  vital  feature  of  the  plan 
without  which  its  merit  is  doubtful.  It  will  furnish  the  essential 
stimulus  for  individual  effort  and  will  increase  giving  for  any 
specific  cause,  for  other  causes,  and  for  the  general  budget. 

Each  of  the  causes  shall  continue  to  share  in  the  distribution  of 
the  amounts  paid  on  subscriptions  already  made,  and  shall  receive 
all  gifts  designated  to  that  cause  in  this  special  campaign,  but 
when  it  has  reached  the  full  amount  of  its  original  allotment  it 
shall  no  longer  share  in  the  pro  rata  distribution  of  the  amounts 
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paid  on  subscriptions  made  after  this  plan  is  put  into  operation. 
IV.  Results: 

1.  If  successfully  carried  out,  this  plan  will  enlist  the  genuine 
interest,  the  service  and  the  means  of  the  ablest  men  in  our 
Church. 

2.  The  plan  should  realize  on  the  good  but  deferred  intentions  of 
many  friends  of  the  various  objects  or  causes.  Of  such  good 
intentions  there  are  many,  but  most  of  them  remain  unrealized 
for  want  of  effective  challenge. 

3.  The  plan  should  raise  several  million  dollars  in  large  gifts  and 
should  stimulate  the  completion  of  the  raising  of  the  whole 
budget  by  means  of  a  supplementary  every  member  canvass 
throughout  the  Church. 

4.  If  carried  out,  this  effort  would  be  the  finest  example  of  gener- 
ous, considerate  co-operation  in  the  history  of  our  denomination, 
which  in  itself  would  be  of  immense  value  for  the  future  of  our 
Church  wholly  apart  from  the  financial  returns.  This  task  and 
this  plan  call  for  even  a  higher  order  of  ability,  for  more  gener- 
ous co-operation  on  the  part  of  leaders  and  for  greater  mutual 
loyalty  and  forbearance  than  any  previous  part  of  our  Forward 
Movement  task. 

The  Boards  of  the  various  causes  have  expressed  their  willingness 
to  co-operate  in  this  phase  of  the  financial  campaign  and  the  Com- 
mission has  appointed  a  Committee  of  fifteen  men  to  direct  it. 

The  following  figures  are  submitted  to  indicate  the  status  of  the 
campaign  in  the  different  Synods:

Financial  Secretary 

The  service  of  the  Financial  Secretary  began  March  13,  1921,  and 
has  continued  actively  both  in  the  office  and  in  the  field.  In  the 
latter  he  has  fifty-six  assistants  operating  in  fifty-two  Classes.  These 
men  are  informed  monthly  of  the  standing  of  all  the  congregations  of 
their  respective  Classes,  and  receive  a  communication  of  encourage- 
ment at  the  beginning  of  each  quarter,  at  which  time  all  subscribing 
congregations  receive  a  statement  of  their  standing. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  congrega- 
tions subscribing  to  the  Forward  Movement,  having  subscribed  or 
oversubscribed  their  quota,  have  paid  one-half  or  more  of  their 
quota  to  March   1st,   1923.     Communications  were  sent  to   each  of 
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these  congregations,  and  from  practically  all  of  these  replies  comes 
the  information  that  contributions  for  benevolence  and  current  ex- 
pense have  increased  and  that  money  is  paid  to  the  Church  with  better 
spirit  than  before  the  Forward  Movement  gave  them  the  vision  of  the 
larger  work  of  the  Kingdom.  Several  of  these  congregations  bor- 
rowed temporarily  the  money  necessary  to  meet  their  Forward  Move- 
ment obligations  by  the  end  of  the  "Pay  Up  Quarter,"  and  a  number 
of  subscribers  did  the  same  with  their  individual  subscription. 

Special  Survey 

The  item  referred  to  the  Commission  directing  it  to  "make  a 
survey  of  the  Orphans'  Homes,  Hospitals,  and  Homes  for  the  Aged, 
and  other  benevolent  and  welfare  institutions  and  agencies  conducted 
directly  or  indirectly  under  the  auspices  of  the  Reformed  Church," 
was  referred  to  the  Survey  Committee,  and  under  its  direction  sub- 
committees made  partial  surveys  and  also  conferred  with  the  Russell 
Sage  Foundation.  The  Commission  recommends  that  the  General 
Synod  enlarge  the  scope  and  function  of  the  Board  of  Orphans' 
Homes  so  as  to  include  these  other  benevolent  institutions  and  direct 
that  Board  to  continue  during  the  next  Triennium  the  survey  made  in 
part  by  the  Survey  Committee  of  the  Forward  Movement. 

The  foregoing  report  of  the  activities  of  the  Commission  and  of 
the  various  departments  and  regions  covered  by  it  represents  a  scope 
of  work  for  the  Kingdom  perhaps  unequaled  by  the  Reformed  Church 
in  any  similar  period  of  her  history.  It  is  with  the  greatest  degree 
of  gratitude  that  we  are  able  to  report  successful  progress  thus  far 
and  we  await  General  Synod's  guidance  and  instructions  for  what 
is  future  with  the  utmost  confidence  and  with  entire  dependence  upon 
the  leadership  of  Him  who  is  the  author  and  inspiration  of  all  move- 
ments forward  in  the  oncoming  of  the  Kingdom  on  earth.

The  foregoing  report  was  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee. Said  Committee  offered  its  report  on  Monday  at 
10:45  a.  m.  On  the  subject-matter  of  the  report  General 
Synod  was  addressed  by  the  Dr.  Wm.  F.  DeLong.  The 
report  was  adopted  as  a  whole  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethern:  There  has  been  referred  to  your 
Committee  the  report  of  the  Commission  of  the  Forward  Movement, 
and  since  this  report  is  in  the  hands  of  every  delegate  and  will  be 
printed  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  General  Synod,  your  Committee 
does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  reiterate  in  this  report  what  is  therein 
contained,  except  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  a  few  underlying 
principles  which  are  embodied  in  the  report  and  which  reveal  the 
policy  and  plan  of  the  members  of  the  Commission  in  their  work. 

In  the  first  place  one  cannot  help  but  note  that  the  Commission 
realizes  that  its  work  must  continue  after  the  five  year  period.  This 
does  not  necessarily  imply  the  continuance  of  the  Commission  as  it 
now  exists,  but  it  does  mean  such  an  adjustment  of  the  work  that  it

will  continue  to  operate.  Unless  this  work  does  continue,  the  For- 
ward Movement  will  have  been,  in  many  respects  at  least,  a  failure. 
That  such  transfer  is  in  process  of  being  accomplished  can  be  seen 
in  the  fact  that  The  Department  of  Spiritual  Eesources  is  function- 
ing more  and  more  through  General  Synod's  Commission  on  Spirit- 
ual Eesources  and  Evangelism. 

This  same  transfer  can  be  noted  by  a  comparison  of  the  report  of 
the  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  sub-head.  Christian 
Stewardship,  and  the  report  of  the  Forward  Movement,  sub-head, 
Department  of  Stewardship  and  Life  Service,  and  the  same  tendency 
is  quite  discernible  throughout  the  entire  report. 

At  first  sight  there  seem  to  be  two  organizations  or  more  en- 
deavoring to  promote  the  same  thing,  but  upon  closer  study  one  finds 
that  is  due  to  this  effort  at  transference. 

Eesolved,  therefore.  That  General  Synod  notes  with  pleasure  the 
effort  which  the  Forward  Movement  Commission  is  making  to  effect 
a  transfer  of  its  various  activities  to  permanent  Boards  and  Com- 
missions, so  that  the  work  may  continue  after  the  five-year  period 
will  have  been  passed. 

On  the  financial  side  of  the  Forward  Movement  there  is  reason 
for  rejoicing  in  the  fact  that  the  biggest  thing  has  been  accomplished 
in  the  history  of  our  Church.  There  has  been  subscribed  the  sum  of 
$6,400,000.00  and  $2,196,755.25  paid  up  to  March  31st  of  this  year. 
But  while  we  rejoice  in  this,  we  feel  that  there  is  too  much  of  the 
undertaking  yet  to  be  accomplished  to  experience  only  joy.  We 
cannot  help  but  have  the  feeling  of  regret  that  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  the  church  has  as  yet  not  put  its  shoulder  to  the  wheel,  and 
a  small  part  of  the  church  even  taken  an  antagonistic  attitude.  All 
such  congregations  and  Classes  should  realize  that  they  are  setting 
up  a  judgment  of  their  own  which  is  contrary  to  the  judgment  of  not 
only  our  own  denomination,  but  also  that  of  practically  all  others. 
And  to  put  private  judgment  against  such  preponderating  evidence 
is  to  put  one,  to  say  the  least,  on  precarious  ground. 

Eesolved,  therefore.  That  General  Synod  urgently  requests  the 
authorities  and  leaders  of  all  such  congregations  and  Classes  to 
seriously  reconsider  their  attitude,  and  that  General  Synod  further 
insists  that  the  people  of  all  congregations  be  given  information 
about  the  Forward  Movement  and  an  honest  opportunity  to  express 
their  interest  in  a  material  way  in  the  form  of  a  subscription  to  the 
Forward  Movement. 

Your  Committee  realizes  that  the  Forward  Movement  cannot  be 
finished  in  the  five-year  period.  Many  congregations,  we  feel  sure, 
will  not  have  paid  their  entire  pledge  by  the  end  of  the  fifth  year. 
Then  tliere  are  other  congregations  that  will  make  their  pledges  this 
year  or  next  year.  Such  congregations  will  not  be  able  to  meet  these 
pledges  in  one  or  even  in  two  years.  Indeed,  it  is  the  conviction  of 
your  Committee  that  a  great  many  congregations  should  come  into 
the  Movement  during  this  and  next  year.  It  is  quite  evident  that 
such  congregations  sliould  be  given  the  assurance  of  an  extension  of 
time.  And  since  General  Synod  cannot  now  set  any  definite  time 
limit,  we  would  offer  the  following  resolution. 

Eesolved,  That  General  Synod  refers  this  matter  for  final  adjust- 
ment to  its  Forward  Movement  Commission. 

A  matter  of  great  concern  to  many  of  the  members  of  General 
Synod,  if  indeed  not  to  all,  is  the  plan  for  future  operations  pre- 
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sented  by  the  Commission.  While  we  are  all  anxious  that  the 
$10,847,425  be  obtained,  we  are  also  anxious  that  the  good  faith  of 
the  church  be  kept.  In  the  beginning  of  the  Forward  Movement, 
when  the  pledges  were  about  to  be  solicited,  we  were  told  that  if  the 
congregation  took  up  this  work  in  real  earnest,  and  subscribed  its 
quota  or  more,  it  would  be  free  from  special  solicitors  representing 
the  Boards  and  Institutions  which  are  the  beneficiaries  of  the  For- 
ward Movement  Fund.  With  this  understanding  a  good  many  con- 
gregations put  forth  a  special  effort.  Now  then  we  must  not  adopt 
any  plan  that  will  look  in  any  way  as  though  we  had  forgotten  the 
promise.     The  church  must  think  straight  and  play  fair. 

We  believe,  therefore,  first  that  the  great  effort  of  the  Forward 
Movement  Commission  at  the  present  time  should  be  centralized  upon 
that  part  of  the  Church  which  has  as  yet  done  little  or  nothing  to- 
ward the  Movement.  There,  we  are  persuaded,  is  the  great  task  for 
the  officers  of  the  Commission  and  the  representatives  of  the  Boards 
and  Institutions. 

We  are  convinced  further  that  until  the  five-year  period  has 
ended  no  congregational  drive  of  any  kind  for  any  Board  or  Institu- 
tion financially  interested  in  the  Forward  Movement  should  be  asked 
of  any  congregation  that  has  met  its  quota  or  over-subscribed  it.  If 
in  these  congregations  which  have  not  reached  their  quota,  help  can 
be  given  them  to  reach  it  by  a  campaign  in  the  interest  of  a  Board 
or  Institution,  such  a  campaign  should  be  endorsed  and  encouraged. 

We  also  believe  that  there  are  men  and  women  of  large  means 
throughout  our  church  who  have  not  contributed  as  largely  as  they 
should  have  done,  and  who  are  conscious  of  that  fact.  They  did  not 
do  so  for  possibly  one  or  both  of  two  reasons.  Either  they  did  not 
feel  one  or  a  few  persons  should  meet  the  greater  part  of  the  quota 
and  thus  relieve  the  great  bulk  of  the  congregation  from  feeling  a 
responsibility  which  they  needed  to  share  for  their  own  good,  or  else 
the  nature  of  the  budget  was  too  composite  to  interest  them  in  a 
large  manner.  Wherever  there  are  such  persons  they  should  be 
waited  upon  personally  and  privately  by  a  representative  of  a  Board 
or  Institution  in  the  interest  of  the  one  in  which  they  are  particu- 
larly interested.  Only  in  one  thing  should  General  Synod  be  very 
particular.  She  should  insist  that  the  Commission  keep  an  accurate 
record  of  all  subscriptions  from  these  persons  so  that  when  anyone 
has  given  his  pledge,  he  will  not  be  continually  embarrassed  and  an- 
noyed by  representatives  from  other  interests. 

We  are  also  convinced  that  in  the  matter  of  handling  money  the 
church  needs  to  be  strongly  urged  to  see  to  it  that  all  funds  go  to 
the  object  for  which  they  were  contributed,  and  that  Synod  go  on 
record  as  declaring  itself  unequivocally  against  the  diversion  of  For- 
ward Movement  Funds  to  purposes  other  than  those  for  which  they 
were  pledged.  The  Christian  Church  in  her  financial  operations 
should  scrupulously  guard  against  any  practice  which  would  not  be 
in  accord  with  the  strictest  ethical  standards  of  business. 

Resolved,  therefore,  That  the  above  expressions  of  belief  and  con- 
viction be  the  action  and  instruction  of  General  Synod. 

An  item  in  the  report  referred  to  us  calls  our  attention  to  an  ac- 
tion of  General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting,  directing  that  a  survey  of 
the  Orphans'  Home,  Hospitals  and  Homes  for  the  Aged  and  other 
benevolent  and  welfare  institutions  and  agencies  conducted  directly 
or  indirectly  under  the   auspices   of  the   Reformed  church.     Such  a 
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survey  was  evidently  not  made.  Your  Committee  feels  that  this  is 
a  really  important  matter,  and  would  recommend  that  a  special  com- 
mittee of  five  be  appointed  to  make  the  survey  and  work  out  some 
constructive  policy  and  report  to  General  Synod  at  its  next  meeting. 
We  would  further  recommend  that  the  Committee  consist  of  Elder 
H.  H.  Shirer,  Rev.  A.  M.  Keifer,  Eev.  Frank  H.  Moyer,  Rev.  A.  G. 
Lohraan,  Elder  Victor  A.  Barnhart.

Item  22.  The  Report  of  the  Continuation  Committee  of 
the  National  Service  Commission  was  made  the  Order  of 
the  Day  for  Wednesday  at  9 :15  a.  m.  when  the  following 
report  was  received : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Beformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  a  Continuation  Committee  was  appointed  to  carry  on  the 
unfinished  work  of  the  National  Service  Commission.  This  report 
presents  its  activities  in  accord  with  the  specific  instructions  of 
the  Synod. 

The.  Memorial  Church  in  France 

The  Synod  authorized  the  erection  of  a  Memorial  Church  in 
Chateau  Thierry,  France,  to  the  memory  of  the  men  who  gave  their 
lives  in  the  service  of  the  Army  and  Navy  in  the  World  War.  The 
erection  of  this  building  has  been  prosecuted  as  rapidly  as  the 
circumstances  permitted.  The  French  Protestant  Synod's  Committee 
with  which  we  are  cooperating  advised  the  delay  of  the  erection 
of  the  Church  on  account  of  the  high  cost  of  labor  and  materials 
in  1921-22.  It  also  seemed  to  the  Committee  to  be  advisable  to 
have  a  representative  of  our  Synod  on  the  ground  more  carefully  to 
inspect  the  same  before  proceeding  with  the  erection  of  the  Church, 
We  were  fortunate  in  having  this  done  by  Dr.  Charles  E.  Schaeffer 
last  August  when  in  Europe  in  the  interest  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions.  Dr.  Schaeflfer  visited  Chateau  Thierry,  the  pastor  of  the 
congregation  there,  and  the  Synodical  Committee  of  the  French 
Protestant  Church,  making  a  very  careful  study  of  the  plot  of 
ground  purchased  by  the  National  Service  Commission  in  1920. 
He  took  with  him  a  set  of  plans  for  the  Memorial  Church  prepared 
by  Paul  Cret,  architect  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  adopted  by  the 
Continuation  Committee. 

After  conferences  with  those  interested  in  our  project  in  France 
and  their  architect  it  was  finally  decided  that  with  several  modi- 
fications of  our  plans  the  work  was  ready  to  be  started.    Accordingly 
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Dr.  Schaeflfer  was  given  the  honor  of  laying  the  corner-stone  of  the 
Memorial  Church  on  Sunday,  August  iSth,  1922,  in  a  service  of 
extensive  preparations  made  by  the  pastor,  Rev.  G.  Vernier.  It 
was  a  bright  sunny  day  in  France  when  a  large  concourse  of  people 
met  on  the  lot,  where  devastation  from  the  enemy's  shells  a  few 
years  before,  was  only  softened  by  vine  and  lime,  to  invoke  the 
Divine  blessing  upon  our  memorial  project,  in  the  erection  of  a 
Church  to  make  sacred  the  sacrifices  of  our  heroes.  Those  who 
participated  in  the  service  were  Eev.  G.  Vernier,  pastor-loci  of  the 
Church,  Kev.  Merle  d  'Aubigne  representing  the  Evangelical  Reformed 
Church  of  France,  Rev.  M.  Ed.  Gruner,  President  of  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Protestant  Churches  in  France,  and  Rev.  Wadsworth, 
representing  the  Social  Work  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
in  Chateau  Thierry.  The  principal  address  was  given  by  Dr.  Charles 
E.  Schaeffer  in  English  and  interpreted  by  Dr.  d  'Aubigne. 

Since  Dr.  Schaeffer 's  visit  considerable  correspondence  has  been 
passed  between  the  French  brethren  in  charge  of  our  work  and 
your  Committee  in  which  details  of  the  work  are  being  perfected. 
It  is  hoped  to  have  the  Memorial  Church  erected  by  the  late  fall 
of  this  year,  and  ready  for  an  appropriate  dedication,  at  which 
time  a  representative  of  our  Church  should  be  present. 

It  is  the  Committee's  purpose  to  place  the  name  of  every  soldier 
and  sailor  on  our  Honor  Roll,  in  the  Memorial  Church.  The  Pastors 
of  our  Churches  have  been  solicited  for  a  perfect  report  of  the 
names  and   addresses  of   our  heroes  for   this  purpose. 

Rev.  G.  Vernier,  pastor-loci  of  Chateau  Thierry,  has  signified  his 
intention  to  visit  our  Churches  in  America  for  the  purpose  of  express- 
ing his  congregation's  appreciation  of  the  gift  of  our  Memorial 
Church. 

The  Synod  is  represented  on  the  Commission  on  France  and  Belgium 
of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  by 
Rev.  James  I.  Good,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  W,  Stuart  Cramer,  D.D.  The 
activities  of  this  Commission  are  regarded  as  of  special  interest 
to  the  Continuation  Committee  of  Synod  in  its  Memorial  Church 
project  in  France.  It  was  to  this  Commission  that  the  National 
Service  Commission  contributed  $50,000  for  the  rehabilitation  of  the 
devastated  Protestant  Churches  of  France  in  1919.  Its  work  is 
not  quite  finished  at  the  present  time.  Its  achievements  in  sending 
to  France  many  thousands  of  dollars  from  the  various  denominations 
for  the  rebuilding  of  Churches  is  especially  notable.  It  was  also 
this  Committee  that  financed  the  purchase  of  a  valuable  property  in 
Paris  for  the  headquarters  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Protestant 
Churches  of  France.  Your  Continuation  Committee  feels  that  our 
original  $50,000  gift  to  this  cause  was  a  fair  proportion  of  the 
support  of  the  relief  work  of  -the  Commission  in  France  for  our 
Church.  We  have  not  therefore  participated  in  more  recent  inter- 
denominational efforts  for  this  work,  except  to  give  the  Commission 
credit  on  its  books  for  the  money  we  are  investing  in  Chateau 
Thierry.  This  credit  assisted  in  enabling  the  Commission  to  secure 
a  $50,000  gift  from  John  D.  Rockefeller,  Jr.,  for  French  Protestant 
Relief. 
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The  Committee  has  offered  to  our  Churches  and  Sunday  Schools 
and  the  families  of  our  fallen  heroes,  through  the  pastors,  an 
opportunity  to  place  individual  memorials  in  the  Memorial  Church 
in  France.  These  memorials,  in  the  form  of  church  furnishings, 
pulpit,  altar,  baptismal  font,  lecturn,  chancel  rails,  organs,  piano, 
pews,  etc.,  etc.,  are  all  available,  at  a  variety  of  prices,  as  memorials. 
It  is  hoped  that  all  these  furnishings  can  be  placed  in  this  way. 

The  Pulpit 

The  Committee  will  place  on  the  pulpit  the  names  of  the  twenty- 
seven  U.  S.  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains  who  gave  their  lives  in  the 
World  War.  This  will  be  done  in  accord  with  the  suggestion  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America,  believing  that  it  is  the  most  appropriate  way  in  which  we 
can  associate  with  our  memorial  project  the  largest  sympathy  and 
interest  of  our  American  Christianity. 

The  Chaplains'  Medals 

The  General  War  Time  Commission  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America  provided  funds  for  securing  medals 
for  all  the  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains  from  the  Protestant  Churches 
who  participated  in  the  World  War.  Your  Committee  was  author- 
ized to  receive  and  distribute  these  medals  to  the  Chaplains  from  our 
own  Church.  This  was  attended  to.  We  also  secured  appropriate 
containers  for  these  medals  and  had  the  same  sent  to  the  following 
Chaplains  from  the  Army  and  Navy  Committee  of  the  Frederal 
Council,  Washington,  D.  C. :  A.  V.  Casselman,  S.  E.  Wagner,  L. 
V.  Hetrick,  G.  A.  Ehrgood,  Emory  Dietrick,  Paul  Rupp,  James 
R.  Shepley,  J.  M.  Newgard,  J.  R.  Hahn,  A.  M.  Billman,  H.  N. 
Bassler,  R.  S.  Snyder,  E.  W.  Stonebraker  and  Herbert  Dumstry. 

The  Secretary  of  the  National  Service  Committee  of  our  Church 
was  a  member  of  the  Chaplains '  Medal  Committee  of  the  General 
War  Time  Commission  and  had  the  honor  of  participating  in  the 
presentation  of  a  Chaplain's  Medal  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  Woodrow  Wilson,  the  Secretary  of  the  Army,  Newton  Baker, 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Josephus  Daniels. 

The  Army  and  Navy  Committee 

At  the  recommendation  of  the  National  Service  Commission  the 
Synod  appointed  Revs.  11.  H.  Ranck,  D.D.,  and  W.  Stuart  Cramer, 
D.D.,  as  its  repreesentatives  on  the  Army  and  Navy  Committee  of 
the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ,  Washington,  D.  C. 
Both  Revs.  Ranck  and  Cramer  have  attended  the  meetings  of  this 
Committee  from  time  to  time  and  participated  in  its  work  in 
behalf  of  our  Chaplains.  We  have  two  Chaplains  in  service  at 
present,  Chaplain  Paul  Rupp  in  the  Army  and  Chaplain  Herbert 
Dumstry  in  the  Navy.  At  the  recommendation  of  the  Army  and 
Navy  Committee,  the  Continuation  Committee  of  Synod  has  author- 
ized the  Treasurer  of  the  Synod  to  pay  out  of  the  National  Service 
Commission  Fund  the  sum  of  $300  annually  to  each  of  our  Chaplains 
for  welfare  work  among  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors;  and  $100  annually 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Committee. 
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Much  effective  work  is  being  accomplished  by  this  Committee  in 
Washington  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  E.  O.  Watson,  its  executive 
secretary,  in  behalf  of  the  Churches,  in  the  Army  and  Navy.  The 
Chief  Chaplains  of  both  Army  and  Navy  are  Members  of  the 
Committee  and  bring  many  of  their  problems  to  it,  for  advice  and 
counsel.  The  Committee  in  turn  makes  many  formal  representations 
to  the  Government  in  its  various  departments  that  are  concerned 
with  the  Army  and  Navy,  in  behalf  of  the  Chaplains  who  are  the 
Church  'a  representatives. 

It  was  this  Committee  that  received  the  consent  of  the  authorities 
of  the  Government  to  allow  the  Protestant  Churches,  through  the 
Federal  Council,  to  hold  the  first  service  by  the  bier  of  the  Un- 
Icnown  Soldier  in  the  Capitol  rotunda.  At  sunrise  representatives  of 
the  Churches  were  admitted  into  that  solemn  presence  before  the 
Capitol  was  opened  to  the  public.  An  appropiate  service  was  held 
in  which  Dr.  Wm.  Adams  Brown,  of  New  York,  delivered  the  address. 
Eevs.  H.  H.  Eanck,  D.  G.  Glass  and  W.  Stuart  Cramer  were  present 
to  represent  our  own  denomination. 

Eecommendations 

1.  That  General  Synod  receive  and  adopt  this  report  and  continue 
the  Committee. 

2.  That  this  report  be  authorized  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes  of 
these  Sessions. 

3.  That  the  General  Synod  authorize  the  Continuation  Committee 
to  send  a  representative  to  attend  the  dedicatory  services  of  the 
Memorial  Church  in  Chateau  Thierry,  France,  and  that  the  expenses 
be  paid  out  of  the  National  Service  Commission  Fund,  by  the 
Synod 's  Treasurer. 

4.  That  this  Synod  continue  the  following  representatives  in  the 
Commissions  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America,  viz : 

On  France  and  Belgium  and  its  Committee  on  Work,  Rev.  James 
O.  Good,  D.D.,  Eev.  W.  Stuart  Cramer,  D.D.,  Eev.  George  W. 
Eichards,  D.D.  General  Committee  on  Army  and  Navy,  Eevs. 
H.  H.  Eanck,  D.D.,  and  W.  Stuart  Cramer,  D.D. 

5.  That  this  Synod  learns  with  pleasure  of  the  proposed  visit 
to  America  of  Pastor  G.  Verier  of  Chateau  Thierry,  France,  and 
authorizes  the  Continuation  Committee  to  extend  such  courtesies  to 
him  as  may  in  its  judgment  seem  proper. 

6.  That  this  Synod  approves  the  financial  support  that  has  been 
given  our  Chaplains  from  the  National  Service  Commission  Fund  to 
date. 

7.  That  this  Synod  extend  the  same  support  to  our  Chaplains  from 
its  regular  treasury  in  the  future  as  has  been  given  them  by  the  Con- 
tinuation Committee,  viz.,  $300  each,  per  year,  payable  monthly, 
authorizing  the  treasurer  to  request  an  itemized  accounting  from  the 
Chaplains  for  the  use  made  of  this  money. 

8.  That  the  financial  support  of  the  General  Army  and  Navy 
Committee  of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America,  which  has  been  given  out  of  the  National  Service  Com- 
mission Fund  during  the  last  triennium,  be  otherwise  provided  for.

Your  Committee  on  Commissions  to  France  and  Belgium  would 
report  that  this  item  properly  comes  in  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Federal  Council.  But  we  would  report  that  the  Federal  Council 
has  been  diligently  trying  to  aid  the  Churches  of  France  and  Belgium, 
and  has,  with  the  aid  of  the  undivided  denominations,  been  sending  a 
good  deal  of  money  to  the  Churches  of  those  countries.

The  following  report  was  presented  by 
Dr.  Henry  H.  Ranck,  and  forthwith  adopted. 

To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  undersigned  who  represent  our  denomination 
in  The  Federal  Councils'  General  Committee  on  Army  and  Navy 
Chaplains  respectfully  report: 

One  or  two  meetings  of  the  General  Committee  are  held  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  each  year,  as  well  as  special  meetings  of  sub-committees 
on  which  we  serve,  we  have  attended  these  meetings  without  excep- 
tion. 

This  General  Committee  was  organized  by  the  Federal  Council  in 
1917  and  has  rendered  good  service  for  the  nation  and  the  Kingdom 
cause.  It  passes  on  all  applications  for  Chaplaincy  commissions  by 
ministers  of  the  various  protestant  denominations,  both  for  the  Eegu- 
lar  Army  and  Navy  and  for  the  Eeserve  Corps.  These  applications 
are  first  approved  by  committees  of  the  respective  denominations 
and  are  thus  removed  from  the  range  of  political  puU  or  preference. 
It  seeks  to  aid  War  and  Navy  Departments  in  every  way  possible 
for  the  spiritual  welfare  of  soldiers  and  sailors  and  is  in  close  touch 
with  the  offices  of  the  Chiefs  of  Chaplains  in  both  Army  and  Navy. 
It  has  been  instrumental  in  securing  the  Chaplains'  Training  School, 
now  a  permanent  part  of  the  machinery  of  the  Army,  and  has  exerted 
great  influence  in  securing  the  congressional  action  which  provides 
for  one  Chaplain  to  1,200  enlisted  officers  and  men  in  the  United 
States  Army.    We  are  now  striving  to  secure  an  increase  in  the  ratio 
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of  Chaplains  so  that  the  smaller  army  posts  of  but  a  few  hundred 
men  can  have  Chaplaincy  service.  Plans  are  being  considered  for  a 
suitable  national  memorial  to  Chaplains  who  gave  their  lives  in  service 
— to  cost  about  $300,000 — Cramer  serves  on  this  sub-committee. 
Ranck  is  chairman  of  a  sub-Committee  considering  plans  for  circulat- 
ing libraries  among  the  Chaplains. 

There  are  now  125  Chaplains  in  the  Army  and  85  in  the  Navy; 
there  ought  to  be  60  more  in  the  former  and  30  more  in  the  latter. 
Our  Denomination  is  represented  by  but  2  ministers  in  this  important 
service — the  Reverend  Paul  B.  Rupp  at  Fort  Amador,  Canal  Zone  and 
the  Reverend  Herbert  Dumstrey  on  U.  S.  S.  Maryland. 

There  are  106  Chaplains  in  the  National  Guard  and  800  in  the 
Reserve  Corps.  In  the  latter  group  6  are  ministers  of  our  Reformed 
Church — Reverends:  Harry  N.  Bassler,  Arthur  V.  Casselman,  George 
A.  Ehrgood,  Levi  V,  Hetrick,  Joseph  M.  Newgard  and  Scott  R. 
Wagner. 

There  has  been  manifest  the  last  few  years  in  an  increasing  interest 
on  the  part  of  the  leaders  of  the  army  particularly,  in  the  moral 
and  spiritual  welfare  of  the  soldiers.  This  is  signally  evidenced  in 
the  recent  order  by  the  Secretary  of  War  Honorable  John  W.  Weeks, 
for  a  meeting  of  a  representative  Board  of  Chaplains  of  the  army 
in  Washington  June  6-8,  ' '  To  devise  plans  for  magnifying  the  pldce 
of  religion  in  the  army  and  consider  plans  for  a  more  intensive  gen- 
eral program  of  moral  training  for  soldiers."  To  this  conference 
the  Secretary  of  War  has  invited  the  members  of  the  General  Com- 
mittee.

Dear  Brethren  :  Inasmuch  as  but  three  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Realignment  (ad  interim)  which  is  composed  of  one  repre- 
sentative from  each  Synod,  are  in  attendance;  whereas,  the  merger 
of  Central  and  Ohio  Synods  has  already  been  consummated;  and, 
furthermore,  since  no  matter  requiring  the  attention  of  this  Committee 
was  referred  to  us, — we  have  nothing  to  report,  other  than  a  re- 
affirmation of  the  action  of  the  last  Synod,  namely,  that  Synod  "is 
not  impressed  with  the  wisdom  of  urging  any  general  realignment 
of  boundaries  as  at  present  constituted,  especially  where  such  realign- 
ment would  result  in  further  division  of  Synodical  unities ; ' '  and 
this  recommendation  that  in  all  realignments  that  may  be  contem- 
plated, the  ideal  of  geographic  unity  be  stressed  rather  than  lingual 
and  racial  unities.

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Item  26.  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Richards,  offered  his  report  which 
was  adopted  seriatim  and  provides  for  the  continuation  of 
the  Committee.  Item  6  of  the  report  was  tabled  until  aftex 
the  annual  election  and,  following  the  choice  of  Philadel- 
phia by  ballot,  was  also  adopted.  The  report  was  finally 
adopted  as  a  whole  as  follows: 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 
Dear  Brethren:  Your  committee,  after  due  deliberation  in  refer- 
ence to  an  appropriate  celebration  of  the  200tli  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  first  congregations  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the 
U,  S.  in  Pennsylvania,  which  is  at  the  same  time  the  historical  be- 
ginning of  our  church  in  this  country,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  follow- 
ing for  your  consideration  and  action: 

1.  That  historical  services  be  held  by  each  of  the  synods  and 
classes  at  the  regular  sessions  of  1925. 

2.  That  a  program  be  prepared  for  historical  services  in  congre- 
gations, Sunday-schools  and  societies. 

3.  Tliat  an  historical  exhibit  be  made  to  illustrate  the  founding  and 
growth  of  our  church  in  all  its  phases.  Such  an  exhibit  to  be  located 
at*a  central  place  for  the  Reformed  constituency  as  a  whole. 

4.  That  appropriate  historical  tracts  be  issued  by  boards  and  in- 
stitutions setting  forth  the  development  of  the  educational  and  mis- 
sionary and  benevolent  work  of  the  church. 

5.  That  a  person  be  engaged  to  write  a  pageant  illustrating  the 
history  of  the  church  in  this  country.  The  expenses  for  its  prepara- 
tion are  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  General  Synod.  The 
Committee  has  been  in  consultation  with  several  persons  about  the 
writings  of  the  pageant,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be  done 
by  Mr.  Siebold  of  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

6.  That,  if  possible,  the  General  Synod  meet  in  1926  at  Philadel- 
phia, when  the  celebration  of  the  Anniversary  shall  be  consummated 
with  appropriate  services. 

7.  That  the  Committee  be  continued  to  aid  in  putting  these  recom- 
mendations into  effect.

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Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  President  of  General  Synod, 
Dr.  George  W.  Eichards,  appointed  the  undersigned  to  represent  the 
Synod  in  a  Conference  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  American 
Bible  Society,  New  York  City,  and  representatives  of  the  various 
Protestant  denominations  of  the  country  held  in  the  Trustee's  Room 
of.  the  Society  in  New  York  1920  and  l921. 

The  purpose  of  the  Conference  was  to  secure  the  advice  of  the 
church's  representatives  relative  to  the  scope  of  the  Society's  work 
and  the  budget  thereof,  with  the  hope  that  the  Churches  would  co- 
operate financially  in  promoting  its  activities. 

Y'our  representative  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  great  work 
that  is  being  done  by  the  American  Bible  Society  and  convinced  that 
it  is  a  work  in  which  the  Reformed  Church  should  count  it  a  privilege 
to  co-operate. 

I  have  not  indulged  in  statistics  in  this  report  because  they  are 
antedated  by  this  time,  and  because  I  assume  that  your  representa- 
tive at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society's  Board  in  1922  will 
present  in  his  report  more  recent  figures  and  facts. 

I  however  express  the  hope  that  an  appropriation  to  this  work  will 
be  made  by  your  Reverend  body  at  these  sessions  of  your  triennial 
Meeting.  In  so  doing  Our  Church  will  be  one  among  others  that 
are  contributing  to  this  worthy  cause.

Item  29  (a).  Dr.  James  I.  Good  made  report  on  Thurs- 
day as  follows.  The  same  was  adopted  and  the  item  of 
50%  increase  in  the  amount  of  support  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Finance  for  Apportionment  ($660 
per  annum).  The  President  and  Stated  Clerk  were  au- 
thorized to  make  the  appointment  of  representatives  as 
noted. 

To  the  Reverend  General  Synod: 

As  Chairman  of  the  delegation  appointed  by  the  last  General 
Synod  to  the  World  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches  holding  the 
Presbyterian  system,  we  would  present  the  following  report. 

The  Eleventh  Council  of  this  Alliance  was  held  at  Pittsburgh 
September  17-25,  1921.  It  was  a  large  and  impressive  council.  There 
were  present  222  delegates  of  whom  12  were  from  the  Continent  of 
Europe,  45  from  the  British  Isles,  5  from  Asia,  Africa  and  South 
America,  and  160  from  the  United  States.  A  strong  and  compre- 
hensive program  was  presented  and  the  addresses  were  of  a  high 
standard.  The  topics  were  practical  rather  than  dogmatical.  Per- 
haps especially  notable  was  the  report  by  Prof.  Carnegie  Simpson 
on  the  Lambeth  Articles,  which  we  herewith  give.  (Page  193  pub- 
lished Minutes.) 

"  (1)  The  Council,  having  taken  into  consideration  the  'State- 
ment and  Appeal'  issued  by  the  Lambeth  Conference  of  1920,  recog- 
nizes and  welcomes  the  earnestness  of  purpose  and  brotherliness 
of  spirit  manifested  therein,  and  it  cordially  responds  to  the  call  to 
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closer  fellowship  among  the  various  branches  of  the  Church  of  Christ. 

"  (2)  The  responsibility  of  giving  formal  answer  to  the  invitation 
contained  in  this  Appeal  must,  so  far  as  the  Churches  holding  the 
Presbyterian  Order  are  concerned,  rest  with  the  Supreme  Courts  of 
these  Churches.  This  Council  is  not  a  legislative  court;  but  it  may 
and  does  express  the  hope  that  the  Churches  it  represents  will  be  able 
to  meet  in  conference  with  our  brethren  of  Lambeth  in  the  spirit  of 
prayer  and  of  willingness  to  learn  together  the  mind  of  Christ  con- 
cerning the  peace  and  unity  of  His  Church  on  earth. 

"(3)  The  Council  records  its  opinion  that  any  such  conference 
must  be  as  between  Churches  meeting  on  equal  terms,  and  must  be 
unrestricted  as  to  all  questions  of  ecclesiastical  order.  Further,  its 
members  are  at  one  in  declaring  their  conviction  that  there  will  be 
substantial  progress  towards  reunion  only  when  the  conferring 
Churches  are  ready  frankly  to  recognize  one  another's  Church  stand- 
ing, and  to  accompany  words  of  unity  by  acts  of  unity  in  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Lord's  Table  and  in  co-operation  in  the  Lord's  work. 

' '  (4)  The  Council  earnestly  commends  this  whole  matter  to  the 
interest  and  prayers  of  believing  people,  and  appeals  to  the  members 
of  all  Churches  which  it  represents  to  promote  the  great  ends  _  of 
unity  by  avoiding  and  discouraging  all  divisive  speech  and  action 
among  Christians  and  by  co-operation  with  members  of  other  churches 
in  worship  and  work,  that  it  may  be  made  manifest  that  the  Church 
is  one  in  Christ  Jesus. ' ' 

Especially  interesting  to  our  Church  were  the  addresses  of  the 
twelve  delegates  from  the  Continent  of  Europe.  An  address  that 
made  a  profound  impression  was  that  of  Hon.  William  Jennings 
Bryan  on  world-wide  prohibition.  But  lack  of  space  forbids  any 
further  description  of  this  one  of  the  most  impressive  councils  the 
Alliance  has  ever  held.  The  full  program  with  the  addresses,  minutes, 
&c.  are  found  in  the  published  volume  entitled  "Proceedings  of  the 
Eleventh  Council  of  the  World  Alliance  of  Eeformed  Churches  Hold- 
ing the  Presbyterian  System, ' '  which  can  be  had  of  the  American 
Secretary  of  the  Alliance,  Kev.  Henry  B.  Master,  D.D.,  Witherspoon 
Building,  Pliila.  It  is  a  rich  storehouse  of  up-to-date  information 
on  tlie  present  condition  of  tlie  Eeformed  and  Presbyterian  family 
of  churches  in  all  parts  of  the  world  and  an  able  discussion  of  pres- 
ent day  problems. 

The  Alliance  makes  two  requests  of  the  General  Synod  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

1.  Tliat  it  increases  its  annual  contribution  to  the  Alliance  fifty 
per  cent. 

2.  That  it  appoint  two  delegates  to  the  Conference  of  the  Eu- 
ropean Cliurches  to  be  held  at  Zurich,  July  21-28,  1923. 

We  suggest  the  following  actions: 

I.  That  this  General  Synod  commends  the  volumes  of  the  published 
proceedings  of  the  Eleventh  Council  to  the  ministers  of  our  church  as 
important  addition  to  their  libraries  and  to  our  members  as  giving 
a  comprehensive  outlook  into  the  world-wide  activity  and  character 
of  this  Cliureh  to  which  we  belong. 

II.  That  as  the  Western  Section  of  the  Alliance  has  appointed 
Rev.  G.  W.  Richards,  D.D.,  to  represent  it  at  this  General  Synod,  we 
suggest  that  he  be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard. 
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III.  That  the  General  Synod  appoint  Eev.  Hobart  D.  McKeehan 
and  Dr.  Wm.  Mann  Irvine  as  delegates  to  the  conference  at  Zurich. 

IV.  That  General  Synod  appropriate  $660.00  a  year  to  this  Alli- 
ance.

W.  Eichards 
addressed  the  General  Synod  on  the  work  of  the  Western 
Section  of  the  Alliance. 

Item  29  (&)  (c)  {d).    These  items  were  made  the  Order 
of  the  Day  severally  for  Monday  at  8  p.  m.     On  Section  6 
•  the  following  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  Omwake. 

Dear  Brethren:  The  Council  of  the  Keformed  Churches  in 
America  holding  the  Presbyterian  System  respectfully  reports  to  its 
constituent  churches  for  the  year  ending  March  31st,  1921. 

Meetings 

In  the  interim  between  the  biennial  meetings  of  the  Council  the 
business  is  entrusted  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council, 
consisting  of  the  officers  together  with  the  chairmen  of  the  several 
standing  committees.  In  accordance  with  this  provision  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Council  held  two  meetings  during  the  year. 

The  lirst  meeting  was  held  in  Phila.  June  25th,  1920,  the  Pres- 
ident, Prof.  George  L.  Omwake,  Ph.D.,  presiding,  five  members  being 
present.  The  Meeting  was  called  to  select  delegates  to  represent 
the  Council  on  the  Joint  Committee  of  Church  Co-operation  and  Union 
to  prepare  a  Constitution  for  the  Presbyterian  Keformed  Churches 
in  America  to  be  transmitted  to  the  several  denominational  com- 
mittees for  presentation  to  their  respective  supreme  judicatories. 
The  following  delegates  were  chosen: 

Reformed  Church  in  America — Rev.  J.  Addison  Jones,  D.D. 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A. — Rev.  Jamee  S.  Clarke,  D.D., 

and  Rev.  William  P.  Fulton,  D.D. 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S. — Rev.  J.  S.  Lyons,  D.D. 
Reformed  Church  in  the  TJ.  S. — Prof.  George  L.  Omwake,  Ph.D. 
United  Presbyterian  Church — Rev.  David  F.  McGill,  D.D. 
Associate  Reformed  Synod — Rev.  G.  R.  White. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  Philadelphia,  March  15th,  1921, 
Prof.  George  L.  Omwake,  Ph.D.,  President,  presiding,  seven  members 
being  present.  The  meeting  was  called  to  receive  and  take  action 
upon  the  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Reformed  Churches  in 
America  as  approved  by  the  Joint  Committee  at  its  meeting  in  Phila- 
delphia, February  9th,  1921. 

The  delegates  from  the  Council  on  the  Joint  Committee 
to  prepare  a  Constitution  reported  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee as  follows : 
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"To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Reformed  Churches 

holding  the  Presbyterian  System : 

Brethren  :  By  action  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  the  Council  of  Kefornied  Churches  was  re- 
quested to  appoint  representatives  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the 
committees  of  the  several  churches  in  preparing  a  proposed  Consti- 
tution, upon  which  might  be  effected  the  Federal  Union  of  five  bodies 
which  are  members  of  this  Council. 

This  proposed  Constitution  is  designed  to  perfect  and  so  become  a 
substitute  for  the  tentative  "Plan  of  Federal  Union"  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  supreme  judicatories  of  these  five  churches  in 
1920.  This  ' '  Plan  of  Federal  Union ' '  was  in  substance  identical 
with  the  proposed  revision  of  the  "Articles  of  Agreement"  of  the 
Council  of  Eeformed  Churches,  which  revised  "Articles  of  Agree- 
ment" were  approved  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  supreme  judicatories 
of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  America,  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the 
U.  S.  A.,  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  and  the  United  Presby- 
terian Church.  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  rejected  the 
proposed  revision  of  the  "Articles  of  Agreement"  and  recommended 
instead  the  '  *  Plan  of  Federal  Union ' '  which  Avas  tentatively  ap- 
proved and  referred  to  the  committees  of  the  several  churches  and 
also  to  this  Council,  because  the  effect  of  putting  this  "Plan  of 
Federal  Union ' '  into  operation  would  naturally  be  to  substitute  the 
proposed  "United  Assembly"  for  the  present  Council  of  Eeformed 
Churches. 

Your  representatives  attended  two  meetings  of  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee and,  in  the  interim,  Drs.  Omwake  and  Clarke  served  as  mem- 
bers of  a  sub-committee  in  the  preparation  of  the  proposed  ' '  Con- 
stitution," the  work  of  the  sub-committee  being  later  amended  and 
finally  approved  by  the  whole  Joint  Committee.  We  respectfully 
submit  herewith  a  copy  of  the  proposed  "Constitution"  as  approved 
by  the  Joint  Committee  with  the  following  recommendations:  (See 
Constitution). 

Becommendations 

(1)  That  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Eeformed 
Churches  approve,  in  substance,  the  proposed  Constitution  of  the 
Presbyterian  Eeformed  Churches  in  America  as  approved  by  the  Joint 
Committee  in  Philadelphia,  Feb.  9th,  1921,  representing  the  Presby- 
terian Church  in  the  U.  S.,  the  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A., 
the  Eeformed  Church  in  America,  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church,  and  commend  this  proposed  Con- 
stitution to  the  favorable  consideration  of  these  five  Churches  which 
are  members  of  the  Council  of  Eeformed  Churches. 

(2)  That,  in  the  event  the  proposed  Constitution  is  adopted,  it 
is  our  judgment  that  the  necessary  steps  should  be  taken  to  have  the 
United  Assembly  take  the  place  of  the  present  Council  of  Eeformed 
Churches  in  order  to  avoid  the  duplication  of  unifying  and  co-opera- 
tive agencies. ' ' 

Pending  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions,  the  Executive 
Committee  carefully  considered  the  proposed  Constitution, 
approving  the  several  articles  seriatim  and  then  Constitu- 
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tion  as  a  whole.     The  recommendations  were  then  adopted. 
The  Constitution  as  adopted  is  as  follows : 

Constitution  of  the  Presbyterial  lieformcd  Churches  in  Ainerim 
as  approved  by  the  Joint  Committee  at  Philadelphia  Feb.  9, 
1921  and  transmitted  to  the  separate  denominational  Committees 
for  presentation  to  their  respective  supreme  judicatories. 

PREAMBLE. 

The  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  in  the  United  States 
of  America,  to  wit :  The  Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.,  The 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.,  The  Reformed  Church  in  the 
U.  S.,  The  Reformed  Church  in  America,  and  The  United  Presbyterian 
Church,  desiring  to  give  expression  to  their  unity  of  spirit,  their 
kinship  of  faith  and  order  and  the  connnon  purpose  to  further  the 
redemptive  work  of  Christ  in  the  world,  do  hereby  associate  themselves 
in  one  body  to  be  known  as  THE  PRESBYTERIAN  REFORMED 
CHURCHES  IN  AMERICA. 

Article  I.     The  Basis  of  Union, 

Section   1.     Doctrine. 

The  Presbyterian  Reformed  Churches  in  America  accept  the 
Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  as  the  inspired  Word  of 
God  and  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice.  They  recognize 
that  the  doctrinal  standards  of  the  constituent  Churches  are  in  es- 
sential agreement  and  are  different  expressions  of  one  and  the  same 
system  of  doctrine. 

Section  S.     Worship  and  Government. 

Each  constituent  church  retains  its  autonomy  in  creed,  government 
and  worship,  and  every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right  not  in  this 
Constitution  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  Assembly. 

Article   II.     The  United   Assembly. 

Section  1.     The  Assembly  and  the  Constituent  CJiurches. 

The  Presbyterian  Reformed  Churches  in  America  shall  act  through 
an  assembly  which  shall  be  known  as  The  United  Assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  Reformed  Churches  in  America. 

This  Assembly  shall  represent  in  one  body  all  the  constitutent 
Churches,  and  shall  constitute  a  bond  of  union,  peace  and  cor- 
respondence among  all  the  congregations  and  judicatories  of  the 
constituent  Churches.  It  shall  be  the  declarative,  administrative  and 
judicial  agency  of  the  united  body,  but  shall  exercise  only  the  powers 
delegated  to  it  in  this  Constitution. 

Section   2.     Membershij). 

The  United  Assembly  shall  consist  of  eight  representatives  from 
each  of  the  constituent  Churches  for  each  100, OOO  communicants 
or  fraction  thereof,  up  to  300,000,  and  when  a  Church  has  more  than 
.300,000  communicants,  then  four  representatives  for  each  additional 
100,000    communicants   or   major    fraction    thereof.      The    basis    but 
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not  the  ratio  of  representation  may  be  changed  by  the  United  As- 
sembly. These  representatives  shall  be  an  equal  number  of  ministers 
and  elders,  and  shall  be  chosen,  with  their  alternates,  under  the 
direction  of  their  respective  Churches  in  such  manner  as  these 
Churches  shall  determine. 

Section  3.    Officers. 

The  officers  of  the  United  Assembly  shall  be  a  Moderator,  Vice 
Moderator,  Stated  Clerk,  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
uecessary.  The  United  Assembly  may  also  appoint  and  define  the 
authority  of  an  Executive  Committee,  on  which  all  of  the  constituent 
Churches  shall  be  represented,  to  act  in  the  intervals  between  meetings 
of  the  United  Assembly,  and  all  of  its  acts  shall  be  subject  to  review 
by  the  United  Assembly. 

Section  4.     Time  of  Meeting. 

The  United  Assembly  shall  meet  in  regular  session  at  least  bien- 
nially, and  in  special  sessions  at  such  times  and  places  as  may  be 
determined.  Adjourned  meetings  may  be  held  at  the  pleasure  of 
the  United  Assembly.  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
Moderator  on  the  written  request  of  eighteen  members  representing 
at  least  two-thirds  of  the  constituent  Churches,  or  on  the  request  of 
the  supreme  judicatory  of  any  constituent  Church.  The  Moderator 
shall  designate  the  time  and  place  of  special  meetings,  giving  at 
least  fourteen  days'  notice  thereof.  No  business  shall  be  transacted 
at  special  meetings  other  than  that  specified  in  the  call. 

Section   5.     Quorum. 

A  quorum  shall  consist  of  one-fourth  of  the  membership,  one-fourth 
of  which  shall  be  elders. 

Section  6.     Expenses. 

The  incidental  expenses  of  the  United  Assembly  shall  be  met  by 
a  fund  to  be  provided  by  a  pro  rata  apportiomnent  on  the  basis  of 
the  representation  of  each  Church  in  the  union.  The  expenses  of 
the  representatives  shall  be  paid  by  their  respective  Churches.  All 
the  expenses  involved  in  the  settlement  of  any  question  between 
constituent  Churches  shall  be  borne  equally  by  the  Churches  con- 
cerned. 

Section  7.      Unit   Vote. 

When  two  members  of  any  two  constituent  Churches  at  a  meeting 
of  the  United  Assembly  request  a  unit  vote  by  the  constituent 
Churches  upon  a  pending  motion,  the  vote  shall  be  so  taken,  each 
Church  being  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Section  S.     Standing   Bules. 

The  United  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  make  such  standing 
rules  as  shall  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its  business. 

Arcticle  III.    Powers  of  the  United  Assembly. 

Section  1.     Vniifying  Powers. 

The  United  Assembly  shall  have  power  of  supervision  and  direc- 
tion within  the  limits  set  by   this   Constitution  over   all   forms   of 
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ChristiaA  activity  that  arc  common  to  two  or  more  of  the  constituent 
Churches,  to  wit : 

(a)  To  receive  other  Churches  into  the  united  body; 

(b)  To  correspond  with  other  Churches; 

(c)  To  harmonize  and  unify  the  work  of  the  missionary,  educa- 
tional and  benevolent  agencies  of  the  constituent  Churches; 

(d)  To  advise,  encourage  and  foster  the  consolidation  by  con- 
stituent Churches  of  their  work  within  the  bounds  of  Synods, 
Presbyteries  or  Classes  occupying  common  territory,  whenever  in  the 
judgment  of  the  United  Assembly  such  consolidation  would  con- 
tribute to  greater  harmony,  efficiency  and  economy  in  the  work  as  a 
whole.  When  such  consolidation  is  not  feasible,  the  United  Assembly 
may  propose  to  constituent  Churches  thus  occupying  territory  in 
common,  definite  plans  of  cooperation  in  said  territory.  Plans  thus 
proposed  shall  be  put  into  effect  only  when  accepted  by  the  proper 
judicatories  of  the  Churches  involved. 

Section  2.    Declarative  Powers. 

(a)  The  United  Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  prepare  such 
deliverances  as  will  promote  charity,  truth  and  holiness,  and  serve 
to  advance  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

(b)  The  United  Assembly,  having  received  and  considered  records 
and  reports  from  the  Constituent  Churches,  may  make  such  deliver- 
ances upon  them  as  will  promote  the  Kingdom  of  God.  These 
deliverances  shall  be  submitted  to  the  supreme  judicatories  of  the 
constituent  Churches  for  their  consideration  and  action. 

Section  3.    Administrative  Fowers. 

(a)  The  United  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  create  and  superin- 
tend agencies  for  its  work  in  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions,  Educa- 
tion, Publication,  Ministerial  Relief,  the  Evangelization  of  the  Negro, 
Stewardship,  and  other  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  causes. 

(b)  The  orginization  of  the  administrative  agencies  shall  be 
determined  by  the  United  Assembly,  provided  always  that  each 
constituent  Church  shall  be  represented  in  each  administrative  agency. 
These  representatives  shall  be  nominated  by  the  respective  Churches 
or  by  their  boards  or  agencies  as  the  Churches  may  determine,  and 
shall  be  elected  by  the  United  Assembly. 

(c)  The  United  Assembly,  through  its  administrative  agencies 
shall  study  the  fields  and  operations  of  the  various  missionary,  educa- 
tional and  benevolept  agencies  and  shall  recommend  to  the  con- 
stituent Churches  methods  of  unifying  their  common  work  in  the 
interest  of  greater  harmony  and  efficiency.  » 

(d)  The  United  Assembly  shall  have  authority  to  propose  any 
other  action  in  reference  to  the  administrative  work  of  the  Churches, 
but  such  action  shall  become  binding  only  when  adopted  in  the 
regular  way  by  each  of  the  constituent  Churches.  Likewise  each 
of  the  constituent  Churches  may  propose  action  to  the  United  As- 
sembly and  if  it  is  adopted  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  according  to  the 
unit  rule,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  supreme  judicatories  for  final 
disposition.  If  it  is  adopted  by  all  the  constituent  Churches  it  shall 
become  a  rule  of  the  Presbyterian  Eeformed  Churches  in  America. 

(e)  The  General  Assemblies  or  General  Synods  of  the  constituent 
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('hui'L-hcs  shall  send  their  records  for  inforination,  and  shall  report 
to  the  United  Assembly  on  all  administrative  matters  and  the  United 
Assembly  shall  receive  and  consider  said  records  and  reports. 

Section    4.     Judicial   Foicers. 

(a)  The  United  Assembly  shall  exercise  such  judicial  power  as 
to  doctrine  and  order  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  its 
work  and  in  the  discharge  of  the  administrative  and  judicial  functions 
conferred  upon  it  in  this  Constitution.  It  shall  not  have  power  to 
impose  symbols  of  faith  or  forms  of  worship  upon  any  of  the  con- 
stituent Churches,  and  it  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  in  cases  of 
heresy  or  immorality  arising  in  any  of  the  constituent  Churches.  Nor 
shall  it  have  any  jurisdiction  or  power  to  determine,  in  the  event  of 
any  schism  or  division  within  any  one  of  the  constituent  Churches, 
the  question  which  of  the  contending  or  divided  parties  in  such 
Church  constitutes  the  Church  or  denomination  legally  entitled  to 
the  rights  and  property  involved  in  such  controversy.  Nor  shall 
the  United  Assembly  in  any  case  be  deemed  to  be  the  supreme 
judicatory  of  any  separate  constituent  Church. 

(b)  The  United  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  formulate  rules 
of  comity  to  govern  the  relations  between  Synods,  Presbyteries  or 
Classes  wherever  their  jurisdiction  covers  the  same  territory,  and  to 
recommend  them  to  the  constituent  Churches  for  adoption.  When- 
ever an  issue  on  a  question  of  comity  arises  between  two  of  the 
constituent  Churches  which  have  adopted  the  comity  rules  proposed  by 
the  United  Assembly,  the  question  in  issue  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
United  Assembly,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  shall  be  put  into 
effect  through  the  courts  of  the  constituent  Churches. 

(c)  The  United  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  deal  with  any 
other  matters  of  interest  common  to  any  two  or  more  of  the  con- 
stituent Churches,  which  may  be  referred  to  it  by  the  supreme 
judicatories  of  the  Churches  concerned,  with  such  authority  in  the 
premises  and  under  such  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  the 
Churches  which  make  the  reference. 

Article  IV.     Property  Eights  and  Control. 

(a)  In  thus  associating  themselves  in  one  body  the  constituent 
Churches  mutually  covenant  that  each  retains,  as  against  all  the 
other  constituent  Churches  and  the  United  Assembly,  the  control  by 
its  own  supreme  governing  body  of  the  use  of  the  property  belong- 
ing to  it,  or  to  its  subordinate  judicatories,  congregations,  institu- 
tfons,  committees  or  administrative  agencies,  which  is  now  vested  in 
it  by  the  civil  law  as  well  as  by  the  law  of  such  constituent  Church. 

(b)  The  United  Assembly  shall  be  incorporated  and  shall,  as 
against  the  constituent  Churches  or  their  several  supreme  governing 
bodies,  control  the  use  of  all  jjroperty  belonging  to  it  or  possessed  by 
any  of  the  agencies  created  and  superintended  by  it. 

(c)  But  the  constituent  Churches  and  their  subordinate  judicator- 
ies, boards,  institutions,  congregations,  committees,  or  other  agencies, 
retain  their  funds  and  other  properties  and  every  property  right  now 
I)ossessed  or  enjoyed  by  them  or  any  of  them  unimpaired  by  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Eeformed  Churches 
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in  America  by  such  constituent  Ohurchcs.  And  unless  and  until,  by 
consent  of  the  supreme  governing  bodies  of  the  constituent  ('hurclics, 
any  of  their  existing  im-urporated  boards  or  coiiiniittees  are  legally 
consolidated  and  transferred  to  the  possession,  contrcrl  and  su2)erin- 
tendenee  of  the  United  Assembly,  it  shall  have  no  power  over  such 
boards  or  committees  or  their  i^roperties,  except  as  hereinabove 
specifically  delegated. 

Article  V.    Admissions  and  Withdrawals. 
Section  1.     Admissions 

The  United  Assembly  may  receive  into  membership  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  constituent  Churches,  according  to  the  unit  rule, 
any  other  Church  conforming  to  the  doctrine  and  order  of  the 
Presbyterian  Reformed  Churches  in  America,  and  accepting  this 
Constitution. 

Section  2.      Withdrawals. 

A  Church  may  withdraw  from  the  Presbyterian  Eeformed  Churches 
in  America,  provided  it  gives  to  the  Stated  Clerk  of  the  United 
Assembly  due  notice  of  its  intention,  at  least  a  year  in  advance,  and 
observes  the  same  constitutional  steps  in  its  withdrawal  as  it  followed 
in  its  entrance  into  the  union.  Provided,  however,  that  any  of  its 
Presbyteries  or  Classes  which  have  been  formed  by  the  consolidation 
of  two  or  more  Presbyteries  or  Classes  of  the  different  constituent 
Churches,  or  by  transfer  from  another  Church,  shall  have  the  right 
to  determine  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  members  present  at  a 
regular  meeting,  or  a  special  meeting  called  for  the  purpose,  whether 
it  shall  continue  with  the  Church  that  withdraws  or  be  dismissed  to 
one  or  another  of  the  constituent  Churches.  Consolidated  Synods 
shall  have  similar  rights,  to  be  exercised  in  accordance  with  the 
constitutions  of  their  respective  Churches. 

Article  VI.     Amendments. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution,  after  approval  by  the  United 
Assembly,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  supreme  judicatories  of  the 
constituent  Churches.  Such  amendments  shall  become  effective  upon 
the  approval  of  three-fourths  of  the  supreme  judicatories,  provided 
such  approval  has  been  secured  pursuant  to  the  constitution  and  form 
of  government  of  each  constituent  Church,  and  provided,  further,  that 
in  case  there  shall  not  be  unanimous  action  thereon  by  the  con- 
stituent Churches,  such  amendment  shall  not  become  effective  until 
the  regular  meeting  of  the  United  Assembly  following  that  meeting 
which  canvassed  the  vote. 

Procedure  for  Convening  the  First  United  Assembly. 

(Not   a   part   of   the   proposed   Constitution.) 

When  the  constituent  Churches,  each  proceeding  according  to  its 
own  constitution  or  form  of  government,  shall  have  adopted  this 
Constitution  and  their  supreme  governing  bodies  shall  have  declared 
the  fact  by  adopting  the  Concurrent  Decdaration  below  prescribed, 
they  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  elect  or  otherwise  designate  their 
representatives   to   the   United   Assembly,   and   certify   the   names   of 
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such  representatives  and  of  their  alternates  to  the  President  of  the 
Council  of  Reformed  Churches,  who  is  hereby  made  the  Convener  of 
the   first   United   Assembly. 

The  Convener  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  the  first  meet- 
ing of  the  United  Assembly  as  soon  as  he  shall  have  received  the 
designations  of  their  representatives  from  at  least  three  of  the 
constituent  Churches,  and  shall  notify  every  representative  thereof. 
He  shall  also  notify  the  Moderator  or  President  and  Stated  Clerk  of 
the  supreme  judicatory  of  each  constituent  Church.

The  Stated  Clerk  was  requested  to  send  a  copy  of  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee,  together  with  a  copy  of 
the  proposed  Constitution,  to  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  sev- 
eral judicatories  represented  in  the  Council.

The  foregoing  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Correspondence  with  Sister  Churches.  By  spe- 
cial resolution  on  Wednesday  afternoon  Synod  authorized 
the  annual  payment  of  $75.00  out  of  the  Contingent  Fund 
for  the  work  of  the  Council. 

Item  29  (c)  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  Monday  eve- 
ning. Dr.  James  I.  Good  presented  the  following  report 
w^ich  was  considered  and  adopted  item  by  item  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  Continental  Churches 
would  present  the  following  report: 
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There  have  come  into  our  hands  letters  of  greeting  from  seven 
of  the  Eeformed  Churches  of  Europe — from  France,  Holland,  Poland, 
Germany,  Lithuania,  Bohemia  and  Hungary,  Verbal  greeting  of  the 
Swiss  Reformed  Churches  was  givenn)y  Rev.  Adolf  Keller,  D.D.,  of 
Zurich.  These  express  the  affectionate  regard  and  warm  apprecia- 
tion for  our  Church.  We  wish  there  were  time  to  read  them  all  and 
to  read  them  in  full,  because  of  their  beautiful  sentiments  which 
remind  us  so  greatly  that  the  precious  doctrine  of  the  communion  of 
saints  is  not  a  mere  doctrine  but  a  reality  and  a  fact.  The  com- 
munication from  the  Reformed  Church  of  France  speaks  especially 
of  our  gift  to  them  of  the  Memorial  Reformed  Church  at  Chateau 
Thierry  which  is  now  being  built  and  which  will  be  completed  and 
dedicated  next  year.  They  also  invite  us  to  send  a  delegate  to  their 
General  Synod  to  be  held  June  24th,  1923,  at  Rheims  when  they 
expect  to  dedicate  a  new  Church  to  take  the  place  of  the  Church 
building  destroyed  by  the  war.  The  letter  from  the  Classis  of  Amster- 
dam of  Holland,  speaks  of  their  present  religious  condition,  especially 
of  the  growing  arrogance  of  the  Romish  Church  there  and  stating 
that  *  *  The  ministers  at  Amsterdam  have  been  giving  lectures  against 
the  Catholic  propaganda  to  large  audiences.''  "Dark  clouds  threaten 
them  not  only  politically  and  economically  but  morally  and  spirit- 
ually but  faith  is  being  tested  and  strengthened  and  the  church  is 
alive  to  these  dangers  and  the  ministers  are  active  in  keeping  awake 
the  spiritual  consciousness."  It  especially  refers  to  the  old  tie  that 
has  bound  their  church  to  ours,  because  of  their  aid  to  us  in  the 
18th  century  in  founding  our  Church  by  sending  us  ministers  and 
money.  They  rejoice  that  from  the  small  seed  they  planted  there 
has  grown  so  large  a  Church  as  ours.  They  congratulate  us  on  the 
approaching  200th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  our  Church  in 
1725,  which  event  will  revive  our  early  connection  with  each  other. 
They  say  that  it  would  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  them  if,  as  a  sign 
of  thankfulness  for  their  help,  some  memorial  of  it  were  erected 
in  Holland  just  as  the  American  Churches  did  to  them  for  their  aid 
to  the  Pilgrims  several  years  ago.  A  special  appeal  comes  to  us 
from  the  Consistory  of  the  English  Reformed  Church  at  Amsterdam, 
asking  for  such  a  memorial  to  be  placed  in  their  Church.  Their  appeal 
is  as  follows : 

English  Reformed  Church 

Amsterdam, 
April  3,  1923. 

"To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Consistory  of  the  English 
Reformed  Church,  Amsterdam,  Holland,  respectfully  present  their 
cordial  greetings  to  your  reverend  and  honoured  Assembly. 

We  venture  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  acknowledging  what  the 
Holland  Church,  and  particularly  what  our  former  Pastor,  the  Rev. 
David  Thomson  (1742-1758),  did  in  the  18th  century  for  the  Penn- 
sylvania Germans,  the  founders  of  your  Reformed  Church,  which  has 
now  grown  into  so  large  a  denomiation.  When  the  Rev.  Michael 
Schlatter  came  to  Holland  in  1751  to  plead  for  his  shepherdless 
fellow-countrymen,  his  words  found  so  ready  response  in  the  heart 
of  the  Rev.  David  Thomson  that  he  asked  for  leave  of  absence  to

start  a  mission  on  behalf  of  the  30,000  Eeformed  Germans  in  Penn- 
sylvania, who  were  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd.  With  rare  gener- 
osity our  Congregation  granted  this  request;  and  armed  with  creden- 
tials from  the  Amsterdam  Classis  Mr.  Thomson  started  on  a  mission 
in  England  and  Scotland  where  by  his  labours  and  influence  he 
succeeded  in  raising  a  large  fund  for  this  cause.  He  soon  found  a 
kindred  spirit  in  the  Rev.  Samuel  Chandler,  pastor  of  one  of  the 
largest  Presbyterian  Churches  in  London  who  became  secretary  of 
the  Charity  Society  formed  at  London.  Mr.  Thomson  also  expressly 
visited  Edinburgh,  and  in  consequence  of  his  powerful  representa- 
tions the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church  of  Scotland  (Presbyterian) 
appointed  a  collection  to  be  made  at  the  Church  doors  of  all  the 
parishes  in  Scotland  for  relief  of  the  German  Reformed  settled  in 
Pennsylvania.  This  collection  amounted  to  $6,000.  He  also  ap- 
proached the  King  of  England  and  other  nobles  and  churches  who 
contributed  considerable  sums.  The  money  raised  by  this  society 
was  used  in  establishing  Charity  Schools,  Mr.  Schlatter  being  made 
the  first  Superintendent.  This  crystallized,  as  you  will  know,  into  a 
movement  founding  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  at  Philadelphia. 
We  do  herewith  submit  that  the  story  of  the  labours  of  the  Rev, 
David  Thomson  and  the  help  given  by  the  Reformed  Church  of  Hol- 
land are  worthy  of  being  recalled,  and  we  do  respectfully  suggest 
that  your  Reverend  Synod  favorably  consider  the  appropriateness  of 
placing  a  Memorial  Window  in  our  ancient  and  historic  Church 
(founded  A.  D.  1607,  in  connection  with  the  Classis  of  Amsterdam) 
in  grateful  recognition  of  what  they  were  privileged  to  do  for  your 
spiritual  ancestors,  and  for  the  Chai-ity  Schools  and  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania.

The  Reformed  Church  of  Poland  also  sends  greetings  and  ex- 
presses its  gratitude  to  our  church  for  the  monies  sent  to  it  by  our 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  It  also  thanks  our  church  for  having  aided 
two  of  its  theological  students  Messrs.  Zauner  and  Ostachiewicz  to 
complete  their  studies.  ' '  They  were  ordained  last  summer  and  are 
now  serving  as  pastors  in  that  weak  and  suffering  Church. ' ' 

In  the  letter  of  Rev.  Prof.  A.  Lang,  D.D.,  President  of  the  Re- 
formed Alliance  of  Germany,  he  refers  to  our  annual  gift  of  $500. 
for  the  salary  of  Rev.  Prof.  Karl  Earth,  Reformed  professor  at  the 
University  of  Goettingen.  He  refers  especially  to  the  gifts  for  the 
poor,  for  students  and  ministers  and  for  charitable  institutions  sent 
by  Rev.  Dr.  Rontgen,  Rev.  Dr.  Becker,  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest 
and  others.  Such  gifts  are  needed  for  the  three  Reformed  Colleges 
at  Halle,  Gottingen,  Erlangcn  and  Vienna.  He  also  refers  to  the 
sending  of  theological  students  to  the  Mission  House  for  work  in 
our  Church  in  America.  He  asks  for  the  founding  of  a  similar 
College  at  Heidelberg  for  which  he  asks  our  aid. 

The  communication  from  Lithuania  expresses  great  thankfulness 
for  what  our  Church  has  done  financially  for  their  Church  since  the 
World  War. 
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The  Eeformed  Church  of  Hungary  has  sent  us  two  eommunica- 
tions,  one  frocj  The  Couventus,  or  Executive  Committee,  of  the 
General  Synod  and  unotlier  from  Bishop  L.  Ravasz  of  tlie  Danubian 
Synorh: — Thv  letter  of  the  (.'(inventus  refers  with  joy  to  their  fraternal 
relation  to  us  which  luis  been  brought  about  by  tlie  transfer  of  the 
Hungarian  Reformed  Congregations,  in.  America  to  our  Church 
through  the  Tiifm  Agreement  and  also  to  tlie  aid  rendered  by  our 
brotherly  sympathy  to  their  dismembered  country  and  afflicted 
Church.  The  letter  of  Bishop  Ravasz  speaks  especially  of  the  grow- 
ing influence  of  the  Evangelization  movement  started  by  the  visit 
of  our  ministers  to  Hungary  last  summer,  which  led  to  their  forma- 
tion of  an  Evangelization  Society.  This  movement  is  quite  success- 
full  aucnias  spread  already  to  their  North-western  Synod  and  bids 
fair  to  spread  to  their  Northeastern  Synod  and  to  become  a  great 
blessing  to  the  Church  of  Hungary. 

The  letter  of  the  Bohemian  Brethren  in  which  the  Reformed  con- 
sciousness is  the  prevailing  one,  thanks  us  for  our  sympathy  and 
aid,  speaks  of  our  loan  of  one  of  our  Bohemian  ministers,  Rev.  J. 
Steele,  formerly  at  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  to  them,  and  speaks  of  his 
services  among  them  as  faithful  and  successful. 

The  letters  from  Bohemia  and  Hungary  express  their  appreciation 
of  the  visits  of  Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer,  D.D.^  and  Rev.  J.  I,  Good,  D,D.,, 
to  them  last  summer.  The  Lithuanian  ChufcEexpresses  the  same  for 
the  visit  of  Rev.  J.  I.  Good,  D.D.,  to  their  Synod.  In  addition  to 
Rev.  Dr.  Keller's  greeting  from  the  Swiss  Church  he  has  also  sent 
a  pamphlet  entitled  "The  Condition  of  European  Protestantism" 
which  is  an  excellent  survey  of  the  present  needs  of  these  suffering 
Churches. 

We  recommend: 

1st.  That  the  greetings  of  these  churches  be  responded  to  by  Con- 
tinental Committee  of  our  Church  expressing  to  them  our  apprecia- 
tion of  their  fraternal  sympathy  and  assuring  them  of  our  prayers 
for  their  prosperity,  and  that  the  Stated  Clerk  send  to  each  of  them 
a  copy  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  General  Synod. 

2d.  That  General  Synod  expresses  its  great  pleasure  at  the  visit 
of  Rev.  A.  Keller,  D.D.,  of  Zurich,  and  commends  the  European  Re- 
lief work  which  he  represents  to  the  liberality  of  our  Churches. 

3d.  That  in  answer  to  the  Appeal  of  the  English  Reformed  Church 
of  Amsterdam,  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  endeavor  to  raise  the 
amount  needed  ($2,000),  so  that  at  our  200th  Anniversary  in  1925  a 
suitable  Memorial  Window  may  be  placed  in  that  Cliurch  as  a 
tribute  to  their  interest  and  aid  given  to  our  early  Church  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 

4th.  That  General  Synod  appoint  a  deputation  to  be  present  at 
the  dedication  of  the  Memorial  Church  at  Chateau  Thierry  and  that 
the  officers  of  General  Synod  be  given  authority  to  make  the  ap- 
pointments. 

5th.  That  General  Synod  appoint  a  delegate  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Reformed  Alliance  at  Emden,  the  end  of  August  or  beginning  of 
September,  1923. 

6th.  That  General  Synod  requests  pastors  to  observe  Reformation 
Sunday,  as  a  Day  of  Prayer  for  our  suffering  Reformed  Churches  in 
Europe  and  that  wherever  possible  an  offering  be  gathered  for  that 
cause. 
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7th.  That  General  Synod  appoint  on  this  Committee  in  place  of 
Eev.  Dr.  Eontgen,  D.D.,  (deceased)  Eev.  C.  E.  Schaeflfer,  D.D.,  and 
add  to  the  Committee  Eev.  Aug.  Becker'  and  Elder  John  Appel,  Esq.

Item  29  (d)  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  Monday  eve- 
ning, when  the  following  report  was  presented  by  Dr.  James 

I.  Good. 

• 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  the  World  Conference  of 
Faith  and  Order  would  report  that  since  the  last  General  Synod  this 
movement  toward  Church  Union  held  a  Conference  at  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  April  12-20,  1920.  It  was  a  large  and  representative 
gathering.  There  were  present  about  137  delegates.  Eight  different 
churches  from  forty  countries  were  represented,  though  the  repre- 
sentation from  the  American  Lutheran  Churches  was,  as  compared 
with  the  Lutheran  Churches  abroad,  very  small.  The  Catholic  Church 
was  prominent  by  its  absence. 

Your  Chairman  had  the  honor  of  representing  our  church  at  this 
Conference. 

We  present  herewith  a  printed  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
Conference. 

This  Geneva  Conference  was  undoubtedly  the  most  representative 
body  of  Christians  gathered  together  since  the  days  of  the  great 
Councils  of  the  early  Christian  Church.  What  was  most  impressive 
was  the  large  attendance  from  the  Oriental  Churches,  about  twenty. 
For  the  first  time  in  their  history  they  ignored  the  "filioque"  con- 
troversy and  met  with  the  Protestant  Churches  whom  they  used  to 
call  heretics,  and  what  was  still  more  impressive  was  their  great 
cordiality  and  large  desire  for  closer  Church  unity  and  co-operation. 
The  Eastern  Churches  took  a  long  step  toward  comity  at  that  Con- 
ference. 

Several  days  at  the  beginning  of  the  Conference  were  devoted  to 
the  hearing  from  each  family  of  Churches  a  statement  of  its  attitude 
toward  Church  Union.  The  remaining  days  were  spent  in  discussing 
two  topics. 

1.  What  is  meant  by  the  Church  and  what  should  be  the  nature  of 
the  United  Church. 

2.  What  is  the  place  of  the  Bible  and  of  Creeds  in  Church  Union. 
These    subjects   were    discussed   with    great    frankness    and    from 

widely  different  standpoints.  The  Conference,  before  it  closed,  ap- 
pointed a  Continuation  Committee  of  about  fifty  from  all  parts  of 
the  World  and  representing  all  the  families  of  Churches.     This  Com- 
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mittee  was  authorized  to  prepare  the  way  for  a  second  and  larger 
Conference.  It  was,  as  we  have  said,  a  large  and  impressive  Con- 
ference. Nevertheless,  it  produced  very  little  practical  result  except 
that  of  acquaintance  between  the  Churches  and  their  leaders.  It 
produced  no  definite  plan  for  union  or  any  sign  of  any,  indeed,  it 
seemed  to  avoid  doing  so.  It  named  itself  only  a  preliminary  meet- 
ing— that  is,  a  Conference  only  preparatory  to  a  greater  Conference 
to  be  held  later.  We  confess  to  a  feeling  of  disappointment  that 
nothing  was  done  toward  real  Church  union.  The  only  practical  re- 
sults were: 

1.  The  spirit  of  cordiality  and  fraternity  between  the  different 
Churches,  even  of  those  most  opposite. 

2.  The  bringing  of  the  Greek  and  Protestant  Churches  closer  to- 
gether. Ever  since  Protestantism  was  born,  one  great  problem  of 
Church  history  has  been  whether  the  Greek  Church  would  incline  to- 
ward the  Eomish  or  the  Protestant  Church.  The  dream  of  Cyril 
Lucar  of  several  centuries  ago,  when  he  tried  to  bring  the  Greek 
Church  toward  the  Protestant  began  to  be  fulfilled  at  this  Confer- 
ence. 

3.  Nevertheless  the  Conference  opened  up  an  anxious  query  if  the 
Churches  of  the  Episcopal  order  represented  there  would  unite  or 
come  to  some  sort  of  a  federation,  as  seemed  likely,  the  Episcopal 
Churches  would  far  overtop,  numerically,  the  Churches  of  all  the 
other  orders  (Presbyterian  or  Congregational),  and  perhaps  become 
a  menace  to  the  freedom  and  individuality  permitted  in  our  form  of 
Church  government. 

We  greatly  regret  that  since  that  Conference  the  spirit  of  comity 
shown  there  has  been  broken  by  the  breach  of  comity  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  in  interfering  with  the  union  of  the  Hun- 
garian Keformed  Churches  with  our  Church.  If  that  is  the  meaning 
of  the  Lambeth  Articles,  the  Geneva  Conference  means  very  little. 

Since  that  Conference  its  Continuation  Committee  has  been  active 
in  promoting  further  unity.  It  has  brought  about  local  discussions 
on  Church  Union  and  proposed  two  series  of  subjects  for  these  dis- 
cussions. A  meeting  of  this  Continuation  Committee  will  be  held 
this  summer  in  Switzerland  and  it  is  preparing  for  another  great 
Conference  in  the  United  States  in  1925.  It  has  also  published  a 
Compilation  of  Proposals  for  Christian  unity,  made  by  the  different 
Churches. 

We  therefore  recommend  the  following  actions: 

I.  That  the  present  committee  be  continued. 

II.  That  General  Synod  add  to  our  committee  by  appointing  five 
delegates  (including  our  committee)  to  the  next  World  Conference 
to  be  held  probably  at  Washington  in  1925,  and  that  the  officers  of 
the  General  Synod  make  the  appointment. 

III.  That  General  Synod  order  the  Treasurer  to  pay  One  Hundred 
($100.00)  Dollars  for  1923  and  arrange  for  the  payment  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  a  year  as  our  share  in  the  expenses  of  this  move- 
ment.

This  was  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  Monday 
evening  When  the  following  report,  as  printed  in  the  "Blue 
Book,"  was  presented  and  adopted  as  a  whole,  including 
the  continuation  of  the  Commission, 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  'Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Commission  on  International 
Friendship  Through  the  Churches,  appointed  to  co-operate  with  The 
American  Council  of  the  World  Alliance  for  Promoting  International 
Friendship  Through  the  Churches  and  The  Commission  of  Interna- 
tional Justice  and  Goodwill  of  the  Federal  Council,  begs  to  report  that 
so  far  as  possrible  the  Commission  has  responded  to  the  communica- 
tions from  these  agencies.  Arrangements  were  made  to  send  litera- 
ture direct  to  the  Pastors  of  our  Reformed  Churches,  and  The  Ameri- 
can Council,  as  well  as  the  Commission  of  the  Federal  Council,  have 
sent  communications  to  the  several  District  Synods. 

In  harmony  with  the  object  of  the  American  Section  your  Commis- 
siion  sent  out  copies  of  a  communication,  through  the  Society  of 
Friends,  on  the  subject  "  Christendom  for  a  Warless  World."  It  is 
significant  that  this  statement  was  adopted  by  the  Philadelphia  Yearly 
Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  in  Philadelphia,  approved 
by  another  branch  of  the  Friends  located  in  Philadelphia,  endorsed  by 
the  London  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious  Society  of  Friends  and 
also  by  the  Five  Years'  Meeting  held  at  Richmond,  Indiana,  Septem- 
ber 11,  1922,  and  other  official  bodies  of  the  Society  of  Friends  in 
the  United  States  and  in  Canada. 

It  is  a  heartfelt  appeal  to  consider  the  implications  of  Christianity 
as  regards  international  peace  and  war.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that 
the  campaign  inaugurated  within  the  last  year  by  The  Church  Peace 
Union,  The  Alliance  for  International  Friendship,  The  World  Peace 
Foundation,  and  The  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in 
America,  calling  for  the  United  States  to  come  into  real  relationship 
with  other  nations  of  the  world,  has  met  with  an  astonishingly  favor- 
able response  on  the  part  of  the  Churches  and  Pastors  throughout  the 
country. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ,  held  in  Indianapolis,  December,  1922, 
was  most  significant  because  of  the  fact  that  practically  everybody 
who  spoke,  regardless  of  the  subject  to  which  he  addressed  himself, 
before  he  had  finished,  expressed  himself  on  the  attitude  of  the  United 
States  towards  the  present  distracted  condition  of  Europe.  Those  who 
spoke  directly  on  this  subject,  such  men  as  Bishops  Neulson  and 
Cannon  and  Brent,  Doctors  Franklin,  Zelie,  Atkinson,  Speer  and 
Bartelot,  and  Mr.  Fred  B.  Smith,  were  most  emphatic  in  demanding 
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that  the  United  States  immediately  assume  her  place  in  the  family  of 
nations  and  realize  that  the  burdens  of  Europe  and  the  Near  East 
were  just  as  much  her  burdens  as  they  were  the  burdens  of  Great 
Britain  or  any  other  European  nation.  If  the  leaders  of  the  Churches 
who  were  present  in  any  wise  reflect  the  sentiment  of  American  Prot- 
estantism, then  the  Protestant  Churches  of  this  nation  are  thoroughly 
opposed  to  the  policy  of  isolation  that  we  are  pursuing  and  are  going 
to  demand,  with  more  and  more  emphasis,  that  the  United  States 
immediately  take  a  place  in  some  Community  of  Nations  and  return 
to  her  original  policy  of  service  to  humanity. 

The  Pronouncement  of  the  Federal  Council  on  America's  Interna- 
tional Obligations  ds  an  appeal  to  the  Churches  to  become  centers  of 
public  education  on  the  moral  necessity  of  the  United  States  to  as- 
sume its  full  share  of  responsibility  in  international  tasks.  It  is  the 
expressed  belief  that  the  United  States  should  definitely  associate  it- 
self with  the  International  Court  of  Justice,  now  established  at  The 
Hague,  which  is  the  consummation  of  many  decades  of  American  de- 
sires and  efforts  for  international  peace  through  justice  based  on 
law. 

Your  Commission  also  co-operated  with  The  American  Council  in 
stimulating  the  expression  of  public  sentiment  with  regard  to  the 
Limitation  of  Armament  Conference  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in 
the  fall  of  1921.  One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  of  the  new  inter- 
national ideal  among  the  nations  brought  about  by  this  Limitation 
of  Armament  Conference  was  the  attitude  of  Japan.  Japan  has  re- 
stored Shantung  to  China.  It  took  a  good  deal  of  argument  and 
negotiations  at  the  Washington  Conference  but  Japan  acted  very 
generously  and  courteously  in  the  whole  matter.  As  a  recent  editorial 
in  the  New  York  Times  remarked:  "  The  only  real  pressure  brought 
to  bear  upon  Japan  was  moral  and  in  creating  this  power  the  Churches 
in  America  played  an  important  part."  The  report  of  the  Japanese 
Council  of  the  World  Alliance  is  a  very  encouraging  document.  It 
refers  to  the  strong  sentiment  for  disarmament  which  existed  in  Japan 
during  the  recent  Conference  in  Washington.  It  says  that  militarism 
is  not  growing  in  Japan ;  in  fact,  it  is  losing  its  grasp.  The  Alliance 
has  done  much  to  bring  together  Chinese  and  Japanese  Christians  and 
in  one  Conference  in  Tokyo  one  hundred  Christians  from  these  two 
nations  were  gathered  there  in  a  frank  and  brotherly  meeting;  Dr. 
Sidney  L.  Gulick  speaking  two  or  three  times  a  day  in  Japan  and 
accomplishing  great  good. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  The  American  Branch  of  The  World  Al- 
liance will  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  November  13,  14,  15,  1923.  This 
will  be  one  of  the  most  outstanding  religious  events  of  the  year. 
Among  the  speakers  from  abroad  invited  and  who  have  provisionally 
accepted  are  Sir  George  Adam  Smith,  Eev.  Thomas  Nightingale,  Dr. 
J.  H.  Jowett,  Prof.  Dr.  Yanitch,  the  Bishop  of  St.  Albans,  Eev.  J. 
Brierly  Kay,  and  the  Archbishop  of  Uppsala,  Nathan  Soderblom. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  The  World  Alliance  is  interested 
solely  in  the  matter  of  cementing  friendships  between  nations,  by 
means  of  work  through  the  Churches.  It  believes  that  the  Kingdom 
of  God  can  be  established  in  the  inter-racial  and  international  rela- 
tions of  men.  It  seeks  to  achieve  its  purpose  through  such  agencies 
and   activities  as  National    Councils,    Interchange   of   Speakers   and 
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Preachers,  Magazines  and  Bulletins,  Correspondence  and  Educational 
Propaganda  through  speeches,  conferences,  and  sermons. 
Your  Commission  recommends  the  following: 

That  the  General  Synod  reiterates  its  approval  of  the  work  of  The 
World  Alliance  for  Promoting  International  Friendship  Through  the 
Churches  and  calls  upon  our  pastors  and  congregations,  through  the 
Synods  and  Classes,  to  co-operate  by  using  the  literature  of  The 
World  Alliance  and  the  Commission  on  International  Justice  and 
Goodwill  of  the  Federal  Council,  this  literature  to  be  circulated  through 
Local  Committees  on  International  Friendship,  in  Churches,  Sunday 
Schools,  and  Young  People's  Societies. 

Resolved:  That  the  Commission  be  continued  as  the  representatives 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  The  American  Council  of  The  World  Al- 
liance for  Promoting  International  Friendship.

1.  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod,  a  Classis  is  acting  strictly 
in  accordance  with  Art.  94  of  the  Constitution,  if  it  receives  and 
acts  upon  the  report  of  its  Executive  in  connection  with  the  open- 
ing of  its  annual  session,  immediately  preceding  the  election  of  a 
President;  by  so  doing,  all  ministers  received  into  the  Classis  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  year,  will  be  entitled  to  vote  from  the  beginning 
of  the  annual  session  and  at  the  election  of  a  President. 

2.  This  Synod  however  does  not  deem  it  permissable  to  alter 
Eule  14  as  desired  by  Manitoba  Classis,  inasmuch  as  the  actions  of 
the  Executive  must  first  be  ratified  by  its  own  Classis,  before  they 
can  have  validity  with  the  Synod. 

When  this  report  of  the  committee  was  presented  Synod  adopted 
item  1,  and  in  respect  to  item  2.  Besolved: — To  refer  this  item  to 
General  Synod. 

3.  Minutes  op  1922 

(a)  Page  125 — Synod  takes  notice  of  the  prospective  celebration 
of  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,  appoints  a  committee  for  this  purpose,  and 
overtures  General  Synod  to  recommend  this  celebration  to  all  Synods, 
Classes  and  Congregations. 

(b)  Page  129,  item  7. — At  the  request  of  Portland  Oregon  Classis, 
Synod  overtures  General  Synod,  to  combine  and  simplify  the  Sta- 
tistical blanks  No.  1  and  2. 

(c)  Page  28  and  131. — According  to  an  answer  sent  by  the  of- 
ficers of  General  Synod  to  Milwaukee  Classis  it  appears  that  they 
hold  the  opinion — that  an  action  of  the  Executive  of  a  Classis  be- 
comes effective  immediately  (if  it  is  in  accordance  with  Art.  94)  so 
that  a  minister  received  by  the  Executive  has  seat  and  voting  power, 
even  before  Classis  has  ratified  the  action  of  the  Executive. 

Our  Synod  however  (see  items  referred  to  on  previous  page)  holds 
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a  different  opinion,  that  the  action  of  the  Executive  of  a  Classis  has 
no  validity  before  Synod  until  it  has  been  ratified  by  the  Classis; 
and  for  this  reason  refused  to  change  Eule  14  to  the  effect  that  the 
Clerks  of  the  Executive  committees  should  report  receptions  to  the 
Clerk  of  Synod.  This  would  mean  that  a  member  received  by  an 
Executive  from  another  Synod,  would  not  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
Synod  until  the  Classis  ratified  such  reception. 

Milwaukee,  North  Dakota,  South  Dakota  and  Eureka  Classes  hold 
the  opinion  of  the  officers  of  General  Synod,  referred  to  in  the 
paragraph  above.

Abstracts  from  all  the  Minutes  of  the  English  Classes  were  re- 
ceived. We  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  all  the  Classes  made 
full  report  upon  actions  referred  and  amendments  submitted  with 
the  following  exceptions:  The  Classes  of  Philadelphia,  West  Susque- 
hanna, Lehigh,  and  Schuylkill  of  the  Eastern  Synod,  Tiffin  and 
Tuscarawas  Classes  of  the  Ohio  Synod,  the  Classes  of  Westmoreland, 
Clarion  and  Allegheny  of  Pittsburgh  Synod.  Zion,  Mercersburg  and 
Carlisle  Classes,  Potomac  Synod.  Ft.  Wayne,  Wichita,  Lincoln, 
Indianapolis,  Zion  and  Missouri  Classes  of  the  Mid-west  Synod  have 
failed  'to  make  complete  report  of  all  actions  referred.

2.  Lebanon  and  Tohickon  Classes,  Eastern  Synod;  Ohio  Classis, 
Ohio  Synod,  Virginia,  Mercersburg  and  Carlisle  Classes  of  Potomac 
Synod  rejected  the  proposed  amendment  to  Article  67  of  the  Con- 
stitution.    Yeas  34;  Nays  6;  No  report  1. 

3.  The  following  Classes  rejected  proposed  amendment  to  Article 
112  of  the  Constitution:  Tohickon,  Goshenhoppen,  Lehigh,  Schuylkill 
of  Eastern  Synod,  Clarion,  St.  Paul's,  Somerset  and  Allegheny  of 
Pittsburgh  Synod,  Maryland,  Mercersburg,  Virginia,  Carlisle  and 
Juniata  of  Potomac  and  Zion's  Classes  of  Mid-West  Synod.  Yeas 
26;   Nays  14;  -No  report  1. 

4.  Wyoming  Classes  of  Eastern  Synod  and  Mercersburg  of  the 
Potomac  Synod  rejected  proposed  amendment  to  Article  115  of  the 
Constitution.     Yeas  37;  Nays  2;  No  report  2. 

5.  The  Plan  of  Union  was  acted  upon  favorably  by  26  Classes, 
rejected  by  6  as  follows,  Lancaster  and  East  Susquehanna  of  Eastern 
Synod,  Zion's  and  Juniata  of  Potomac,  Indianapolis  and  Missouri 
Classes  of  Mid-West  Synod.  Action  deferred  by  East  Pennsylvania 
Classis  of  Eastern  Synod  and  Virginia  Classis  of  Potomac  Synod. 
No  reports  were  received  from  seven  Classes. 

6.  Tohickon  Classis,  Eastern  Synod,  Gettysburg  Classis,  Potomac 
Synod  and  Kentucky  Classis  of  Mid-West  Synod,  apportioned  ten 
cents  per  member  for  Ministerial  Belief  instead  of  the  fifteen  cents 
referred. 

7.  Goshenhoppen  Classis  of  Eastern  Synod.  Maryland  and  Gettys-

1.  Philadelphia  Classis,  Eastern  Synod  and  Tiffin  Classis,  Ohio 
Synod  call  attention  of  General  Synod  to  the  fact  that  the  statistical 
blanks  for  young  People's  Societies  are  not  adaptable. 

2.  Fort  Wayne  Classis  is  the  nev?  name  for  the  consolidated  St. 
Joseph  and  Zion's  Classes,  while  the  Classis  of  Indianapolis  calls 
attention  to  the  change  of  name  from  Indiana  Classis  to  Indianapolis 
Classis. 

3.  Zion's  Classis,  formerly  of  Southwest  Synod,  now  known  as  Ft. 
Wayne  in  connection  with  St.  Joseph  Classis  of  Mid-West  Synod,  in 
answer  to  irregularity  charge  of  Southwest  Synod  of  having  in- 
stalled Rev.  Newlin,  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  church,  in  the 
Eeformed-Presbyterian  church  at  Garrett  Indiana  and  of  carrying 
his  name  on  the  roll  of  Classis,  passed  the  following  resolution: 
Zion's  Classis  cannot  see  that  it  has  committed  an  irregularity, 
since  no  provision  is  made  in  the  Constitution  for  the  installation 
of  a  pastor  in  a  Federated  Church.

No  report  was  received  from  North  Dakota  Classis  of  Northwest 
Synod. 

Some  of  the  documents  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  are  reports 
on  the  final  actions  of  the  respective  Classes  on  the  recommendations 
of  General  Synod;  others  are  merely  Abstracts  frtm  the  Minutes 
of  the  Classes.    These  Abstracts  are  incomplete  in  this  respect,  that  in 
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those  eases  where  items  were  referred  to  Standing  Committees,  such 
reference  is  reported,  but  no  mention  is  made  of  the  final  action  of 
the  Classis. 

The  reports  and  Abstracts  show  that  all  the  items  referred  to  the 
Classes  by  General  Synod,  received  attention  from  the  Classes  report- 
ing. Excepting  Avhere  merely  tlie  reference  to  some  committee,  or 
some  definite  resolution  is  reported,  the  actions  of  the  Classes  were 
favorable.

II.  Special  Eesolutions  and  Overtures 

1.  Sheboygan  Classis,  respectfully  overtures  General  Synod,  that 
General  Synod  pay  one  half  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  delegates, 
on  account  of  the  great  distance  they  must  travel. 

2.  Milwaukee  CJa^sis:  Resolved,  that  we  as  Classis  hereby  record 
and  express  our  emphatic  protest  against  the  so-called  "Shorter 
Bible"  published  by  Charles  Scribner's  Sons  and  edited  by  Prof.  C. 
F.  Kent  of  Yale  University.  The  method  and  principle  followed  in 
the  making  of  this  shorter  Bible  is  evidently  directed  against  the 
inspiration  and  authority  of  the  sacred  Scriptures.  It  eliminates  as 
far  as  possible  the  idea  of  the  miraculous  birth,  the  sacrificial  death 
and  the  glorious  resurrection  of  our  Lord.  It  is  clearly  prepared 
from  the  standpoint  of  destructive  criticism,  and  may  prove  a 
dangerous  substitute  for  our  Holy  Bible,  especially  when  placed  in 
the  hands  of  those  whose  knowledge  of  the  Word  of  God  is  super- 
ficial. 

Resolved :  That  we  petition  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  and  the 
General  Synod,  to  give  expression  to  its  protest  and  warning  against 
this  reduction  and  perversion  of  the  Bible. 

3.  Minnesota  Classis  resolves:  Resolved:  to  instruct  the  Stated 
Clerk  to  advise  the  Board  of  General  Synod  for  the  so-called  For- 
ward Movement,  that  Minnesota  Classis  looks  upon  this  movement  as 
a  work  of  man  and  not  agreeing  with  the  Word  of  God.  We  therefore 
request  the  Forward  Movement  Board  to  send  us  no  more  literature. 
We  also  request  our  congregations  to  take  no  part  in  this  movement; 
but  we  do  ask  all  our  congregations  to  support  all  our  institutions 
and  Boards  more  liberally  than  heretofore,  and  to  send  all  gifts 
directly  to  the  treasurers  of  the  various  Boards.  This  resolution  is  to 
be  published  in  the  Kirchenzeitung. 

4.  Eureka  Classis:  This  Classis  referred  the  various  recommenda- 
tions respecting  the  Forward  Movement  to  a  special  committee  which 
submitted  a  report  the  substance  of  which  is  a  resolution  that  the 
"Dakota  Classes"  form  a  new  Synod,  such  action  not  to  be  con- 
strued as  a  move  for  separation  from  the  Church  but  for  the  welfare 
of  the  congregations  which  have  been  disturbed  by  the  Forward 
Movement.  The  documents  in  the  hands  of  your  committee  do  not 
show  the  attitude  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest  to  this  resolution, 
which  recommends  the  formation  of  such  Syiiod  to  this  General  Synod. 

5.  New  York  Classis  overtures  General  Synod  to  make  the  statis- 
tical blanks  more  simple  by  reducing  their  number  and  form,  also 
changing  headings  that  give  rise  to  misunderstandings. 
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6.  German  Philadelphia  Classis  resolves  to  request  General  Synod 
to  abide  by  the  present  custom  of  meeting  only  once  every  three 
years.

To  the  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  After  due  deliberation  upon  the 
overture  of  the  Milwaukee  Classis  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest, 
your  Committee  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following: 

1.  That  it  is  not  within  the  province  of  the  General  Synod  to  pass 
judgment  in  the  abstract  upon  books  and  especially  not  upon  such 
books  as  are  not  submitted  to  it.  To  do  so  would  clearly  result  in 
the  establishment  of  a  sort  of  index  of  prohibited  books,  such  as  is 
in  existence  in  the  Roman  Catholic  Church. 
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2.  If,  however,  books  containing  false  doctrine  are  "written  by 
officers  or  members  of  the  Reformed  Church,  or  are  introduced  into 
schools  and  societies  of  congregations,  or  are  published  by  Boards 
over  which  the  General  Synod  has  original  jurisdiction,  then  charges 
may  be  brought  against  the  offender  according  to  the  way  prescribed 
by  the  constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church,  and  proceedings  may 
be  instituted  upon  the  basis  of  such  charges. 

3.  In  view  of  these  principles,  your  Committee  does  not  deem  it 
proper  and  just  for  the  General  Synod  to  pass  judgment  upon  the 
book  entitled  "Shorter  Bible,"  referred  to  in  the  overture  of  the 
Milwaukee  Classis. 

4.  That  we  assure  the  Classis  of  Milwaukee  that  the  General  Synod 
is  in  full  accord  with  the  doctrinal  position  in  regard  to  the  scrip- 
tures as  expressed  in  Articles  188  and  189  of  the  constitution  of  the 
Reformed  Church.

1.  A  resolution  to  form  a  new  Synod  from  the  Dakota  Classes. 

2.  The  reason  for  the  above  resolution:  namely,  that  the  welfare 
of  the  congregations  has  been  disturbed  by  the  Forward  Movement. 

Your  Committee  recommends 

A.  Since  there  is  no  request  to  General  Synod  to  authorize  the 
formation  of  a  new  Synod,  nor  any  evidence  that  the  steps  required 
by  Article  114  of  our  Constitution  relative  to  the  formation  of  a 
new  Synod  have  been  taken,  no  action  seems  to  be  required  in  this 
matter. 

B.  Concerning  the  second  item,  we  recommend  that  Eureka  Classis 
be  informed,  that  the  Forward  Movement  has  not  effected  the  other 
parts  of  the  Church  in  such  a  manner,  but  on  the  contrary,  has  proved 
a  great  blessing,  therefore  we  kindly  urge  Eureka  Classis,  to  make  an 
earnest  effort,  to  carry  out  the  Forward  Movement  in  spirit  and 
letter,  if  at  all  possible.

1.  Bequest  from  f,he  joint  commissions  to  ratify  actions  of  Ohio 
and  the  Central  Synods  forming  a  union  of  the  two  Synods. 

Your  committee  recommends  reference  to  a  Special  Committee. 

2.  Credentials  from  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  delegating  Eev.  E.  M.  Craig,  D.D.,  as  representative  to  the 
meeting  of  General  Synod. 

We  recommend  that  Dr.  Craig  be  heard  at  4  p.  m.,  at  the  time  when 
the  order  of  the  day  is  to  hear  correspondence  from  Sister  Churches. 

3.  Overtures  pertaining  to  Church  Organization.  (a)  From 
Westmoreland  Classis  asking  for  a  Committee  representing  the  whole. 
Church,  to  study  plan  of  organization;  (b)  from  Philadelphia 
Classis  asking  for  a  Commission  on  Church  Organization. 

We  recommend  that  these  requests  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee. 

4.  Overtures  pertaining  to  changes  in  Statistical  Blanks  from 
Mercersburg,  Miami,  Philadelphia,  New  York,  Lincoln,  Reading, 
Virginia  and  Allegheny'  Classes. 

We  recommend  that  these  requests  be  referred  to  the  Special  Com- 
mittee. 

5.  (a)  Request  from  Zion's  Classis  to  have  defined  the  proper 
relationship  of  pastor  in  a  federated  congregation. 

(ft)  Requests  that  General  Synod  gives  constitutional  interpreta- 
tion of  the  article  of  the  Constitution  regarding  the  minister  en- 
gaged in  secular  calling,  (c)  Nebraska  Classis  asks  for  a  deliver- 
ance on  Article  24  of  the  Constitution  in  reference  to  a  special  case. 

We  recommend  that  this  request  be  referred  to  the  Judicial  Com- 
mittee. 

6.  Overtures  from  Eev.  E.  G.  Krampe  requesting  an  interpreta- 
tion on  Article  24  of  the  Constitution  in  reference  to  a  special  con- 
crete case  in  Sheboygan  Classis. 

We  recommend  that  this  request  be  referred  to  the  Judicial  Com- 
mittee. 

7.  Amendments  to  the  Constitution:  (a)  Tiffin  Classis  recommends 
an   amendment   to    Article    21    of    the    constitution    in    regard    to    a 
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minister  engaged  in  secular  calling;  (ft)  Zion  Classis  overtures 
General  Synod  to  amend  question  4,  Article  84  of  the  Constitution 
so  that  it  may  be  stated  in  plainer  language. 

We  recommend  that  tliese  requests  be  referred  to  the  Judicial

hymns  to  300. 

We  recommend  that  these  requests  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee to  report  at  this  meeting.

We  recommend  that  these  requests  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee. 

10.  Overture  from  Philadelphia  Classis  for  the  organization  of  a 
historical  society. 

11.  Philadelphia  Classis  requests  General  Synod  to  give  suitable 
recognition  to  the  school  established  for  the  training  of  Deaconesses, 
Pastors,  Helpers  and  Educational  workers. 

12.  Beading  Classis:  (a)  requests  General  Synod  to  take  such 
action  in  the  disposal  of  business  so  that  items  be  referred  to  not 
more  than  one  Committee;  (b)  urges  that  General  Synod  recom- 
mends to  Committees  on  Minutes  of  General  Synod,  District  Synods 
and  Classes  to  group  the  items  on  a  certain  subject  and  recommend 
their  reference  to  the  proper  committee  direct. 

We  recommend  that  General  Synod  take  such  action. 

13.  Zion's  Classis  overtures  General  Synod  to  have  the  various 
Boards  of  the  church  present  their  financial  reports  in  itemized  form, 
including  the  salaries  of  Superintendents,  Secretaries,  office  forces  and 
other  ofSce  expenses. 

We  recommend  that  this  request  be  granted. 

14.  Request  from  the  International  Lyceum  and  Chatauqua  Asso- 
ciations that  opportunity  be  given  its  representative,  Geo.  H.  Turner, 
Executive  Secretary,  to  address  General  Synod  on  the  subject  of 
Cliautauqua  as  an  institution. 

We  recommend  that  ten  minutes  be  given  to  the  representative 
for  the  presentation  of  the  subject. 

15.  A  request  from  the  Near  East  Relief;  (o)  to  give  some  time 
during  the  meeting  of  General  Synod  to  prayer  in  behalf  of  the 
Christian  people  of  the  Near  East;  (h)  to  adopt  a  suitable  minute 
with  regard  to  the  situation  in  the  Near  East;  (c)  to  appoint  an 
advisoi-y  Committee  to  consider  a  possible  program  for  ensuing  year. 

We  recommend  that  this  request  be  referred  to  a  Special  Com- 
mittee. 

16.  The  Historical  Society  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  requests  General  Synod  to  commemorate  the  two  hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
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states,  and  that  General  Synod  recommend  such  a  celebration  to  all 
Synods,  Classes,  Congregations  and  Sunday-schools. 

We  recommend  that  this  request  be  referred  to  the  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  last  General  Synod,  for  the  proper  celebra- 
tion of  the  200th  anniversary. 

17.  Overture  from  the  General  Council  of  the  Keformed  and  Pres- 
byterian Churches  on  creating  a  joint  agency  on  Christian  Education. 

We  recommed  that  this  request  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion, which  is  to  be  created  at  this  meeting  of  General  Synod. 

18.  An  overture  from  the  Huguenot-Walloon  Netherland  Commis- 
sion to  make  provision  for  participation  in  the  Tercentenary  of  the 
settling  in  New  Netherlands  of  Walloons  by  the  Dutch  West  India 
Company.

We  recommend  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Orphans '  Home. 

29.  Catalogue  of  Hood  College,  Frederick,  Md.,  announcing  the 
30th  anniversary  of  the  College  and  also  the  30th  anniversary  of  the 
President  of  the  College,  Joseph  H.  Apple,  LL.D. 
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Resolved,  that  the  General  Synod  rejoices  in  the  prosperous  condi- 
tion of  Hood  College  and  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be 
directed  to  send  a  letter  of  congratulation  and  felicitation  to  the 
institution  and  its  President,  and  that  the  catalogue  be  placed  in 
the  archives  of  the  Synod.

40.  A  request  to  have  General  Synod  approve  and  commend  the 
action  of  thirty  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  in  establishing  "Headquarters 
for  members  and  friends  of  the  Reformed  Churches, ' '  at  Lake 
Chautauqua. 

Resolved,  that  we  heartily  commend  and  approve  this  action. 

41.  An  overture  from  Rev.  E.  H.  Wessler  asking  for  a  deliverance 
of  General  Synod  as  to  its  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  book  en- 
titled "Daily  Devotions"  containing  a  prayer  for  friends  in  the 
other  world. 

We  recommend  it  be  referred  to  a  special  committee.

On  Item  2.  Dr.  E.  M.  Craig  extended  the  greetings  of 
the  Presbyterian  Assembly  in  the  U.  S.  on  Thursday  at  4 
p.  m.  and  response  was  made  by  the  President  of  General 
Sj-nod. 

On  Item  3  the  following  report  was  presented  on  Tues- 
day morning  and  adopted  as  a  whole.  General  Synod,  on 
Wednesday  morning,  reconsidered  Item  1  of  the  report  and 
voted  to  strike  out  the  last  three  lines  beginning  "it  shall 
be  understood  that  no  one  shall  be  eligible,"  etc.,  and  the 
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report  was  again  adopted  as  a  whole.     The  report  is  as 
follows : 

To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  There  were  referred  to  your 
Special  Committee  two  overtures,  one  from  Philadelphia  Classis  of 
the  Eastern  Synod,  and  the  other  from  Westmoreland  Classis  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod. 

The  first  requests,  that,  ' '  Whereas,  the  general  trend  of  business 
is  to  simplify  organization  in  the  interest  of  efficiency  and  economy 
in  man  and  money-power,  and,  since  other  denominations  have  gone 
through,  or  are  going  tlirough,  a  process  of  reorganization,  with 
these  ends  in  view.  General  Synod  appoint  a  Commission  to  study 
the  organization  of  General  Synod,  its  Boards  and  its  agencies,  with 
a  view  of  carrying  on  the  Synod 's  work  by  means  of  an  ad-interim 
Committee,  and  of  increasing  the  efficiency,  in  keeping  with  economy, 
of  its  various  Boards  and  agencies,  and  of  conserving  ministers  for 
the  pastorate  whenever  laymen  are  able  to  function  in  the  same 
capacity. ' ' 

The  other  from  Westmoreland  Classis  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod, 
requests  that  the  General  Synod  appoint  a  committee  "Representa- 
tive of  the  whole  Church  to  study  the  whole  problem  of  our  church 
organization,  in  the  hope  that  a  plan  of  organization  may  be  adopted, 
which  will  be  more  effective  and  efficient  in  linking  up  the  work  of 
the  local  congregation  with  the  Boards  of  the  General  Synod." 

We  believe  that  these  overtures,  coming  as  they  do  from  two 
large  and  representative  Classes, — not  from  one  quarter  of  the 
Church  alone,  but  from  two  of  its  great  Synods,- — reflect  a  feeling 
that  has  of  late  been  taking  possession  of  the  Cliureh,  namely,  that 
the  whole  problem  of  our  church  organization  and  the  methods  of 
carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church  should  be  care- 
fully and  thoroughly  studied. 

Accordingly,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  a  Commission  be  formed  to  be  known  as  the  Efficiency 
Commission  of  the  General  Synod,  which  shall  have  as  its  chairman 
the  President  of  the  General  Synod,  and  shall  consist  of  one  minis- 
ter and  one  layman  from  each  of  the  District  Synods,  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dents of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  past  Presidents  and  Vice-Presi- 
dents of  the  General  Synod,  present  at  these  sessions  of  the  General 
Synod. 

2.  That  this  Commission  be  directed  to  make  a  thorough  study,  not 
only  of  the  organization  of  the  General  Synod,  itself,  and  of  the 
Avork  of  the  Church  as  a  whole,  but  of  the  operations  of  all  its 
Boards  and  agencies,  with  a  view  to  learning  whether  or  how  the 
Church's  work  can  be  carried  on  with  greater  efficiency  and  economy, 
and  to  report  its  findings  at  the  next  triennial  sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod. 

3.  That  this  Commission  be  further  directed  to  go  into  special 
session  just  prior  to  the  next  triennial  sessions  of  the  General  Synod 
for  as  long  a  period  of  days  as  may  be  necessary  to  make  a  com- 
plete and  thorough  study  of  the  immediate  needs  and  requirements 
of  the  various  Boards  as  reflected  in  the  budgets  about  to  be  sub- 
mitted at  the  next  triennial  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  with  a 
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view  to  effecting  possible  economies,  suggesting  possible  courses  of 
united  action,  and  coordinating  the  programs  of  the  various  Boards, 
and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  General  Synod  at  its  next  triennial 
sessions.

On  Item  4  the  Special  Committee  reported  on  Wednes- 
day morning  as  follows : 

To  the  Beverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Special  Committee  on  Sta- 
tistics Blanks  had  referred  to  them  overtures  and  requests  from  the 
following  Classes :  Miami  Classis,  Synods  of  Ohio ;  Allegheny  Classis, 
Pittsburgh  Synod;  Eeading  Classis  and  Philadelphia  Classis  of  the 
Eastern  Synod;  Lincoln  Classis,  Synod  of  the  Mid-west;  Mercers- 
burg  Classis  and  Virginia  Classis,  Synod  of  the  Potomac;  and  New 
York  Classis,  German  Synod  of  the  East. 

These  overtures  for  the  most  part  ask  for  simplified  statistical 
blanks  for  congregations  and  blanks  for  Sunday-schools  that  con- 
form to  our  approved  system  of  grading.  Valuable  suggestions  and 
recommendations  were  made  and  in  some  instances  forms  submitted. 

Your  Committee  gave  full  consideration  to  the  changes  proposed 
and  the  suggestions  made  and  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
General  Synod  should  adopt  new  forms  of  statistical  blanks  which 
will  be  both  comprehensive  and  simple  and  in  harmony  with  the 
present  day  program  and  activities  of  the  Church. 

We  recommend  the  following: 

1.  That  congregational  blanks  No.  1  and  No.  2  be  united  accord- 
ing to  the  form  herewith  submitted. 

2.  That  the  Sunday-school  Statistical  Blank  be  made  to  conform 
to  the  approved  system  of  grading  according  to  the  form  herewith 
submitted. 

3.  That  the  Young  People's  Society  Blank  be  changed  according 
to  the  form  herewith  submitted. 

4.  That  each  congregation  report  its  statistics  both  for  congre- 
gation and  the  church  school  on  a  separate  blank. 

5.  For  the  sake  of  uniformity  in  tabulating  statistics,  we  suggest 
the  following  to  the  proper  officials  of  Classes : 

(b)   That  Avhere  there  is  more  than  one  congregation  in  a  charge, 
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the  names  of  both  the  charge  and  the  names  of  the  congregations  be 
given  in  the  column  marked,  "Name  of  Charge  or  Congregation."

Items  5,  6,  7  were  referred  to  the  Judicial  Committee. 
This  Committee  made  report  to  General  Synod  on  Tuesday 
evening  as  follows : 

To  the  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Judicial  Committee  begs  leave 
to  report  as  follows  on  the  items  submitted  to  us : 

I.  The  Synod  of  the  Northwest  asks  for  the  decision  of  General 
Synod  with  reference  to  the  validity  of  the  acts  of  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  Classis  before  they  have  Vjeen  ratified  by  the  Classis,  in  ac- 
cordance with  Art.  94  of  the  Constitution.  Your  Committee  recom- 
mends the  following  action : 

The  appointment  of  an  Executive  Committee  is  permissive,  and 
when  a  Classis  appoints  such  a  body,  it  is  giving  such  Executive 
Committee  full  power  of  attorney  to  transact  any  business  within 
the  limitations  provided  in  Article  94.  The  decisions  of  said  Com- 
mittee are,  therefore,  as  authoritative  as  if  made  by  the  Classis  itself, 
and  do  not  require  the  subsequent  ratification  of  Classis  to  be  made 
valid.  The  requirement  that  the  Executive  Committee  shall  present 
its  report  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  revision  and  incorporation  in 
the  minutes  of  the  Classis  involves  only  the  correction  of  possible 
errors  in  said  report,  and  does  not  mean  that  the  actions  of  the  Com- 
mittee do  not  become  effective  until  Classis  has  ratified  them. 

II.  An  overture  from  the  Rev.  E.  G.  Krampe  requests  the  General 
Synod  for  a  definite  interpretation  of  the  clause  in  Article  2-4  of  the 
Constitution,  regarding  the  reception  of  a  minister  from  another 
denomination,  which  reads  thus:  "He  shall  be  admitted  hy  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Classis  to  which  be  has  applied  for  reception." 
The  petition  asks  whether  this  means   a  vote  of  two-thirds   of  the

— It  would  be  helpful  to  report  organized  classes,  giving  Name 
below,  indicating  whether  Young  People  or  Adult,  and  giving  name  and 
address  of  Secretary. 
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total  membersliip  of  Classis  or  a  vote  of  two -thirds  of  the  members 
present,  or  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast.  In  view  of  the  provision  of 
Article  80,  that  three  ministers  and  two  elders  regularly  convened 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  the  fact 
that  all  members  of  Classis  have  an  equal  right  to  share  in  the  ex- 
amination of  the  orthodoxy  and  purity  of  intentions  of  the  applicant, 
it  is  evident  to  your  Committee  that  the  requirements  of  Article  24 
are  fully  met  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  of  Classis  pres- 
ent and  voting,  and  we  recommend  that  General  Synod  interpret  the 
meaning  of  the  Constitution  accordingly. 

III.  Zion's  Classis,  Synod  of  the  Southwest,  requests  General 
Synod  to  define  the  relationship  between  the  Classis  and  a  pastor  of 
a  Federated  Church,  who  is  a  member  of  another  denomination. 
Your  Committee  recommends  the  following  reply: 

A  Classis  may  appoint  a  committee  to  assist  in  the  installation  of 
a  pastor  in  a  Federated  Church  within  its  bounds,  if  the  pastor-elect 
is  a  duly  accredited  minister  of  an  Evangelical  Church,  and  is  ap- 
proved by  the  Classis  for  such  a  work ;  and  he  may  be  officially  desig- 
nated as  Stated  Supply  of  said  parish,  who  is  expected  to  make  an 
annual  report  to  Classis. 

IV.  The  Eastern  Synod  joins  with  East  Pennsylvania  Classis  in 
"recommending  to  the  General  Synod  the  Amendment  of  the  Con- 
stitution to  permit  the  granting  to  women  of  the  same  rights,  privi- 
leges and  prerogatives  of  representation  and  of  holding  office  in  the 
congregations.  Classes,  District  Synods  and  General  Synod,  which 
now  belong  to  men. ' '  Closely  related  to  this  is  Item  6  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Home  Missions  of  this  Synod,  which  was 
also  referred  to  your  Committee,  which  recommends  ' '  the  addition 
of  three  women  members  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  be 
elected  from  and  by  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  of  General 
Synod. ' '     Your  Committee  begs  to  recommend  the  following  reply : 

The  election  of  women  members  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
does  not  appear  to  be  prohibited  by  the  Constitution ;  the  election 
would  have  to  be  by  the  General  Synod,  though  the  Women's  Mis- 
sionary Society  could  be  granted  the  privilege  of  making  nomina- 
tions. There  does  not  appear  to  your  Committee  to  be  sufficient 
reason  at  this  time  for  the  election  of  women  members  on  one  Board 
of  the  Church  to  the  exclusion  of  the  other  Boards,  or  even  of  elect- 
ing women  on  any  of  the  Boards  of  General  Synod  before  they  have 
representation  in  Consistories,  Classes  and  Synods.  In  view,  how- 
ever, of  the  growing  importance  of  this  question,  and  the  undoubted 
contribution  of  Christian  womanhood  to  the  work  of  the  Kingdom, 
we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  representative  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  at  least  one  member  from  each  Synod,  to  make  a  study 
of  this  entire  problem  of  the  representation  of  women  on  ecclesiasti- 
cal judicatories,  with  instructions  to  report  their  findings  to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  of  1926. 

V.  Zion's  Classis,  Southwest  Synod,  asks  General  Synod  to  amend 
the  Constitution  so  as  to  state  in  plainer  language  Question  4,  Article 
84.  Because  of  the  difficulties  involved,  your  Committee  recommends 
that  the  request  be  not  granted,  but  that'the  Presidents  of  Classes  be 
urged  to  read  Article  200  of  the  Constitution  in  connection  with 
Question  4  of  Article  84,  when  interrogating  the  Elders  at  Classis 

VI.  North  Dakota  Classis  asks  for  an  interpretation  of  th£  Consti- 
tution with  regard  to  a  minister  of  Classis  who  is  devoting  himself 
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to  a  secul.ar  calling,  with  the  consent  of  Classis,  but  who  does  not 
give  to  the  local  Eeformed  Church  the  benefit  of  his  presence  and 
support.  We  reconimeud  the  following  reply:  If  Classis  gives  con- 
sent that  any  minister  may  engage  in  a  secular  calling,  said  minister 
retains  all  his  rights  and  privileges.  If  his  manner  of  life  is  not  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution  of  our  Church, 
the  forms  and  methods  of  discipline  are  therein  defined,  and  may  be 
applied  by  the  Classis. 

VII.  Tiffin  Classis  offers  an  amendment  to  Article  21  of  the  Con- 
stitution, defining  the  status  of  ministers  engaged  in  secular  work. 
Your  Committee  does  not  find  the  proposal  submitted  in  correct  form 
and  is  not  able,  therefore,  to  approve  it;  but  we  feel  that  there  is 
so  much  sentiment  for  a  more  satisfactory  interpretation  of  the 
status  of  a  minister  who  continues  in  secular  work,  that  the  entire 
problem  should  be  carefully  studied  for  future  action.  "We  recom- 
mend that  the  subject  be  referred  to  a  Commission,  with  instructions 
to  report  to  the  next  General  Synod. 

VIII.  Nebraska  Classis  asks  for  an  interpretation  of  Article  24, 
with  regard  to  the  reception  of  a  minister  who,  after  serving  a 
pastorate  in  our  denomination,  was  dismissed  to  another  denomina- 
tion and  later  asked  to  be  re-admitted  to  Classis.  We  recommend 
the  following  reply:  The  Constitution  does  not  provide  for  any  ex- 
ception to  be  made  in  favor  of  such  applicants  for  membership  in  a 
Classis  who  may  previously  have  been  ministers  of  the  Eeformed 
Cliurch,  and  Classis  is,  therefore,  within  its  rights  in  requiring  the 
signature  of  such  applicant  to  the  formula  prescribed  for  licentiates. 

IX.  To  your  Committee  was  also  referred  Item  1  in  the  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Catechetical  Manual,  with  instructions  to  prepare 
an  Amendment  to  Article  204  of  the  Constitution,  giving  permission 
to  use  supplementary  material  in  the  preparation  of  youth  for  Church 
membership.  We  recommend  that  General  Synod  adopt  and  submit 
for  approval  to  the  Classes,  as  an  Amendment  to  Article  204,  the 
addition  of  the  following,  at  the  end  of  the  Article,  *  *  Together  with 
such  simplified  catechetical  manual  or  other  helps  in  the  preparation 
of  prospective  Communicants  as  may  be  approved  by  General  Synod, 
in  harmony  with  the  requirements  of  the  Constitution. ' '

General  Synod  took  action  on  the  foregoing  report  as  fol- 
lows: 

Items  1,  2,  3,  5,  6,  and  8  were  adopted. 

Items  4  and  7  were  adopted,  and  referred  to  a  Special 
Commission  with  instruction  to  make  report  in  1926.  For 
Commissions  see  list  of  Special  Committees. 
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On  Item  9  General  Synod  voted  first  to  amend  by  the 
addition  of  words  "Based  on  the  Heidelberg  Catechism." 
Then  voted  to  strike  out  the  item  and  to  refer  the  Classes 
making  the  overture  to  Art.  204  of  the  Constitution. 

The  report  was  finally  adopted  as  a  whole. 

Item  8  (a)  and  (&)  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee 
with  instruction  to  report  at  this  meeting.  The  Committee 
made  report  on  Wednesday  morning  as  follows : 

To  the  Beverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  a  partial,  or  word  edition 
of  the  Church  Hymnal,  begs  leave  to  report  that  two  overtures  were 
referred  to  your  committee,  one  from  the  Classis  of  Virginia,  asking 
for  the  publication  of  a  partial  edition,  and  the  other,  for  a  word 
edition,  from  the  Classis  of  North  Carolina. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  new  Hymnal  is  the  completed  work 
performed  jointly  by  the  General  Church  Synods  of  the  Eeformed 
Church  in  America  and  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
a  partial  edition  might  unduly  violate  the  spirit  of  the  joint  work, 
and  narrow  instead  of  broaden  Christian  worship;  and  in  considera- 
tion of  the  changes  that  have  taken  place  in  our  modern  life,  in  which 
our  young  people  in  the  public  schools  are  trained  to  sing  with  the 
music  set  before  them,  a  mere  word  edition  would  be  disappointing 
to  many  in  the  more  general  participation  in  congregational  singing 
especially  in  advancing  their  knowledge  of  the  newer  hymnology. 

Therefore  your  Committee  recommends: 

1.  That  for  the  present  and  in  view  of  the  very  recent  introduction 
of  the  New  Hymnal.     General  Synod  declines  to  grant  these  requests. 

2.  In  response  to  the  desire  for  a  cheaper  edition  of  the  Hymnal, 
which  is  voiced  in  each  of  these  overtures,  we  would  recommend  that 
our  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board  be  requested  to  lower  the 
rate  of  charges  for  the  Hymnal  as  soon  as  prices  of  paper,  labor, 
etc.,  will  justify;  and  also  that  the  attention  of  such  Classes  be 
called  to  the  new  song  books  ' '  Church  and  School  Hymnal ' '  published 
by  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board,  and  "  Immortal  Songs  " 
published  by  Central  Publishing  House,  in  each  of  which  is  a  splendid 
collection  of  hjnnns  suitable  for  the  regular  church  services.

Iteyn  9  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  which  re- 
ported on  Tuesday  afternoon.  The  report  was  received 
amended  and  adopted  as  a  whole  as  follows : 
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To  the  General  Synod: 

Deae  Fathers  and  Beethben:  Your  Committee  on  Catechetical 
Manual  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

Two  overtures  were  placed  into  our  hands:  One  from  the  Classis  of 
Virginia  respectfully  requesting  the  General  Synod  to  appoint  a 
committee  to  prepare  a  simple  catechetical  manual  for  use  in  prepar- 
ing our  young  people  for  confirmation;  and  anotlicr  from  the  Marylaiul 
Classis  requesting  the  General  Synod  to  appoint  a  commission  to 
prepare  a  manual  to  be  used  in  instructing  prospective  church  mem- 
bers for  efficient  service  in  the  Church,  the  same  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  the  Heidelberg  Catechism. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  specifically  states,  in  Article  204,  that  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism  shall  be  used  for  instruction  in  preparing  the  youth  for 
confirmation,  and 

Inasmuch  as  the  constant  need  felt  by  many  pastors  for  a  simpli- 
fied manual  of  instruction  has  created  a  demand  for  such  a  manual, 
and  has  led  to  the  actual  preparation  and  use  of  certain  manuals 
contrary  to  Article  204  of  the  constitution,  we  make  the  following 
recommendations : 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  instruct  the  Judicial  Committee  to  pre- 
pare an  amendment  to  Article  204  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  which  will  permit  the  use 
of  a  simplified  catechetical  manual  in  addition  to  the  Heidelberg 
Catechism  for  instructing  the  youth  preparatory  to  church  member- 
ship. 

2.  That  the  General  Synod  appoint  a  Commission  to  prepare  a 
simplified  catechetical  manual  for  instructing  persons  preparatory 
to  confirmation,  the  preparation  of  this  manual  to  begin  after  two- 
thirds  of  the  Classes  have  ratified  the  proposed  constitutional  amend- 
ment. 

3.  That  the  General  Synod  instruct  the  Board  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation to  prepare  a  manual  to  be  used  in  instructing  prospective 
church  members  for  efficient  service  in  the  Cliurch.

To  the  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Special  Committee  on  Near 
East  Eelief  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

There  was  referred  to  your  Committee  Item  15  of  the  Eeport  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  having  reference  to  the  adop- 
tion of  some  definite  action  with  regard  to  the  situation  in  the  Near 
East  and  to  challenge  anew  the  generosity  of  our  congregations  and 
Sunday-schools  so  tliat  the  Orphanages,  Hospitals  and  Eescue  Homes 
may  be  maintained,  together  with  the  appointment  of  an  Advisory 
Committee. 

We  recommend  the  following: 

Item  1.  The  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  recognizes  the 
immediate  need  in  the  Near  East  which  has  been  increased  by  the 
continual  expulsion  of  Cliristians  from  Asia  Minor.  We  appreciate  the 
value  of  the  international  reconstruction  program  that  is  being 
carried  on  by  Near  East  Eelief,  both  in  its  ministry  of  relief,  and 
in  the  excellent  work  of  its  orphanages,  where  the  children  are  being 
educated  in  a  Christian  atmosphere  and  trained  in  self-support  to 
become  the  nucleus  of  the  new  Near  East.  It  is  evident  that  this 
work  must  be  continued  until  the  children  are  capable  of  self-support, 
the  boys  especially  replacing  the  men  of  effective  years,  who  have  so 
generally  disappeared. 

Item  2.  We  approve  the  co-operation  that  our  Churches  and 
Sunday-schools,  Church  papers  and  District  Synods  and  Classes  have 
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given  this  organiation,  ■vvhicli  is  finally  representative  of  the  Church  of 
America  in  its  inter-dcnoniinational  aspects. 

We  express  the  hoi>e  that  our  people  will  continue  their  support 
undiminished,  and  co-operate  with  the  Near  East  Relief  to  make  an 
annual  presentation  in  Churches  and  Sunday-schools  for  pledges  and 
offerings,  preferably  in  connection  with  a  community  campaign  or 
a  church  field  day,  or  on  the  second  Sunday  of  January,  as  has  been 
recommended  in  our  denomination  in  the  past. 

Item  3.  We  approve  the  appointment  of  an  Advisory  Committee 
of  seven  to  co-operate  with  Near  East  Relief  in  its  educational  and 
promotional  program,  and  recommend  that  this  Committee  designate 
a  sub-committee  for  quick  action  when  needed.  We  ask  the  Advisory 
Committee  to  consider  tlie  question  of  justice  and  protection  for 
Christian  Minorities  and  to  co-operate,  where  they  deem  wise,  with 
Near  East  Relief  or  with  other  interested  organizations  to  secure 
support  for  the  Government  in  the  steps  it  has  taken  in  this  direction 
and  such  further  action  as  it  may  find  possible  in  the  future  to 
secure  the  fundamental  rights  of  these  adult  refugees  and  orphan 
ehildren. 

Item  4.  An  overture  (No.  38)  from  The  German  Philadelphia  Classis 
in  reference  to  the  relief  of  the  people  in  Central  Europe  was  also 
referred  to  your  Committee  and  we  beg  to  recommend  that  our 
Classes,  congregations  and  members  be  urged  to  bear  the  urgent 
appeal  in  mind  as  it  comes  to  us  from  those  in  dire  need  in  Central 
Europe,  since  many  of  them  are  of  our  household  of  faith  and  our 
help  would  be  an  expression  of  brotherly  love  and  Christian  bene- 
ficence.

At  our  meeting  Ave  invited  the  President  of  the  College,  Rev.  Dr. 
A.  D.  Wolfinger,  Members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  pastors  of  the 
Classis,  to  be  present  and  give  us  in  verbal  form  the  facts  concerning 
this  educational  institution. 

From  what  these  brethren  told  us,  and  from  the  reading  of  the 
overture,  we  learned  the  following  concerning  this  college : 

1.  Catawba  has  been  in  existence  for  72  years.  In  that  period  of 
time  it  has  sent  65  into  the  ministry  of  the  gospel  of  the  Reformed 
Church.  If  this  institution  had  done  nothing  else  in  its  history  than 
just  that,  it  would  amply  have  repaid  those  who  gave  to  it  of  their 
time,  their  thought  and  their  money.  Large,  indeed,  are  such 
dividends;  but  it  has  graduated  a  number  of  young  men  who  have 
gone  into  the  ministry  of  other  denominations.  It  has  also  educated 
young  men  for  other  professions,  lawyers,  doctors, — young  women 
who  have  gone  back  into  the  churches  and  there  they  are  the  leaders 
in  every  advance  movement  for  the  enlargement  of  the  Kingdom. 

2.  That  which  saddened  the  hearts  of  your  committee  was  to  learn 
of  the  critical  condition  of  the  college.  In  plain  words  we  were  told 
that  unless  two  things  are  done  the  doors  of  the  institution  will  not 
be  opened  this  fall.     These  two  things  are: 

(a)  According  to  the  educational  standards  of  this  State,  Catawba 
is  now  a  Junior  College.  This  is  to  be  changed  in  such  a  way  that 
it  will  be  made  a  college  of  the  Grade  "A"  standard.  This  is  an 
unqualified  demand  on  the  part  of  the  patrons  of  the  college.  They 
will  not  further  support  it  financially,  nor  will  the  parents  continue 
to  send  their  children  to  it. 

(b)  To  do  this  requires  a  large  amount  of  money,  and  this  the 
college  does  not  have..  Help,  large  help,  must  be  given  by  the  whole 
Reformed  Church.  It  should  have  at  least  $350,000,  if  not  $400,000. 
North  Carolina  cannot  raise  this  amount  alone,  but  its  friends  assured 
the  committee  that  it  could  raise  possibly  the  half  of  this  amount 
and  unless  in  this  emergency  this  absolute  financial  aid  is  given 
there  is  no  hope  of  saving  the  institution. 

(c)  To  permit  this  college  to  die  is  unthinkable.  The  continuance 
of  this  college  is  an  absolute  necessity  if  we  are  to  continue  our 
work  in  the  South,  and  thus,  assist  in  pre-empting  this  rapidly  de- 
veloping and  most  promising  section  of  our  country  for  Christ. 
What  the  college  has  done  is  an  indication  as  to  what  it  will  do  as  a 
Home  Missionary  center. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  committee  would  submit  the  following 
for  your  consideration  and  action: 
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(1)  Synod  endorses  the  desire  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the 
Faculty  and  the  friends  of  the  institution  to  change  the  standing  of 
the  college  from  that  of  a  Junior  College  to  that  of  a  Grade  "  A " 
College. 

(2)  Synod  pledges  its  moral  and  financial  support  to  Catawba 
College,  so  vital  to  the  life  and  growth  of  our  denomination  in  the 
South,  asking  our  pastors  to  open  their  pulpits  as  soon  as  possible 
to  its  representatives,  pleading  with  our  men  and  women  of  means 
to  consider  it  as  a  place  of  most  fruitful  investment. 

(3)  We  do  not  deem  it  expendient  in  this  report  to  make  any 
recommendation  as  to  the  relocation  of  Catawba  College.  This  is  a 
question  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Classis 
of  North  Carolina  after  a  careful  survey  of  all  conditions.  The  offer 
of  the  splendid  property  at  Salisbury  is  an  example  of  the  great 
possibilities  open  to  the  College  should  relocation  be  determined  upon. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  in  the  development  of  the  institution 
into  a  standard  "A"  college,  the  physical  requirements  as  to  build- 
ings and  equipment  must  be  fully  and  adequately  met. 

(4)  Inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is  giving  to  Catawba 
College  at  the  rate  of  $200,000  out  of  its  quota  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment, and  inasmuch  as  this  institution  is  the  chief  Missionary  agency 
for  the  promotion  of  our  denomination  in  the  South,  your  Committee 
recommends  that  Synod  requests  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  act 
with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  College  in  an  advisory  capcity.

In  the  consideration  of  the  foregoing  report  General 
Synod  was  addressed  by  Drs.  J.  C,  Leonard,  Geo.  W.  Rich- 
ards, Joseph  H.  Apple,  W.  W.  Rowe,  and  A.  D.  Wolfinger, 
the  president  of  Catawba  College.  The  report  was  finally 
adopted  as  a  whole. 

Item  24  was  adopted,  the  book  received  and  ordered  to  be 
placed  in  the  Archives  and  a  letter  of  appreciation  through 
the  Stated  Clerk  was  authorized. 

Item  25  with  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Item  28  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Orphans'  Homes. 

Item  29  was  adopted,  the  catalogue  ordered  placed  in  the 
archives,  and  the  following  resolution  adopted : 

Resolved:  That  General  Synod  rejoices  in  the  progress 
of  the  Institution  and  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
send  a  letter  of  congratulations  to  the  College  and  Dr. 
Apple. 
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Item  33  was  adopted  and  ordered  marked  ''Attended  to." 
See  Item  27  of  the  Report. 

Item  35  was  adopted,  together  with  the  following:  Re- 
solved: That  General  Synod  does  not  see  its  way  clear  to 
agree  to  the  request  at  present. 

Item  37  was  referred  to  a  Special  Committee  which  made 
report  on  Wednesday  as  follows: 

To  the  General  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  There  was  referred  to  our  Committee  a  com- 
munication from  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  on  Eeligious  work 
in  the  Canal  Zone,  requesting  an  appropriation  of  $2,000  toward  the 
completion  of  the  Union  Protestant  Church,  in  the  Canal  Zone.  We 
carefully  considered  the  material  referred  to  us.  We  are  not  un- 
mindful of  the  need  of  the  church  and  of  religious  services  in  the 
Canal  Zone,  particularly  at  Balboa,  which  is  the  administration  city; 
but  because  of  the  shortage  of  funds  for  the  prosecution  of  more 
urgent  tasks  nearer  home,  your  Committee  reports  that  the  General 
Synod  does  not  see  its  way  clear  at  this  time  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quest for  an  appropriation  for  this  particular  work.

Item  39  was  adopted  and  the  request  referred  to  the 
Commission  on  Temperance. 

Item  40  was  adopted  and  the  action  of  thirty  members 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  of  A.,  and  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  in  establishing  headquarters 
for  members  and  friends  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Lake 
Chautauqua,  N.  Y.,  was  approved. 

Item  41  was  adopted  and  finally  referred  to  a  Special 
Committee  with  Dr.  B.  S.  Stern  as  Chairman.  This  Com- 
mittee submitted  its  report  on  Wednesday  afternoon  which 
was  forthwith  adopted. 

The  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures  was 
finally,  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  adopted  as  a  whole. 

6.  CORRESPONDENCE  WITH  SISTER  CHURCHES 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Correspondence  with  Sister 
Churches  presented  its  report  on  Tuesday  evening.  The 
report  was  considered  and  adopted  as  a  whole.  It  is  as 
follows : 
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To  the  Beverend  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  on  Correspondence 
with  Sister  Churches  would  report  that  tliey  had  the  following  docu- 
ments referred  to  them. 

1.  Three  Eeports  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Churches  in  America  of  1920,  1921  and  1922,  respectively; 
also  the  Minutes  of  the  Council  meeting  in  1922. 

2.  The  Constitution  of  the  Presbyterian  Reformed  Church  of 
America. 

3.  Plan  and  Recommendation  for  Committee  on  Education  of 
Presbyterian  Reformed  Church. 

4.  The  Minutes  of  the  World  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Churches 
holding  the  Presbyterian  system  for  1923. 

The  first  three  documents  come  from  the  Council  of  the  Reformed 
Churches.  The  most  important  matter  that  it  brings  before  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  is  the  Plan  of  Cooperation.  We  recommend  that  the  re- 
quest for  appointment  of  a  committee  of  Presbyterian  Reformed 
Church  be  granted  and  that-  our  Publication  and  Sunday-school 
Board  be  authorized  to  appoint  two  representatives  during  the 
triennium. 

The  third  document  was  sent  by  the  Reformed  Alliance.  It  re- 
veals that  this  World  Alliance  has  since  the  world  war  become  very 
active  in  aiding  the  suffering  churches  of  Europe.  Two  years  ago 
its  constituent  churches  raised  and  sent  over  $100,000.00.  Last  year 
they  sent  about  $40,000.00.  The  Alliance  has  also  had  a  Committee 
that  has  sent  a  good  deal  of  clothing,  shoes,  &c.,  to  Europe.  (About 
five  tons  last  year  and  seven  tons  this  year.)  This  committee  has,  in 
the  last  two  years,  received  about  $5,000.00  of  which  about  half  was 
for  transportation  and  the  rest  was  sent  to  Europe.  The  Alliance 
has  also  instituted  a  movement  to  bring  students  for  the  ministry 
from  the  Continent  of  Europe  to  Theological  Seminaries  in  America 
as  those  churches  are  too  poor  to  educate  them  and  besides  some  of 
those  lands  have  no  schools  of  Theology  to  educate  them.  There  are 
four  such  students  at  Princeton  (Two  Hungarians,  2  Bohemians)  ; 
3  at  Lancaster  (Hungarians)  2  at  Dayton  (Hungarians)  and  one  at 
Pittsburgh,  (Lithuanian).  More  will  come  over  this  Summer.  The 
Alliance  is  also  arranging  to  provide  new  Theological  books  and 
periodicals  for  the  libraries  of  the  Theological  Universities  in 
Bohemia  and  Hungary  which  have  not  been  able  to  get  books  since 
before  the  war.  We  suggest  that  the  General  Synod  commend  the 
Alliance  for  this  philanthropic  work  for  the  suffering  Reformed  in 
Europe.

Report  to  the  General  Synod  of  its  Delegates  to  the  Federal  Council 
of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 

May,  1923. 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Federal  Council  of  the 
Cliurches  of  Christ  in  America  is  comprised  of  thirty  different  de- 
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nominations  representing  about  twenty  million  Christians.  It  meets 
once  every  four  years.  The  last  meeting  was  held  in  Boston,  Mass., 
in  December,  1920.  The  representatives  of  the  Reformed  Church  are 
as  follows :

The  terms  of  the  first  five  expire  in  1925  and  of  the  other  six  in 
1929.  Dr.  Philip  Vollmer,  having  withdrawn  from  the  denomination, 
ceases  to  be  a  member  of  the  delegation  and  provision  for  the  unex- 
pired term  should  be  made  at  this  time. 

Its  Executive  Committee  is  composed  of  representatives  appointed 
by  its  constituent  bodies.  This  Committee  meets  annually.  In  1921 
it  met  in  Chicago,  111.;  in  1922,  at  Indianapolis,  Ind.  C.  E.  Schaef- 
fer,  R.  W.  Miller  and  H.  J.  Christman  are  members  of  this  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Administrative  Committee  consists  of  one  member  from  each 
body.  This  meets  monthly.  Dr.  Rufus  W.  Miller  is  the  representa- 
tive of  the  Reformed  Church  and  also  serves  as  Vice  President  of 
this  Committee. 

Its  headquarters  are  in  New  York  City,  but  it  maintains  an  office 
in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  another  in  Chicago,  111. 

The  President  of  the  Council  is  Dr.  Robert  E.  Speer,  and  the 
Secretaries  are  Dr.  Charles  S.  MacFarland  and  Dr.  Samuel  McCrea 
Cavert.  The  work  of  the  Council  is  carried  forward  largely  through 
its  Commissions.  The  Reformed  Church  is  represented  on  all  of 
these  Commissions  not  only  on  the  part  of  the  regular  delegates,  but 
also  by  those  throughout  the  Church  who  are  specially  interested  in 
certain  particular  phases  of  work.  The  Council  also  provides  for  an 
annual  conference  of  the  presiding  officers  of  the  various  denomina- 
tions. It  is  in  this  way  that  the  whole  field  of  Christian  activity  is 
properly  correlated  and  programs  of  work  formulated  and  carried 
into  effect.  It  would  be  impossible  to  go  into  a  detailed  account  of 
the  work  of  the  Council  along  its  manifold  lines.  A  mere  mention  of 
the  names  of  the  various  Commissions  will  indicate  the  scope  of 
service  rendered. 

The  Commission  on  Evangelism  and  Life  Service  has  assumed  a 
primary  place  among  the  Council 's  Commissions.  It  has  placed 
Evangelism  into  the  center  of  the  Church's  program.  It  has  annually 
held  conferences  with  pastors  and  leading  Church  workers  in  many 
of  the  large  centers  of  population  and  has  greatly  stimulated  the 
churches  so  that  the  last  year  has  marked  a  new  record  in  the  in- 
gathering of  members  into  the  Churches.  It  has  prepared  the  Topics 
for  the  Week  of  Prayer  and  also  the  Topics  for  the  Fellowship  of 
Prayer  during  the  Pre-Easter  Season.  These  Topics  have  been  uni- 
versally used  and  by  this  method  there  was  fostered  a  unity  of  spirit 
and  life  among  the  Churches. 

The  Commission  on  the  Church  and  Social  Service  has  rendered 
very  valuable  services.     It  has  organized  its  work  under  varied  de-

partments,  such  as,  the  Department  of  Community  Eelations,  the  De- 
partment of  Child  Welfare,  the  Research  Department,  the  Educational 
Committee  and  Publications.  It  issues  a  weekly  information  Bulletin 
which  goes  to  more  than  2,500  people.  It  has  made  various  researches 
and  surveys  which  have  helped  to  bring  social  and  industrial  condi- 
tions to  the  attention  of  the  Church  at  large. 

The  Commission  on,  the  Councils  of  Churclies  {Local  and  State) 
as  been  very  active  in  establishing  Councils  in  local  centers  and  in 
effecting  State  Federations.  Five  State  Councils  have  been  estab- 
lished. In  these  the  Committee  on  Comity,  which  is  composed  of  the 
denominational  Missionary  and  Church  Extension  Secretaries,  seeks 
to  prevent  over-lapping  and  hurtful  rivalry,  while  at  the  same  time 
it  endeavors  to  promote  active  cooperation  in  the  various  centers. 
About  sixty  men  and  ten  women  are  employed  by  the  Councils  and 
Federations  in  America. 

The  Commission  on  International  Justice  and  Good-will  seeks  to 
cover  the  whole  field  of  international  relationships.  It  has  inter- 
ested itself  principally  in  creating  a  sentiment  favorable  to  the  limi- 
tation of  armaments  and  looking  towards  a  warless  world.  Through 
its  literature,  which  was  widely  distributed,  a  healthy  sentiment  was 
created.  It  also  interests  itself  in  the  work  of  relief  principally  in 
Russia,  in  Austria  and  in  the  Near  East. 

The  Commission  on  Eelations  with  France  and  Belgium  continues 
to  function.  It  has  already  distributed  needed  relief  to  the  stricken 
people  and  churches  of  France  and  Belgium.  Our  own  National 
Service  Commission  gave  $50,000  through  this  Commission  for  Re- 
lief in  France  and  Belgium  and  is  sending  its  money  through  this 
Commission  for  the  building  of  a  Memorial  Reformed  Church  at 
Chateau  Thierry,  France. 

The  Commission  on  Eelations  with  Eeligious  Bodies  in  Europe  has 
established  friendly  fellowship  with  the  Protestant  bodies  abroad. 
Last  Summer  an  important  conference  was  held  at  Copenhagen  for 
the  purpose  of  investigating  the  situation  of  Protestantism  in  Europe. 
There  has  also  been  effected  the  organization  of  the  American  Sec- 
tion of  the  Universal  Conference  of  the  Church  of  Christ  on  Life 
and  Work.  Friendly  visitors  from  America  to  Europe  and  from 
Europe  to  America  are  seeking  to  keep  these  relations  alive. 

The  Commission  on  the  Church  and  Eace  Eelations  is  one  of  the 
newer  creations  of  the  Council.  The  race  problem  in  America  is 
pressing  for  solution.  The  Commission  is  disseminating  valuable  in- 
formation through  the  public  press  and  Church  periodicals  and  is  at 
present  engaged  in  conducting  a  nation-wide  campaign  to  niarshall 
the  Church  against  the  lynching  evil.  It  is  also  carrying  on  an  edu- 
cational campaign  to  interest  white  and  negro  churches  to  secure 
better  provision  for  neglected  and  dependent  negro  children. 

The  Commission  on  the  National  Huguenot-Walloon  Tercentenary 
has  also  been  formed.  The  purpose  of  this  Commission  is  to  organ- 
ize a  suitable  memorial  celebration  on  the  coming  of  the  first  French 
and  Belgian  Huguenots  to  America.  The  Rev.  John  Baer  Stoudt, 
of  our  Church,  is  the  Director  of  this  Commission.  The  following 
plans  have  been  projected: 

(a),  a  tour  to  the  Huguenot  centers  in  Europe  during  the  summer 
of  1923. 

(b).  the  last  Sunday  of  April,   1924,  to  be  kept  as  "Huguenot 
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Tercentenary  Sunday"  by  the  constituent  denominations  of  the 
Council. 

(c).  the  constituent  bodies  of  the  Council  to  be  asked  to  appoint 
Committees  to  cooperate  with  the  Commission  and  arrange  for  the 
observance  of  "Huguenot  Tercentenary  Sunday"  in  their  congrega- 
tions and  to  arrange  for  a  special  service  at  the  annual  meetings  of 
their  assemblies. 

(d).  to  foster  local  celebrations  in  Huguenot  centers  in  the  spring 
of  1924. 

(e).  to  arrange  for  a  Huguenot  Congress  to  meet  in  New  York 
City  in  May,  1924. 

The  Commission  on  Christian  Education  seeks  to  coordinate  the 
many  agencies  working  in  the  field  of  religious  education. 

The  Commission  on  Temperance  operates  without  a  Budget  and 
without  a  Secretary.  It  brings  its  influence  to  bear  on  State  and 
Federal  authorities  for  law  enforcement  and  the  abolition  of  the 
sale  of  liquor  on  United  States  Steamship  Lines.  It  is  arranging  a 
conference  with  denominational  Temperance  Boards  to  work  out  a 
campaign  of  education  in  the  support  of  temperance  and  prohibition 
laws. 

The  Committee  on  the  War  and  the  Beligioxis  Outlook  continued  to 
function  during  part  of  the  triennium.  It  issued  a  number  of  out- 
standing volumes  of  religious  literature,  such  as,  "Eeligion  Among 
American  Men, "  "  The  Missionary  Outlook  in  the  Light  of  the 
War, "  "  The  Church  and  Industrial  Eeconstruction,  "  "  Principles 
of  Christian  Unity  in  the  Light  of  the  War. ' '  Our  own  Dr.  George 
W.  Eiehards  contributed  an  interesting  and  helpful  chapter  in  the 
book  on  Christian  Unity.  Other  volumes  are  to  follow.  The  one 
on  "The  Teaching  Work  of  the  Church"  will  be  issued  in  the  near 
future.  These  volumes  furnish  a  thorough-going  study  of  the  religi- 
ous situation  in  America  as  affected  by  the  War  and  recent  condi- 
tions in  the  social  and  industrial  world.  The  substance  of  these  vol- 
umes has  been  interpreted  in  a  very  illuminating  book  entitled,  ' '  The 
Church  in  America,"  by  Professor  Williams  Adams  Brown,  who  was 
the  Secretary  of  the  Committee. 

Various  other  Committees  are  at  work ;  One  on  Social  and  Beligi- 
ous  Surveys,  another  on  Religious  Work  in  the  Canal  Zone,  another 
on  the  Church  in  Latin  America.  There  are  also  affiliated,  coopera- 
tive and  consultative  bodies  related  to  the  Council,  such  as:  the 
Home  Missions  Council,  the  Council  of  Women  for  Home  Missions, 
the  Council  of  Church  Boards  of  Education,  the  American  Bible 
Society,  the  Student  Volunteer  Movement  for  Foreign  Missions,  the 
International  Sunday-school  Council  of  Eeligious  Education.  Under 
the  auspices  of  the  Council  the  various  promotional  agencies  of  the 
denominations  have  been  gathered  together  for  conference,  inspira- 
tion and  cooperation. 

The  expense  of  conducting  its  work  is  necessarily  heavy.  The 
budget  for  the  year  1923  is  $258,000.  The  statement  of  the  Treas- 
urer for  1922  shows  receipts  from  denominational  apportionments 
of  $51,519.94,  and  from  denominations  for  special  departments, 
$19,972.41  additional;  from  affiliated  and  cooperating  bodies 
$22,580.67;  from  individuals  $117,768.52;  from  other  sources 
$37,155.93,  making  a  total  of  $248,997.47.  The  expenditures  were 
$238,618.71,  including  $77,035.01  for  general  expenses;  $21,378.40 
for   the   Washington   office;    $5,131.24   for   the   Western   office;    and 
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$135,074.06  for  its  various  Commissions.  Formerly  the  major  por- 
tion of  its  budget  was  provided  for  by  individuals,  but  at  Boston,  in 
1920,  a  plan  was  presented  looking  towards  getting  the  constituent 
bodies  to  give  fuller  oversight  to  the  work  of  the  Council  and  to  as- 
sume full  financial  responsibility.  Three  years  ago  there  seems  to 
have  been  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the  amount  appropriated  for 
this  purpose  by  our  General  Synod.  The  Council  had  asked  for 
$3,900  per  annum,  whereas  the  General  Synod  construed  it  to  mean 
$3,900  for  the  triennium.  The  amount  asked  by  the  officers  of  the 
Council  from  the  Eeformed  Church  for  the  coming  triennium  is 
$6,000  per  annum. 

We  trust  that  the  General  Synod  will  take  such  action  as  will  help 
to  promote  the  interests  of  this  great  and  efficient  body  in  American 
Protestantism.  A  copy  of  the  Council 's  report  to  this  body  is  here- 
with presented  as  a  part  of  this  report.

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  To  your  Committee  has  been  re- 
ferred the  following  documents : 

1.  The  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Federal  Council  for  1922. 

2.  The  Eeport  of  the  Federal  Council  to  its  constituent  bodies. 

3.  A  Eeport  on  the  conference  of  the  presiding  officers  of  the  de-

6.  A  Eeport  of  the  United  Lutheran  Church  of  America,  explain- 
ing why  it  is  unable  to  cooperate  with  the  other  Protestant  Churches. 

7.  Several  letters  from  the  secretary  of  the  Federal  Council. 

It  is  impossible  for  your  Committee  in  the  short  time  allotted  to 
it  for  the  preparation  of  this  report  to  review  all  tliese  documents 
as  carefully  as  they  deserve ;  yet  we  have  taken  such  insight  as  we 
were  able  to  do  under  the  circumstances.  As  the  report  of  your  own 
delegates  to  the  Council  is  an  excellent  summary  of  the  work  done 
by  the  Council  and  also  calls  our  attention  to  the  action  required  of 
General  Synod,  your  Committee  has  based  its  report  chiefly  on  this 
report  of  the  delegates.  We  feel  that  we  are  now  entering  upon  the 
third  period  of  the  Christian  Church  as  mapped  out  in  his  day  by 
Dr.  Neander.  He  designates  the  first  as  the  Petrine  period,  more 
Judaic  and  legalistic,  reaching  to  the  Eeformation,  the  period  of 
hope;  the  second  as  the  Pauline  period,  the  period  of  faith,  begin- 
ning with  the  reformation  and  the  Protestant  Churches;  but  he 
prophesies  a  third  and  final  period,  the  Johannine  period,  as  the 
period  of  love.     Judging  by  the  signs  of  the  times,  we  are  now  en- 
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tering  upon  this  period,  the  period  of  a  better  acquaintance  of  the 
Churches  with  one  another,  and  of  affiliation  among  them,  with 
every  knee  bowing  to  and  every  tongue  confessing  the  Church's  one 
great  Head  and  Master,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  firstborn  brother 
of  all  the  redeemed,  so  that  all  that  believe  in  the  Son  also  have  the 
Father,  and  receiving  the  spirit  of  adoption  are  able  to  cry,  "Abba, 
Father."  "By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  ye  are  my  disciples,  if 
ye  love  one  another. ' '  We  now  know  and  truly  believe  what  the 
great  Apostle  of  the  Gentiles  preached  to  the  Greeks  on  Mars  Hill: 
' '  God  that  made  the  world  and  all  things  therein  .  .  ,  hath  made  of 
one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of  the 
earth. ' '  This  fact  is  corroborated  by  all  the  findings  of  biology  and 
ethnography,  that  there  is  only  one  species  of  man,  homo  sapiens. 
Therefore,  the  Saviour  tells  us  that  God  so  loved  the  world,  not  only 
the  pious  Jew,  or  the  wise  Greek  or  the  valorous  Eoman,  but  the 
whole  world,  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son. 

As  soon  as  the  Churches  of  Clirist  become  fully  conscious  of  this 
fact,  they  will  have  to  stand  together  and  become  a  solid  phalanx  of 
soldiers  of  Jesus  Clirist  over  against  the  mighty  forces  of  lies,  un- 
righteousness and  hatred,  and  of  all  the  phases  of  vice  and  crime 
that  are  rampant  in  the  world  today,  and  are  destroying,  not  only 
the  foundations  of  civilization,  but  the  human  species,  which  is  being 
swept  from  the  face  of  the  earth  by  those  three  charioteers  so  often 
mentioned  by  the  prophets:    Sword,  famine  and  pestilence. 

Therefore : 

1.  We  rejoice  in  the  labors  and  achievements  of  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  and  we  pray  God  by 
His  Holy  Spirit  to  endow  this  Council  with  the  insight,  wisdom  and 
courage  necessary  to  accomplish  its  task. 

2.  We  thank  our  delegates  to  the  Council  for  the  report  they  have 
given  us,  and  we  request  all  the  ministers  and  members  of  Con- 
sistories that  receive  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod  to  read  and 
ponder  carefully  and  prayerfully  this  report,  and  to  make  it  a  sub- 
ject of  study  in  congregations  and  societies. 

3.  We  request  our  delegates  to  the  Council  to  supply  our  Synods 
or  Classes,  or  both,  from  time  to  time,  with  such  information  as  may 
enable  these  bodies  to  Avin  a  clearer  insight  into  the  work  being  done 
and  already  accomplished  by  the  Federal  Council. 

4.  That  the  President  and  Clerk  of  General  Synod  be  authorized 
to  accredit  as  our  representatives  to  the  Huguenot- Walloon  Tercen- 
tenary celebration  in  Europe  any  of  our  ministers  and  elders  travel- 
ing in  Europe  at  the  time,  and  that  our  delegates  to  the  Federal 
Council  be  a  committee  to  arrange  for  a  proper  recognition  of  this 
event,  in  our  American  Churches,  the  above  arrangement  not  to 
incur  any  expenses  for  General  Synod. 

5.  We  register  our  satisfaction  in  having  Dr.  Keller  brought  to 
this  country  by  the  Federal  Council  to  depict  to  us  the  deplorable 
conditions  of  many  of  the  Keformed  Churches  and  ministers  in 
Europe,  and  we  request  the  Council  or  our  delegates  to  the  Council 
to  publish  for  distribution  among  our  congregations  a  tract  on  these 
deplorable  conditions,  so  that  our  Churches,  that  have  done  so  much, 
may  not  grow  weary  in  well-doing. 

6.  Be  it  resolved  that  we  recommend  $4,000  a  year  for  the  Federal 
Council,  this  item  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 

7.  That  we  elect  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Dr.  Vollmer  one  mem- 
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ber  to  the  Federal  Council  to  enter  upon  his  duties  immediately,  and 
five  members  whose  term  of  office  is  to  begin  in  1925,  this  item  to 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Nomination.

A.  The  Twentieth  Triennial  Repori;  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Beformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

INTRODUCTORY 

In  reporting  its  work  during  the  past  Triennium,  the  Board  of 
Home  Missiions  wishes  first  of  all  to  express  its  gratitude  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  His  guidance  and  blessing,  and  its  ap- 
preciation of  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  ministers  and  membership 
of  the  Church  in  the  furtherance  of  this  work.  The  past  three  years 
have  marked  a  very  gratifying  advance  in  the  life  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  and  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  has  been  a  vital  factor  in 
helping  to  bring  this  about.  The  work  of  Home  Missions  is  the  ex- 
tensive and  intensive  development  of  the  religious  life  in  America.  It 
is  the  out-reach  of  the  Church  to  the  remotest  regions  of  our  land 
and  of  our  life.  The  frontiers  of  the  country  and  of  civilization 
must  be  invaded  by  spiritual  forces  which  will  capture  everything  for 
Christ.  This  vast  enterprise  involves  far  more  than  the  planting  of 
churches  and  the  founding  and  fostering  of  congregations.  It  em- 
braces the  Christianization  of  all  areas  and  activities  of  human  life. 
All  organization,  all  equipment,  and  investment  of  men  and  money 
must  have  this  ultimate  purpose  in  view.  Home  Missions  means 
America  for  Christ,  not  only  for  America's  sake,  but  for  the  sake 
of  the  world.  There  could  be  no  justification  of  the  enormous  ex- 
penditure of  money  and  effort  for  anything  smaller  or  less  challeng- 
ing than  this.     It  is  the  comprehensiveness  of  the  task  of  Home  Mis- 
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sions,  which  constitutes  the  challenge  that  can  not  be  escaped  or 
evaded.  To  the  accomplishment  of  this  enterprise  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  set  itself  with  resolute  detenndnation.  It  organized  its 
forces  and  directed  its  activities  inspired  by  this  broad  and  liberal 
interpretation  of  its  mission.

Superintendent  A.  C.  Whitmer  was  connected  Avith  the  work  of 
Home  Missions  for  a  period  of  thirty-four  years.  He  entered  upon 
office  as  Superintendent  of  the  Tri-Synodic  Board,  covering  the  East- 
ern, Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods,  in  1886.  When,  in  1892,  the 
Tri-Synodic  Board  transferred  its  Missions  to  the  General  Synod's 
Board,  he  became  the  Superintendent  of  the  Missions  within  the 
Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods,  under  the  auspices  of  General  Synod's 
Board,  and  continued  in  this  happy  relation  until  1914,  when  he  was 
released,  at  his  own  request,  from  active  duties  and  made  Superin- 
tendent Emeritus,  in  which  relation  he  remained  until  his  death  in 
1920.  He  was  the  founder  of  our  Church-building  Fund  plan  which 
has  contributed  more  than  any  one  thing  to  the  success  of  the  work 
of  the  Board.  His  wise  counsel,  his  genial  personality  and  his  clear 
insight  into  the  work  and  the  problems  of  Home  Missions  are  greatly 
missed  by  those  with  whom  he  was  associated.  His  son,  Professor 
T.  Carl  Whitmer,  has  prepared  a  very  interesting  and  illuminating 
' '  Life  of  Superintendent  A.  C.  Whitmer ' ',  which  has  recently  been 
published  by  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Ee- 
formed  Church. 

Eev.  E.  R.  Williard,  D.D.,  Akron,  Ohio,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  by  the  General  Synod  at  York,  Pa.,  in 
1908.  He  was  a  very  useful  and  active  member  and  carried  the 
interests  of  Home  Missions  upon  his  heart.  He  gave  wise  counsel 
as  well  as  liberal  gifts  in  the  interests  of  the  cause  which  he  espoused. 

The  other  four  in  this  list  of  the  departed  Avere  faithful  and 
efficient  ministers  in  Mission  congregations.  Dr.  Hale,  at  the  age 
when  other  men  retire  from  active  service,  assumed  charge  of  a 
new  interest  in  Dayton,  Ohio,  and  in  a  period  of  five  years  built  up  a 
very  strong  and  substantial  congregation.  His  heart  was  set  upon 
the  building  of  a  new  church,  but  a  few  weeks  prior  to  its  dedication 
he  was  called  to  his  reward.  Very  appropriately  the  name  of  the 
Mission  which  he  founded  and  into  which  he  put  the  crowning 
years  of  a  long  and  active  ministry,  was  changed  to  "The  Hale 
Memorial  Eef  ormed  Church. ' ' 

THE   FIELD 

General 

The  field  is  coterminus  with  the  United  States  and  Canada.  It 
covers  a  vast  geographical  area  and  touches  a  variety  of  tasks  among 
many  nationalities  amid  varied  conditions  of  life,  involving  social,

During  the  triennium  the  Board  assisted  in  the  support  of  212 
Missionaries.  The  support  of  these  Missionaries  involved  an  outlay 
on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  over  $165,588  a  year.  This  money  is 
secured  from  the  Church  through  the  Apportionment.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  amount  realized  on  the  Apportionment  during  the 
triennium  is  $524,852.  as  over  against  $418,076.  of  the  preceding 
triennium,  a  gain  of  $106,776.  From  other  sources  for  the  general 
work  $78,997.  additional  was  realized,  making  total  net  receipts  of 
$603,849.  and  a  total  net  gain  of  $146,894.  These  figures  do  not 
include  any  monies  received  in  the  form  of  Church-building  Funds  or 
from  the  Forward  Movement. 
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Departments 


1  Department  of  the  East—Bev.  James  M.  Mullan,  Superintendent 
The  Department  of  the  East  is  co-extensive  geographicaUy  with 
the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods,  withm  which  are 
found  more  than  70  percent  of  the  membership  and  constituency 
of  the  Eeformed  Church.  There  are  at  this  time  in  this  Department 
80  mission  charges,  consisting  of  98  congregations,  with  a  member- 
ship of  16,674.  During  the  triennium  ten  charges  with  16  congrega- 
tions were  enrolled;  one  mission— at  Vandegrift,  Pa.— went  to  self- 
support;    and  one— Christ,   Pittsburgh,   Pa.— was   dropped   from   the 

The  work  of  this  Department  lies  within  the  states  of  New  York, 
Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina.  The  first 
three  of  these  states  constitute  an  exceedingly  important  section  of 
America 's  greatest  industrial  zone.  Notwithstanding  this,  the  greatest 
industry  within  this  entire  area  is  agriculture.  These  conditions  are 
determinative  factors  in  shaping  the  policy  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  within  this  area.  Upon  the  basis  of  this  distinction,  65 
of  the  missions  of  this  Department  are  in  cities,  having  a  population 
of  2,500  or  more,  and  33  are  in  rural  communities  (19  in  towns  or 
villages  and  14  in  the  open  country).  However,  of  the  33  rural 
churches,  15  are  industrial  (manufacturing,  mining,  railroading) 
rather  than  agricultural  in  their  economic  interests. 

It  is  the  function  of  this  Department  to  aid  in  the  development 
of  self-supporting  and  self-respecting  churches,  whose  motive  shall 
be  to  serve  their  respective  communities  in  the  Gospel  and  to 
enlist  their  service  in  behalf  of  Christianizing  America  and  the 
World;  and,  working  in  co-operation  with  the  other  denominations 
within  the  same  areas,  to  take  our  full  share  of  responsibility  to 
prevent  duplication  of  efforts,  to  avoid  overchurching,  and  to  bring 
about  effective,  all-round  Christian  ministrations  to  every  community 
and  to  all  the  people. 

2.  Department  of  the  West — Bev.  John  C.  Horning,  D.D.,  Superin- 
tendent. 

This  Department  covers  the  territory  occupied  by  the  Ohio  Synod 
and  the  former  Synod  of  the  Interior.  The  merger  of  the  Synod  of 
the  Interior  vnth.  the  Synod  of  the  Southwest,  into  the  Mid-West 
Syond  does  not  disturb  the  arrangement  of  the  Missionary  work 
within  these  bounds.  The  Department  comprises  45  Mission  con- 
gregations with  a  membership  of  5,830.  The  difficulties  confronting 
these  Missions,  particularly  those  in  the  Mid-West  Synod,  are  many 
and  perplexing.  Among  them  may  be  mentioned  the  over-shadowing 
of  other  denominations,  the  lack  of  suitable  equipment,  the  isolation 
of  these  churches  from  the  center  of  the  denomination's  life  and 
activity,  the  frequent  change  of  pastorates,  and  the  lack  of  sufficient 
funds  to  finance  a  large  and  constructive  program.  In  a  number 
of  cases — Denver,  for  instance — a  strong,  community  program  is 
being  followed,  which  is  producing  gratifying  results  in  reaching 
folks  that  could  not  be  touched  by  efforts  along  more  conservative 
and  conventional  lines.  We  may  never  be  able  to  build  up  a  strong 
constituency  in  any  of  the  great  centers  in  the  Middle  and  the  Ear 
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west,  but  wo  can  enter  upon  a  program  of  co-operation  with  other 
Churches.  We  shall  lose  out  on  a  competitive  and  a  comparative 
basis  with  other  Churches.  We  need,  however^  not  be  rivals  but 
allies  of  other  denominations.  We  cannot  compete  but  we  can 
co-operate  with  them  in  the  building  of  the  spiritual  life  into 
all  human  relationships.  This  objective  will  make  our  efforts  in 
thia  area  worth  while  and  will  put  fresh  enthusiasm  into  our  en- 
deavors. It  Avill  also  justify  the  investment  of  men  and  money  into 
this  Western  mission  field. 

3.  Department  of  the  Pacific  Coast — Eev.  Edward  F.  Evemeyer, 
Superintendent. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  July,  1921,  the  Board  created  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  elected  Rev.  Edward  F.  Evemeyer,  of 
Easton,  Penna.,  as  the  Superintendent.  This  territory  covers  the 
area  west  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  embracing  seven  states  with  an 
area  of  717,000  square  miles,  and  a  population  of  about  twenty- 
three  millions.  The  Tri-Synodic  Board  co-operates  in  the  support  of 
Superintendent  Evemeyer  in  this  work  and  is  free  to  utilize  his 
services  in  looking  after  the  work  which  said  Board  is  carrying 
forward  in  that  section  of  the  country. 

The  First  Reformed  Mission  in  Los  Angeles,  California,  in  charge 
of  Rev.  G.  Von  Grueningen,  was  transferred  by  the  Tri-Synodic 
Board  to  the  General  Synod's  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  July, 
1921.  This  Mission  needs  a  better  location  and  a  new  equipment. 
With  the  rapid  growth  of  Los  Angeles  and  of  Southern  California, 
wonderful  opportunities  present  themselves  for  aggressive  Home 
Missions  work.  It  is  proposed  that  Superintendent  Evemeyer  shall 
seek  out  and  follow  up  such  opportunities. 

Japanese 

The  Japanese  work  on  the  Pacific  Coast  is  at  present  the  principal 
responsibility  of  this  Department.  Prior  to  Superintendent 
Evemeyer 's  appointment,  the  Reformed  Church  was  the  only  de- 
nomination that  was  carrying  on  Missionary  work  among  the  Ori- 
entals in  America  which  did  not  have  an  American  Superintendent. 
The  development  of  our  work  and  the  relation  which  it  sustains  to 
similar  work  in  other  denominations,  made  it  imperative  for  us  to 
have  an  American  Superintendent  on  the  field.  The  services  which 
have  already  been  rendered  by  the  Superintendent  in  behalf  of  our 
Japanese  Missions,  both  in  San  Francisco  and  in  Los  Angeles,  fully 
justify  his  appointment. 

In  San  Francisco  we  have  a  promising  work  under  the  leadership 
of  Rev.  J.  Mori,  who  has  associated  with  him  Rev.  K.  Namekawa. 
Three  aspects  of  work  are  being  emphasized,  namely:  the  evangelistic, 
the  educational,  and  the  kindergarten.  The  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  General  Synod  has  contributed  funds  sufficient  to  erect 
a  building  for  educational  purposes,  which  is  now  in  process  of 
construction  and  which  will  minister  principally  to  Japanese  women 
and  children.  When  this  building  is  completed  we  shall  have  one 
of  the  best  equipped  and  most  serviceable  buildings  of  any  denom- 
ination doing  work  among  these  people  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 

In  the  Japanese  Mission  in  Los  Angeles,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  T. 
Kaneko,  great  improvements  have  been  made  to  the  building,  which 
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was  purchased  by  the  Board,  and  the  congregation  is  now  thoroughly 
organized  and  comfortably  housed. 

in  each  of  these  Missions  the  Board  is  supporting  a  corps  of 
kindergarten  teachers,  English  teachers,  and  helpers,  and  by  these 
efforts  large  numbers  of  Japanese,  both  children  and  adults,  are  being 
reached  and  influenced  for  Christ.  Through  the  pastors  a.nd_  co- 
laborers  these  Missions  are  reaching  out  into  the  rural  communities 
where  large  nurnbers  of  Japanese  are  living. 
4,  Immigrant  Department — Eev.  D.  A.  Souders,  D.D.,  Superintendent. 

This  Department  comprises  the  work  among  foreign-speaking  peo- 
ples in  America.  One-third  of  all  the  people  dn  this  country  are 
either  foreign-born  or  the  children  of  foreigners.  Approximately, 
seventeen  million  foreign-born  people  live  in  the  United  States.  The 
recent  restrictions  on  immigration  on  the  part  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment have  had  a  tendency  to  decrease  the  number  of  Immigrants 
from  southern  and  central  Europe,  but  the  law  is  decidedly  in  favor 
of  a  larger  influx  of  Immigrants  from  northern  Europe.  The  Ee- 
formed  Church  has  distinct  obligations  to  certain  foreign  nationalities 
in  America.  Our  work  during  the  triennium  was  directed  along  the 
following  lines: 

Harbor  Mission 

By  reason  of  conditions  which  developed  during  the  War  and  sub- 
sequently, the  work  of  the  Harbor  Missionary  located  at  Ellis  Island 
assumed  a  somewhat  different  character.  Only  a  limited  number  of 
missionaries  were  allowed  by  the  Government  on  the  Island,  and  the 
nationalities  to  whom  our  Missionary  ministered  in  former  years  were 
not  as  numerous  as  in  times  past.  The  changed  character  of  the  work 
of  the  Harbor  Missionary  demanded  suitable  quarters  for  the  recep- 
tion of  foreigners  and  the  accommodation  of  immigrants,  consequently, 
the  Board  purchased  a  property  at  107  E.  34th  Street,  which  is  now 
known  as  "  The  Hudson  House  "  and  which  has  been  properly  fitted 
up  for  the  accommodation  of  sojourners  in  New  York  City,  who  are 
on  their  way  either  from  or  to  Europe.  Dr.  Paul  H.  Land  continues 
in  this  service.  The  rental  received  from  the  basement  of  the  build- 
ing, together  with  the  income  from  transients,  covers  practically  the 
entire  interest  charge  on  the  amount  invested.  The  Board  here  owns 
a  property  whose  value  has  practically  doubled  during  the  past  few 
years.  Members  of  the  Eeformed  Church  when  in  New  York  City 
are  urged  to  make  this  their  stopping  place. 

Hungarian 

For  a  period  of  thirty-two  years  the  Reformed  Church  has  been 
carrying  forward  Missionary  work  among  the  Hungarians  in  America. 
There  are  approximately  one-half  million  of  this  nationality  in  this 
country.  After  negotiations  covering  a  period  of  two  years  there 
were  transferred  in  January,  1921,  to  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  twenty-eight  congregations  formerly  connected  with 
the  Conventus  of  the  Eeformed  Church  of  Hungary.  These  congrega- 
tions had  organized  themselves  in  America  into  two  Classes,  known 
as  the  Eastern  and  the  Western.  They  made  formal  application  to 
the  Eastern  Synod  and  to  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Eeformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  for  organic  union  with  our  denomination. 
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These  two  Synods  appointed  special  Committees  and  requested  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions  to  serve  as  a  clearing-house  in  the  transfer. 
This  arrangement  was  made  because  of  the  fact  that  many  of  these 
congregations  would  need  financial  support  from  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions.  Representatives  of  the  Conventus  in  Hungary  were  in 
America  at  the  time,  who  were  vested  with  plenary  powers  in  making 
the  transfer  of  the  properties  involved.  Through  the  transaction  the 
Refonned  Church  has  come  into  legal  possession  of  more  than  'one 
million  dollars  worth  of  church  property  and,  together  with  the  con- 
gregations which  we  already  had,  there  are  now -52  Hungarian  Churches 
in  our  denomination,  comprising  a  membershdp  of  children  and  adults 
of  al)out  10,000  people.  This  constitutes  more  than  one-half  of  all 
the  Protestant  Hungarian  congregations  in  America.  The  financial 
arrangement  involved  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in  an  outlay  of 
$75,000  during  the  first  year,  of  which  amount  $25,000  was  paid  to 
the  Conventus  to  satisfy  mortgages  held  by  said  boxly  against  these 
churches;  $27,000  was  paid  in  back-salaries  covering  a  period  of  two 
years  during  the  time  ^hen  negotiations  were  pending  and  when  the 
ministers_wexfi__d£pxived  of  their  income  from  the  Conventus;  and 
$30,000  ha.aJiee-n  paidjn_tlte  forju-Of  salaries  since  their  enrollment. 
The.  pastors  of  all  but  four  "^f  the  twenty-eight  congregations  that 
came  into  our  fellowship -are  receiving  support  from  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  and  three  of  the  four  congregations  are  receiving  aid 
for  teachers  and  Deaconesses.  Our  Hungarian  congregations  are  now 
organized  into  three  Classes,  known  as  the  Eastern,  belonging  to  the 
Eastern  Synod;  the  Central,  belonging  to  the  Pittsburgh  Synod;  and 
the  Western,  belonging  to  the  Ohio  Synod.  The  possibilities  of  this 
work  are  vast  and  abundant.  How  to  assimilate  these  people  into  our 
American  Church  life  and  develop  the  latent  elements  within  them 
along  Evangelistic,  educational,  and  financial  lines  is  of  paramount 
significance.  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  are  being  conducted  in 
most  of  these  congregations.  Ip  fact,  the  Hungarians  were  the  pio- 
neers o_f_i  ally  Vacation.  Bible  Schools  in  America.  The  education  of 
the  Hungarian  youths  is  a  far-reaching  task.  Many  of  them  will  be 
seeking  the  advantages  of  a  higher  education  in  our  institutions  of 
learning.  To  meet  this  situation  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  by 
the  consent  of  the  faculties  of  the  several  institutions,  appointed  Rev. 
Ale5;_Toth,  of  Cleveland,  .Ohio,  as  a  professor  in  our  institutions  at 
Lancaster.  He  is  teaching  Hungarian  students  in  the  Academy, 
Fr'ankiin  and  Marshall  College,  and  in  the  Theological  Seminary. 
Similar  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Faculty  of  the  Central 
Theological  Seminary,  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  Rev.  John  Azary,  pastor 
of  the  Hungarian  Reformed  Church  of  Dayton,  is  giving  part  time  to 
the  instruction  of  several  young  men  dn  the  Seminary.  In  both  of 
these  institutions  there  are  now  twelve  young  men,  the  greater  num- 
ber.of  whom  are  studying  for  the  ministry.  It  is  expected  that  next 
year  this  number  will  be  increased  to  twenty  or  more. 

Last  summer  Dr.  James  I.  Good  and  Dr.  Charles  E.  Schaeflfer  vis- 
ited the  Conventus  and  the  Colleges  and  Theological  Seminaries  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  Hungary  and  brought  with  them  to  America 
four  students  who  are  taking  special  courses  in  two  of  our  Theo- 
logicsi-Semiaai-ies.  This  friendly  visit  on  the  part  of  our  representa- 
tives enabled  them  to  get  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  national  and 
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ecclesiastical  background  of  these  people  and  also  served  to  cement 
the  friendship  which  has  been  existing  for  many  years. 

The  Board  last  year  contributed  $750  towards  the  salary  of  the 
Editor  of  "  The  Reformatusok  Lapja  "  and  other  Sunday -schoolr  lit- __ 
erature  which  is  published  jointly  by  the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed 
Churches  for  the  Hungarians.     The  Board  also  appointed  Rev.  Stephen 
Borsos^a^  a  traveling  Missionary  among  the  Hungarians.     It  should 
be  stated  that  the  Cleveland-Cliffs  Iron  and  Coal  Company  is  support- 
ing a  Hungarian  minister  and  is  furnishing  the  use  of  a  church  builrb— — 
ling  for  a  congregation  at  Ethel,  Logan  County,  "West  Virginia. 
1     The  work  of  the  Deaconess  among  the  HungariaTis  has  heev.  a  great 
/blessing   to   these  people.     Through   the   willing   co-operation   of   the 
/  Woman 's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  and  of  the  Ohio  and 
Pittsburgh  Synods,  a  number  of  Hungarian  Deaconesses  have  been 
employed.     These  workers  visit  the  homes  of  the  people  of  their  na- 
tionality, visit  the   sick,   assist  in   conducting   Daily   Vacation   Bible 
Schools,  and  in  work  among  the  women  and  children  of  the  parish. 
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Czecho-Slovak 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Czecho-Slovak  Republic  in  Europe, 
the  nationality  in  America  formerly  known  as  the  Bohemian  is  now 
designated  by  the  term  Czecho-Slovak.  We  have  two  Missions  among 
these  people-^one  in  Chicago,  111.,  and  the  other  in  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa. 
In  Chicago  a  lot  has  been  purchased  in  the  Cicero  section,  in  which 
there  are  fully  60,000  Czecho-Slovaks.  At  present,  the  congregation 
holds  its  services  in  a  near-by  school-house.  In  Cedar  Rapids  a  new 
parsonage  has  been  erected  and  the  work  ds  in  a  very  flourishing  con- 
dition. During  the  past  year  the  Board  has  also  been  supporting  the 
Rev.  J.  Stulc  who  is  at  present  laboring  among  his  countrymen  in 
Europe  and  is  helping  to  guide  the  great  Evangelical  revival  which  is 
going  on  in  Czecho-Slovakda. 

Jewish 

(a)  Brooldyn. — Work  among  the  Jews  in  Brooklyn  was  started  in 
1916.  Rev.  William  Diekmann,  the  first  missionary  and  field-worker, 
resigned  his  position  early  in  1921,  and  Rev.  J.  S.  Kosower,  of  Balti- 
more, Md.,  was  appointed  as  his  successor.  He  relinquished  the  work 
after  several  months,  and  Rev.  George  H.  Wulfken  took  his  place. 
The  property  at  12.5  Harrison  Avenue,  Brooklyn,  New  York,  in  which 
the  Mission  is  housed,  is  now  valued  at  more  than  $40,000.  A  reloca- 
tion of  this  work  seems  desirable,  and  plans  are  being  wrought  out 
whereby  this  may  be  accomplished  in  the  near  future.  Besides  the 
Missionary,  two  additional  workers  are  employed. 

(b)  Philadelpliia. — For  several  years  the  Board  of  Home  Missions, 
in  co-operation  with  the  Presbytery  of  Philadelphia  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  carried  forward  a  work  among  the  Jews  at  8th  and 
Wolf  Streets,  Philadelphia.  In  1921,  this  was  taken  over  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  for  supervision  and 
support.  A  property  was  purchased  at  1914  S.  6th  Street,  in  which 
the  Mission  is  now  housed,  and  the  work  is  in  charge  of  Rev.  Immanuel 
Gitel  and  Miss  Ida  Peltz.  The  budget  of  the  Women  for  this  work 
is  $9,000  annually. 

There  are  almost   four  million  Jews  in  America.     Their  influence 
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is  felt  in  many  departments  of  life.  They  own  and  control  some  of 
the  leading  newspapers  in  the  country.  They  own  most  of  the  theaters 
and  moving  picture  houses;  they  are  engaging  extensively  in  real 
estate  and  banking  business  and  are  entering  into  polities.  And  yet 
fully  98  per  cent,  of  them  do  not  accept  Jesus  Christ  as  the  Saviour 
of  the  World,  and  do  not  believe  the  teachings  of  the  New  Testament 
as  the  way  of  salvation.  This  fact  makes  missionary  work  among 
these  people  so  difficult  and  yet  so  important. 

Italian 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  in  July,  1920,  an  Italian  Mis- 
sion in  Chicago^  111.,  was  enrolled.  This  was  in  charge  of  Eev.  M. 
Eenzctti.  Our  Grace  Mission  in  Chicago  through  its  pastor  and  social 
worker,  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  this  Mission.  The  work,  how- 
ever, was  largely  an  experiment  and  after  maintaining  it  for  two  and 
one-half  years,  the  Board  felt  justified  in  discontinuing  the  same. 

5.  Colored  Work. 

For  a  number  of  years  the  Board  has  been  assisting  in  the  work 
for  Colored  people  at  Louisville  and  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky.  At 
the  former  place  the  work  is  largely  of  an  industrial  character;  at 
the  latter,  of  an  educational  nature.  Eepeated  requests  have  been 
made  by  the  Bowling  Green  workers  that  the  Board  should  take  over 
this  institution  and  be  responsible  for  its  entire  support.  This  would 
involve  a  far  greater  outlay  of  money  than  the  Board  has  at  its  dis- 
posal for  this  phase  of  work.  The  assistance  which  is  now  given  to 
this  interest  ds  almost  negligible,  and  the  Board  consequently  raises 
the  question  with  the  General  Synod  as  to  whether  or  not  it  should 
continue  its  work  among  the  Negro  population. 

6.  German  Worl\ 

The  Home  Mission  work  within  the  German  Synod  of  the  East  ia 
under  the  direct  auspices  of  the  General  Synod 's  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. There  are  at  present  nine  Missions  within  the  bounds  of  this 
Synod. 

The  work  within  the  other  German  Synods  is  carried  forward  by 
Boards  of  their  own.  The  General  Secretary,  Eev.  Theodore  P.  Bol- 
liger,  D.D.,  has  prepared  the  following  statement,  which  we  incorporate 
as  a  part  of  this  report. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  God  has  been  gracious  to  us.  The  work 
of  our  Boards  has  prospered  during  the  triennium.  To  Him  be  all 
the  Glory!  With  a  profound  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  great  Head 
of  the  Church,  we  submit  to  your  Eeverend  Body  this  brief  account  of 
our  stewardship. 

The  missionary  operations  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Synod  of  the 
Northwest,  the  Central  Synod,  and  that  part  of  the  new  Synod  of  the 
Midwest  which  was  formerly  known  as  the  Synod  of  the  Southwest, 
are  carried  on  by  two  boards  separately  incorporated.

To  satisfy  the  requirements  of  their  respective  charters,  the  two 
boards  must  hold  certain  of  their  meetings  separately;  but  the  actual 
policies  of  the  boards  are  determined,  and  the  problems  threshed  out, 
at  joint  meetings.  Rev.  Theodore  P.  Bolliger  acts  as  General  Secre- 
tary of  both  Boards. 

II.  The  Territory: 

The  territory  occupied  by  these  western  boards  naturally  divides 
into  three  parts  according  to  the  constituent  synods. 

The  Synod  of  the  Northwest. — The  Synod  of  the  Northwest  extends 
from  Illinois  to  the  Pacific  coast,  and  northward  400  miles  into 
Canada.  Within  this  territory  66  mission  congregations  are  located. 
During  the  triennium  eight  new  fields  were  enrolled,  and  one  mission 
that  had  gone  to  self-support  had  to  be  taken  up  again.  Three  mis- 
sions became  self-supporting.  One  new  church  and  three  parsonages 
were  built.  Three  classical  missionaries  are  giving  their  entire  time 
to  the  development  of  their  respective  fields.  Rev.  F.  Aigner  has 
charge  of  the  two  Dakotas;  Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte  works  among  the 
Canada  churches;  and  Rev.  Jno.  Gatermann  is  in  southern  Wisconsin. 
Several  new  congregations  were  organized  as  a  result  of  their  activities. 
Rev.  E.  F.  Evemeyer  also  represents  the  interests  of  the  Tri-Synodic 
Board  on  the  Pacific  coast  as  the  need  arises,  and  receives  a  part  of 
his  salary  from  the  board.  The  Los  Angeles,  California  mission  was 
transferred  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  General  Synod.  At 
Bismark  and  Wilton  in  North  Dakota  and  at  Girard  and  Sidney  in 
Montana,  the  Board  had  missionaries  prospecting  for  a  period,  but 
developments  did  not  warrant  the  permanent  enrollment  of  the  fields. 

The  Central  Synod. — Five  missions  only  are  located  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Central  Synod.  One  mission  went  to  self-support  and 
two  new  fields  were  enrolled.  New  churches  were  built  in  Toledo  and 
Cleveland,  O.,  and  a  parsonage  at  Flint,  Michigan.  At  Lakewood, 
Ohio,  the  Board  secured  a  fine  location,  and  into  a  portable  building 
a  flourishing  Sunday  School  and  a  growing  congregation  have  been 
gathered. 

The  Synod  of  the  Midwest. — The  Synod  of  the  Midwest  has  seven- 
teen missions.  Four  new  fields  were  enrolled.  At  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
a  church  was  erected  for  the  Trinity  mission.  Nashville,  Tenn.  be- 
came self-supporting.

IV.   The  Board  of  Church  Erection  Fund: 

During  a  career  of  48  years,  the  Board  of  Church  Erection  Fund 
has  assisted  in  building  139  churches  and  parsonages.  Its  loan  fund 
amounts  to  $145,000.  The  loans  are  made  to  the  missions  without 
interest,  but  a  first  mortgage  on  the  property  is  taken  for  security. 
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During  the  trieniiium  nine  $500  building  funds  were  received  as 
follows,  the  numbering  being  continued  from  the  list  given  three 
years  ago.

V.  The  Winnebago  Indian  Departvient  : 

Missionary  work  among  the  Wisconsin  Winnebagoes  is  carried  on 
at  Black  Eiver  Falls  and  at  Neillsville.  Rev.  Jacob  Stucki  has  given 
thirty-nine  years  of  his  life  to  the  station  at  Black  River  Falls. 
He  is  the  pastor  and  counsellor  of  the  Indian  Christians.  David 
Decorah,  the  first  convert  and  a  licensed  preacher,  assists  Eev. 
Stucki  and  engages  in  evangelistic  trips  as  directed  by  the  missionary. 
Work  has  also  begun  at  Greenwood  about  35  miles  away.  Regular 
services  are  conducted  there  either  by  Rev.  Stucki  or  by  John  Stacy. 
John  Stacy  was  one  of  the  earliest  converts,  formerly  acted  as 
interpreter  to  Rev.  Stucki  and  assisted  him  in  translating  the  gospels 
into  the  Winnebago  language,  and  is  a  consecrated  Christian  and 
able  preacher.  The  labor  of  these  men  has  been  signally  blessed. 
A  score  of  converts  has  been  added  to  the  Indian  congregation. 
The  confidence  of  the  heathen  Winnebagoes  has  been  won.  All 
of  them  may  be  classed  as  ' '  friendly  outsiders. ' ' 

Benjamin  Stucki,  a  son  of  the  veteran  missionary,  is  the 
superintendent  of  the  Neillsville  school.  Seventy-five  pupils  are  now 
enrolled.  A  staff  of  eight  workers  attends  to  the  teaching,  the 
training,  the  religious  instruction,  and  the  physical  welfare  of  the 
children.  The  new  school  and  dormitory  was  dedicated  on  Oct.  9, 
1921.  The  building  is  of  b\ick  and  concrete  construction,  76  x  42 
feet,  with  an  annex  27  x  26  feet.  In  addition  to  the  main  build- 
ing there  is  also  a  manual  training  building,  and  the  home  for 
the  superintendent.  The  buildings  are  located  upon  a  farm  of  33i^ 
acres  within  the  limits  of  Neillsville.  The  buildings  with  their  equip- 
ment, and  the  farm,  represent  a  total  investment  of  not  less  than 
$75,000. 

In  the  course  of  the  years  70  Winnebagoes  have  been  baptized 
and  rejoice  in  the  Christian  faith.  In  addition  there  were  many  who 
never  had   the  courage  to  break   away  publicly   from   their  heathen 
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friends  and  relatives,  who  yet  by  their  interest  in  Christian  worship 
and  changed  lives  showed  plainly  that  God's  spirit  had  worked 
upon  them.  More  than  500  individuals  have  been  enrolled  in  school. 
At  least  350  of  these  have  learned  to  read,  write,  and  figure.  Many 
of  these  finished  the  work  of  the  first  six  or  eight  grades.  The  four 
Gospels,  Acts,  "Genesis,  and  other  choice  portions  of  Scripture  have 
been  translated  and  printed  in  the  Winnebago  language. 

The  annual  budget  of  the  Indian  Mission  is  about  $12,000.  The 
mission  receives  support  from  all  parts  of  the  Church.  The  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  has  been  especially  generous  iu 
the  assistance  given. 

The  work  of  the  Tri-Synodic  Boards  has  grown  far  beyond 
the  financial  ability  of  the  three  synods.  The  new  Winnebago 
Indian  Mission  School  could  not  have  been  erected;  the  increased 
budget  for  the  Indian  Department  could  not  have  been  assumed;  the 
greatly  increased  disbursements  for  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries 
could  not  have  been  carried,  had  it  not  been  for  the  large  amounts 
received  from  the  Forward  Movement,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of 
General  Synod. 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  and  the  Board  of  Church  Erection 
Fund  unite  in  expressing  their  sincere  appreciation  and  their  deepest 
gratitude  to  these  several  agencies  and  their  constituents  for  the 
generous  co-operation  shown  and  the  large  assistance  given. 

May  the  gi-acious  heavenly  Father  use  our  humble  efforts  to  build 
up  our  Eeformed  Zion  in  America,  and  to  transform  some  of  the 
waste  places  into  a  very  garden  of  the  Lord.

The  Progressive  Project  which  pertained  to  the  Missions  in  the 
former  Synod  of  the  Interior,  was  completed  during  the  triennium  and 
practically  every  Mission  within  the  bounds  of  that  Synod  shared  in 
its  benefits.  The  Board  invested  $69,561.41,  and  the  Missions  and  the 
Synod  $47,218.77. 

The  Five  Year  Philadelphia  Program  was  completed  in  the  Fall 
of  1921.  The  result  is  five  self-supporting  congregations  out  of  the 
seven  which  profited  by  the  Program.  These  seven  Missions  had 
imparted  to  them  a  consciousness  of  their  inherent  strength  and 
ability  and  they  have  already  turned  back  into  the  benevolent 
treasuries  of  the  Church  as  much  as  they  cost  the  Board  in  ten  years. 

These  two  programs  have  thus  accomplished  great  things  for  our 
Missions  and  show  the  possibilities  of  a  concerted  movement  in  bring- 
ing our  Missions  to  a  place  of  self-support  and  efficiency. 
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Parsonages 

The  matter  of  providing  our  Missionaries  with  suitable  homes  has 
become  practically  a  necessity  in  these  times  of  high  rentals.  During 
the  triennium  the  Board  helped  the  Missions  to  secure  26  parsonages. 
This  involved  an  outlay  of  $65,243.65.  Among  the  210  Missions  on 
the  Roll  of  General  Synod's  Board,  93  have  parsonages.  Some  of 
the  Forward  Movement  money  is  to  be  appli'^d  to  the  securing  of 
suitable  homes  for  the  missionaries. 

Church-Building  Funds 
The  importance  of  these  Funds  cannot  be  overstated.  They  have 
enabled  the  Board  to  assist  the  Missions  in  the  erection  of  needed 
buildings,  and  their  popularity  through  the  Church  is  increasing  with 
the  years.  During  the  triennium  180  Funds  were  secured,  which 
is  a  far  larger  number  than  during  any  previous  triennium.  There 
are  now  885  Funds  enrolled,  of  which  734  are  Loan  Funds  and  151 
Gift  Funds.  There  are  also  a  larger  number  of  Funds  still  in  process 
of  completion,  which  are  being  paid  in  installments.  The  Church- 
building  Funds  Loan  and  Gift,  total  an  investment  of  $593,903.22.

COMMISSIONS 

Spiritual  Resources  and  Evangelism 

Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  of  1920,  that  the 
work  of  Evangelism  be  more  actively  carried  forward  and  its  com- 
mittee on  Evangelism  be  more  representative  of  the  whole  church, 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  in  July  of  the  same  year,  changed  its 
Committee  to  a  Commission  on  Evangelism,  to  consist  of  fifteen 
members.  The  following  were  appointed:  Rev.  Edward  S.  Bromer, 
D.D. ;  Prof.  H.  J.  Christman,  D.D. ;  Rev.  C.  B.  Schneder,  D.D. :  Rev. 
F.  A.  Rupley,  D.D. ;  Prof.  Adolph  Krampe,  D.D. ;  Rev.  George  Long- 
aker;  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Lehman;  Rev.  E.  N.  Evans j  Rev.  J.  B.  Bloom; 
Rev.  G.  A.  Haaek;  Rev.  Paul  J.  Dundore,  Ph.D.;  Rev.  R.  C.  Zartman, 
D.D. ;  .Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer,  D.D.;  Mrs.  B.  B.  Krammes  and  Mrs.  E.  W. 
Lentz.  The  Commission  met  and  organized  by  electing  Rev.  Edward 
S.  Bromer,  D.D.,  Chairman  and  Rev.  F.  A.  Rupley,  D.D.,  Recording 
Secretarj',  and  appointed  the  following  Executive  Committee:  Rev 
Edward  S.  Bromer,  D.D.;  Rev.  F.  A.  Rupley,  D.D.;  Rev.  C.  B 
Schneder,  D.D. ;  Rev.  George  Longaker;  Rev.  Paul  J.  Dundore,  Ph.D.; 
Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer,  D.D. 

The  Commission  also  functions  as  the  Department  of  Spiritual  Re- 
sources of  the  Forward  Movement,  and  in  order  that  the  phases  of 
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work  ill  that  Department  and  of  Evangelism  as  such  may  be  properly 
carried  forward,  the  Commission  changed  its  name  to  "The  Com- 
mission on  Spiritual  Eesources  and  Evangelism. ' '  Much  of  the  work 
done  by  this  Commission  will  appear  in  the  report  of  the  Forward 
Movement  Commission  to  the  General  Synod,  and  it  will  not  be 
necessary  to  repeat  the  same  at  this  place.  Its  work  consisted  prin- 
cipally of  a  two -fold  character. 

(a)'  Inspirational.  This  includes  the  distribution  of  literature,  the 
holding  of  ministerial  retreats  and  the  practice  of  prayer  and  inter- 
cession. 

(b)  Promotional.  This  is  carried  forward  through  the  official  chan- 
nels of  the  Synods  and  the  Classes. 

A  number  of  the  Synods  have  made  provision  for  active  Evangelistic 
efforts  within  their  bounds.  The  Ohio  SjTiod  has  had  an  Evangelist 
in  the  person  of  Rev.  C.  W.  Brugh  for  a  number  of  years,  although 
his  duties  include  a  wider  range.  This  is  entirely  a  Synodical  arrange- 
ment. In  the  Pall  of  1920,  the  Eastern  Synod  overtured  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  to  appoint  an  Evangelist  to  work  within  the  bounds 
of  that  Synod.  In  response  to  this  request  the  Board  appointed  Rev. 
Rufus  C.  "Zartman,  D.D.,  of  Philadelphia,  who  entered  upon  his  duties 
in  April,  1921.  He  has  been  actively  engaged  in  holding  Evangelistic 
services  in  the  congregations  requesting  the  same.  A  similar  request 
came  from  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and  this,  too,  was  honored  in  the  elec- 
tion of  Rev.  E.  N.  Evans  of  Indianapolis  to  become  the  Evangelist 
within  the  bounds  of  said  Synod.  He  will  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office  July  1,  1923.  The  Commission  adopted  the  following 
policy  to  govern  itself  in  the  work  as  related  to  these  synodical 
Evangelists : 

First.  That  the  work  of  Evangelism  and  the  development  of  the 
Spiritual  Resources  throughout  the  Reformed  Church  be  stimulated, 
organized  and  developed  on  the  basis  of  the  Commission  on  Spiritual 
Resources  and  Evangelism  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Second.  That  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  recognize  the  work  of 
the  Commission  as  Church-wide  in  scope  and  seek  to  develop  it  either 
on  the  basis  of  individual  Synods  or  such  combination  of  Synods  as 
may  be  practicable. 

Third.  That  the  Synod  or  Synods  interested  may  suggest  the 
names  of  their  Synodical  Evangelists,  but  that  the  election  of  said 
Evangelists  shall  be  by  the  Commission  on  Spiritual  Resources  and 
Evangelism  and  subject  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Fourth.  The  salary  of  the  Evangelists  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions. 

Fifth.  The  congregation  receiving  the  services  of  the  Evangelist 
shall  pay  his  traveling  expenses  and  arrange  for  his  entertainment, 
and  shall  give  an  offering  for  the  support  of  the  work  of  the  Com- 
mission to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions.  Exception  may  be  made 
on  behalf  of  a  congregation  unable  to  meet  these  conditions,'  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Commission. 

The  Commission  on  Spiritual  Resources  and  Evangelism  relates 
itself  to  the  Commission  on  Evangelism  and  Life  Service  of  the 
Federal  Council,  also  to  the  Evangelistic  Committees  in  the  Synods. 
the  Classes  and  the  local  congregations.  It  serves  as  a  clearing-house 
for  the  work  of  Evangelism  for  the  denomination.  The  spirit  of  a 
sane  and  sensible  Evangelism  seems  to  be  rising  in  the  Reformed 
Church.     This  is  not  to 'supplant   educational   religion  nor   is   it   to 
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take  the  place  of  the  wider  application  of  the  principles  of  Christi- 
anity as  expressed  by  the  term  Social  Service.  But  it  is  to  supple- 
ment and  intensify  these  phases  of  church  activity  through  the  deep- 
ening of  the  spiritual  life  and  gathering  of  souls  into  the  fellowship 
of  the  Church.  Too  much  emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon  this  vital 
and  fundamental  expression  of  Church  life  and  activity.  Evangelism 
must  be  accorded  a  central  place  in  a  well  constructed  and  efficient 
church  program  and  we  dare  never  lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  the 
primary  function  of  the  church  is  to  win  souls  for  Christ  and  through 
consecrated  personalities  to  establish  the  Kingdom  of  God  upon  the 
earth. 

Social  Service  and  Eural  Work 

Organization 

The  Commission  on  Social  Service  and  Eural  Work  was  created  by 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions  at  the  annual  meeting  in  July,  1920,  in 
compliance  with  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod  of  that  year 
to  reconstitute  its  Committee  on  Social  Service  and  make  it  more 
representative  of  the  various  sections  of  the  Church;  and  that  it 
look  after  the  interests  of  the  Eural  Church.  It  consists  of  fifteen 
persons  as  follows:

The  Commission  Avas  organized  July  28,  1920,  with  Prof.  George  W. 
Eichards,  D.D.,  as  President;  Prof."  Philip  Vollmer,  D.D.,  as  Vice- 
President  ;  and  Eev.  James  M.  Mullan  as  Secretary,  and  Avith  an  exec- 
utive Committee  consisting  of  the  officers  and  three  other  members. 
Since  the  beginning  of  1921  the  administrative  work  of  the  Commis- 
sion has  been  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  work  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  East  of  Home  Missions,  of  which  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commission  is  Superintendent,  from  the  headquarters  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  at  Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Three  meetings  of  the  Commission  have  been  held  and  seven  meet- 
ings of  the  Executive  Committee. 
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Through  the  efforts  of  the  Commission,  in  accordance  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  General  Synod,  there  now  are  Committees  on  Social 
Service  and  Kural  Work  in  all  the  Synods  and  in  about  fifty  Classes. 
For  the  most  part  the  chairmen  of  the  Classical  Committees  are  mem- 
bers of  their  respective  Synodical  Committees,  and  the  Chairmen  of 
the  SjTiodical  Committees  meet  in  annual  session  with  the  Commission. 
These  Committees  are  supposed  to  be  permanent  and  constitute,  with 
the  Commission,  an  organization  for  effective  promotion  of  Social 
Service  and  Eural  Work  throughout  the  Church. 

Copies  of  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Commission  and 
Executive  Committee  are  sent  to  the  chairmen  of  the  Synodical  and 
Classical  Committees.  Copies  of  the  annual  reports  of  these  Com- 
mittees are  received  at  the  office  of  the  Commission  where  they  are 
studied  and  filed.  Through  this  means,  through  other  means  _  of 
communication,  and  through  conferences,  concerted  effort  is  being 
made  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  General  Synod  ' '  to  promote 
a  genuine  Christian  Social  Service  program"  that  will  represent  the 
various  sections  of  the  Church  and  meet  the  needs  of  the  denomina- 
tion; and  to  study  the  problems  and  look  after  the  interests  of  the 
Rural  Church. 

Educational  Work 

It  was  the  action  of  the  General  Synod  that  the  Commission  should 
continue  the  educational  activities  of  the  former  Committee  on  Social 
Service,  and  the  following  specific  instructions  regarding^  procedure 
were  given:  maintain  closer  affiliation  ^vith  the  Commission  on  the 
Church  and  Social  Service  of  the  Federal  Council,  and  other  national, 
civic  and  social  service  agencies;  reiterate  and  popularize  the  Social 
Creed  of  the  Churches;  publish  articles  in  our  periodicals;  co-operate 
with  the  S.  S.  agencies  of  the  Church  to  promote  graded  study  and 
activity  in  Social  Service  through  the  Sunday  schools;  prepare  or 
suggest  material  for  study  and  programs  for  pastors  and  organizations 
within  our  Churches. 

These  instructions  have  all,  in  a  measure,  been  carried  out,  and  the 
chief  activities  of  the  Commission  have  been  of  an  educational  char- 
acter. Many  articles  have  appeared  in  our  church  papers  in  the 
interest  both  of  social  service  and  rural  work  directly  as  the  result 
of  the  work  of  the  Commission.  At  the  same  time  a  considerable 
amount  of  material  along  the  same  lines  has  appeared  from  other 
sources,  stimulated  by  the  propaganda  of  the  Commission.  The  Out- 
look of  Missions  has  carried  a  department  for  this  work  since  the 
beginning  of  1921.  Since  December,  1921,  Social  Implications  of  the 
Lessons  have  appeared  in  The  Heidelberg  Teacher  contributed  by  Dr. 
VoUmer,  by  arrangement  with  the  S.  S.  Board  through  the  Com- 
mission; and  these  comments  are  now  appearing  also  in  The  Adult 
Quarterly.  Another  denomination  has  been  using  this  material  also. 
The  Commission  has  a  Committee  on  Education  which  is  systematically 
planning  the  production  of  material  in  co-operation  with  the  office  of 
the  Commission.  This  Committee  provided  material  for  an  industrial 
number  of  The  Christian  World  and  The  Reformed  Church  Messenger 
which  appeared  before  Labor  Day  1922.  Two  pamphlets  have  been 
published  through  the  activities  of  this  Committee  as  Bulletins  No.  1, 
and  No.  2  entitled  respectively  What  is  the  Social  Gospel?  by  Dr. 
Vollmer,  and  the  Soul  of  the  Rural  Community  by  Rev.  Paul  D.  Yoder. 
Other  pamphlets  bearing  on  both  social  service  and  rural  work  are  in 
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course  of  preparation  by  the  Committee.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Com- 
mission to  publish  the  pamphlet  material  in  such .  quantities  as  to 
supply  churches  desiring  it  with  sufficient  copies  to  permit  the  widest 
possible  distribution  of  it  at  a  nominal  price.  The  Cliairman  of  this 
Committee,  Dr.  E.  E.  Kresge,  has  recently  published  a  book  on  ' '  The 
Church  and  the  Ever  Coming  Kingdom  of  God. ' '  which  is  a  valuable 
contribution  to  the  literature  of  the  Church  in  its  educational  ap- 
proach to  the  task  of  Christianizing  the  social  order. 

In  its  educational  program  the  Commission  is  working  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Commission  on  the  Church  and  Social  Service  of  the 
Federal  Council,  through  its  Eesearch  Department,  and  Committee  on 
Education,  of  which  agencies  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission  is  a 
member.  Through  this  means  a  series  of  study  books  is  in  process 
of  preparation,  two  of  which  have  been  published  and  are  in  circula- 
tion— What  is  the  Christian  View  of  Work  and  Wealth?  and  Christi- 
anity and  Economic  Problems.  A  book  on  The  Coming  of  Coal; 
another  on  the  Social  Gospel  and  Personal  Eeligion:  are  they  in  Con- 
flict; pamphlets  on  The  Wage  Question,  The  Coal  Controversy,  and 
one  in  preparation  on  The  Eailroad  Situation  are  a  part  of  the  educa- 
tional program  of  the  Federal  Council's  Commission.  A  series  of 
pamphlets  on  Christianity  and  Industry,  prepared  in  collaboration  with 
the  same  agency,  has  appeared  recently,  whose  circulation  is  being 
promoted  by  our  Commission.  Social  Work  in  the  Churches:  A  Study 
in  the  Practice  of  Fellowship,  has  also  been  prepared  in  this  way, 
a  copy  of  which,  bearing  the  imprint  of  our  Commission,  has  been 
sent  gratis  to  each  minister  of  our  church  in  the  active  pastorate. 
The  use  of  this  material  for  study  coi^rses  is  being  promoted  by  the 
Commission. 

The  Eesearch  Department  of  the  Commission  on  the  Church  and 
Social  Service  issues  weekly  Information  Service,  in  which  several  of 
the  denominations,  including  ours,  are  actively  co-operating.  By  an 
arrangement  with  this  department  our  Commission  is  sending  out 
regularly  from  our  office  copies  of  this  Service  to  all  the  chairmen  of 
our  synodical  and  classical  committees. 

The  Problem  of  Eecreation 

The  General  Synod  of  1920  instructed  the  Board  of  Home  Missions 
"to  study  the  entire  problem  of  recreation  and  present  their  conclu- 
sions at  the  next  meeting  of  General  Synod,  and  in  the  meantime, 
that  they  give  direction  to  the  play  life  of  all  our  people. ' ' 

This  action  of  the  (General  Synod  was  referred  by  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  to  the  Commission  on  Social  Service  and  Eural  Work. 
The  Commission  reports  that  it  has  thus  far  found  it  impracticable 
to  undertake  to  ' '  give  direction  to  the  play  life  of  all  our  people. ' ' 
The  Instruction  "to  study  the  entire  problem  of  recreation"  has  been 
carried  out  through  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Commission,  con- 
sisting of  Eev.  John  Sommerlatte,  Dr.  E.  E.  Kresge,  and  Miss  Euth 
Gillan,  whose  conclusions  and  recommendations,  adopted  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Commission,  are  as  follows : 

Conclusions 

Various  theories  are  advanced  to  account  for  play  and  to  explain 
its  meaning  and  value.  These  theories  should  be  studied  for  an 
intelligent  understanding  of  the  subject,  on  which  there  exists  con- 
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siderable  literature.  There  is  a  general  agreement,  however,  that  the 
impulse  to  play  is  universal  and  has  great  educational  value  for  the 
normal  development  to  human  life. 

It  is  an  established  fact  that  play  has  undoubted  value  in  the 
physical  development  of  human  life.  There  appears  to  be  scarcely 
less  certainty  that,  under  proper  guidance,  it  is  of  equal  value  in  the 
development  of  important  mental  qualities  and  moral  traits.  Its  in- 
fluence consequently  on  character  seems  to  be  inevitable.  It  is  a  con- 
clusion of  the  Committee,  that  it  possesses  great  possibilities  for 
Christian  training  as  a  part  of  the  Church's  educational  program  and 
spiritual  purpose;  and  tnat  therefore  the  Churches  should  be  con- 
cerned for  the  play  life  of  their  people  as  a  vital  factor  in  the  develop- 
ment of  Christian  personalities. 

While  what  has  been  said  applies  particularly  to  children  and 
young  people,  the  Committee  believes  that  under  the  strain  of  modern 
conditions  of  living  and  work,  recreation  is  essential  to  all  the  people, 
both  as  a  preventive  against  injurious  influences  and  also  as  an  in- 
spiration to  better  service  in  the  work  of  the  world,  while  at  the  same 
time  enriching  friendships  and  enlarging  the  joys  of  life._ 

Moreover,  there  is  evidence  that  recreation  as  a  religious  factor 
in  the  Churches '  programs  becomes  also  a  factor  in  developing  church 
fellowship  and  in  promoting  community  evangelism.  Supervised  play 
activities  create  a  friendly  atmosphere  among  the  people,  and  culti- 
vate the  spirit  of  team  work,  both  of  which  are  necessary  to  successful 
church  administration.  At  the  same  time  this  influence  is  radiated 
into  the  community  and  adds  effectiveness  to  the  Church's  efforts 
{o  win  the  people  of  the  community  to  Christ  and  the  Church. 

It  is  the  Committee's  judgment  however  that  where  it  is  a  disputed 
question  whether  the  Churches  should  at  all  concern  themselves  with 
play,  it  were  better  for  Churches  to  refrain  from  entering  this  field  of 
service,  and  confine  their  efforts  to  a  consistent  program  of  education 
upon  the  subject  in  order  to  produce  conviction  and  sentiment  within 
the  church  membership  and  the  community  as  to  its  religious  value, 

Eecommendations 

1.  Churches  seeking  to  utilize  the  religious  value  of  play  and  to 
discharge  their  local  responsibilities  in  this  matter  should  co-operate 
with  those  community  agencies  that  already  exist  rather  than  attempt 
to  set  up  rival  agencies ;  provided,  however,  that  the  community 
agencies  are  carrying  on  their  work  in  the  interest  of  the  people  and 
not  for  commercial  gain,  and  are  adequately  meeting  the  needs  of 
the  community  or  are  capable  of  doing  so. 

2.  Where  no  recreational  agencies  exist  the  Churches  should  lead 
the  way — co-operatively  where  possible,  and  if  need  be,  they  should 
set  up  programs,  putting  them  upon  as  broad  community  bases  as  the 
conditions  may  permit. 

3.  In  undertaking  to  guide  the  recreational  programs  of  their  com- 
munities the  Churches  should  give  careful  consideration  beforehand  to 
questions  of  leadership,  organization,  and  equipment,  without  which, 
with  the  best  intentions,  failure  will  follow,  and  the  cause  become  dis- 
credited. It  is  a  part  of  the  plan  of  the  Commission  on  Social  Serv- 
ice and  Rural  Work,  through  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  to  give 
local  assistance  in  such  matters  where  requested  to  do  so. 

4.  The  Committee  recommends  that  careful  study  be  given  to  the 
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abundant  and  growing  literature  dealing  with  this  whole  matter.  At- 
tention is  especially  called  to  two  books  that  deal  with  both  principles 
and  programs  of  recreation,  from  a  religious  point  of  view,  and  con- 
tain valuable  bibliographies  for  further  study.  These  are  Recreation 
AND  THE  Church,  belonging  to  a  series  on  Principles  and  Methods  of 
Eeligious  Education,  by  Herbert  Wright  Gates,  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago Press;  and  The  Church  at  Play,  belonging  to  the  Community 
Training  School  Series,  by  Norman  E.  Richardson,  Abington  Press, 
New  York  and  Cincinnati. 

The  Rural  Work 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Commission  the  district  synods  in  1921 
were  overt ured  to  vote  on  a  referendum  whether  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  should  appoint  a  rural  church  field  worker  who  would  give 
all  his  time  to  the  rural  church  and  field.  The  result  was  almost 
unanimously  favorable,  and  in  consequence  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions, at  its  annual  meeting  in  July,  1922,  upon  nomination  by  the 
Commission,  appointed  Mr.  Ralph  S.  Adams  to  that  position.  This 
is  the  most  significant  step  the  Reformed  Church  has  yet  taken  in  the 
interest  of  the  rural  church. 

The  Commission  has  a  standing  Committee  on  Rural  Problems  con- 
sisting of  Revs.  C.  W.  Brugh,  C.  J.  Snyder,  and  J.  C.  Peeler.  This 
Committee  has  drafted  a  Survey  Manual  for  use  in  local  fields  with 
definite  instructions  for  utilizing  the  same  in  the  interest  of  Evan- 
gelism and  Church  Efficiency.  This  has  not  yet  been  published.  It 
has  drafted  also  a  course  of  procedure  in  the  interest  of  the  rural 
church,  covering  a  period  of  years.  It"  was  the  action  of  the  Commis- 
sion that  this  service  be  put  in  proper  form  for  publication  and  dis- 
tribution throughout  the  Church.  This  has  not  yet  been  attended  to. 
As  provided  for  by  this  report,  a  survey  is  being  made  of  the  rural 
churches  and  fields  of  the  Reformed  Church,  the  results  of  which  will 
be  published  in  separate  form. 

Rural  Co-operation 

The  Commission  is  co-operating  with  the  Town  and  Country  Com- 
mittee of  the  Home  Missions  Council,  and  the  Committee  on  Social 
and  Religious  Surveys,  in  the  interest  of  inter-denominational  co-op- 
eration and  a  unified  program  for  efficient  church  ministrations  in 
the  rural  fields.  The  Commission,  through  its  Secretary  and  Field 
Worker  is  kept  in  touch  with  the  work  of  the  American  Country  Life 
Association,  the  International  Association  of  Agricultural  Missions, 
and  other  country  life  organizations  and  movements. 

Summer  Schools  and  Scholarships 
The  Commission  co-operated  in  the  Summer  Schools  for  Rural  Pas- 
tors during  1921  and  1922  with  State  College,  Penna.,  Ohio  State 
University,  Wisconsin  University,  and  with  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Lancaster  (1922).  In  1921  there  were  27  rural  Reformed  min- 
isters in  attendance  upon  these  schools,  of  whom  18  received  scholar- 
ships, and  in  1922  there  were  fifty-five  rural  Reformed  pastors  in  at- 
tendance, of  which  18  received  scholarships.  At  the  Commission's 
recommendation   the    Board    of   Home   Missions   provided   a   lecture 
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course  at  the  Lancaster  Summer  School,  1922,  on  The  Community 
by  Dr.  Edmund  deS.  Brunner,  Director  of  the  Eural  Department  of 
the  Committee  on  Social  and  Keligious  Surveys. 

Student  Work 

During  the  summer  of  1922  four  Theological  Seminary  students, 
under  the  responsibility  of  the  Commission,  were  engaged  with  the 
Committee  on  Social  and  Eeligious  Surveys.  Two  of  these  were  em- 
ployed in  the  study  of  selected  successful  country  churches,  the  results 
of  which  will  be  published ;  and  two  were  employed  in  the  Springfield, 
Mass.,  survey. 

Educational  Material  and  Service 

The  Commission  is  promoting  Home  Lands  among  our  rural  pas- 
tors. About  100  of  our  ministers  receive  the  same.  Correspondence 
courses  and  reading  courses  are  also  being  promoted.  A  great  deal 
of  material  of  educational  value  for  rural  pastors  is  now  available 
through  the  Commission's  office  and  Field  Worker,  and  the  Field 
Worker  is  in  the  constant  service  of  rural  pastors  aiding  them  to  study 
their  fields,  and  provide  adequate  programs  for  their  Churches. 

Program 

The  Commission  has  been  guided  in  its  course  by  a  working  program 
adopted  soon  after  its  organization  was  effected.  The  following  are 
its  chief  features: 

1.  Objectives 

(1)  To  make  clear  to  the  constituencies  of  the  Eeformed  Church 
and  the  communities  served  by  the  same,  the  social  implications  of 
the  Gospel,  and  to  promote  the  application  of  its  teachings  to  the 
organization  of  human  society,  in  conformity  with  the  Social  Creed 
adopted  by  the  General  Synod  of  1917,  and  the  instructions  of  the 
General  Synod  of  1920  authorizing  the  creation  of  the  Commission. 

(2)  To  assist  local  churches  in  such  practical  aspects  of  community 
service  as  will  express  Christianity  in  relation  to  the  needs  and  aims 
of  community  life,  and  enable  them  to  render  an  adequate  Christian 
ministration. 

(3)  To  make  the  Eeformed  Church  a  constructive  force  in  the  na- 
tional life,  in  co-operation  with  approved  national  agencies  and  move- 
ments for  religious  and  social  welfare. 

2.  Methods

retary of  the  Commission  and  the  General  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions. 

CO-OPERATIVE 
The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod 

The  Board  greatly  appreciates  the  splendid  co-operation  which  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  is  giving  to  the  work 
of  Home  Missions.  The  Society  has  rendered  valuable  financial  as- 
sistance. It  has  contributed  88  Church-building  Funds,  of  which  17 
were  received  during  the  triennium.  It  is  now  engaged  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  budlding  for  the  Japanese  Mission  in  San  Francisco 
which  is  to  be  used  for  educational  purposes,  and  which  will  involve 
an  expenditure  of  $40,000. 

By  special  arrangement  the  Society  is  supporting  all  the  women 
workers  employed  by  the  Board,  such  as  Deaconesses  and  social  work- 
ers. This  is  a  very  fine  piece  of  co-operative  work,  inasmuch  as  it 
reaches  principally  the  homes  and  the  families  of  the  Church. 

This  organization  has  also  taken  over  the  full  supervision  and  sup- 
port of  the  Jewish  Mission  in  Philadelphia.  In  this  work  it  has  en- 
listed the  active  interest  of  the  local  Society  and  members  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  Philadelphia. 

The  Women  have  also  made  contributions  to  the  work  among  the 
Colored  people  at  Louisville  and  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky. 

Through  the  splendid  services  which  they  have  rendered  to  the  cause 
of  Home  Missions,  and  the  sympathetic  interest  which  they  have 
manifested  in  the  whole  program  of  the  work,  the  Women  have  proved 
themselves  an  indispensable  factor  in  the  Home  Mission  enterprise. 
The  Society  appointed  two  of  its  niunber  to  attend  in  an  official 
capacity,  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  its  Executive  Committee. 
They  have  given  wise  counsel  and  helpful  suggestions  on  many  ques- 
tions. It  has  been  felt  that  if  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society, 
through  its  representatives,  would  have  a  vote  in  the  meetings  of  the 
Board,  its  interest  in  the  work  would  be  greatly  increased  and  its 
service  enlarged,  consequently,  the  Board  is  overturiug  General  Synod 
at  this  time  to  make  provision  so  that  the  Woman 's  Missionary  Society 
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of  the  General  Synod  shall  have  three  representatives  on  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  with  full  rights  and  privileges.

United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee 

The  Board  is  represented  on  this  Committee  by  Mr.  Emory  L.  Cob- 
lentz  and  Rev.  Charles  E.  Schaeffer,  D.D.  Valuable  services  have 
been  rendered  through  this  Committee  in  stimulating  the  payment  of 
the  Apportionment  and  in  introducing  efficient  methods  of  finance 
in  many  congregations.  Suitable  literature  was  also  prepared  and 
disseminated  with  a  view  of  giving  information  and  developing  the 
spirit  of  benevolence  and  cultivating  the  sense  of  stewardship  through- 
out the  denomination.  The  monthly  statements  of  the  receipts  from 
the  Classes  proved  of  great  help  to  Classical  Committees  and  others 
who  were  vitally  interested.  During  the  triennium  the  Board  ex- 
pended for  the  use  of  this  Committee  the  sum  of  $8,390.20.  Inasmuch 
as  the  support  of  the  general  work  of  the  Board  is  dependent  upon 
the  Apportionment  monies,  it  is  highly  important  that  this  Commit- 
tee carry  on  its  work  as  aggressively  and  efficiently  as  possible  so 
that  funds  may  be  available  for  our  enlarging  work. 
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Forward  Movement 

The  Forward  Movement  has  turned  into  the  treasury  of  our  Board 
the  sum  of  $387,407.97.  All  of  this  money  has  gone  into  the  Church- 
building  Department  and  is  used  in  the  erection  of  church-buildings 
and  parsonages  for  the  Missions  and  to  assist  in  the  liquidation  of 
heavy  indebtedness  where  suitable  buildings  have  already  been  pro- 
vided. It  is  not  used  for  the  current  expenses  of  the  Board  nor  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  Missionaries.  By  means  of  this  money  74 
Missions  have  already  been  helped.  There  are  many  others  who  are 
anxiously  waiting  to  be  helped.  They  are  in  urgent  need  of  suitable 
equipment  and  their  work  is  greatly  handicapped  until  they  shall  come 
into  possession  of  the  same.  The  Board  stands  pledged  to  co-operate 
in  the  completion  of  the  Movement  and  to  rq,ise  the  full  amount  of 
the  Budget.  With  this  end  in  view  it  is  planning  to  solicit  Church- 
buildings  Funds  of  large  sums  and  to  ask  individuals  and  con- 
gregations to  put  up  Memorial  Churches,  to  establish  annuities,  and 
to  make  liberal  bequests. 

After  the  total  Budget  of  the  Forward  Movement  had  been  deter- 
mined upon,  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  of  Home  Missions  felt  that  it 
would  not  receive  an  adequate  sum  for  the  work  within  its  territory, 
and  consequently,  in  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Forward  Move- 
ment Commission,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  transferred  an  addi- 
tional $100,000  of  its  Budget  to  that  of  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  and  is 
now  paying  it  on  the  pro  rata  basis.  It  has  already  turned  over 
to  that  Board  $49,787.56. 

Eecognizing  also  that  Catawba  College  in  North  Carolina  performs 
a  great  Missionary  function,  particularly  in  the  South,  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Forward  Movement  Commis- 
sion, granted  that  institution  $200,000  out  of  its  Budget,  and  this 
amount  is  also  being  paid  on  the  pro  rata  basis. 

The  survey  made  at  the  beginning  of  the  Forward  Movement  re- 
vealed needs  in  terms  of  men  and  money,  which  remain  as  great  and 
insistent  today  as  ever  before.  New  projects,  which  were  not  listed 
in  the  Forward  Movement  program,  are  waiting  to  be  taken  up.  Only 
the  full  realization  of  the  aims  and  ideals  of  the  Forward  Movement 
can  meet  the  demands  which  are  upon  us. 

Home  Missions  Council 

This  interdenominational  body,  composed  of  the  Home  Mission 
Boards  and  agencies  of  thirty  different  denominations,  serves  as  a 
clearing-house  for  common  Home  Mission  tasks.  It  seeks  to  direct 
and  unify  effort  along  co-operative  lines.  It  deals  with  racial  groups 
and  community  projects.  It  works  out  principles  of  comity  not  only 
in  preventing  needless  over-lapping,  but  in  furthering  lines  of  work 
in  needy  places.  It  has  already  made  a  survey  of  Montana  and  al- 
located responsibility  to  the  various  denominations.  It  has  projected 
plans  for  a  similar  survey  of  Idaho  and  Washington  and  possibly 
northern  California,  this  coming  summer.  The  Council  is  supported 
by  its  constituent  agencies  on  a  Budget  determined  by  the  sums 
which  these  agencies  raise  for  Home  Missions  in  a  given  year.  The 
amount  Avhich  this  Board  has  voted  for  this  year  is  $750. 
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EDUCATIONAL 

Missionary  Education 

In  co-operafcion  with  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  your  Board 
of  Home  Missions  is  carrying  forward  the  important  work  of  Mis- 
sionary Education.  It  is  apparent  that  nothing  can  be  more  vital 
or  more  fundamental  to  our  work  than  a  thorough-going  system  of 
Missionary  Education.  Only  a  well-informed  constituency  will  have 
the  needed  interest  and  enthusiasm  to  supply  the  men  and  money 
required  in  this  enterprise.  The  Department  of  Missionary  Education 
has  been  greatly  enlarged  and  is  now  in  charge  of  Eev.  A.  V.  Cassel- 
man,  who  possesses  splendid  qualifications  for  this  work.  He  is  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  the  field  and  its  needs  as  well  as  with  the 
whole  problem  of  Missions  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  Department 
functions  along  two  principal  lines — Summer  Missionary  Conferences 
and  Stereopticon  Lectures. 

1.  Sximmer  Missionary  Conferences. — The  Summer  Missionary  Con- 
ferences continue  to  grow  in  influence  and  power^  and  are  becoming 
increasingly  a  real  factor  in  the  missionary  life  of  the  Church.  Fine, 
strong  programs  were  presented  at  eight  conferences  last  year.  They 
were  held  at  Hood  College,  iVederick,  Md. ;  Catawba  College,  Newton, 
N.  C. ;  Kiskiminetas  Academy,  Saltsburg,  Pa.j  Heidelberg  University, 
Tiffin,  Ohio;  Theological  Seminary.  Lancaster,  Pa.;  Ursinus  College, 
Collegeville,  Pa.;  Mission  House.  Plymouth,  Wis.;  Young  Woman's 
Christian  Association,  Indianapolis,  Ind.  The  attendance  last  year 
was  measurably  larger  than  ever  before.  About  1,800  of  the  members 
of  the  Church  definitely  attended  some  portion  and  identified  them- 
selves with  mission-study  classes,  and  perhaps  twice  that  many,  in 
general,  attended  the  inspirational  and  other  meetings  on  the  programs 
of  the  conferences.  The  conferences  last  year  were  made  up,  for  the 
most  part,  of  carefully  selected  people  who  were  sent  there  by  church 
organizations.  This  insured  very  purposeful  attendance,  with  the  re- 
sult that  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  those  who  have  been  in  at- 
tendance for  years,  that  last  year  the  conferences  were  more  serious 
and  more  studious  than  ever  before. 

The  purpose  of  these  summer  conferences  is  three-fold:  to  provide 
missionary  leaders  for  the  missionary  educational  program  of  the 
Churches ;  to  discover  and  develop  capacity  for  missionary  leadership ; 
to  provide  means  of  instruction  and  inspiration  for  those  who  desire 
to  gain  an  adequate  knowledge  of  Missions  to  guide  them  in  their 
Christian  service  and  deepen  their  life  purposes.  These  conferences 
must  be  made  increasingly  educational.  The  young  people  must  not 
be  taught  merely  one  thing,  but  must  be  taught  to  teach  others  many 
things.  We  must  train  and  prepare  our  young  people  to  be  missionary 
leaders  and  teachers.  We  must  not  neglect  the  inspirational  and 
informational  spirit  of  the  conferences,  but  we  must  emphasize  the 
truly  educational  work  in  order  that  broad  and  sure  foundations  may 
be  l^id  for  lasting  results.  Missionary  Education  must  be  articulated 
and  given  its  just  and  proper  place  in  connection  with  the  general 
religious  educational  program  of  the  Church. 

The  interdenominational  subject  for  home  mission  study  for  the 
coming  year  is  "  Saving  America  Through  Her  Boys  and  Girls." 
The  young  people  of  the   Church  will  be  advised  to   use  the   inter- 
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denominational  book  on  this  subject,  entitled  ' '  The  Child  and  Amer- 
/ica's  Future."  However,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  that  this  coming  year  presents  a  most  opportune  time  for 
the  study  of  our  Hungarian  work.  No  greater  home  missionary  op- 
portunity or  responsibility  confronts  the  Church  at  the  present  time. 
Very  fortunately,  there  is  at  hand  for  this  very  purpose  a  new  book 
entitled  "  The  Magyars  in  America,"  by  Dr.  D.  A.  Souders,  Super- 
intendent of  Immigration.  This  book  will  be  recommended  for  adults 
in  home  mission  study  by  all  of  the  missionary  educational  agencies 
of  the  Church.  Special  material  dealing  with  our  Hungarian  work  1 
will  be  prepared  for  all  the  organizations  of  the  Church. 

2.  Stereopticon  Lectures. — The  Department  of  Missionary  Educa- 
tion is  also  gradually  building  up  a  complete  library  of  stereopticon 
lectures  for  the  use  of  the  pastors  of  the  Church.  When  this  is  finished 
it  will  afford  a  complete  visual  presentation  of  the  entire  home  mis- 
sionary problem  of  America,  with  special  reference  to  the  share  of  the 
Eeformed  Church.  The  stereopticon  is  so  simple  and  so  successful 
these  days  that  its  use  is  increasing  everywhere.  Requests  for  stere- 
opticon lectures  on  Home  Missions  are  continually  being  received  by 
the  Department  of  Missionary  Education.  Only  the  lack  of  proper 
pictures  has  retarded  the  work  in  this  direction,  as  it  is  necessary 
in  these  days  to  present  only  the  finest  pictures.  Only  slides  of 
the  highest  artistic  merit  can  be  of  much  service  in  these  days  of 
superfine  photography.  The  stereopticon  lecture  on  our  Winnebago 
Indian  Mission,  entitled  "Winning  the  Winnebagoes,"  has  proved  to 
be  vei'y  popular  amongst  our  congregations.  Several  lectures  on  the 
various  phases  of  our  Hungarian  work,  and  one  setting  forth  the  work 
of  the  Rural  Church  will  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  Church  this 
summer.  A  reel  of  motion  pictures,  exhibiting  the  work  of  the  oldest 
Hungarian  congregation  in  America,  the  First  Hungarian  Reformed 
Church  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  has  just  been  completed  and  will  be  shown 
for  the  first  time  at  the  summer  conferences  this  year,  after  which 
it  will  be  available  for  the  use  of  the  pastors  of  the  Church. 

Home  Mission  Day 

This  special  Day  as  ordered  by  General  Synod,  has  been  regularly 
observed  on  the  second  Sunday  of  November  of  each  year.  In  1920 
a  special  Service,  entitled,  ' '  Our  Faith  and  Our  Flag, ' '  was  published 
and  the  offerings,  amounting  to  $8,347.48  were  applied  to  the  Pro- 
gressive Project  of  the  Interior  Synod.  The  Service  in  1921  was 
entitled,  "Building  the  Church,"  and  the  offerings,  amounting  to 
$13,090.64  were  applied  to  the  establishing  of  "The  Rev.  A.  C. 
Whitmer  Memorial  Church-building  Fund  of  $25,000."  In  1922  the 
Service  was  named  ' '  From  Many  Lands. ' '  It  stressed  the  Immigrant 
work  in  America.  The  offerings,  amounting  to  $8,437.61  were  again 
applied  to  "The  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer  Memorial  Church-building  Fund 
of  $25,000."  The  amounts  received  for  this  special  Fund  total 
$21,528.25.  This  Fund  should  be  speedily  completed  so  that  the 
same  can  be  properly  enrolled,  the  founder  of  these  Funds  duly 
honored,  and  the  money  invested  where  it  will  bring  rich  returns 
for  the  Master.  Apart  from  the  financial  benefits  of  this  special 
Day,  the  educational  and  inspiration  values  are  of  profound  signifi- 
cance. The  Day  should  be  more  generally  and  more  earnestly  ob- 
served. 
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Outlook  of  Missions 

"The  Outlook  of  Missions"  is  the  periodical  published  jointly  by 
the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and 
the  Woman 's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod.  It  has  a  circula- 
tion of  12,500,  and  is  the  only  distinctive  Missionary  organ  in  the 
denomination.  Its  publication  involves  the  Boards  in  a  considerable 
outlay  of  money.  Last  year  each  Board  paid  $3,308.72.  The  Boards 
have  agreed  that  beginning  January  1,  1924,  the  subscription  price 
shall  be  increased  to  One  Dollar.  This  is  made  necessary  by  the  in- 
creased cost  of  paper,  printing  and  plates.  The  periodical  should  be 
given  a  much  wider  circulation.  Every  family  in  the  denomination 
should  be  a  subscriber  and  reader  of  the  same. 

Literature 

Many  pieces  of  literature  setting  forth  the  different  phases  of  the 
work  of  Home  Missions  were  published  and  distributed.  Some  of 
this  literature  was  issued  through  the  United  Missionary  and  Steward- 
ship Committee,  the  Missionary  Education  Department,  the  Cora- 
mission  on  Spiritual  Eesources  and  Evangelism,  and  still  other  pieces 
through  the  Commission  on  Social  Service  and  Rural  Work,  the 
Forward  Movement  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General 
Synod.  There  was  also  literature  of  an  interdenominational  character 
which  was  furnished  by  the  Home  Missions  Council  and  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.  Special  mention  is 
here  made  of  the  book,  "Magyars  in'  America,"  written  by  Dr.  D. 
A.  Souders,  Superintendent  of  the  Immigrant  Department.  The 
work  was  also  presented  by  articles  in  the  different  church  papers, 
in  reports  and  addresses  before  Synods,  Classes,  Conferences,  Con- 
ventions and  Congregations. 

Work  Among  Students 

The  General  Secretary  gave  a  series  of  lectures  on  Home  Mis- 
sions before  the  Senior  and  Middle  Classes  in  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary at  Lancaster.  This  is  to  be  a  permanent  arrangement  so  that 
the  principles  and  methods  of  the  work  can  be  presented  to  those 
who  are  preparing  to  be  ministers  in  the  Church. 

The  Board  is  providing  a  student  pastor  for  young  men  and 
women  who  are  studying  in  the  University  of  Pennyslvania  and 
other  higher  educational  institutions  in  Philadelphia  and  vicinity. 
A  large  number  of  students  belonging  to  the  Reformed  Church  are 
found  in  these  institutions.  Rev.  Clayton  H.  Ranck  of  Oak  Lane, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  is  giving  part  time  to  this  work  in  connection  with 
his  pastorate.  He  possesses  excellent  qualifications  for  this  kind 
of  work  and  has  won  the  confidence  and  co-operation  of  the  students 
of  the  Reformed  faith. 

A  similar  work  is  being  done  among  the  students  at  State  College, 
Pa.  Rev.  Edwin  Howard  Romig  is  engaged  in  ministering  to  the 
social  and  religious  needs  of  a  large  student  body  in  that  institution 
who  belong  to  the  Reformed  Church. 

This  work  both  in  Philadelphia  and  in  State  College  is  of  far-reach- 
ing importance.  It  serves  to  link  these  students  in  the  most  impres- 
sionable period  of  their  lives  to  the  Church  and  holds  them  for  leader- 
ship at  the  completion  of  their  preparation  for  life  service. 
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Financial 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  has  felt  the  financial  pressure  during 
the  past  tricnnium  as  never  before  in  its  history.  The  enlarging 
work,  the  necessity  of  assuming  new  obligations,  the  multiplicity  of 
departments  which  were  assigned  to  the  Board  and  which  come 
legitimately  and  logically  within  its  purview,  have  entailed  heavy 
financial  responsibilities  which  could  not  be  discharged  with  the 
limited  income  at  our  disposal.  Consequently,  the  Board  has  had 
to  assume  obligations  in  banks  and  with  other  parties  which  have 
reached  the  maximum  of  our  carrying  ability.  It  is  not  right  that  the 
work  of  the  Lord,  which  is  pressing  with  such  unescapable  persistency, 
should  have  to  be  financed  with  borrowed  capital.  Our  people  have  the 
money.  The  gold  and  the  silver  of  the  world  are  largely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Christian  people.  The  members  of  the  Reformed  Church 
are  in  possession  of  their  share  of  the  general  wealth  of  the  country. 
They  must  be  taught  to  release  it  in  more  liberal  ways  and  direct 
it  into  channels  where  it  \^'ill  help  most  effectively  to  establish  the 
Kingdom  of  God  upon  the  earth. 

After  a  very  conservative  estimate  of  its  needs  annually  for  the 
next  three  years,  the  Board  presents  the  following  Budget  and  urges 
that  it  be  accepted  and  that  provision  be  made  for  its  full  payment.

Recommendations 

In  the  light  of  the  facts  advanced  and  the  needs  as  set  forth  in 
the  foregoing  report,  the  Board  offers  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  To  call  the  attention  of  Synods  and  Classes  and  congregations 
to  the  growing  work  of  Home  Missions  and  to  the  need  of  the  full- 
hearted  support  of  the  same  by  prayer,  service,  and  gifts. 

2.  To  approve  the  efforts  along  the  lines  of  Evangelism,  of  Social 
Service  and  Rural  work^  and  to  plan  to  make  these  phases  of  Christian 
activity  still  more  vital  and  effective. 
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3.  To  approve  the  reception  of  the  body  of  Hungardan  congregations 
and  people  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Church,  and  to  provide  for  the 
development  of  the  work  among  these  people  along  Evangelistic,  edu- 
cational, and  financial  lines. 

4.  To  ask  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board  to  provide  for 
the  full  expenses  in  connection  with  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

5.  To  make  provision  for  an  adequate  representation  of  the  Wom- 
an's Missionary  Society  on  the  Board  with  full  rights  and  privileges. 

6.  To  consider  the  advisability  of  continuing  work  by  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions  among  Colored  people. 

7.  To  commend  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod 
for  its  cordial  interest  and  helpful  co-operation  in  the  work  of  Home 
Missions. 

8.  To  commend  to  the  Classes  and  congregations  the  observance  of 
Home  Mission  Day,  the  wider  circulation  of  ' '  The  Outlook  of  Mis- 
sions," and  the  spread  of  Missionary  intelligence  among  all  our 
people. 

9.  To  pay  the  Budget  in  full,  to  bring  the  cause  of  Church-building 
Funds,  the  making  of  legacies  and  giving  of  annuities,  and  the  build- 
ing of  Memorial  Churches  to  the  attention  of  the  membership  of  the 
Church. 

Conclusion 

In  the  accomplishment  of  this  stupendous  task  we  require  the  full 
co-operation  of  all  the  members  of  the  Church  and  we  have  need  of 
the  faith  and  patience  of  the  saints.  In  this  work  we  are  dealing 
largely  with  beginnings,  not  with  finished  products.  We  are  not  sing- 
ing the  song  of  the  harvest,  but  we  are  enduring  the  burden  and  toil 
of  those  who  sow  and  cultivate.  We  work  often  in  the  day  of  small 
things  in  our  Mission  churches.  These  churches  do  not  spring  forth 
full  grown  by  the  fiat  of  the  Almighty.  Often  our  work  must  be  done 
in  an  unobserved  way  without  the  flourish  of  trumpets  or  the  glamour 
of  immediate  results.  We  lay  foundations;  others  build  thereon.  But 
the  work  is  God  's  work  and  in  this  enterprise  He  will  not  fail  us  and 
to  Him  do  we  give  all  the  glory.

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B.  Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Home  Missions 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  committee  has  received  and 
reviewed  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  for  the  Triennium 
1920  to  1923.  On  casting  a  cursory  glance  over  this  illuminating 
report  reveals  the  multiplicity  of  activities  which  constitute  the 
program  of  work  in  which  modern  missions  is  engaged.  On  the 
surface  it  Avould  seem  that  the  various  interests  are  entirely  un- 
related, independent  one  of  another.  But  in  reality  the  picture 
presented  is  a  beautiful  mosaic,  the  more  beautiful  because  of  variety 
of  aspect,  every  department  in  close  relation  with  the  other  and 
altogether  forming  one  unbroken  composite  whole.  A  unified  plan, 
a  unified  purpose  of  intense  spiritual  activity,  which  reflects  the 
leadership  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  and  the 
genius  of  those,  who  are  directing  her  activities  in  such  a  masterful 
and  statesmanlike  way.  Modern  Missions  is  Christianity  in  action  and 
is  an  expression  of  the  abunaant  life  which  flows  from  the  heart  of 
the  Christian  as  a  direct  fruit  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  as  it  lives 
in  the  heart  and  roots  in  ^he  soul.  Unless  there  be  missions,  the 
Christian  Eeligion  is  static,  Christianity  is  dead. 

But  Christianity  is  not  dead  in  the  Eefornied  Church.  In  ever 
widening  circles,  and  with  ever  deepening  connections  of  the  immin- 
ence of  God,  and  the  inner  urge  of  a  strong  social  duty,  Christianity 
is  sweeping  out  over  the  nation  and  permeating  its  life  and  industry 
with  spiritual  thought  and  idealism.  With  all  of  our  limitations  and 
shortcomings,  we  are  still  a  Christian  nation,  not  only  because  two- 
thirds  of  our  citizens  are  in  normal  relation  with  the  Christian 
church,  but  because  even  beyond  this  sphere  no  phase  of  our  civic, 
national,  social  and  economic  life  remains  entirely  untouched  of  and 
unmolded  by  the  spirit  and  regenerating  power  of  Christianity.  And, 
it  is  a  joy  and  fills  our  hearts  with  pride,  that  the  Eeformed  Church 
has  a  respectable  part  in  the  christianization  of  America.  Unless 
America  becomes  thoroughly  christianized  and  rich  in  spiritual 
possesions  her  very  wealth  and  prestige  will  prove  a  curse  instead  of 
a  blessing,  and  she  cannot  escapse  a  disaster  which  befell  other 
nations  and  civilizations  that  lost  their  culture  and  their  character, 
yea,  their  very  soul,  as  soon  as  they  lost  their  hold  on  their  highest 
spiritual  precepts  and  their  God.  The  highway  to  stability  and  im- 
mortality leads  by  the  Cross  of  Jesus  Christ. 

With  a  field  that  covers  the  entire  United  States  and  extends  into 
Canada,  with  299  workers,  307  mission  congregations,  with  a  member- 
ship of  37,421,  constituting  almost  ten  per  cent,  of  our  membership; 
with  benevolent  gifts  amounting  to  $236,008.00  (Outside  the  Forward 
Movement.)  And  with  monies  given  for  pastoral  support  $271,217.00, 
giving  $16.25  per  capita,  which  if  given  by  all  the  members  of  our 
church,  would  amount  to  upwards  of  five  million  dollars;  with  a 
ministry  as  scholarly,  as  spiritual,  as  efficient  and  as  effective  as  one 
can  find  anyAvhere,  whose  strength  is  its  weakness,  because  it  excites 
the  lure  of  the  strong  congi'egation,  who  are  oft-times  exceedingly  un- 
missionary  in  drafting  its  men  into  more  alluring  fields;  with  a 
record  of  new  churches,  with  several  gone  to  self-support,  with  80 
per  cent,  of  their  work  in  industrial  centers,  with  the  truly  wonderful 
additions  of  building  funds,  with  the  purchase  and  establishing  of 
a  hospice,  the  Hudson  House  in  New  York,  as  a  meeting  place  for 
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the  immigrant  and  traveler,  with  the  acquisition  of  twenty-eight 
Hungarian  congregations,  with  property  value  of  one  million  dollars, 
at  an  initial  cost  of  a  $132,000.00,  with  work  among  the  Japanese, 
the  Negro,  the  Indian,  the  Jew  and  with  its  extensive  work  among  the 
Germans  and  German-Americans,  among  whom  10  per  cent,  of  their 
missions  have  gone  to  self  support,  with  the  achievement  of  the 
Progressive  and  Philadelphia  projects,  with  a  splendid  record  of  the 
department  of  spiritual  resources,  and  the  employment  of  two  full- 
time  evangelists,  with  a  social  service  commission  and  work  that  is 
giving  a  new  social  consciencionsness  to  our  people,  and  attracting  with 
its  social  implications  of  the  gospel,  and  splendid  publication,  the 
attention  of  the  Christian  Church  of  our  laud  and  proved  the  worth 
of  this  new  talent  in  our  midst,  with  the  inauguration  of  rural  Avork 
and  the  establishment  of  student  pastors  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  and  State  College,  with  a  fine  co-operation,  with  a  W. 
M.  Society,  which  has  erected  new  building  for  education  purposes 
among  the  Japanese  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  support  of  all  the 
women  workers  of  the  Board,  with  the  receipt  of  $387,407.49  from 
the  Forward  Movement,  with  a  department  of  Missionary  Education 
which  is  discovering  and  developing  capacity  for  missionary  leader- 
ship, Avith  these  acquisitions  and  achievements,  surely  in  this  we  have 
abundant  proof  that  God  has  been  with  us,  and  that  our  Home 
Missionary  work  is  a  factor  and  force  in  the  life  of  our  Nation. 
We  are  proud  of  our  splendid  leadership,  the  consecrated  men  and 
women  who  perform  and  work,  and  of  a  growing  appreciation  of 
our  people  in  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 

We  rejoice  that  our  great  leader  and  Secretary,  Dr.  Clias.  E. 
Schaeffer.  after  months  of  strenuous  travel  and  work  in  the  interests 
of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  Hungary  and  France,  has  returned  in 
health  and  safety,  having  withstood  the  virus  oi  European  depression 
and  inertia,  with  a  deeper  conviction  that  Christianity  is  the  only 
power  that  can  save  the  world,  and  fresh  hope  that  the  work  of  the 
Reformed  Church  will  give  a  distinct  contribution  toward  the  attain- 
ment of  this  end.  His  European  experience  makes  him  to  be  a 
greater  leader  than  ever,  who  can  be  trusted  to  guide  us  with  greater 
knowledge  of  world  affairs  in  the  paths  of  duty  and  world  service. 

Your   Committee   would   recommend : 

1.  That  we  thank  God  for  the  gracious  favors  and  signal  blessings 
bestowed  upon  us;  the  splendid  leadership  of  the  Board;  of  our 
Secretary  and  his  associates;  the  faithful  labors  of  our  people  both 
missionaries  and  social  workers,  and  the  loyalty  and  support  of  our 
people  through  the  regular  channels  and  the  Forward  Movement. 

2.  That  we  record  our  sorrow  at  the  passing  of  these  faithful 
laborers  who  have  rendered  signal  service  in  the  cause  of  Home 
Missions:  Dr.  A.  C.  Whitmer,  Eev.  D.  E.  Bowers,  Dr.  W.  A.  Hale, 
Dr.  E.  R.  Williard,  Dr.  J.  M.  L.  Lyerly  and  Rev.  J.  W.  Geier.  We 
extend  our  greetings  to  our  fellow  worker,  Atty.  C.  M.  Bousch,  who  is 
now  ninety-two  years  of  age  and  has  given  forty-eight  years  of  serv- 
ice to  the  Home  Mission  Board. 

3.  That  we  commend  the  missions  which  have  gone  to  self  support 
and  hold  them  up  an  example  and  inspiration  to  other  missions  with 
the  hope  that  the  day  may  be  hastened  for  many  missions  when  they 
can  share  with  these  the  joy  of  independent  life. 
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4.  That  we  record  our  appreciation  of  the  splendid  service  rendered 
by  our  Evangelist,  Dr.  Eufus  C.  Zartman,  and  rejoice  at  the  appoint- 
ment of  Rev.  Ernest  Evans  as  Evangelist  in  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and 
express  the  hope  that  the  Synods  may  make  like  appointments  and 
the  ideal  of  the  Board,  evangelists  in  every  Synod,  be  realized. 

5.  We  commend  the  Board  for  inaugurating  and  prosecuting  the 
work  of  social  service  and  rural  work  and  recommend  that  in- 
creased attention  be  given  to  this  phase  of  a  virile  and  vitalizing 
Christianity.  We  recommend  the  securing  and  training  of  workers, 
men  and  women  as  secretaries  and  assistants  in  the  community  field 
of  social  service,  that  they  may  be  available  as  pastor's  assistants 
for  specific  work  in  congregations  and  communities  in  which  our 
Reformed  Church  is  operated.  The  attention  of  the  departments  of 
sociology  in  our  educational  institutions  is  called  to  this  matter, 
and  their  co-operation  invited. 

6.  We  commend  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  for  their  valued 
and  fruitful  counsel  and  co-operation,  and  recommend  the  addition 
of  three  women  members  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  to  be  elected 
from  and  by,  the  W.  M.  S.  of  General  Synod, 

7.  We  commend  the  Board  for  witholding  support  from  unpromis- 
ing missions,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  policy  to  this  effect. 
To  this  matter  we  call  the  attention  of  Classes.  We  also  recommend 
that  instead  of  increasing  to  any  very  large  extent  the  number  of 
missions  and  building  expensive  churches  in  sections  and  centers, 
which  are  already  covered  and  cared  for  by  established  churches  of 
our  denomination,  and  which  these  churches  may  be  able  to  help 
materially,  favorable  consideration  be  given  to  growing  sections  in 
unoccupied  areas  in  our  land.  These  may  become  nuclei  for  a  group 
of  churches. 

8.  We  recommend  to  the  Board  that  whatever  possible  laymen  and 
women  should  be  employed  for  community  social  service,  rural  and 
routine  work,  in  order  to  develop  adequate  leaders  and  workers  among 
lay  members,  instead  of  taking  ministers  out  of  the  pulpit  and  away 
from  their  prophetic  office. 

9.  That  the  work  which  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  is  doing 
among  the  colored  people  be  terminated  and  these  interests  be  rec- 
ommended for  loyal  suj)port  to  churches,  individuals  and  com- 
munities. 

10.  That  we  rejoice  at  the  completion  of  the  Progressive  and 
Philadelphia  projects  and  thank  all  who  have  made  this  possible. 

n.  We  commend  the  Board  for  launching  the  work  of  evangelism. 
It  is  a  lamentable  fact  that  during  the  triennium  it  required,  mathe- 
matically speaking,  the  services  of  seventy-five  members  to  secure  the 
net  gain  of  one  new  member.  Not  only  the  pastor  but  every  member 
should  become  an  evangelist  and  soul  winner.  The  world  is  waiting 
for  the  Christian  Church  to  assert  her  spiritual  leadership.  Men  are 
going  divergent  paths  and  youth  is  going  the  scarlet  way  of  pleasure 
because  the  path  that  leads  to  a  vital  Christianity  and  a  personal 
relation  to  Christ  has  been  blocked  with  the  traffic  of  material  pur- 
poses and  pleasures,  which  claim  the  right  of  way.  This  path  must 
be  cleared  by  determined  Christians  who,  themselves,  having  had  a. 
vital  experience  of  God  in  Christ,  and  become  possessed  of  the  power  of 
the  love  of  God,  are  set  on  fire  by  holy  purpose  to  share  their  experience 
with  others  and  to  show  them,  where  they  stand,  the  way  of  life,  which 
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leads  them  to  a  definite  knowledge  and  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ 
and  a  real  vital  experience  in  Him.  The  soul  that  really  touches  Jesus 
is  thrilled  with  new  life  and  its  relation  to  the  Church  is  divine. 
May  the  work  accomplished  be  but  the  beginning  of  extended  activity 
in  the  field  of  evangelism  and  in  niristianizing  America. 

12.  That  we  recommend  to  our  Board  to  continue  research  work 
in  missions  and  social  service  within  the  denomination,  and  challenge 
the  Professors  of  Sociology  in  our  Educational  Institutions  to  co- 
operate with  the  Board  in  this  important  work;  and  that  the  corre- 
sponding secretary  of  General  Synod  be  instructed  to  communicate 
this  information  to  the  Institution. 

13.  That  through  the  Synod  and  Classes  we  request  our  Churches 
and  members  to  fix  their  minds  upon  larger  sums  for  Church  Build- 
ing Funds  and  solicit  larger  sums,  other  than  the  static  $500.00  that 
will  adequately  express  the  largeness  of  heart  and  truly  represent  the 
financial  strength  of  our  people  and  will  meet  the  growing  need  of 
our  work  of  this  important  department.  This  is  largely  a  matter  of 
education. 

14.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  work  of  Home  Missions  is  extend- 
ing in  the  wider  realms  of  activity,  and  even  with  the  greatest  econ- 
omy which  the  Board  is  practicing,  the  expenses  are  increasing  tre- 
mendously, we  urge  upon  the  members  of  our  Churches,  through  the 
Synods  and  Classes,  not  only  to  pay  the  apportionment  in  full,  but 
also  by  way  of  special  contributions,  legacies,  and  endowments  of 
particular  branches  of  the  work,  to  place  added  funds  into  the  hands 
of  the  Board,  and  thus  enable  it  to  do  the  great  work  which  the 
country  and  the  Church  expects.  A  quickened  financial  conscience 
all  along  the  line  will  aid  materially  in  making  Christianity  function 
more  effectively. 

15.  That  we  note  with  satisfaction  the  addition  of  the  subject  of 
Missions  in  the  curriculum  of  several  of  our  institutions  and  the 
establishment  of  a  professorship  of  Missions  in  the  Mission  House. 
We  request  the  Board  to  place  all  available  material  in  their  pos- 
session which  may  be  of  help  to  the  educational  institutions,  at  their 
disposal.  It  would  stimulate  the  work  if  the  Secretary  would  keep 
in  touch  with  it  and  encourage  it  in  its  development. 

16.  That  through  the  Synods  and  Classes  we  recommend  the  ob- 
servance of  Home  Mission  Day  in  November  and  request  a  liberal 
offering,  which  is  to  be  used  for  the  specific  purpose  as  designated 
by  the  Board.  More  strenuous  efforts  should  be  put  forth  by  the 
churches  to  make  this  a  real  spiritual  and  financial  accomplishment. 

17.  We  rejoice  at  the  ever  increasing  strength  and  service  of  the 
Missionary  Education  Department.  We  commend  the  educational 
work  of  the  Board  as  carried  on  with  increasing  efficiency.  We 
recognize  the  growing  importance  and  success  of  the  Summer  Mis- 
sionary Conferences  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  and  of  develop- 
ing the  Missionary  Education  for  the  Church,  and,  through  the 
Classes,  we  urge  upon  our  congregation  the  hearty  support  of  these 
conferences.  Especially  do  we  recommend  to  the  Cliureh  for  this 
coming  year  the  thorough  presentation  and  earnest  study  of  our  ^ 
Hungarian  work.  -        — \ 

18.  We  commend  the  Board  for  conducting  the  work  of  transfer- 
ring the  28  Hungarian  congregations  to  the  Reformed  Church  and 
commend  this  work  to  the  support  of  the  Cliurch.  We  appreciate 
the  services  of  the  Theological  Seminaries,  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and 
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Dayton,  Ohio,  in  preparing  young  men  from  tlie  Hungarian  Churches 
for  Christian  work  among  their  people. 

19.  That  we  commend  the  Board  for  establishing  a  Superintend- 
ency  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  whereby  the  work  on  the  Coast  is  strength- 
ened. 

20.  That  we  recommend  to  the  Board  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  inaugurating  a  plan  in  cooperation  with  other  Boards,  whereby 
ultimately  the  finances  of  all  Boards  may  be  managed  by  one  Treas- 
urer. This  would  reduce  overhead  expense,  simplify  the  work  and 
make  possible  the  securing  of  larger  credit  in  times  of  need. 

21.  Synod  expresses  its  appreciation  of  the  splendid  work  done  by 
the  Tri-Synodic  Mission  Boards  who,  with  all  their  difficulties  on  the 
frontiers  of  our  Church,  have  conducted  their  work  with  vigor  and 
success. 

We  rejoice  that  about  10  per  cent,  of  the  Missions  have  gone  to 
self  support  during  the  triennium.  This  is  an  inspiration  for  the 
entire  denomination.  We  pledge  them  our  sympathy  and  our  sup- 
port. 

22.  That  at  the  conclusion  of  this  report  the  Synod  hear  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  all  whom  he  presents  and  engage  in 
prayer,  being  lead  by  the  Eev.  Jason  Hoffman  of  Canada.

C.  Woman's  Missionary  Society 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  the  General  Synod  in  its  36th  year  presents  its  third  report  to 
the  General  Synod  of  our  beloved  Eeformed  Church. 

Clearer  and  clearer  to  our  women  grows  the  vision  of  the  vastness 
and  importance  of  the  task  God  has  set  before  us.  The  Christian 
education  and  elevation  of  womanhood  and  betterment  of  childhood 
are  fundamentally  essential  in  building  a  strong  lasting  Christian 
structure.  Some  missionaries  say :  "If  we  can  get  the  women, 
the  establishment  of  the  church  is  assured."  Our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S. 
is  facing  the  task  -with  a  firm  and  abiding  conviction.  Everywhere 
and  in  all  denominations  God  is  challenging  Christian  women  to 
assume  this  specific  work  in  missions.  The  deep  interest  of  Christian 
women  has  touched  the  hearts  of  oppressed  womanhood  and  removed 
many  barriers  for  missionaries  in  home  and  foreign  fields.  Our 
W.  M.  S.  G.  S.,  everyAvhere,  thru  literature  and  speech,  is  proclaim- 
ing: "  First  things  first  ";  always  urging  devotion  and  support  to 
all  phases  of  church  duties.  This  double  service  makes  our  W.  M.  S. 
G.  S.  a  strong  potent  factor,  thru  our  Foreign,  Home,  and  Tri- 
Synodic  Boards  in  all  missionary  enterprises.  The  care,  oversight 
and  support  of  Avomen  and  children's  Christian  Avelfare  by  our 
W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  is  an  indispensable  part  of  our  Church's  missionary 
task.  Our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  objective,  that  every  Christian  woman 
meet  her  imperative  duty  by  sustaining,  working  and  praying  for 
the  alleviation  of  long-suffering,  doA\Ti-trodden  womanhood  and  neg- 
lected childhood,  is  worthy  of  church-wide  recognition  and  earnest 
consideration. 

Our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  not  only  expresses  good-will  and  earnestness 
in   its   particular   obligations    but    maintains   them    with    substantial 
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material  3upport.  Every  dollar  given  by  our  W,  M.  S.  G.  S.  releases 
a  dollar  in  the  treasuries  of  tlie  various  Boards  for  general  develop- 
ment of  the  work  in  our  several  mission  fields.  Thus  our  women 
in  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  are  not  only  serving  and  supporting  the  church 
and  its  interests,  thru  regular  membership,  but  rejoice  in  assuming 
special  service  for  womanhood  and  motherhood. 

Membership 

The  membership  is  steadily  growing  thru  organization  of  new  local 
societies  and  increasing  membership  in  organized  local  societies. 
A  spirited  "  Membership  Campaign  "  supervised  by  a  "  Member- 
ship Committee  "  closing  with  March,  promises  splendid  substantial 
gains  in  local  societies. 

Increase  in  membership  in  Young  "Woman's  Missionary  Aux- 
iliaries in  both  point  of  organization  and  numerical  growth  in 
organized   local   Y.   W.   M.    Auxiliaries    is    exceedingly    encouraging. 

The  continued  increase  in  Mission  Bands,  thru  new  bands  and 
increased  membership  in  organized  bands,  is  a  source  of  gi-atifica- 
tion  and  joy. 

Departments 

Our  Literature  and  Printing  Departments  in  association  with  the 
Educational  Commission  continue  to  prepare,  supervise  and  print 
all  literature,  programs  and  calendars  issued  by  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S. 

Our  Thankoffering  Department  distributes  Thankoffpring  Boxes 
and  thruout  the  year  zealously  labors  to  instil  greater  love  of  thankful 
giving. 

Our  Department  of  Life  and  In  Memoriam  Memhers  continues  to 
add  to  the  long  list  of  ' '  Life  Members  ' '  many  names  of  live, 
wide-awake  women.  Our  roll  of  "In  Memoriam  Members ' '  bears 
testimony  to  the  departure  of  many  loyal  workers. 

Our  Department  of  Organi.:ation  in  German  Synods  is  a  large 
factor  in  numerical  growth,  thru  organization  and  development  of 
fine   co-operation. 

Our  Mission  Band  Department  diligently  inculcates  into  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  the  children,  love  and  knowledge  of  Missions. 

Our  Young  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliary  Departm,ent  continues 
the  educational  program  where  the  Mission  Band  stops.  Bringing  to 
girls  and  young  women  deep  abiding  truths  of  the  Church's  great- 
est task.  The  Y.  W.  M.  A.  is  the  connecting  link  between  the 
Mission  Band  and  the  W.  M.  Society.  Within  the  last  year  and 
one  half,  by  efforts  of  our  Y.  W.  M.  A.  and  Mission  Band  field 
secretary,  these  two  departments  have  made  marked  progress,  and 
are  now  firmly  entrenched  in  the  very  life  of  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S. 

Our  Department  of  Stewardship  will  be  established  with  the  begin- 
ning of  the  new  triennium.  A  higher  regard  for  God's  ownership 
and  our  responsibility,  as  stewards,  will  be  emphasized. 

Commission  and  Committees 

Our  Educational  Commission  was  established  four  vears  ago.  All 
literature  printed  by  the  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  must  pass  the  Commission's 
inspection.  Institutes  in  all  classical  societies,  under  supervision  of 
our    Commission,   have   been   held    annually    in    the   fall.      Excellent 
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programs  to  aid  in  use  of  "Mission  Study  Books"  are  printed  an- 
nuaJly.  The  "Annual  Prayer  Calendar/'  prepared  by  our  Com- 
mission, has  become  a  regular  feature. 

Our  Membership  Committee  maintains  careful  oversight  of  the 
membership.  Encouraging  increase,  the  keeping  of  orderly,  up- 
to-date  "  Membership  Eolls  "  in  local  W.  M.  Societies,  and  mak- 
ing correct  reports  to  the  Classical  Societies. 

Our  Educational  Aid  for  Service  Committee  has  charge  of  all 
applications  of  young  women  receiving  financial  aid  in  "College" 
and  ' '  Special  Training  Schools  ' '  in  preparation  for  service,  as 
missionaries,  under  Missionary  Boards  of  our  Church. 

Offices 

Two  well-equipped  offices  are  now  established.  One  at  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  and  the  other  at  Tiffin,  Ohio.  Altho  the  printing  of  all  literature 
prepared  by  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  has  been  under  the  supervision  of  our 
Secretary  of  Printing  at  Tiffin  since  the  appearance  of  the  first 
printed  page,  no  public  office  was  opened  at  Tiffin  until  September, 
1921.  One  haJf  of  the  literature  goes  to  "Philadelphia  Depository" 
and  the  other  one  half  is  mailed  from  "Tiffin  Depository." 

Budget 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Our  W.  M.  Societies,  thru  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.,  bear  the  administra- 
tive expenses  of  the  Girl 's  Schools,  Sendai,  Japan,  Yochow  and  Shen- 
chow,  Cliina;  support  25  workers,  including  teachers  in  Girl's  Schools 
and  native  Bible  women  in  China  and  Japan.  In  addition,  support 
is  given  to  other  phases  of  woman  's  work. 

Our  Young  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliaries,  thru  our  W.  M.  S. 
G.  S.,  support  a  nurse,  Shenchow,  China,  and  a  Kindergarten  teacher  in 
Japan. 

Our  Mission  Bands,  thru  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.,  equipped  the  Kinder- 
garten Training  School,  Yochow,  China ;  contributes  toward  the  sup- 
port of  the  Kindergartens  in  China  and  Japan  and  Mrs.  Hoy 's  ' '  In- 
dustrial Work ' '  among  women. 
Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Otir  W.  M.  Societies,  thru  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.,  support  22  workers 
in  the  home  field,  including  deaconesses  and  teachers  among  Ameri- 
cans, Japanese  and  Hungarians ;  full  support  of  ' '  Bethel  Community 
Center,"  our  Jewish  Mission,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  many  "Building 
Funds. ' ' 

Our  Young  Woman's  Missionary  Auxiliaries,  thru  our  W.  M.  S. 
G.  S.,  support  an  American  teacher,  Japanese  Mission,  San  Francisco, 
Cal.,  and  two  American  deaconesses. 

Our  Mission  Bands,  thru  our  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.,  equipped  "Girl's  Sew- 
ing Boom,"  "Superintendent's  Eoom"  and  support  of  Kindergarten, 
Japanese  Mission,  San  Francisco,  Cal. 
Tri-Synodic  Board.

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Thankoffering 

Our  efficient  undaunted  Thankoffering  Secretary  set  $100,000  as 
the  goal  for  this  triennium.  The  Thankoffering  received  amounts  to 
$115,964.32,  exceeding  the  goal  of  $100,000.00  by  $15,964.32  and  ex- 
ceeding the  amount  of  last  triennium  by  $64,788.02.  This  is  surely  a 
triumph  in  growth  of  spiritual  giving. 

The  receipts  for  this  triennium  are  $328,334.40  and  exceed  the  re- 
ceipts of  the  last  triennium  by  $163,391.07. 

Although  the  great  Outstanding  Purpose  of  the  Thankoffering  is 
the  erection  of  buildings  for  Christian  betterment  of  women  and 
children,  within  the  last  ten  years  and  prior  to  1920  many  contribu- 
tions were  made  to  other  buildings — in  home  and  foreign  fields — and 
the  establishment  of  many  ' '  Building  Funds ' '  such  as

Our  pennies,  as  if  by  magic,  have 
multiplied  into  dollars,  our  inefficient  service  into  manifold  blessings 
to  ourselves  and  the  revelation  of  the  love  of  Christ  to  our  less  fortu- 
nate sisters.

9.  SIXTH   TRIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  THE   BOARD   OT 

MINISTERIAL  RELIEF  OF   THE  REFORMED 

CHURCH  IN  THE  U.S. 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief 
takes  pleasure  in  presenting  to  your  reverend  body  its  sixth  trien- 
nial report.  First  of  all  your  Board  desires  to  express  its  gratitude 
to  our  kind  Heavenly  Father  for  the  blessings  which  have  been 
bestowed  upon  us,  for  the  increased  support  which  we  have  received 
from  the  church,  for  the  great  advance  in  the  work  of  Ministerial 
Relief  that  has  been  made  during  the  triennium,  and  for  the 
assistance  that  we  have  been  able  to  render  to  the  aged  and  disabled 
ministers  and  the  widows  of  ministers  of  our  Church. 

The  Oldest  Benevolent  Institution 

The  first  and  oldest  benevolence  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  is  Ministerial  Relief.  It  is  not  only  older  than  any 
other  benevolence  but  it  is  also  older  than  any  synod,  classis,  or 
school  of  the  Church.  In  1752  the  Coetus  of  Pennsylvania,  recorded 
the  fact  in  its  minutes,  that  ' '  Do.  Schlatter  had  turned  over  to 
the  wife  of  Do.  Dorsius  47  guilders,  which  were  given  to  him  for 
her  by  the  Synod  of  Holland,"  and  resolved  "to  pay  to  Do. 
Boehm's  widow,  in  tlie  name  of  the  Synod,  4  pounds  of  the  country's 
money, ' '  and  to  aid  Do.  Bartholomaeus  ' '  in  his  distressing  circum- 
stances," which  was  done  in  "  the  sum  of    £35."     Thus  for  171 
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years  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  has  aided  its  aged 
and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows.  In  1927  the  cause  of 
Ministerial  Belief  in  the  Eeformed  Church  will  be  175  years  old, 
and  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief  hopes  to  celebrate  this  occasion 
in  a  fitting  manner. 

Progress  During  the  Last  Triennium 

The  organization  of  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief  was  author- 
ized by  General  Synod  at  its  triennial'  meeting  in  Allentown^  Pa.,  in 
May,  1905,  and  your  Board  was  chartered  January  24,  1907,  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  For  thirteen  years 
your  Board  did  its  work,  as  best  it  could,  mainly  through  a 
secretavy-treasurer,  who  was  also  a  pastor.  But  at  the  union  of 
your  Board  and  the  Society  for  the  Eelief  of  Ministers  and  their 
Widows  on  February  10,  1920,  an  advance  step  was  taken.  It  was 
decided  to  open  an  office  in  the  Eeformed  Church  Building,  Phila- 
delphia, to  employ  Eev.  James  W.  Meminger,  D.D.,  as  Secretary  on 
full  time  and  Eev.  Eugene  L.  McLean  as   Treasurer   on  part  time. 

The  office  of  your  Board  was  opened  in  Eoom  705,  Eeformed 
Church  Building,  Philadelphia,  on  June  1,  1920.  However,  Dr. 
Meminger  was  not  able  to  relinquish  his  pastorate  and  devote  all  of 
his  time  to  Ministerial  Eelief  work  until  July  1,  1920.  The  opening 
of  your  Board's  office  in  Philadelphia  and  the  putting  of  a  man  on 
full  time  was  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  Ministerial 
Eelief  work  of  the  Eeformed  Church,  for  it  was  the  beginning  of  a 
more  vital  and  vigorous  growth  in  this  important  Avork.  Because  of 
this  wise  advance  step,  new  interest  in  Ministerial  Eelief  was 
aroused  throughout  the  Church,  larger  sums  for  the  work  began  to 
flow  into  the  treasury,,  the  annuities  were  increased,  and  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Sustentation  Fund  grew  with  great  rapidity.  It 
is  well  to  remember  that  General  Synod  in  1920  voted  to  "  commend 
the  Board's  action  in  its  decision  to  employ  a  whole-time  Secretary 
beginning  July  1,  1920,  with  headquarters  in  the  Eeformed  Church 
Building,  Philadelphia,  Pa." 

In  two  years  the  Avork  grew  to  such  proportions  that  your  Board, 
at  its  annual  meeting  on  June  20,  1922,  was  compelled  to  challenge 
Eev.  McLean,  the  Treasurer,  to  give  all  of  his  time  also  to  the 
cause  of  Ministerial  Eelief.  This  was  done  by  your  Board  in 
order  that  Eev.  McLean  might  assist  Dr.  Meminger  in  presenting 
the  cause  to  the  churches;  that  he  might  help  to  enroll  all  of  the 
1000  eligible  ministers  of  the  Church  in  the  Sustentation  Fund; 
that  he  might  aid  in  raising  the  entire  $1,000,000  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  Sustentation  Fund  and  the  $200,000  for  Ministerial 
Eelief;  and  that  he  might  be  able  to  do  a  number  of  other  things 
in  addition  to  his  regular  duties  as  Treasurer.  Eev.  McLean 
gave  as  much  of  his  time  as  possible  to  the  work  of  Ministerial 
Eelief  after  June  20,  1922,  but  did  not  devote  all  of  his  time  to  the 
work  until  January  1,  1923. 

During  the  triennium  in  the  Eelief  Department  the  annuitants 
increased  39  percent,  the  total  annuities  were  increased  62  percent, 
the  receipts  from  the  apportionment,  congregations  and  individuals 
increased  46  percent,  and  the  invested  funds  254  percent.  But  the 
greatest  strides  forward  were  made  in  the  Sustentation  Department. 
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In  this  Department  the  advances  made  are  as  follows:  Increase  in 
members  1277  percent;  increase  in  the  total  annual  payments  of 
members  600  percent;  increase  in  the  total  receipts  3914  percent; 
increase  in  invested  funds  3802  percent.  Two  new  features  were 
added  to  the  work  of  your  Board,  the  first  is  Ministerial  Memorial 
Funds  of  $500  each  or  more,  corresponding  somewhat  to  the  Church 
Building  Funds  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions,  and  the  second  is 
Annuity  Bonds.  A  closer  co-operation  among  all  of  the  agencies 
of  Ministerial  Belief  was  secured  and  a  greater  interest  in  the 
work  of  Ministerial  Relief  aroused  and  maintained  throughout  the 
entire  Church.  Surely  the  last  triennium  was  the  period  of  the 
greatest  activity  and  growth  in  the  work  of  Ministerial  Relief  in  its 
long  and  honorable  history. 

Aim    of   the   Board 

Your  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  has  but  one  aim  and  purpose,  and 
that  is  the  adequate  support  of  those  servants  of  the  Church,  who 
have  dedicated  their  lives  upon  the  altar  of  the  Gospel  Ministry; 
who  in  trials  many,  in  dangers  oft,  in  labors  abundant,  at  last 
broken  in  health  or  weighed  down  by  many  years,  come  to  the  time 
when  they  can  no  longer  serve  the  Church  in  the  active  ministry. 
These  servants  of  the  Church  include  those  noble  women,  the  widows 
of  ministers,  who  also  did  valiant  service  for  Christ  and  His  Church, 
who  sacrificed  much,  and  who  in  some  instances  bore  heavier 
burdens  than  their  husbands.  Your  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief 
endeavors  to  be  a  big  brother  to  these  aged  and  disabled  servants 
of  the  Church,  and  we  rejoice  that  the  Reformed  Church  has  grown 
sufficiently  in  brotherly  love  and  Christian  liberality  to  make  it 
possible  for  your  Board  to  increase  year  by  year  the  support  given 
to  these  noble  servants  of  God.  Our  Reformed  Church  is  beginning 
to  say  more  distinctly  and  decidedly  year  by  year  with  the  Apostle 
Paul,  "Even  so  hath  the  Lord  ordained  that  they,  which  preach 
the  Gospel,  should  live  by  the  Gospel.  If  any  provide  not  for 
his  ovm,  and  especially  for  those  of  his  own  house,  he  hath  denied  the 
faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel."  Ministerial  Relief  is  at  last 
coming  into  its  own  and  your  Board  believes  that  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  every  aged  or  disabled  Minister  of  the  Church  shall 
receive  an  annuity  of  $500  and  every  widow  of  a  minister  an  annuity 
of  $300. 

Relief  Department 

The  Avork  of  your  Board  is  divided  into  two  departments, 
Relief  and  Sustentation.  During  the  last  triennium  your  Board 
has  given  Ministerial  Relief  to  154  annuitants,  of  whom  57  were 
ministers  and  97  widows  of  ministers,  an  increase  of  17  ministers 
and  26  widows  over  the  number  for  1917-1920.  The  average  annuity 
given  each  annuitant  was  $217.  The  total  amount  of  Relief  given 
to  the  154  annuitants  during  the  triennium  was  $86,404.00,  an 
average  increase  of  $48  to  each  annuitant,  and  a  total  increase 
of  $33,177.44  over  the  triennium  of  1917-1920. 

During  the  last  triennium  19  annuitants  passed  to  their  eternal 
reward,  of  whom  13  were  ministers  and  6  widows.  Also  5  amiuitants, 
1  minister  and  4  widows  withdrew  for  various  reasons.  During 
the  next  three  years  your  Board  believes  that  the  number  of  annul- 
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tants  will  increase  considerably  and  we  are  convinced  that  the 
annuities  of  some  of  our  present  annuitants  should  be  increased. 
In  order  to  do  the  work  of  your  Board  as  it  should  be  done,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  all  of  the  congregations  of  the  several  Classes 
of  the  Church  to  pay  their  apportionment  for  Ministerial  Belief 
in  full.  It  is  the  policy  of  your  Board  to  give  to  its  annuitants  all 
of  the  money  raised  by  the  apportionment  for  Belief  and  more,  if 
it  is  necessary  so  to  do.

SUSTENTATION    DEPARTMENT 


The  Sustentation  Fund  of  your  Board  was  authorized  and  sanc- 
tioned by  General  Synod  at  Dayton,  0.,  in  1917,  and  is  therefore 
only  six  years  old.  At  first  the  importance  and  value  of  the 
Fund  was  little  understood  and  sometimes  misunderstood.     But  by 
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reason  of  an  intensive  campaign  of  education  throughout  the  Church 
during  the  last  three  years,  we  believe  that  now  the  great  worth 
of  the  Fund  is  thoroughly  appreciated  by  the  ministers  of  our 
Church  and  by  most  of  our  laymen. 

The  growth  of  the  membership,  the  annual  payments  by  Classes 
and  individual  members,  the  Forward  Movement  receipts,  and  in- 
vested funds,  especially  during  the  last  two  years,  have  been  remark- 
able, as  is  shown  by  the  following  table:

There  are  three  things  that  caused  tie  membership  of  the  Fund 
to  increase  by  leaps  and  bounds  during  the  past  two  years.  (1) 
The  intensive  campaign  of  education  conducted  by  your  Board.  (2) 
The  special  offer  of  the  45  year  rate  of  membership  ($32.52)  to 
ministers  between  45  and  60  years  of  age,  from  June  1,  1920,  to 
August  31,  1921.  (3)  The  decision  of  43  out  of  the  then  61  Classes 
in  1921  and  1922  to  pay  the  Sustentation  dues  of  all  of  their 
pastors  and  in  some  instances  of  all  of  their  enrolled  ministers. 

During  the  existence  of  the  Fund  several  methods  have  been  used 
to  secure  members  for  the  Fund.  At  first  an  effort  was  made 
by  your  Board  to  get  the  ministers  of  the  Church  to  become  mem- 
bers of  the  Fund  by  each  minister  paying  his  own  annual  dues. 
This  method  did  not  succeed  well,  since  many  ministers  were  not 
able  to  pay  their  own  annual  dues  because  of  their  small  salaries. 
A  second  method  was  then  tried.  An  attempt  was  made  to  have 
the  annual  Sustentation  dues  of  a  pastor  paid  by  his  charge.  This 
method  also  did  not  meet  with  great  success,  mainly  because  many 
charges  were  not  willing  for  various  reasons  to  pay  the  Sustenta- 
tion dues  of  their  pastors.  Thereupon  the  Classes  evolved  a  third 
method.  In  1920  General  Synod  decided:  "  That  it  request  the 
Classes  to  see  that  ample  funds  are  provided  so  that  the  work  of 
Relief  and  of  Sustentation  may  be  carried  forward."  Moreover 
some  of  the  benefits  of  the  Forward  Movement  were  promised  to  the 
pastors  of  the  Church  through  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief. 
Consequently  several  of  the  Classes  of  the  Church  began  to  study  the 
Sustentation  Fund  of  your  Board  and  to  consider  how  all  of  their 
ministers  might  become  members  of  the  Fund  and  enjoy  its  benefits. 
At  last  Lebanon  Classis,  Eastern  Synod,  without  any  solicitation 
upon  the  part  of  your  Board,  decided  to  enroll  all  of  its  eligible 
ministers   in   the  Sustentation   Fund   and  to  pay  their   annual   dues 
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out  of  its  treasury.  Other  Classes  were  thinking  of  doing  the  same 
thing.  Then  it  was  that  your  Board  also  began  to  take  an  interest 
in  this  third  method  of  enrolling  all  of  our  ministers  in  the  Sustenta- 
tion  Fund  "and  worked  out  a  plan  by  which  it  might  be  done  by  the 
several  Classes.  Thus  over  two-thirds  of  the  Classes  (the  majority 
required  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Churcn)  have  decided 
to  enroll  all  of  their  pastors  in  tiie  Sustentation  Fund  and  to 
pay  their  annual  dues  in  the  Fund.  This  method  of  enrolling  our 
ministers  in  the  Fund  has  proved  to  be  most  successful  and  satis- 
factory, and  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the  43  Classes  has  become 
the  fixed  method  of  your  Board.  The  pastors  of  the  Church  are 
now  more  willing  than  ever  to  serve  the  Church  faithfully  and  to 
sacrifice  for  her,  because  of  the  assurance  that  they  shall  be  sup- 
ported in  their  old  age  or  disability,  and  that  the  wives  of  ministers 
shall  receive  a  pension  for  life.  For  this  splendid  achievement  much 
credit  must  be  given  to  the  elders  throughout  the  Church.  In  many 
instances  they  advocated  this  third  method  of  enrolling  ministers  in 
the  Sustentation  Fund. 

About  1000  of  our  ministers  are  eligible  to  membership  in  the 
Sustentation  Fund.  According  to  the  Almanac  and  Year  Book  for 
1923  there  are  1270  ministers  in  our  Church.  Of  these  about 
18  percent,  or  229  ministers,  entered  the  ministry  before  the  year 
1888  and  are  therefore  supposedly  over  60  years  of  age  and  cannot 
join  the  Fund  for  this  reason,  unless  they  joined  it  before  they  were 
60  years  old.  Moreover,  about  2  percent,  or  25  ministers,  under 
the  age  of  60  years  are  disabled.  Thus  about  20  percent,  or  254 
ministers,  cannot  join  the  Fund,  and  about  80  percent,  or  1016 
ministers,  can  join  the  Fund.  Out  of  these  1016  eligible  ministers 
647,  or  64  percent,  have  already  joined  the  Fund.  This  is  an 
excellent  showing  and  most  gratifying.  It  indicates  what  the 
ministers  and  laymen  of  our  Church  think  of  the  importance  and 
value  of  the  Fund,  and  how  essential  it  is  that  our  Reformed 
Church  come  up  to  the  help  of  our  ministers  by  placing  a  million 
dollar  endowment  back  of  the  Sustentation  Fund. 

One  Million  Dollars  Endowment  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  is 
necessary,  in  order  to  give  each  one  of  the  eligible  1000  ministers 
of  our  Church  the  maximum  annuity  of  $500  and  every  widow  of 
a  minister  the  maximum  annuity  of  $300,  when  the  Fund  is  in 
full  operation.  This  has  been  actuarially  computed  and  is  shovm 
briefly  by  the  following  tables,  which  do  not,  however,  take  into 
consideration  licentiates  and  lay  missionaries,  who  are  eligible  also 
to  join  the  Fund,  but  the  number  of  whom  has  not  yet  been  ascer- 
tained.

The  answer  to  the  question,  How  much  Endowment  does  the 
Sustentation  Fund  really  require?  thus  becomes  simple.  One 
million  dollars  divided  by  1000  members  is  $1,000  a  member. 
It,  therefore,  requires  $1,000  Endowment  at  5  percent  interest  foi 
each  member  of  the  Fund,  when  the  Fund  shall  'be  in.  full 
operation. 

On  March  31,  1923,  there  were  two  annuitants  in  the  Sustentation 
Fund.  The  first  of  these  annuitants  is  Mrs.  Catherine  Werkman 
Gaenge,  the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Julius  Robert  Gaenge,  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio,  aiid  the  second  is  Mrs.  Mary  Eugenia  Lyerly, 
the  widow  of  the  late  Rev.  Jacob  M.  L.  Lyerly,  Ph.D.,  of  Winston- 
Salem,  X.  C.  The  first  minister,  who  is  a  member  of  the  Fund,  to 
reach  the  age  of  70  years  will  be  on  December  27,  1927. 

Terms  of  Membership  of  the  Sustentation  Fund 

' '  Every  licensed  or  ordained  minister  in  the  Reformed  Church  in 
good  and  regular  standing,  and  every  commissioned  lay  missionary, 
Home  or  Foreign,  not  over  sixty  years  of  age,  is  entitled  to  join  the 
Sustentation  Fund,  provided  an  application  has  been  duly  made 
on  a  blank  furnished  for  that  purpose,  accompanied  by  the  remit- 
tance  of   the   first   annual,   semi-annual,   or   quarterly   payment." 

The  annual  payments  of  the  Fund  range  from  $17.13  at  the 
age  of  21  years  to  $93.69  at  the  age  of  60  years;  the  semi- 
annual payments  from  $8.52  at  the  age  of  21  years  to  $48.25  at 
the  age  of  60  years;  and  the  quarterly  payments  from  $4.54  at  21 
years  of  age  to  $23.83  at  60  years  of  age.  There  are  also  single  life 
payments,  which  range  from  $351.67  at  21  years  of  age  to  $692.39 
at  60  years  of  age. 

The  Maximum  Benefits  of  the  Fund 

1.  At  the  age  of  seventy  years,  having  served  the  church  at 
least  thirty  years,  a  maximum  annual  pension  benefit  of  $500. 
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2.  At  the  age  of  seventy,  not  having  served  the  church  thirty 
years,  a  maximum  annual  pension  benefit  of  $100,  and  of  $10  addi- 
tional for  each  year  of  service  in  the  ministry. 

3.  At  the  age  of  disability,  whenever  that  may  occur  before 
the  age  of  seventy  years,  a  maximum  annual  pension  benefit  of  $130 
for  the  first  five  years  of  his  ministry  and  $10  for  each  additional 
year  of  service. 

4.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  minister,  who  is  a  member  of  the 
Fund,  there  is  guaranteed  to  his  widowr,  as  long  as  she  lives  and 
remains  unmarried,  an  annuity  equal  to  three-fifths  of  what  would 
be  due  and  payable  to  the  minister,  providing  always  that 
the  minimum  amount  of  such  annuity  shall  be  $100.  In  case  of  her 
death,  the  annuity  accruing  to  her  shall  be  divided  equally  among 
her  minor  children,  each  child  to  receive  its  share  until  it  reaches 
its  majority,  when  the  Fund  shall  be  no  longer  under  obligation  to 
him  or  her. 

The  permanency  of  the  Fund  is  secured,  since  it  does  not 
promise  to  its  annuitants  any  more  than  its  resources  justify. 

The  Society  for  Belief 

As  was  reported  to  General  Synod  at  its  last  meeting  in  1920  at 
Reading,  Pa.,  the  Society  for  the  Belief  of  Ministers  and  their 
Widows  united  with  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Belief  on  February 
10,  1920.     The  terms  of  union,  briefly  stated,  are  as  follows: 

The  charter  of  the  Society  shall  not  be  revoked  and  the  charter 
rights  of  every  member  of  the  Society  shall  remain  exactly  the  same 
as  they  were  before  this  union.  The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  be 
held  in  trust  by  a  Board  of  two  Trustees,  chosen  annually  from 
the  members  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Society.  This  Board 
of  Trustees  shall  pay  over  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Belief  the  net  income  derived  from  the  funds  of  the 
Society  and  all  moneys  not  designated  for  investment.  All  of  the 
annuitants  of  the  Society  shall  be  placed  under  the  care  of  the 
Board  of  Ministerial  Belief,  and  the  said  income  of  the  Society  shall 
be  subject  to  the  annuities  of  the  members  of  the  Society. 

The  Society  for  Belief  has  carried  out  the  above  terms  of 
union  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  agreement  with  your 
Board  and  has  given  to  your  Board  for  the  use  of  the  annuitants  of 
the  Society  the  following  sums:  $8,475  in  1920;  $3,953.25 
in  1921;  and  $4,454.18  in  1922.  The  Society  for  Belief  also  paid 
all  of  its  administration  and  other  expenses,  including  the  allowance 
given  to  the   Treasurer  Emeritus,  Bev,   Simon  S.   Miller. 

Eev.  Simon  S.  Miller,  who  for  a  period  of  37  years  faithfully 
served  the  Society  for  Belief  as  its  Treasurer  and  who  rendered 
the  Church  an  invaluable  service  in  advancing  the  cause  of  Min- 
isterial Belief,  was  retired  as  Treasurer  of  the  Society  and  made 
Treasurer  Emeritus  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  in 
York,  Pa.,  on  October  24,  1923. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  are:  President,  Eev.  Harry  N. 
Bassler,  D.D.;  Vice-President,  Eev.  John  L.  Barnhart,  D.D. ;  Sec- 
retary, Eev.  Eugene  L.  McLean;  Treasurer,  Eev.  Frederick  A.  Eupley, 
D.D.;  Assessors,  Eev.  Edward  O.  Keen  and  Eev.  Samuel  M.  Boeder. 
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The  Society  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest 

The  Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers  of  the  Sj'nod  of  the 
Northwest  has  been  in  operation  since  1900.  During  the  last  two 
years  it  has  co-operated  Avith  your  Board  more  fully  and  freely  than 
it  ever  did.  Since  the  beginning  of  1921  this  Society  sends  quarter- 
ly by  check  the  money  for  its  annuitants  to  the  Treasurer  of  your 
Board  and  he  then  writes  a  check  for  each  annuitant  and  sends  these 
checks  to  Prof.  J.  W.  Grosshuesch,  Ph.D.,  Business  Manager  of  the 
Society,  who  sends  the  checks  to  the  annuitants.  In  1921  this  Society 
paid,  through  the  Treasurer  of  your  Board,  $5,199.45  to  21  annui- 
tants and  in  1922  it  paid  $6,137.30  to  24  annuitants. 

The  following  table,  prepared  by  Prof.  J.  W.  Grosshuesch,  Ph.D., 
shows  how  the  Northwest  Society  has  developed  and  grown  since 
1909.  The  minutes  of  General  Synod  for  1911  show  its  development 
from  1900  to  1909.

The  Northwest  Synod  Society  was  organized  according  to  its  Con- 
stitution, Article  I.  C,  as  "A  temporary  auxiliary  of  the  Society  for 
the  Belief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows. "  "  When  the  fund  of 
this  Society  and  of  the  one  mentioned  in  Art.  I.  C.  shall  together 
have  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  aU  the  needs  of  the  Church 
in  this  respect  can  be  met,  all  moneys  of  this  Society  shall  be 
delivered  to  said  Society  for  the  Belief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows, 
and  the  Society  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  having  fulfilled  its 
task,  may  then  without  detriment  to  its  members  be  dissolved." 
(Constitution,  Article  8.) 

As  soon  as  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Relief  was  created  by  General 
Synod  the  following  paragraph  was  substituted  for  the  above  para- 
graph taken  from  Article  8  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Northwest 
Synod  Society:  "The  Board  of  Directors  is  authorized,  if  in  their 
judgment  an  amalgamation  of  this  corporation  with  any  other  insti- 
tution for  ministerial  relief   of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  U.   S. 
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is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  members  of  this  corporation,  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  do  so,  and  to  turn  all  the  moneys  and  properties 
of  this  corporation  over  to  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the  latter 
society  or  institution,  and  thereby  to  discontinue  and  dissolve  the 
corporation  herewith  organized." 

In  consideration  of  the  above  statements  m  the  Constitution  ot 
the  Northwest  Synod  Society  and  of  the  instruction  of  General  Synod 
to  vour  Board  to  endeavor  to  unite  all  of  the  Ministerial  Belief 
agencies  of  the  Church  into  one  body,  your  Board  made  the  following 
offer  to  the  Northwest  Synod  Society  to  unite  with  your  Board  m 
1922: 

In  order  to  bring  about  an  organic  union  of  The  Society  for  the 
Support  of  Ministers  and  The  Board  of  Ministerial  Belief  of  General 
Synod,  this  latter  Board  makes  the  following  propositions  to  The 
Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers : 

1.  That  the  Board  of  General  Synod  will  admit  the  present  active 
members  of  The  Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers,  who  are  under 
sixty  years  of  age,  as  members  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  at  the 
annual  rates  of  the  Board  of  General  Synod  for  the  age  at  which  they 
became  members  of  The  Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers,  upon 
the  condition  that  The  Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers  turns 
over  to  the  Sustentation  Fund  of  the  Board  of  General  Synod  all  of 
its  funds  and  assets.  Members  of  The  Society  for  the  Support  of 
Ministers,  over  60  years  of  age,  shall  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Belief 
Department. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Belief  of  General  Synod  guaran- 
tees to  those  who  are  now  beneficiaries  of  The  Society  for  the  Sup- 
port of  Ministers,  the  same  support  that  these  beneficiaries  can  now 
claim  under  the  Constitution  of  The  Society  for  the  Support  of 
Ministers. 

3.  It  is  understood  that  those  members  of  The  Society  for  the 
Support  of  Ministers,  who  will  enter  the  Sustentation  Fund  under 
the  aforesaid  conditions,  have  no  other  claims  or  privileges  than  all 
of  the  other  members  of  the  Sustentation  Fund. 

4.  The  Board  of  General  Synod  urges  upon  the  present  members  of 
The  Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers  the  sacred  duty  of  continu- 
ing their  work  of  enlisting  their  congregations  in  the  cause  of 
Ministerial  Belief  in  order  that  the  full  apportionment  of  15  cents 
per  member  may  be  paid  and  gifts  from  individual  members  of  the 
congregation  may  continue  to  be  received  by  the  Board  of  General 
Synod. 

The  offer  of  your  Board  of  Ministerial  Belief,  however,  was  not 
acceptable  to  the  Society  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  because  this 
Society  desires  your  "Board  of  Ministerial  Belief  of  General  Synod 
of  the  Beformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.  to  take  over  and  administer  the 
affairs  of  The  Society  for  the  Support  of  Ministers,  under  the  charter 
and  by-laws  of  said  Society  *  *  *  as  a  separate  department  of  the 
work  of  General  Synod 's  Board  of  Ministerial  Belief, ' '  in  accordance 
with  the  agreement  of  1920,  which  now  is  practically  in  operation  and 
was  the  first  step  taken  towards  the  merging  of  the  Society  of  the 
Northwest  SjTiod  with  your  Board  of  Belief.  The  overture  of  your 
Board  in  1922  to  the  Society  of  the  Northwest  Synod  was  intended 
as  a  second  step  in  the  merging  of  this  Society  with  your  Board. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  are:  President,  Bev.  C.  J.  Walenta; 
Secretary,  Bev.  A.  Muehlmeier;  Treasurer,  Bev.  H.  T.  Vriesen;  Busi- 
ness Manager,  Prof.  J.  W.  Grosshuesch. 
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The  Merging  of  All  Belief  Agencies 

For  a  number  of  years  the  sentiment  of  the  Reformed  Church,  that 
all  of  the  agencies  of  Ministerial  Eelief  in  the  Church  should  be 
merged  into  one  agency,  has  been  growing.  Moreover,  your  Board 
of  Eelief,  under  the  repeated  instructions  of  General  Synod,  has 
endeavored,  since  its  organization  in  1905,  to  merge  all  of  the  agencies 
of  Eelief  in  the  Church  into  one  body.  This  has  been  partially  accom- 
plished with  the  Society  for  the  Eelief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows, 
as  was  shown  above.  The  time  now  seems  to  be  ripe  for  the  merging 
of  all  of  the  Eelief  agencies  of  the  Church  into  one  agency,  and 
your  Board  of  Eelief  hopes  that  General  Synod  at  this  meeting  will 
devise  a  way  by  which  all  of  the  agencies  of  Ministerial  Eelief  in 
the  Eeformed  Church  may  be  merged  into  one  agency  during  the 
next  triennium. 

Invested  Funds 

All  of  the  money  that  can  be  spared  from  the  Eelief  Fund  and  all 
of  the  money  received  by  the  Sustentation  Fund,  less  one  half  of  the 
administration  expenses  of  the  Board  in  each  Fund,  are  invested  by 
the  Treasurer  of  your  Board,  at  the  advice  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  Finance  Committee  of  your  Board,  in  such  securities  as  are 
designated  for  Savings  Funds  by  the  laws  of  states  like  New  York, 
Massachusetts,  Connecticut  and  Pennsylvania.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  Treasurer  of  your  Board  meet  monthly  and  go  over  the 
finances,  canvass  the  securities,  advise  together  about  buying  and 
selling  investments,  and  take  all  needed  action  with  regard  to  the 
finances  of  your  Board. 

The  rules  governing  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  your  Board, 
adopted  at  the  suggestion  of  Treasurer  McLean  during  the  annual 
meeting  of  your  Board  at  Eeading,  Pa.,  in  1920,  are  as  follows: 

Subject  to  the  exercise  of  a  careful  discretion  in  all  instances, 
looking  to  the  safety  of  the  principal,  the  marketability  of  the  in- 
vestment, and  the  rate  of  interest,  the  moneys  of  the  Board  shall  be 
invested  in  any  or  all  of  the  following  securities,  to  Avit: 

1.  Loans  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

2.  Loans  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  such  other  states  of  the 
United  States  of  America  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  designate. 

3.  Loans  of  the  County,  City,  Borough,  Township  or  School  District 
in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  such  other  states  of  the  United 
States  of  America  as  the  Finance  Committee  shall  deem  advisable. 

4.  Bond  and  First  Mortgage  on  Eeal  Estate  upon  a  basis  not  to 
exceed  60  percent  of  the  market  value  thereof,  it  being  understood 
that  no  mortgage  shall  be  accepted  on  unimproved  land;  on  build- 
ings in  process  of  construction;  on  building  operations  covering  a 
number  of  houses,  whether  completed  or  otherwise,  known  as  blanket 
mortgages;  on  buildings  which  have  never  been  rented;  on  industrial 
plants  or  places  of  amusement;  and  that  all  real  estate  mortgages 
of  whatsoever  character,  in  excess  of  $5,000,  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  entire  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  for  its  previous  con- 
sideration and  approval  or  rejection;  and  further  that  all  mortgages 
on  religious  or  educational  institutional  buildings  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  Board,  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  for  its 
previous  consideration  and  approval  or  rejection. 

5.  Bonds   on   Steam  Eailway   Companies,  which   shall   be   secured 
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by  a  direct  mortgage  upon  their  respective  road-beds  or  sections 
thereof,  Railway  Terminal  Company  First  Mortgage  Bonds,  and  Car 
Trust  or  Equipment  Trust  Bonds  or  Certificates,  provided  always 
that  in  each  and  every  instance  the  said  Railway  or  Railways  shall 
not  be  dependent  for  their  freight  traffic  upon  any  single  industry, 
and  provided  also  that  the  capital  stock  of  either  of  such  Railways 
shall  be  upon  a  dividend  paying  basis  at  the  date  of  the  purchase  of 
either  or  all  of  the  securities  aforesaid, 

6.  First  Mortgage  Public  Utility  Bonds,  preferably  of  water,  gas, 
electric  and  telephone  companies;  where  the  company  issuing  the 
said  bonds  shall  have  a  liberal  franchise  and  the  term  of  the  fran- 
chise shall  extend  beyond  the  date  of  the  maturity  of  the  bonds 
sufficiently  to  safeguard  the  security  of  the  bonds ;  where  the  issuing 
company  operates  in  cities  or  communities  having  a  population,  ac- 
cording to  the  last  United  States  or  State  census,  of  at  least  75,000 ; 
where  the  issuing  company  has  net  assets  of  at  least  one  million 
dollars  and  its  net  earnings  are  over  1.50  times  its  annual  interest 
charges ;  and  where  the  stock  of  the  issuing  company  shall  be  upon  a 
dividend  paying  basis. 

7.  First  Mortgage  Industrial  Bonds  of  a  company  or  companies 
that  are  manufacturing  and  marketing  essential  products;  that  have 
net  assets  of  at  least  one  million  dollars  and  whose  net  earnings  are 
over  1.50  times  their  annual  interest  charges ;  and  where  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  company  or  companies  shall  be  upon  a  dividend 
paying  basis. 

8.  Well  Secured  Pennsylvania  Judgment  Notes  of  Boards,  In- 
stitutions and  Agencies  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 
after  the  said  notes  shaU  have  been  considered  and  approved  by 
the  Board  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting. 

The  funds  of  your  Board  are,  therefore,  invested  in  the  highest 
kinds  of  securities  obtainable  and  are  as  safe  as  human  wisdom 
can  make  them. 

The  total  investments  of  your  Board  on  March  31,  1923,  were 
$302,179.00  and  the  total  investments  of  the  Society  for  Relief 
on  the  same  date  were  $132,655.00,  making  a  grand  total  of 
$434,834.00  The  growth  of  the  investments  of  your  Board  is  shown 
as  follows:

The  Forward  Movement  and  the  Board 

Your  Board  of  Relief  has  been  greatly  aided  by  the  Forward 
Movement.  On  March  31,  1923,  the  Forward  Movement  Treasurer, 
Mr.  H.  E.  Paisley,  had  paid  to  your  Board  $192,750.00,  of  which 
Yq  has  been  placed  in  the  Relief  Invested  Fund  and  %  in  the  Susten- 
tation  Invested  Fund.  Thus  a  large  part  of  the  total  invested  funds 
of  your  Board  were  received  from  the  Forward  Movement.  The 
amount  of  the  Forward  Movement  Budget  allotted  to  your  Board  is 
$1,000,000  for  Sustentation  and  $200,000  for  Relief,  a  total  of 
$1,200,000. 
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Assisting  the  Forward  Movement 

It  now  appears  that  the  Forward  Movement  will  not  be  able  to 
raise  all  of  its  budget  within  the  five  year  period,  and  that  only 
a  certain  percentage  of  the  amount  allotted  to  each  participating 
cause  will  be  paid  within  that  period.  For  this  reason  your  Board 
of  Relief,  by  the  sanction  of  the  Forward  Movement  Commission, 
will  endeavor  to  assist  the  Forward  Movement  in  raising  the  full 
amount  of  the  $1,200,000  needed  for  Sustentation  and  Eelief.  There 
will  be  a  campaign  for  larger  gifts  for  Ministerial  Eelief  Memorial 
Funds,  for  gifts  and  contributions  to  the  Sustentation  Fund  or 
the  Eelief  Fund,  and  for  annuity  bonds.  After  that  there  may  be 
a  supplementary  campaign  for  smaller  contributions.  Your  Board 
of  Eelief  feels  that  it  must  secure  the  full  amount  of  the  $1,200,000 
for  Sustentation  and  Eelief  in  order  to  give  a  just  and  reasonable 
support  to  all  of  the  aged  and  disabled  ministers  and  widows  of 
ministers  of  the  Church. 

Ministerial  Memorial  Funds 

A  new  feature  of  the  work  of  Ministerial  Eelief  is  the  establish- 
ment of  Ministerial  Memorial  Funds.  These  Funds  consist  of 
$500  each,  or  more,  up  to  any  amount.  They  are  given  in  memory 
of  a  minister  of  the  Church,  the  widow  of  a  minister,  any  baptized 
or  confirmed  member  of  the  Church,  in  honor  of  a  living  pastor  or 
member  of  the  Church,  or  in  the  name  of  a  congregation  or  organiza- 
tion of  the  Church.  The  following  Memorial  Funds  have  been  given 
thus  far:

A  Ministerial  Memorial  Fund  of  $10,000  at  5  percent  will  yield 
$500  a  year  and  will  support  one  aged  minister  for  all  time.  A 
Fund  of  $20,000  will  support  two  ministers  for  all  time,  and  so  on. 
A  Memorial  Fund  of  $6,000  at  5  percent  will  yield  $300  a  year  and 
will  support  one  widow  of  a  minister  for  all  time.  A  fund  of  $12,000 
will  support  two  widows  for  all  time,  and  so  on.  Your  Board, 
therefore,  challenges  persons  of  means  to  establish  these  perpetual 
Ministerial  Memorial  Funds,  in  memory  of  some  loved  one,  in  honor 
of  some  living  friend,  or  in  the  name  of  a  congregation  or  organ- 
ization of  the  Church. 
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Annuity  Bonds 

In  common  with  tie  other  Boards  of  the  Church  your  Board  of 
Relief  has  established  annuity  bonds  of  any  amount,  upon  which 
are  paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  percent  up  to  sixty  years  of  age, 
6  percent  from  sixty  to  seventy  years  of  age,  7  percent  from  seventy 
to  eighty  years  of  age,  and  8  percent  at  eighty  years  of  age  or  over, 
to  the  donor  of  the  bond  during  his  or  her  natural  life.  The  amount 
of  annuity  bonds  received  by  your  Board  of  Eelief  and  upon  which 
it  is  paying  interest  is  $7,500. 

Bequests 

During  the  last  triennium  your  Board  received  several  bequests, 
the  largest  of  which  was  $1,325.  Four  of  these  bequests  were  made 
by  ministers  of  our  Church  and  the  remainder  by  laymen  and 
women  of  our  Church.  These  bequests  are  greatly  appreciated  and 
sacredly  guarded.  Your  Board  requests  persons  of  means  to  re- 
member the  cause  of  Ministerial  Eelief  in  their  last  wills  and 
testaments.  The  following  form  of  bequest  is  recommended  by  your 
Board: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief  of 
the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  and  having  its  offiee  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  the   sum  of    dollars. 

Ministerial  Eelief  Sunday 

Your  Board  requests  that  the  Sunday  after  Thanksgiving  Day 
of  each  year  be  known  as  Ministerial  Eelief  Sunday,  and  that 
the  several  Classes  be  asked  to  urge  their  respective  Congregations 
and  Sunday  Schools  to  make  special  thank  offerings  for  Ministerial 
Relief  work  on  this  Sunday,  or  on  a  day  as  near  this  Sunday  as  pos- 
sible, and  if  convenient  present  the  cause  of  Ministerial  Eelief  to 
their  people  at  this  time. 

Apportionment  for  Ministerial  Eelief 

As  recommended  by  the  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship 
Committee,  your  Board  asks  that  an  apportionment  of  $50,483.74,  a 
year,  or  fifteen  cents  per  member,  for  Ministerial  Eelief  be  sent 
down  through  the  Synods  to  the  several  Classes  and  that  your  rev- 
erend body  declares  that  it  is  the  sense  of  General  Synod  that  no 
District  Synod  or  Classis  of  the  Church  should  withhold  the  amount 
indicated  from  any  Congregation,  and  that  every  Congregation  should 
pay  its  apportienment  for  Ministerial  Eelief  in  full. 

Informants 

The  Informants  of  your  Board,  appointed  by  the  Classes,  have 
rendered  excellent  service.  Your  Board  greatly  appreciates  their 
labor  of  love  for  the  aged  and  disabled  ministers  and  their  widows 
of  our  Church,  and  hereby  requests  General  Synod  to  reiterate 
its  former  action  and  to  ask  every  Classis  to  appoint  an  official 
Informant  of  Ministerial  Relief. 

Your  Board  desires  each  Informant,  as  far  as  he  is  able,  to  make 
an  annual  report  to  your  Board  of  the  physical  and  material  con- 
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dition  of  every  annuitant  of  his  Classis  on  or  about  April  1st  of 
each  year;  to  report  to  your  Board  ministers  or  widows  of  ministers 
in  need  of  help ;  to  represent  your  Board  in  his  Classis  in  whatever 
capacity  desired  by  your  Board ;  and  to  assist  your  Board  in  securing 
gifts,   contributions,   bequests,  Memorial   Funds   and   Annuity  bonds. 

The  Service  Rendered  by  Dr.  Philip  Vollmer 

Kev.  Philip  Vollmer,  D.D.,  because  he  decided  to  give  up  his  work 
and  ministry  in  the  Eeformed  Church  and  to  labor  in  another 
denomination,  resigned  as  President  of  your  Board  in  November  1922. 
His  resignation  was  accepted  by  your  Board  with  reluctance  and 
regret  on  January  9,  1923,  at  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Dr.  Vollmer  was  a  charter  member  of  your  Board  and  had  been 
its  President  since  its  organization  in  1905.  He  was  deeply  in- 
terested in  the  cause  of  Ministerial  Relief  and  did  much  for  its 
advancement.  During  Dr.  Vollmer 's  term  of  office  as  President 
scores  of  ministers  and  widows  of  ministers  were  helped ;  the  annuities 
were  greatly  increased;  the  investments  were  multiplied;  the  Sujten- 
tation  Fund  was  established,  aud  the  Society  for  Relief  was  united 
with  the  Board  of  Relief. 

Your  Board  greatly  misses  the  leadership  and  counsel  of  Dr. 
Vollmer  as  its  President  but  prays  that  God's  richest  blessing  may 
rest  upon  him  in  his  new  field  of  labor.

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Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Relief 

To  the  Heverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Eelief  begs 
leave  to  present  the  following  report:  The  Triennial  Eeport  of  Gen- 
eral Synod's  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief  and  the  Treasurer's  Eeport 
give  evidence  that  commendable  progress  has  been  made  during  the 
last  triennium  in  this  important  branch  of  our  work.  The  Board 
has  been  very  diligent  in  prosecuting  the  work  and  rejoices  in  the 
favorable  outlook.  The  Board  is  quite  optimistic  and  hopes  to  soon 
reach  the  goal  of  being  able  to  give  substantial  relief  to  our  aged  or 
disabled  ministers  or  the  ministers'  widows.  Besides  the  Eelief  De- 
partment the  Sustentation  Department  has  made  remarkable  pro- 
gress. The  Board  and  the  whole  Church  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  splendid  progress  made.  The  Board  reports  that  of  1016  of  our 
ministers  who  are  eligible,  647  have  joined  this  fund.  The  Society 
for  the  Support  of  Ministers  of  the  Synod  of  the  Northwest,  which 
has  been  in  operation  since  1900  and  which  successfully  provided  for 
its  needy  ministers  for  a  number  of  years,  has,  since  1921,  come  into 
closer  affiliation  with  General  Synod's  Board  of  Eelief — a  fact  to  be 
noted  with  satisfaction. 

We  make  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  General  Synod  express  its  appreciation  of  the  excel- 
lent work  of  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief  during  the  last  trien- 
nium. 

2.  That  the  plan  of  merging  all  the  agencies  of  Ministerial  Eelief 
be  diligently  and  prudently  furthered  by  the  Board  in  every  way  that 
their  knowledge  and  experience  may  suggest. 

3.  That  the  annual  sum  of  $50,000  be  apportioned  through  the 
Classes  for  this  work  and  that  General  Synod  urges  the  Classes  and 
congregations  most  earnestly  to  give  this  part  of  our  church  benevo- 
lence due  consideration  and  liberal  support. 

4.  That  we  warmly  commend  this  Board  to  the  support  of  well-to- 
do  individual  members  as  being  worthy  of  their  liberality. 

5.  That  we  commend  Ministerial  Eelief  Memorial  Funds  and  An- 
nuity Bonds  to  persons  of  means. 

6.  That  we  commend  the  forty-three  Classes  who  are  paying  the 
annual  dues  of  all  their  eligible  pastors  in  the  Sustentation  Fund 
and  urge  the  remaining  Classes  to  do  the  same. 

7.  That  we  urge  the  Church  and  The  Board  to  complete  the  Mil- 
lion Dollar  Endowment  of  the  Sustentation  Fund  as  j^rovided  in  the 
Forward  Movement  Budget  in  the  earliest  possible  time. 

8.  That  in  every  congregation  of  our  Church  a  day  be  set  apart 
for  the  presentation  of  the  cause  of  Ministerial  Eelief — preferably 
the  Sunday  following  Thanksgiving  Day. 

9.  That  each  Classis  of  our  Church  be  requested  to  appoint  an 
informant. 

10.  That  the  vacancies  in  the  membership  of  the  Board  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Nominations.

10.  TWELFTH  TRIENNIAL  REPORT  OF  PUBLICATION  AND 
SUNDAY-SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH 

To  ilie  General  Synod  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  U.  S., 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Thirty  years  ago  your  reverend 
body  took  an  umprecedented  action  in  authorizing  the  election  of  a 
General  Secretary  of  the  then  recently  established  Sunday  School 
Board.  The  record  of  the  passing  of  the  years  has  abundantly 
justified  the  advance  step  then  taken. 

The  organized  Sunday  School  work  of  the  Reformed  Church  has, 
by  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God,  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  the 
guidance  and  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  set  in  motion  in- 
calculable influences  for  good.  The  half  dozen  Sunday  School  Lesson 
Helps,  with  a  limited  circulation  and  issued  by  private  publishers, 
have  grown  into  three  series  of  Bible  Lessons  with  more  than  half 
a  hundred  lesson  Quarterlies  and  Periodicals.  The  number  of 
copies  circulated  is  nearly  seven  million  annually.  A  capital  has 
been  created  to  carry  forward  the  expanding  Publication  Depart- 
ment of  the  Board;  valuable  real  estate  has  been  acquired;  the 
Educational  and  Missionary  Departments  and  the  Young  People 's 
Department  have  been  firmly  established.  The  Sunday  School 
membership  has  grown  from  162,342  to  355,760.  The  Sunday  School 
idea  has  expanded  into  the  Church  School  idea,  including  the  Sunday 
sessions,  Vacation  Bible  Schools  and  Weekday  Schools  of  Religion, 
Training  Schools  and  Institutes,  and  the  Board  has  become  the 
Board  of  Religious  Education — as  the  General  Synod  reminded  the 
Church  in  its  action  in  1914,  namely:  "that  the  Publrcation  and 
Sunday  School  Board  is  General  Synod's  authorized  agency  for  the 
supervision  and  promotion  of  religious  education." 

For  these  and  many  unnumbered  blessings  and  especially  the 
enlarging  work  of  the  Board  for  the  past  Triennium,  gratitude  and 
praise  is  due  to  our  Heavenly  Father  and  to  the  great  Head  of  the 
Church,  for  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  and  thanks  to  the  many 
thousands  of  faithful  parents,  pastors,  officers  and  teachers  who 
have  co-operated  AA-ith  the  Board  in  making  possible  its  enlarged 
usefulness. 
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THE  KECORD  OF  WORK 

The  Board  is  organized  in  five  general  departments: 

1.  The  Publication  or  Business  Department. 

2.  The  Editorial  Department. 

3.  Real  Estate  Department. 

4.  Educational  and  Sunday  School  Missionary  Department. 

5.  Young  People's  Department. 

1.   THE   PUBLICATION   OR  BUSINESS  DEPARTMENT. 

This  includes  the  manufacture  of  Books,  Tracts  and  Periodicals. 
The  marketing  of  these  publications  is  through  the  central  office  in 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  Central  Publishing  House,  Cleveland,  Ohio, 
acting  as  the  Western  depository  and  agent  of  the  Board.  There 
is  close  co-operation  vs^ith  the  Board  of  Publication  and  Bible 
School  Work  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  and  with  other 
denominational  houses. 

Sales 

The  sales  for  the  Triennium  for  all  Departments  were  $927,501.63, 
a  gain  of  $384,697.59  over  the  sales  of  the  preceding  Triennium. 

Net  Profits 

The  net  profits  for  the  three  years  are  $32,762.58.  This  amount  is 
not  more  than  sufficient  to  provide  the  increased  capital  necessary 
to  the  growth  of  the  work.  It  will  be  remembered  that  the  Business 
Department  creates  its  own  capital;  gifts  and  apportionments  to  the 
Board  do  not  go  into  the  Business  Department. 

Capital 

The  capital  at  the  beginning  of  the  Triennium,  according  to  the 
Balance  Sheet  of  the  last  report,  was  $70,669.61  with  a  Reserve 
Fund  of  $3,600.00. 

The  net  capital  report  March  31,  1923,  is  $108,432.19,  with  a 
Reserve  Fund  of  $3,600.00.  This,  of  course,  does  not  include  the 
money  invested  in  the  Real  Estate  which  is  reported  separately  in 
the  Real  Estate  Department. 

Publications 

According  to  the  statement  found  on  page  233  there  have  been 
published  during  the  Triennium  6,220,467  copies  of  books,  festival 
services,  requisites,  etc.;  20,428,156  copies  of  periodicals,  4,000 
copies  of  the  Triennial  Report,  making  an  aggregate  of  26,652,623 
for  the  three  years. 

A  Religious  Educational  Agency 

The  Board  desires  to  reiterate  the  statement  that  the  Publication 
or  Business  Department  is  in  a  real  sense  an  agency  of  religious 
education.  It  is  operated,  not  for  profit  but  for  service.  Its  excess 
earnings  are  merely  sufficient  to  provide  necessary  increase  in 
capital  so  as  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  Church  and  the  growing 
demands  of  business. 
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The  financing  of  the  Business  Department  has  been  difficult  during 
the  Triennium  because  of  the  high  cost  of  paper,  printing  and 
manufacture,  etc.  The  heaviest  charge  upon  the  Business  Department 
is  the  Weekly  Church  Paper.  This  is  due  to  the  excessive  cost  of  paper 
and  printing,  the  cost  of  keeping  the  subscriptions  and  the  expense 
in  the  maintenance  of  circulation. 

The  Keformed  Church  Messenger 

This  time-honored  organ  has  grown  in  favor  during  the  Triennium 
and  is  exerting  great  influence  in  building  up  the  general  interests 
of  the  Church  and  in  advancing  the  work  of  the  Kingdom.  The 
editor,  Eev.  Paul  Seibert  Leinbach,  D.D.,  is  recognized  far  beyond 
the  bounds  of  the  denomination  as  one  of  the  ablest  editorial  writers 
of   the   Eeligious   press   of   America. 

During  the  Triennium  Mr.  E.  J.  Dahlman,  Circulation  Manager, 
resigned  and  Mr.  George  W.  Waidner  was  elected  in  his  place  and 
is  rendering  efficient  service.  The  circulation  of  the  Reformed  Church 
Messenger  represents  a  slight  increase  over  the  preceding  Triennium. 
The  establishment  of  Christian  Literature  and  Church  Paper  Day 
has  been  abundantly  justified  and  deserves  to  be  continued.  The 
financial  deficit  has  been  as  follows:

The  Eeformed  Church  Review 

In  the  consolidation  of  the  former  Reformed  Church  Publication 
Board  of  the  three  Eastern  Synods,  in  1912,  The  Reformed  Church 
Review  was  taken  over  by  the  Board.  For  several  years  it  was 
the  growing  conviction  that  the  Review  should  represent  in  its 
Editorial  Staff  all  the  institutions  of  the  Church.  It  is  gratifying  to 
report  that  this  arrangement  went  into  effect  January,  1922.  The 
Editorial  Board  consists  of  Rev.  Theo.  F.  Herman,  D.D.,  George 
W.  Richards,  D.D.,  Managing  Editors;  Rev.  A.  S.  Zerbe,  D.D., 
Eev.  A.  E.  Dahlman,  D.D.,  Associate  Editors.  Each  editorial  writer 
is  responsible  only  for  his  own  articles  and  each  editor  is  in  a 
position  to  seek  other  writers  of  ability  and  prominence  for  the 
Review.  The  Reformed  Church  is  justly  proud  of  this  Quarterly. 
It  discusses  important  subjects  relating  to  Theology,  Evangelism, 
Social  Service  and   questions  of  the  day. 

The  Reformed  Church  Review  stands  for  the  whole  Church  and 
is  worthy  of  a  large  circulation.  It  is  a  matter  of  regret  that 
the  subscription  list  is  not  large  enough  to  cover  the  expense.  The 
loss  on  the  Review  for  the  Triennium,  not  making  any  charge  for 
overhead  expenses;  that  is,  simply  the  difference  between  the  Receipts 
and  Expenses  of  the  Eeview  itself,  amounted  to  $3,050.08. 

2.   EDITORIAL   DEPARTMENT 

The  responsibilities  resting  upon  the  Editorial  Department^  are 
growing   steadily.      It    will   be    remembered    that    the    International 
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Sunday  School  Lesson  Committee  has  simply  prepared  Lesson  Out- 
lines. This  Committee  has  been  a  progressive  group  who  have  given 
us  first,  the  Uniform  Lessons  and,  later,  the  Closely  Graded 
Lesson  System.  Our  own  Presbyterian-Reformed  Group,  feeling 
the  need  of  still  another  type  of  lessons,  has,  for  the  past  seven 
years,  been  issuing  the  Departmental  Graded  Lessons  as  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  Closely  Graded  Lessons,  so  arranged  as  to  give  the 
use  of  one  year's  series  in  each  grade  for  all  the  scholars  in  that 
particular  group  or  department.  The  International  Lesson  Committee 
has  now  adopted  this  principle  In  lesson  making  and  beginning  with 
1924  has  prepared  a  Group  Graded  Series  of  Lessons. 

A  still  more  far-reaching  movement  affecting  the  Editorial  Depart- 
ment has  been  the  creation  of  the  International  Committee  on 
Education,  composed  of  lesson  editors,  administrators,  department 
secretaries,  professors  and  educators  of  all  denominations.  This  Com- 
mittee on  Education  and  the  International  Sunday  School  Lesson  Com- 
mittee are  co-operating  in  meeting  the  needs  of  Weekday  Religious 
Education.  The  demand  is  urgent  for  a  national  system  of  Religious 
Education  which  will  properly  relate  the  instruction  in  the  Sunday 
School,  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  and  Weekday  Schools  of  Religion. 
In  the  preparation  for  such  a  course  of  instruction  there  will  be  en- 
gaged the  leading  educators  of  our  land.  Your  Board  is  represented 
in  this  movement  and  its  Educational  Staff  is  co-operating.  The 
Board  is  happy  to  announce  that  our  Educational  Superintendent 
Dr.  C.  A.  Hauser  has,  by  special  studies,  been  qualifying  himself  for 
larger  editorial  duties  and  during  the  last  year  he  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Editorial  Department  as  his  major  field  of  work.  His 
educational,  supervisory  duties  are  automatically  lessened  by  the 
appointment  of  Departmental  Superintendents  making  his  transfer 
to  the  Editorial  field  possible. 

During  the  Triennium,  the  greatest  loss  in  the  Editorial  Department 
occurred  in  the  death  of  Rev.  William  C.  Schaeffer,  D.D.  Dr.  Schaef- 
fer  had  great  versatility  as  a  lesson  writer.  His  expositions  were 
scholarly,  clear  and  logically  stated  and  always  with  a  practical  appli- 
cation. Dr.  Schaeffer  served  longer  as  chief  lesson  editor  than  any 
other  writer  connected  with  the  Board,  his  service  exceeding  twenty- 
three  years. 

The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Rev.  J.  M.  G. 
Darms,  D.D.,  as  one  of  the  lesson  writers  for  the  Adult  Class  Quarterly. 
Among  other  new  writers  for  the  period  were  Revs.  Eyler,  Hermann, 
String,  Vollmer.  All  of  these  lesson  writers,  and  others  in  the 
regular  employ  of  the  Board,  have  been  able  to  adapt  the  Improved 
Uniform  Lessons  to  the  needs  of  the  pupils  of  the  several  depart- 
ments. 

The  circulation  of  the  Improved  Uniform  Lessons  continues  to  in- 
crease. The  Departmental  Graded  Lessons  issued  in  co-operation  vnth 
the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  have  also  shown  marked  in- 
crease. The  ' '  Way  ' '  for  young  people  has  grown  in  usefulness  and 
its  new  department  for  Young  People's  Societies  edited  by  Miss 
Catharine  A.  Miller,  the  Young  People's  Secretary,  has  been  greatly 
appreciated.  ' '  Sunshine  ' '  for  the  little  ones  has  slightly  increased 
in  circulation  while  ' '  Leaves  of  Light  for  Boys  and  Girls ' '  has 
decreased. 

The  editor  of  these  papers,  Rev.  R.  Leighton  Gerhart,  D.D.,  deserves 
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the  unbounded  thanks  of  the  Church  for  his  great  literary  ability, 
his  able  editorship  and  his  faithful  service. 

The  Editorial  Department  greatly  needs  additional  editorial  help. 
The  arrangements  continue  with  the  Central  Publishing  House,  by 
which  one  Almanac  and  Year  Book  is  now  issued  for  the  entire  Ee- 
formed  Church.  During  the  Triennium  a  number  of  books  for  the 
New  Standard  Teacher  Training  Course  were  published  and  there  was 
a  large  number  of  reprints  of  Catechisms,  Hymnals,  etc.,  as  will  be 
noted  in  the  listed  publications.    The  following  books  were  published:

The  Music  Department  and  Church  School  Hymnal 

An  important  part  of  the  Editorial  Department  is  the  preparation 
of  music  published  by  the  Board.  This  is  under  the  able  editorship 
of  Mr.  C.  Harold  Lowden.  His  work  relates  not  only  to  the  editing 
of  Festival  services,  which  have  a  large  circulation,  but  also  to 
anthems^  solos  and  music  books  for  the  choir  and  the  home  and 
school.  The  Board,  under  its  trade  imprint  ' '  The  Heidelberg  Press, ' ' 
is  gaining  an  enviable  reputation  for  its  musical  publications. 

During  the  past  year  the  Cliurch  School  Hymnal  has  been  pub- 
lished. This  was  prepared  under  the  direction  of  a  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Board,  consisting  of  Emory  L.  Coblentz, 
Esq.,  Chairman,  Rev.  Ambrose  Schmidt,  D.D.,  Rev.  F.  A.  Shults,  Rev. 
Alfred  Grether,  Rev.  Harold  B.  Kerschner,  Miss  Grace  Bartholomew, 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  and  Mr.  C.  Harold  Lowden.  The  Educational 
material  in  the  book  was  prepared  by  a  Committee  consisting  of  Rev. 
C.  A.  Hauser,  D.D.,  Chairman,  Rev.  A.  M.  Gluck,  Scott  Wagner,  D.D., 
Rev.  H.  B.  Kerschner,  Rev.  Otto  B.  Moore,  Mrs.  Margaret  L.  String, 
Miss  Catharine  A.  Miller,  Secretary  Rufus  W.  Miller,  D.D.,  and  Mr. 
C.  Harold  Lowden. 

The  demand  for  the  Church  School  Hymnal  and  expressions  relating 
to  it  indicate  beyond  a  doubt  that  the  book  is  equal  to  any  published 
by  other  denominational  Boards  or  private  publishers.  It  will  un- 
doubtedly be  as  popular  in  the  Church  and  outside  of  the  denomina- 
tion as  The  Sunday  School  Hymnal  and  the  Primary  and  Junior 
Hymnal.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Primary  and  Junior 
Hymnal  still  sells  largely.  This  book,  published  for  'the  first  time 
in  1902,  has  gone  through  edition  after  edition  and  fully  200,000 
copies  have  been  manufactured  and  sold. 
•  The  Music  Department  has  been  developed  at  considerable  expense 
but  from  the  testimony  of  pastors  and  others  it  has  been  greatly 
helpful  in  cultivating  the  devotional  life  of  the  School,  Young  People 's 
Society  and  the  Home  Circle.  Our  pastors  and  choristers,  as  well  as 
parents  interested  in  the  musical  education  of  their  children,  should 
understand  that  the  Board  is  in  a  position  to  supply  all  their  needs. 
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3.  EEAL  ESTATE  DEPAETMENT 

During  the  past  year  the  plans  and  hopes  of  the  Board  for  the 
erection  of  the  Schaff  Building  have  come  to  be  realized.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  your  reverend  body  in  1914  heartily  approved  of 
the  erection  of  the  Schaff  Building,  but  on  account  of  the  world  war 
and  financial  conditions  the  way  was  not  open  to  go  forward. 

The  history  of  the  Real  Estate  transaction  is  interesting!  The 
site  of  the  present  Reformed  Church  Building,  30  ft.  on  Race  street 
and  120  ft  on  Fifteenth  street  and  extending  to  Spring  street,  was 
purchased  September  30,  1905,  at  a  cost  of  $26,500.  The  contract 
for  the  present  seven-story  building  was  made  March  4,  1907.  Dur- 
ino-  the  erection  of  the  building  it  was  deemed  wise  to  purchase  20  ft. 
on"  Spring  street  with  a  depth  of  60  ft.  adjoining  the  buildmg  and 
title  was  taken  December  13,  1907,  at  a  cost  of  $8,000.  On  this  land 
there  was  a  two-storv  building  which,  with  slight  changes,  housed  the 
Accounting  and  Shipping  Departments  of  the  Board  and  the  structure 
was  connected  with  the  larger  building.  The  purchase  of  this  property 
not  only  safeguarded  the  seven-story  building  and  made  possible  the 
housing  of  a  large  part  of  the  Board  's  work  at  a  minimum  cost,  but 
eventually  proved  the  kev  to  securing  the  remaining  property.  This 
came  into  the  market  in" the  fall  of  1910,  and  the  entire  balance  of 
the  property,  90  ft.  on  Race  street  to  Hicks  street,  with  a  depth  of 
120  ft.  to  Spring  street,  was  purchased  November  10,  1910,  for  the 
sum  of  $100,000,  bv  the  payment  of  $15,000  cash  and  a  mortgage 
of  $85,000.  A  mortgage  of  $60,000  was  made  in  order  to  erect  the 
Reformed  Church  Building  and  a  mortgage  of  $6,000  was  made  to 
purchase  the  small  tract  on  Spring  street.  On  this  land  there  were 
some  old  residences  and  a  small  store  or  two.  The  rentals  from  the 
properties  were  not  sufficient  to  cover  the  fixed  charge  expense  of 
the  purchase  but  the  income  from  the  office  building  has  been  suffi- 
cient, not  only  to  pay  operating  expenses  and  cover  cost,  during 
this  period  of  thirteen  years,  of  $6,947.25,  but  also  to  provide  an 
additional  amount,  over'  and  above  the  payment  of  interest,  taxes, 
annuities  and  invested  Endowment  Funds,  of  $21,572  toward  the  re- 
duction of  the  indebtedness.  In  addition,  during  the  years  there  have 
.been  gifts  to  the  Board,  mostly  in  the  form  of  Annuities  and  Sunday 
School  Funds,  and  out  of  the  earnings  of  the  Business  Department 
since  1905,  more  than  $60,000  has  been  used  in  pajTnent  of  cost 
connected  with  the  purchase  of  Real  Estate.  Then  the  Philip  Schaff 
Memorial  Committee  was  formed  in  1913-14  and  up  to  March  31, 
1922,  $7,300  was  given  by  persons  not  connected  with  the  Reformed 
Church  but  secured  as  a  result  of  the  formation  of  the  Philip  Schaff 
Committee.  This  amount  Avas  paid  in  reducing  the  mortgage  indebted- 
ness. The  final  payment  on  the  mortgage  of  all  the  Real  Estate  was 
made  February  27,"  1922. 

The  total  cost  of  the  ground  and  present  seven-story  building,  with 
its  furniture  and  fixtures  and  with  allowances  for  depreciation,  is 
$252,754.07.  This  does  not  include  the  nearly  $50,000  invested  in 
the  building  by  banking  institutions  which  have  occupied  the  base- 
ment and  part  of  the  first  floor — paid  for  by  the  banks  themselves. 
During  this  period  Real  Estate  values  have  more  than  doubled, 
where  our  property  is  located,  owing  to  the  opening  of  the  Parkway 
and  the  advance  of  business  west  of  Broad  street.  Real  Estate 
appraisers  have  fixed  the  value  of  the  property-*— free  of  all  indebted- 
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ness — between  four  liuiidred  thousand  and  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  The  rapid  growth  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School 
Board,  as  well  as  the  growth  of  the  other  Boards  and  Agencies  of 
the  Cliurch  in  the  building,  has  made  it  imperative  to  secure  additional 
space.  It  was  not  feasible  to  use  the  present  building  for  additional 
room  and  the  Real  Estate  of  the  Board  was  too  valuable  to  remain 
unused.  Tlie  Board,  therefore,  at  its  annual  meeting  May  4,  1922, 
authorized  the  Executive  Committee  to  secure  final  plans  for  building, 
to  arrange  for  the  financing  and  to  secure  tentative  bids.  At  an 
adjourned  meeting  of  the  Board  held  July  13,  1922,  unanimous  action 
was  taken  authorizing  tlie  officers  to  place  a  mortgage  on  the  property, 
through  The  Prudential  Insurance  Company  of  America,  to  the 
amount  of  $700,000.  Bids  were  received  from  12  bidders  and  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder— Cramp  and  Company, 
Philadelphia,  Pa. 

Work  on  the  new  building  was  begun  July  22,  1922,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  building  will  be  completed,  according  to  contract, 
August,  1923.  The  contract  provides  for  a  13-story,  modern,  steel 
structure,  stone,  brick  and  terra  cotta. 

The  total  cost  of  the  new  building,  including  the  carrying  charges, 
it  is  estimated,  will  be  $850,000.  The  contract  is  a  definite  figure  with 
an  arrangement  by  which  additional  costs  for  the  arrangement  of 
office  space,  elevator,  extras,  etc.,  will  be  on  a  cost  basis  plus  a  fixed 
percentage  for  the  services  of  the  contractor. 

The  plans  provide  that  the  present  seven-story  building  will  be 
connected  with  the  new  building  with  two  main  entrances:  one  from 
Fifteenth  street  and  one  from  Race  street.  To  meet  the  needs  of 
the  Church  there  will  be  four  Committee  rooms  and  on  the  first  floor, 
with  a  second  floor  gallery  in  the  rear,  there  will  be  an  auditorium 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  six  hundred. 

The  windows  in  the  auditorium  will  symbolize  the  work  of  Christian 
Education  in  the  Institutions  of  the  Reformed  Church,  beginning  with 
the  Theological  Seminary  and  Marshall  College  at  Mercersburg,  where 
Dr.  Philip  Schaff  began  his  labors  in  America.  A  window  commemo- 
rating the  work  of  The  American  Bible  Revision  Committee,  of  which 
Dr.  Philip  Schaff  was  the  organizer  and  President;  a  window  on 
Christian  Unity,  referring  to  the  meeting  of  the  Evangelical  Alliance 
in  1873  and  the  interdenominational  fellowship  and  co-operation  repre- 
sented in  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America. 
A  fourth  window  will  relate  to  the  ' '  Child  and  Religious  Education. ' ' 
Cash  and  subscriptions  have  been  made  for  the  cost  of  these  windows, 
largely  from  persons  not  connected  with  the  Reformed  Church. 

The  erection  of  the  Schaff  Building  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
Executive  Secretary,  the  Executive  Committee  and  an  Advisory  Build- 
ing Committee  as  follows:

The  work  of  the  erection 
of  the  building  is  proceeding  rapidly.  The  Corner  Stone  was  laid  with 
appropriate  services  on  January  13,  1923,  with  addresses  by  Rev. 
George  W.  Richards,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  President  of  the  General  Synod, 
Rev.  Lewis  Seymour  Mudge,  D.D.,  Stated  Clerk  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  the  IJ.  S.  A.  and  Greetings  from  W.  Beatty  Jennings,  D.D., 
President  of  the  Federation  of  Churches  of  Philadelphia,  Rev.  Wm, 
H.  Main,  D.D.,  of  The  American  Baptist  Publication  Society,  Bishop 
Joseph  F.  Berry  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Bishop  Thomas 
J.  Garland,  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  Franklin  L.  Sheppard,  Presi- 
dent, Presbyterian  Board  of  Publication  and  Sabbath  School  Work, 
Dr.  N.  R.  Melhorn,  United  Lutheran  Church,  the  Corner  Stone  itself 
being  laid  with  formal  ceremony  by  the  President  of  the  Board,  Rev. 
C.  Clever,  D.D.,  and  the  Secretary,  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Miller,  Calvin  O. 
Althouse  and  Harry  E.  Paisley,  Joseph  Steele  and  John  Gribbel. 

It  should  be  added  that  the  present  building  has  housed  the  Boards 
and  Agencies  of  the  Church  at  a  nominal  cost  since  1908.  During  this 
period  the  rents  remitted,  based  on  the  difference  between  the  main- 
tenance charge  and  the  usual  rental  charge,  has  amounted  to  $66,672 
and  the  revenue  from  the  building  has  been  sufficient,  not  only  to 
operate  it  but  to  pay  the  interest  on  Annuity  Bonds  and  Endowment 
Funds  for  the  Educational  and  Missionary  Department,  to  carry  the 
new  purchase  and  to  aid,  as  stated,  in  the  payment  of  the  debt. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  a  number  of  leases  have  been  made 
in  advance  of  the  erection  of  the  Sehaff  Building  for  space  in  the 
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building.  The  total  square  feet  of  office  space  in  the  Schaff  Building, 
including  the  old  building,  amounts  to  nearly  100,000  sq.  ft.  The 
space  allotted  to  the  Boards  and  Agencies  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Church,  and  the  auditorium  and  Committee  rooms  represents  33,000 
sq.  ft.  The  Boards  and  Agencies  will  be  charged  simply  a  mainte- 
nance rental  covering  the  cost  of  light,  heat  and  upkeep  of  the  build- 
ing. It  is  expected  the  revenue  from  tenants  will  be  sufficient  to 
pay  the  maintenance  and  overhead  expenses  and  to  furnish  a  surplus 
sufficient,   in  the  course  of  years,   to  liquidate   the   entire   mortgage 

indebtedness.  „  ,    «.  -n   -u-  i. 

The  great  desire  of  the  Board  is  to  make  the  Schaff  Building  not 
only  an  office  headquarters  under  general  supervision  of  the  Church 
but  also  and  especially  to  create  from  the  revenue  of  the  building 
an  EndoAvment  Fund  for  the  work  of  Religious  Education  in  the  local 
Church.  Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars  was  allotted  in  the  Budget 
of  the  Forward  Movement  for  the  Real  Estate  Department  of  the 
Board.  Of  this  amount  $32,532.21  has  been  received  to  date,  in- 
cluding Liberty  Bonds.  The  Board  is  relying  upon  the  Church  for 
a  large  part  of  the  balance  of  the  Real  Estate  allotment  based  on  the 
amount  actually  subscribed  in  the  name  of  the  Forward  Movement. 
In  addition,  the  Forward  Movement  Commission  has  approved  of  a 
plan  by  which  the  Boards  and  Institutions  whose  causes  are  repre- 
sented in  the  Forward  Movement  can  receive  specific  gifts  and  these 
can  be  credited  to  the  allotment  of  the  Forward  Movement  as  well 
as  credited  to  the  congregations  from  which  they  come. 

The  Forward  Movement  did  not,  in  its  "Every  Member  Canvass" 
and  in  its  initial  Campaign,  challenge  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the 
Church.  It  is  appropriate,  therefore,  that  at  this  time,  both  in  the 
interests  of  Christian  training  for  the  young  and  in  order  to  secure 
an  adequate  Endowment  for  Religious  Education,  the  Churches  and 
especially  the  Sunday  Schools,  Organized  Departments,  Classes, 
and  Young  People's  Organizations,  be  challenged  to  make 
contributions  which  can  be  credited  to  the  Forward  Movement  Real 
Estate  Fund  of  the  Board  and  used  in  the  erection  of  the  Schaff 
Building.     These  gifts  may  be  made  in  a  twofold  way: 

1.  By  the  payment  of  the  cost  of  windows  in  the  new  building 
at  the  rate  of  $100  per  window,  the  name  of  Schools,  Classes  and 
Organizations  contributing  $100  to  be  placed  on  an  Honor  Roll  in 
the  corridors  of  the  building  where  the  Boards  have  their  offices. 

2.  By  gifts  in  the  form  of  shares  to  the  Children's  Christian  Edu- 
cation Foundation  of  One  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars — the  money 
received  from  this  Foundation  to  be  invested  in  the  building  but  the 
interest  to  be  paid  to  the  Educational  and  Missionary  and  Young 
People 's  Departments  of  the  Board,  the  shares  to  be  One  Dollar 
each  and  the  schools  to  be  challenged  to  give  as  many  shares  as 
there  is  enrolled  membership  in  the  school,  Certificates  to  be  given  to 
givers  of  shares  as  well  as  a  general  Certificate  to  the  Sunday  School, 
the  effort  to  secure  the  Children's  Christian  Education  Foundation 
to  culminate  on  Rally  Day,  1923. 

4.  THE   EDUCATIONAL  AND   MISSIONARY   DEPARTMENT 

A  great  advance  has  taken  place  in  this  Department  during  the 
Triennium,  made  possible  through  the  enlarged  apportionment  and 
contributions  from  the  Forward  Movement.  The  Educational  Staff 
was  enlarged  so  that  as  now  constituted  it  is  as  follows:

Mrs.  Margaret  L.  String,  Superintendent  Children's  Division,  giving 
part  time. 

Charles  Peters,  Ph.D.,  Director  of  Week  Day  Religious  Educa- 
tion and  Field  Worker  for  the  Eastern,  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac 
Synods:   Services  beginning  September  1,  1921. 

Rev.  E.  G.  Krampe,  Director  of  Religious  Education  and  Young 
People's  Work  for  the  Snyod  of  the  Northwest,  on  half-time: 
Services  beginning  January  1,  1922. 

For  a  brief  period  Rev.  S.  Charles  Hoover,  Secretary  of  Young 
People's  Work,  and  Miss  Catharine  A.  Miller,  services  beginning 
June  1920 — present  Secretary  of  the  Young  People 's  Department. 

To  meet  the  needs  and  demands  of  the  immediate  future  the  number 
of  full-time  workers  ought  to  be  increased.  The  past  Triennium  ia 
significant,  not  only  for  the  Reformed  Church  but  it  also  marks  the 
beginning  of  a  new  epoch  in  the  history  of  religious  education  in 
America.  The  three  dates  that  will  stand  out  supreme  in  this  larger 
field  of  endeavor  are — 1872,  the  birthday  of  the  International  Uni- 
form Lessons ;  1910,  when  the  Sunday  School  Council  of  Evangelical 
Denominations  came  into  being,  and  1922,  when  the  International 
Sunday  School  Council  of  Religious  Education  was  formed.  The 
latter  date  is  most  significant.  It  was  a  remarkable  step  forward 
when  the  International  Sunday  School  Association  arose  and  welded 
together  individuals  of  various  denominations  into  a  united  effort 
on  behalf  of  religious  education  of  children  and  youth  through  the 
Sunday  School.  It  was  a  still  greater  step  forward  when  the  several 
Protestant  denominations  recognized  that  the  responsibility  for 
Christian  training  and  instruction  rested  with  the  denominations  as 
such  rather  than  with  a  self-appointed  body  within  the  Churches. 

The  formation  of  the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of  Reli- 
gious Education,  however,  has  made  it  possible  for  the  Churches  to 
work  out  a  Program  of  Religious  Education  that  will  be  genuinely 
educational  and  on  the  plane  of  efficiency  obtained  by  the  Public 
School  System.  As  a  part  of  this  International  Council  there  is  a 
Committee  on  Education  which  includes  recognized  educational  lead- 
ers in  our  leading  State  Universities,  Church  Colleges,  and  Seminaries. 
The  importance  and  urgency  of  the  religious  education  of  the  youth 
has  attracted  these  men  and  women  to  this  task.  Their  presence  on 
this  Committee  insures  an  effective  religious  educational  program  for 
Protestantism.  Another  important  factor  is  that  a  form  of  organiza- 
tion similar  to  that  of  the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of 
Religious  Education  is  being  organized  in  each  State  in  the  Union; 
thus,  the  leading  workers  in  the  field  of  secular  and  religious  educa- 
tion throughout  the  land  will  be  associated  together  in  a  fellowship 
that  will  ultimately  reach  all  the  Churches  in  the  Constructive  Pro- 
gram of  Religious  Education. 

Still  another  sign  of  promise  is  that  the  leading  laymen  who  con- 
trol much  of  the  Nation 's  wealth  are  beginning  to  see  the  wisdom  and 
necessity  of  diverting  some  of  their  material  means  to  the  cause  of 
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religious  education.  Who  can  realize  the  tremendous  significance  of 
these  facts  or  prophesy  the  possibilities  of  this  Religious  Educational 
Movement  in  the  history  of  Christendom? 

We  can  not  overlook  the  fact  that  the  challenge  for  such  an  effort 
lies  in  the  disrupted  conditions  of  the  world  and,  in  part,  in  the  prob- 
lems confronting  the  Christianization  of  America  in  order  that  it  may 
assume  its  full  Avorld  responsibility.  The  combined  forces  of  this 
movement  represent  three  types  of  leadership :  eminent  business  men 
and  men  of  affairs,  denominational  Sunday  School  Boards  and  leaders 
in  the  field  of  general  education,  and  religious  education  in  the  insti- 
tutions of  higher  learning.  We  may  well  ask  the  reason  for  this  com- 
bination of  forces  in  religious  education.  A  partial  answer  may  be 
found  in  the  following  trend  of  American  thought: 

(a)  A  child  stands  in  a  two-fold  relationship  dn  his  educational 
development:  on  the  one  hand  it  is  a  part  of  the  Public  School  and 
on  the  other,  The  Church  School  System.  Since  his  education  must 
be  a  unified  process,  those  responsible  for  these  two  phases  of  his 
educational  development  must  stand  in  closest  relationship  in  planning 
for  this  development. 

(b)  Public  School  authorities  are  insistent,  and  rightly  so,  that  if 
school  time  is  to  be  given  back  to  the  Church  for  religious  education, 
in  the  Churches,  then  the  curriculum  and  teaching  must  be  on  a  par 
with  what  the  Public  School  offers. 

(c)  Side  by  side  with  the  new  awakening  of  religious  education  in 
the  local  Church,  there  is  going  on  in  the  Public  School  an  awakening 
as  to  the  necessity  of  moral  instruction. 

(d)  Not  only  is  the  Public  School  stressing  the  Americanization 
of  the  entire  population  but  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions  are  also 
insisting  that  the  leaders  of  religious  education  make  proper  provi- 
sion for  the  Christianization  of  America,  through  adequate  Programs 
of  Religious  Education. 

(e)  Pastors  and  Churches  are  urging  the  responsibility  of  Church 
Colleges  and  Seminaries  for  adequate  training  of  young  men  and 
women  to  become  leaders  and  teachers  in  the  Churches. 

(f)  The  world,  bleeding  from  many  wounds  of  war,  is  crying  out 
for  some  constructive  movement  whereby  a  generation  of  peace-loving 
men  and  women  may  come  upon  the  scene  of  action  in  world  affairs. 
The  response  to  that  call  must  begin  now — not  ten  years  hence. 

(g)  Every  denomination  is  calling  for  those  who  are  not  mere 
hearers  of  the  Word,  but  doers  of  the  same.  Too  long  have  we  left 
the  great  program  of  building  the  Kingdom  of  God  to  a  few.  The 
hour  is  at  hand,  through  religious  education,  to  plan  a  definite,  aggres- 
sive program  of  Christian  Service  from  early  childhood  to  the  evening- 
time  of  life. 

Because  of  these  facts  and  especially  because  of  the  example  and 
teachings  of  our  divine  Lord  and  Saviour,  it  may  be  said  that  the 
new  Intcrnnlional  Sunday  School  Council  of  Religious  Education  has 
come  into  being. 

Your  reverend  body  gave  its  approval  to  the  Board  to  co-operate  in 
this  movement  and  we  dwell  upon  this  organization  at  some  length 
because  in  the  future  practically  every  denomination  will  shape  its 
educational  work  in  the  local  Church  according  to  the  principles  and 
policies  laid   down  by  this  joint  conference   of  leaders   in  religious 
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education.  It  is  self-evident  that  the  denominational  autonomy  will 
be  in  no  wise  interfered  wilth.  The  new  International  Sunday  School 
Council  of  Eeligious  Education  stands  for  the  same  kind  of  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Boards  of  the  various 
denominations  as  does  the  Council  of  Home  Missions  and  the  Council 
of  Foreign  Missions  to  the  Missionary  Boards  of  the  Churches. 

In  order  that  the  Church  may  be  conversant  with  the  aims  and  ob- 
jectives of  this  new  organization,  it  is  proper  to  insert  here  the  state- 
ment of  basic  principles  presented  by  the  new  General  Secretary,  Dr. 
Hugh  S.  Magill,  at  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  International  Sun- 
day School  Council  of  Eeligious  Education,  held  in  Chicago,  E'ebruary, 
1923: 

* '  1.  The  only  hope  for  civilization  lies  in  a  knowledge  and  applica- 
tion of  the  principles  of  the  Christian  Eeligion. 

"  2.  Christian  ideals  can  best  be  made  dominant  in  life  and  char- 
acter through  the  Christian  nurture  and  training  of  childhood  and 
youth. 

"3.  It  is  axiomatic  that  what  you  would  have  in  the  life  of  a  na- 
tion must  be  incorporated  in  its  system  of  education. 

"4.  No  educational  system  can  produce  the  highest  type  of  char- 
acter and  citizenship  without  religious  training. 

"  5.  The  appalling  prevalence  of  crime  among  youth  makes  it  im- 
perative that  some  influence  shall  be  used  to  bring  about  the  right 
motivation  of  the  rising  generation.  The  experience  of  centuries  has 
proven  that  the  Christian  Eeligion  is  the  most  dynamic  force  in  the 
world  for  the  development  of  sterling  character  and  right  conduct. 

' '  6.  The  separation  of  Church  and  State  is  a  fundamental  principle 
of  our  Government,  but  this  does  not  mean  that  the  State  can  get 
along  without  the  Church,  nor  the  Church  without  the  State. 

* '  7.  The  fathers  of  our  country  recognized  this  when  they  declared 
that  religion,  morality,  and  knowledge  are  necessary  to  free  govern- 
ment and  to  the  happiness  of  mankind.  Washington  declared  that 
religion  and  morality  are  indispensable  to  national  prosperity,  and 
that  national  morality  can  not  be  maintained  without  religion. 

"8.  In  a  nation  which  guarantees  to  every  person  the  right  to  wor- 
ship God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  the  Christian 
Eeligion  can  not  be  vitally  taught  in  a  tax-supported  system  of 
schools. 

"  9.  The  State  should  provide  a  sufficient  system  of  general  educa- 
tion; the  Church  must  provide  an  efficient  system  of  religious  educa- 
tion. 

"  10.  Such  a  plan  in  no  wise  interferes  with  religious  liberty;  it  is 
fair  and  equitable  alike  to  Jew  and  Gentile,  Protestant  and  Catholic. 

"  11.  Through  the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of  Eeligious 
Education,  the  Protestant  Christian  Churches  of  America  propose  to 
establish  and  carry  on  through  co-operative  efforts,  which  shall  in  no 
wise  interfere  with  the  programs  and  policies  of  each  denomination, 
an  efficient  system  of  Christian  Education  on  behalf  of  these  Prot- 
estant Christian  Churches^  granting  to  Jews  and  Catholics  the  unques- 
tioned right  of  doing  the  same  for  the  children  of  their  faiths. 

"  12.  The  purpose  of  this  great  forward  movement  in  Christian 
Education  is  two-fold:  to  train  the  youth  of  our  country  for  a  life  of 
service  and  good  citizenship,  and  to  bring  them  into  the  Church,  and 
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through  obedience  and  service  to  the  Master  save  them  for  a  life 
eternal. ' ' 

Oqr  Sunday  School  Missionary  Work 

The  Triennium  shows  the  largest  number  of  free  grants  of  litera- 
ture given  to  Missionary  and  needy  Sunday  Schools,  the  total  number 
of  schools  aided  being  328.  The  usual  policy  of  organizing  new  Sun- 
day Schools  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Home  Missions — by  sup- 
porting Sunday  School  missionaries  direct  and  in  contributions  to  the 
work  of  the  Tri-Synodic  Board  in  promoting  Sunday  School  Missionary 
wot-k  in  every  field — has  been  followed.  Some  new  schools  have  been 
organized  and  individual  service  rendered  to  many  mission  schools. 

Our  Enlarging  Hungarian  Field 

The  fact  that  during  the  Triennium  the  responsibility  has  come  to 
the  Eeformed  Church  of  caring  for  the  largest  enrolled  Church  mem- 
bership among  the  Hungarian  population  of  the  country  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  do  our  duty  in  the  cause  of  religious  education.  The  Board 
has  been  mindful  of  this  opportunity  and  since  April,  1922,  Dr.  Alex- 
ander Harsanyi  has  been  giving  full-time  service  as  editor  of  the 
Reformatusok  Lapja,  published  in  co-operation  with  the  Presbyterian 
Board^  of-  Ptrblication  and  Sabbath  School  Work.  The  circulation  of 
this  paper  has  increased.  Hungarian  Bibles  and  tracts  as  well  as 
Hungarian  Picture  Cards  issued  in  the  Hungarian  language  have 
been  furnished.  The  Presbyterian  and  our  Reformed  Church  have 
assumed  responsibility  for  a  Hungarian-English  Lesson  Quarterly 
containing  a  two-year  course  on  the  Life  of  Christ,  the  first 
number  of  which  was  issued  October,  1922.  A  far  larger  Sun- 
day School  missionary  opportunity  in  the  interests  of  Christian 
training  and  patriotism  would  be  the  giving  of  full-time  service  of 
a  colporteur  and  Sunday  School  missionary,  to  distribute  and  sell 
Hungarian  publications  and  to  aid  in  developing  the  American  Sun- 
day School  idea  among  our  Hungarian  congregations. 

Your  Board  feels  that  this  is  an  imperative  step,  if  our  Eeformed 
Church  is  to  adequately  care  for  the  thousands  of  Hungarians  en- 
rolled in  our  Churches  and  especially  if  the  children  are  to  be  cared 
for  and  kept  in  our  Church.  With  increased  financial  sup^port  it 
would  be  possible  to  carry  forward  an  Educational  Sunday  School 
Campaign  among  the  Hungarians  in  this  country;  and  such  work 
would  have  a  most  beneficial  effect  among  the  Churches  in  Hungary. 

Our  Educational  Activities 

The  activities  of  the  Educational  Department  are  being  developed 
definitely  along  departmental  lines  as  recognized  in  the  Sunday 
School.  These  include:  The  Children's  Division,  the  Young  People's 
Division,  the  Adult  Division,  including  the  home  and,  on  the  basis 
of  the  larger  educational  development,  Week-Day  Religious  Educa- 
tion, including  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  Week-Day  Schools  of  Reli- 
gion, Summer  Schools,  Training  Schools,  Institutes,  Young  People's 
Department  and  Co-operative  Work.

The  Children's  Division 

Mrs.  Margaret  L.  String,  our  Children's  Division  Superintendent, 
has  rendered  splendid  service  in  organizing  the  work  of  the  Children 's 
Division,  by  assisting  at  Sunday  School  Conventions,  Institutes, 
Conferences  in  local  Sunday  Schools  and  by  personal  interviews, 
conferences  and  correspondence  and  also  by  the  use  of  printed  mat- 
ter. The  work  performed  is  beyond  calculation,  considering  the  limita- 
tion imposed  by  part-time  service.  The  statistics,  including  the 
circulation  of  lesson  material  'and  printed  matter,  of  the  Cradle 
Eoll,  Beginners  and  Primary  and  Junior  Departments  show  a 
most  gratifying  growth.  As  soon  as  possible  full-time  service  should 
be  given  to  this  important  division  of  our  work. 

Young  People's  Division 

The  Young  People's  problem  in  our  Reformed  Church  is  coming 
to  be  happily  solved.  We  have  to  do  here,  as  is  very  clear,  with 
two  agencies  organized  and  more  or  less  equipped,  each  with  its 
past  and  its  traditions,  occupying  much  the  same  ground  and  dealing 
with  the  same  group  of  people.  On  the  one  hand  there  is  the  Educa- 
tional and  Missionary  Department  with  its  Young  People 's  Division 
of  the  Church  School,  central  in  the  group  of  Sunday  School  divi- 
sions, and  the  Educational  Superintendent  responsible  for  this  phase 
of  work  according  to  the  limits  of  his  time  and  the  Board 's  resources. 
On  the  other  hand  there  is  the  Young  People's  Department  created 
by  action  of  the  General  Synod  as  a  distinct  Department,  to  look 
after  the  young  people  of  the  Church  and  especially  the  Young 
People 's  Societies,  with  its  Secretary  and  responsible  for  its  admin- 
istration. It  is  impracticable  to  carry  this  work  forward  on  a  dual 
basis.  Our  Educational  Superintendent,  therefore,  has  consented  for 
the  sake  of  unity  and  concerted  action  to  transfer  his  responsibility 
for  the  Sunday  School  end  of  the  Young  People 's  work  to  the 
Young  People 's  Department.  Necessarily  there  must  be  close  co- 
operation through  conference,  and  the  controlling  factor  in  admin- 
istering this  work  must  be  on  the  basis  of  human  personality  and  its 
needs  rather  than  organizations.  The  broad  outreach  and  flexibility 
of  this  program  and  the  splendid  results  secured  will  be  found  in 
this  report  under  the  head  of  the  Young  People's  Department. 

The  Adult  Division 

For  the  first  year  of  the  Triennium  Mr.  George  W.  Waidner  acted 
as  Adult  Superintendent  with  the  responsibility  for  Men's  Work, 
such  as  the  Brotherhood  of  Andrew  and  Philip,  but  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Educational  Department  made  necessary  a  change. 
There  is  great  need  at  this  time  for  some  one  to  supervise  and 
stimulate  the  work  among  adults.  This  office  calls  for  a  high  type  of 
spiritual  and  educational  leadership.  It  means  an  increasing  number 
of  Adult  Bible  Classes,  and  a  larger  activity  on  the  part  of  members. 
It  calls  for  a  study  of  adult  psychology  which  is  still  an  uncharted 
territory.  It  calls  for  the  consolidation  and  united  effort  of  Men's 
Groups  and  Women's  Groups  and  the  discovery  of  practical  ways 
of  developing  the  latent  power  in  Parents'  Classes,  Women's  Soci- 
eties and  Parent-Teachers  Associations. 
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The  Christian  Family  the  Chief  Agency 

If  for  no  other  reason  than  the  development  of  the  religious 
atmosphere  in  the  home,  there  is  needed  immediately  a  Superintendent 
of  the  Adult  Division.  The  truth  needs  to  he  reiterated  that  the 
first  and  chief  opportunity  for  the  basis  of  true  religious  education 
is  made  in  the  first  five  years  of  the  child's  life;  that  is  to  say, 
before  either  the  Sunday  Scliool  or  the  congregation  can  take  the 
child  in  hand — here  everything  depends  upon  the  parents.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  for  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  life  the  family  has 
six  times  the  opportunity  for  Christian  nurture  and  instruction  than 
all  the  other  Church  and  Public  School  agencies  combined.  The 
Board  is  stressing  increasingly  the  work  of  the  home  in  religious 
education. 

During  the  Triennium  the  Christian  Home  Fellowship,  with  a 
simple  covenant  pledge,  was  inaugurated  and  hundreds  have  enrolled. 
The  literature  is  furnished  free  to  pastors  and  others.  It  does  not 
mean  the  formation  of  any  organization  or  the  payment  of  any  dues. 

As  an  aid  to  the  religious  life  of  the  home  ' '  Daily  Devotions  for 
the  Home  and  the  Individual"  was  published  and  other  additional 
literature  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  furnish  lists  of  books  help- 
ful to  parents.  Training  for  parenthood  and  parental  training  is 
surely  a  responsibility  of  the  Christian  Church.  The  Cradle  Eull 
and  the  Home  Department  exert  great  influence  and  through  them 
there  are  potential  possibilities  of  still  larger  usefulness  and  in- 
fluence for  good. 

The  Department  of  Week-Day  Religious  Education 

The  finest  outstanding  piece  of  work  the  Board  has  to  present 
is  that  done  by  the  newly  appointed  Director  of  Eeligious  Educa- 
tion— Dr.  Charles  Peters.  No  call  was  more  thoroughly  met.  For 
years  our  Board  has  urged  the  claims  and  necessity  for  Week-Day 
Eeligious  Education.  Indeed,  more  than  fifteen  years  ago  the  voice 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  sounded  like  the  Forerunner  in  the  wilder- 
ness, as  expressed  in  addresses  to  the  Sunday  School  Council,  and 
in  articles  on  the  subject.  Now,  through  the  awakening  of  interest  in 
religious  education  and  the  call  of  Dr.  Peters  to  the  promotion  of 
Week-Day  Eeligious  Education  a  remarkable  development  has  taken 
place. 

The  first  efforts  of  the  Director  dealt  with  making  a  brief  survey 
of  Vacation  School  Work  throughout  the  Eeformed  Church.  This 
indicated  that  about  100  Vacation  schools  were  conducted  during 
the  summer  of  1921.  Group  meetings  or  Institutes  were  held  all 
over  the  Church  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  practical  and  success- 
ful methods  of  conducting  A^^acation  and  winter  Week-Day  Eeligious 
Training.  By  means  of  these  Institutes  Dr.  Peters  was  able  to  get 
into  personal  touch  Avith  more  than  four  thousand  leading  workers 
in  the  local  Churches,  including  Pastors  and  .Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents. A  pamphlet  entitled  "Outlines  of  the  Church  Vacation 
School"  served  to  set  a  standard  for  this  work. 

Largely  as  a  result  of  this  intensive  method  of  personal  supervision 
and  promotion  more  than  two  hundred  Vacation  Bible  Schools — 
double  the  number  of  the  previous  year — were  conducted  during  the 
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summer  of  1922.  These  summer  Vacation  Schools  tend  to  create 
a  desire  for  winter  Week-day  Eeligious  Education  for  the  grade 
children  in  Public  and  Private  schools,  as  well  as  for  High  School 
pupils.  "Outlines"  on  Standard  Week-Day  Religion  was  published 
to  meet  this  need.  During  the  last  Avinter  a  second  series  of  Institutes 
was  held  throughout  Eastern,  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods  and 
the  enlarged  Program  of  the  Board  was  presented  and  discussed. 
Marked  interest  and  enthusiasm  has  been  shown  in  the  presentation 
of  the  comprehensive  Program  of  Religious  Education  which  reaches 
up,  beginning  with  t  le  home,  into  our  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

Teacher  Training  Department 

In  no  Department  has  our  work  faced  the  necessity  of  greater 
modification  than  here.  Teacher  training  was  a  comparatively  simple 
matter  when  the  local  Church  only  required  teachers  for  the  Sunday 
sessions.  During  this  Triennium  1,539  classes  were  held  and  11,083 
students  were  enrolled  in  such  classes,  many  of  them  taking  the 
Advanced  Standard  Teacher  Training  Course. 

The  arrival  of  Week-Day  Schools  of  Religion  has  made  the 
problem  far  more  complex.  The  Week-Day  Church  School  from  the 
very  start  has  taken  its  stand  on  a  much  higher  plane  than  the 
Sunday  School,  as  far  as  the  educational  training  of  the  teacher 
is  concerned.  In  securing  teachers  for  the  Week-Day  schools, 
tliereforo,  the  call  comes  to  the  following:  (1)  College  graduates, 
married  and  single,  to  give  part-time  service.  (2)  Public  School 
teachers  giving  part-time  service.  (3)  Our  Church  Schools  and 
Theological  Seminaries.  (4)  Special  Summer  Schools,  for  persons 
having  the  proper  background  of  training  who  are  seeking  to  secure 
the  specific  training  needed  for  religious  educational  work.  (5) 
Deaconesses  and  trained  Christian  workers.  It  goes  without  saying 
that  our  Colleges  and  Seminaries  quickly  sensed  this  need  and  are 
making  strenuous  efforts  to  adapt  their  work  to  this  new  call  of  the 
Church. 

The  task  of  training  teachers  for  the  Week-Day  Church  School 
is  a  joint  task  of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning  and  the  training 
department  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board.  From 
this  point  of  view  the  Board  has  entered  into  a  co-operative  arrange- 
ment in  conducting  a  Summer  Training  School  at  Cedar  Crest  College, 
Allentown,  Pa.,  this  year.  Last  year  the  Board  co-operated  in  a 
similar  way  with  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster  by  supplying 
the  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Religious  Education.  The 
readjustment  of  the  Teacher  Training  Department  of  the  Board 
is  in  the  process  of  development. 

The  Call  for  Unified  Educational  Effort 

Not  only  has  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board,  along  with 
similar  Boards,  and  other  denominations,  come  to  a  realization  of 
its  larger  task  in  the  local  Church,  but  other  agencies  of  our  own 
Church,  likewise,  have  felt  the  swell  of  this  new  current  and  are 
increasing  their  educational  efforts  in  the  local  Church. 

The  attention  of  the  General  Synod  will  be  called  to  the  Conference 
held  recently  in  which  all  the  educational  agencies  of  our  denomina- 
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tion  without  exception  participated.  "Without  discussing  here  the 
question  of  closer  relationship  as  between  the  higher  institutions 
of  learning  and  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board,  it  is 
highly  important  that  we  realize  that  the  time  has  come  for  the 
closest  possible  relationship  in  educational  matters,  as  between  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  The 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod,  and  the  Publica- 
tion and  Sunday  School  Board.  A  unified  program  of  religious 
education  in  the  local  Church  where  all  these  bodies  are  operative 
is  possible  only  if  there  be  proper  representation,  in  an  overhead 
organization.  The  Public  School  System  would  be  impossible  if 
this  and  that  Civic  Agency  undertook  to  step  in  and  demand  that 
Principal  and  teachers  include  in  the  curriculum  statements  and 
material  of  their  arbitrary  choosing.  In  a  similar  fashion  the  work 
of  the  local  Church  would  suffer  greatly  if  any  and  every  agency 
desiring  to  do  so  would  attempt  to  inject  into  the  Church  program 
of  education  materials  and  programs  of  their  own  choosing,  unrelated 
to  other  programs. 

The  arrival  of  the  Week-Day  Church  School  calls  for  unified  educa- 
tional effort.  Growing  out  of  this  conviction  the  four  agencies  named 
expect  to  establish  a  Joint  Department  of  Missionary  Education 
which  will  properly  provide,  in  a  system  of  religious  education  for 
the  local  Church,  an  adequate  treatment  of  Missionary  education  for 
children  and  youth,  and  this  recommendation  will  be  presented  to 
your  reverend  body  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 
The  reason  for  such  a  unified  plan  is  obvious.  The  Church  School 
needs  Missions.  Mission  study  and  training  in  Missionary  service 
are  important  factors  in  the  Christian  program  of  religious  education. 
There  is  no  material  which  is  more  influential  in  giving  inspiration 
and  reality  to  the  entire  program  of  the  school  than  that  offered  by 
the  Missionary  enterprise. 

The  Missionary  enterprise  needs  the  Church  School.  The  measure 
of  adult  interest  in  missions  is  in  proportion  to  missionary  instruc- 
tion received  in  childhood.  That  we  may  reach  more  of  our 
young  people  for  this  cause  we  must  give  Missionary  Education 
its  rightful  place  as  an  integral  part  of  religious  education  in 
Christian  experience  rather  than  consider  it  a  side  issue  or  an  extra. 
Our  young  people  need  training  in  loyalty  to  the  great  enter- 
prises of  the  Church.  The  Missionary  achievements  of  the  Church  at 
home  and  abroad  are  a  practical  evidence  that  its  faith  is  real  and 
effective.  Young  people  want  a  religion  that  works,  and  they  should 
be  made  fully  acquainted  with  the  record  of  our  Reformed  Church 
that  they  may  be  justly  proud  of  it  and  that  they  may  share  in  the 
Christianizing  of  our  country  and  the  world. 

If  this  Missionary  education  is  to  be  given  in  the  local  Church 
and  the  work  of  the  various  organizations  properly  related  to  the 
Educational  Programs,  then  the  plan  of  organization  in  the  local 
Church  presupposes  the  following:

By  aetion  of  your  reverend  body  at  its  last  meeting  the  Board  was 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  organization  of  the  Young 
People's  Department.  After  conference  with  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Young  People's  Society  the  Board  elected  Rev.  S.  Charles 
Hoover  as  Secretary  of  the  Young  People's  Department,  in  August, 
1920,  and  Miss  Catharine  A.  Miller  as  Assistant  to  Mr.  Hoover.  The 
Secretary  did  some  important  field  work  and  made  a  Survey  of  the 
conditions  relating  to  the  Young  People's  Organizations  in  the 
Church,  but  after  a  service  of  four  to  five  months,  Mr.  Hoover  re- 
signed and  Miss  Miller  was  made  Secretary. 

The  first  task  of  the  Young  People's  Department  was  an  attempt 
to  standardize  the  Avork  of  existing  organizations.  The  Young 
People 's  Society  Program,  covering  all  phases  of  Young  People  'a 
Societies  activities,  was  prepared  and  sent  out  in  1920.  It  is  essen- 
tially a  Christian  Endeavor  Program  but  it  is  used  also  by  Young 
People 's  Societies  which  are  not  in  affiliation  with  Christian  Endeavor. 

The  record  of  work  accomplished  is  most  gratifying.  Approaching 
the  end  of  the  third  year  of  work  the  Department  is  encouraged,  not 
only  by  the  new  influence  of  Young  People's  Work  throughout  the 
denomination,  the  rapid  growth  of  the  Young  People 's  Society  work 
and  the  work  of  the  Organized  Classes  in  the  Sunday  School,  but 
especially  by  the  fact  that  the  Department  has  come  to  be  recognized 
by  pastors  and  congregations  as  a  dependable  source  of  help  in  solving 
problems  dealing  with  every  phase  of  young  people  and  young  people 's 
activities.  Through  a  large  number  of  articles  in  the  Church  papers 
and  a  regular  Department  in  the  Young  People 's  paper  ' '  The  Way, ' ' 
through  Classes  at  Summer  Conferences  and  Institutes  and  addresses 
at  local  Churches;  through  pamphlets  and  special  publications,  Stew- 
ardship and  Life  Service  instruction  and  Membership  campaigns, 
religious  plays  and  pageants  and  Programs  of  Recreation,  the  work 
has  been  steadily  advanced. 

Since  September,  1920,  the  Young  People 's  Department  has  organ- 
ized 38  Junior  Societies,  2  Intermediate  Societies,  95  Senior  Societies. 
At  present  there  are  reported  121  Junior  Societies,  with  a  membership 
of  5,136;  30  Intermediate  Societies,  with  a  membership  of  751; 
536  Senior  Societies,  with  a  membership  of  2-4,892,  a  total  of 
687   Societies  with  a  membership   of   30,779. 

Within  the  last  year  the  transfer  of  the  Young  People 's  Work  of 
the  Sundaj'  School  has  been  made  to  the  Young  People 's  Department 
but  it  is  not  possible  to  give  detailed  reports  and  statistics;  how- 
ever, it  is  known  that  there  has  been  a  rapid  increase  in  the 
number,  not  onlj'  of  Organized  Classes  but  also  of  Organized  Young 
People's  Departments.  A  partial  statistical  report  shows  400 
Organized  Classes  with  9,544  members.  In  the  Young  People 's 
Division  of  the  Sunday  School  it  is  impossible  to  give  accurately  the 
present  number  of  Organized  Young  People 's  Departments ;  that  is, 
a  Department  reaching  both  the  Young  People's  Society  and  the 
Organized  Classes  in  the  Sunday  School. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Department  has  been  in  close  touch  with 
the  Interdenominational  Work,  both  through  the  United  Society  of 
Christian  Endeavor  and  the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of 
Religious   Education.      Young   People's    Day   has   been   increasingly 
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observed  but  the  Freewill  Offerings  taken  on  this  day  have  not 
largely  increased.  The  Board  is  planning  to  foster  and  enlarge 
the  work  of  the  Young  People's  Department  and  it  records  its 
high  appreciation  of  the  splendid  services  and  achievements  of  the 
Young  People's  Secretary. 

Interdenominational   Eelationships 

The  Board  now  sustains  by  action  of  your  reverend  body  direct 
relations  with  the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of  Religious 
Education  and  through  representatives  in  State  organizations. 
Under  the  plan  of  the  new  organization  of  The  International  Sunday 
School  Association  the  representatives  appointed  thus  far  are:  Rev. 
F.  S.  Bromer,  Cedar  Rapids,  Iowa,  for  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
International  Sunday  School  Council  of  Religious  Education,  Iowa; 
Mr.  George  B.  Smith,  Dayton,  Ohio,  for  the  Sunday  School  Council 
of  the  State  of  Ohio;  appointments  for  other  States  are-  pending. 
The  Board  also  is  represented,  officially,  on  the  International  Sunday 
School  Lesson  Committee  and  appoints  representatives  to  conferences 
called  by  the  Interdenominational  Young  People's  Group  and  the 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.  By  your 
action,  also,  it  has  been  represented  in  meetings  of  the  General 
Council  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed  Churches  in  America.  By 
reason  of  the  amended  Articles  of  Agreement  of  this  General  Council, 
an  Overture  will  come  to  your  reverend  body  with  reference  to  the 
formation  of  a  Committee  on  Publication,  Sunday  Schools  and 
Education,  with  the  request  that  certain  educational  matters  and 
publication  matters  of  common  interest  be  transferred  to  this  Com- 
mittee. Co-operative  work  of  this  kind  has  resulted  in  the  Depart- 
mental Graded  Lessons  and  publication  of  Hungarian  literature^ 

In  the  interests  of  economy,  efficiency  and  the  larger  interests  of 
the  Kingdom  of  God,  your  Board  rejoices  in  the  several  inter- 
denominational relationships  and  recommends  continuance  and  your 
approval,  especially,  of  the  co-operative  relationships  and  united 
work  of  the  General  Council  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Reformed 
Churches. 

Financial.  Budget 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  work  in  the  Educational  and  Missionary 
Department  and  Young  People's  Department  there  will  be  required 
a  regular  annual  Budget  of,  at  least,  $40,000,  which  should  be  in- 
creased to  $75,000  annually.  The  receipts  from  the.  Forward  Move- 
ment for  these  departments  are  less  than  estimated.  In  order  to  meet 
actual  necessary  expenses  and  to  enlarge  the  work  the  Board 
feels  that  at  least  an  apportionment  of  10c.  per  Church  member 
should  be  approved  for  the  support  of  this  work,  in  addition  to 
Freewill  Offerings  from  Sunday  Schools  and  Young  People's  Soei- 
lies  on  Children's  Day,  Rally  Day  and  Young  People's  Day.

2.  We  recommend  the  approval  of  your  reverend  body  of  the  Over- 
ture from  the  General  Council  of  the  Presbyterian  and  Eeformed 
Churches  in  America  with  reference  to  the  formation  of  a  Permanent 
Committee  on  Publications,  Sunday  Schools   and   Education. 

3.  With  deep  regret  we  report  the  death  of  Mr.  W.  J.  Frank,  Akron, 
Ohio,  April  27th,  1923.  He  was  in  his  sixty-eighth  year  at  the  time  of 
his  death.  Mr.  Frank  became  a  member  of  the  Board  in  place  of 
the  late  Eev.  Dr.  John  H.  Bomberger.  He  Avas  one  of  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Board  in  the  International  Council  of  Eeligious  Education. 
In  the  general  work  of  the  Sunday  School  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Ohio  State  S.  S.  Association  and  since 
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the  World's  Convention  at  Tokyo,  which  he  attended,  he  has  served 
on  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  World's  Sunday  School  Associa- 
tion. For  forty-five  years  he  was  Superintendent  of  Grace  Eeformed 
Sunday  School,  Akron,  Ohio. 

Eecommendations 

Your  Board  would  overture  your  reverend  body: 

1.  For  an  annual  budget  of  $40,000,  and,  in  addition,  an  annual 
Freewill  offering  on  Children's  Day,  Eally  Day  and  Young  People's 
Day. 

2.  The  approval  of  the  General  Synod  of  the  erection  and  plans 
for  the  ScHAFF  Building  and  your  commendation  of  it  to  the  members 
of  the  Church  as  a  worthy  object  of  benevolence. 

3.  Approval  of  the  Special  Campaign  for  the  Children's  Christian 
Education  Foundation  as  a  continuation  of  the  authority  given 
by  the  General  Synod  to  complete  the  $100,000  Fund  of  the  Children's 
Endowment  Fund,  it  being  understood  that  the  challenge  to  the 
Sunday  Schools,  Departments  and  Organized  Classes  and  individuals 
and  their  response  is  a  part  of  the  Forward  Movement  and  that  all 
such  gifts  for  the  Children's  Christian  Education  Foundation,  as  well 
as  gifts  for  windows  and  other  objects  in  the  Schaff  Building,  will  be 
counted  toward  the  unsubscribed  quota  of  the  Forward  Movement  and 
credited  to  the  Eeal  Estate  Fund  of  the  Forward  Movement  allotted 
to  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board. 

4.  The  call  to  the  Church,  through  the  Synod  and  the  Classes,  to 
increase  the  adult  membership  of  the  Sunday  School  and  especially  to 
utilize  all  existing  organizations  of  the  congregation  to  aid  in  the 
training  of  parents  and  to  impress  upon  the  consciences  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  that  the  Christian  home  is  the  first  and 
fundamental  agency  of  the  Church  and  State  and  the  greatest  hope 
for  a  Christian  civilization. 

5.  Enthusiastic  approval  of  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  devrlop, 
in  co-operation  with  the  International  Sunday  School  Council  of 
Religious  Education,  a  National  System  of  Weekday  Eeligious 
Instruction  and  to  this  end,  the  approval  by  the  Synod  of  the  estab- 
lishment by  the  Board  of  Summer  Schools,  Institutes  and  Conferences, 
either  on  a  denominational  or  interdenominational  basis  and  in  co- 
operation  as   well   with    Institutions    of    the    Reformed    Church. 

6.  Loyal  support  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  interests, 
urging  pastors,  consistories  and  congregational  organizations,  as 
well  as  individual  Church  members,  to  purchase  religious  literature, 
Church  and  Sunday  School  Supplies  and  Music  from  the  Board  and 
its  co-operating  agent.  The  Central  Publishing  House,  Cleveland, 
Ohio,  this  support  of  publishing  interests  to  challenge  also  the  Church, 
through  the  Synods  and  Classes,  to  aid  more  fully  in  the  circulation 
of  the  books,  tracts  and  publications  of  the  Board. 

7.  The  approval  of  the  General  Synod  authorizing  the  Board  to 
continue  the  Campaign  in  the  interests  of  more  and  better  Sunday 
Schools,  systematic  training  of  the  young,  in  preparation  for  Church 
membership  and  in  habits  of  Church  going,  to  this  end  requesting  the 
Synods  and  the  Classes  to  direct  the  several  Classical  Sunday  School 
Committees  on  Sunday  School  Work  and  the  Advisory  Sunday  School 
Boards  of  the  Synod  to  co-operate,  the  policy  of  the  General  Board 
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being  to  place  its  services  at  the  disposal  of  Svnodical  Boards  and 
Classical  Committees  and  to  carry  forward  the  work  in  accordance 
with  their  particular  needs. 

8.  A  challenge  to  the  Church  through  the  Synods  and  Classes  for  a 
universal  and  united  observance  of  Children's  Day  and  Rally  Day, 
these  days  affording  the  opportunity  to  place  the  "  child  in  the 
midst  ' '  and  to  interest  the  young  in  the  general  work  of  the  Church 
as  well  as  to  deepen  the  sense  of  responsibility  of  consistories  and 
Church  members  for  the  religious  education  of  children  and  youth  on 
a  new  and  enlarged  scale,  to  meet  the  need  of  the  hour;  the  offerings 
on  these  days  to  be  devoted  to  the  Educational  and  Sunday  School 
Missionary  Work  of  the  Board. 

9.  The  recommendation  to  observe  Young  People's  Day,  the  second 
Sunday  in  October,  with  the  suggestion  that  an  annual  Freewill  offer- 
ing be  made  on  this  day  for  the  Young  People 's  Department  of  the 
Board  and  that  pastors,  where  feasible,  call  the  attention  of  the 
congregation  to  the  importance  of  organized  activities  of  Young 
People  in  the  local  congregation. 

10.  The  reiteration  to  the  several  Classes  to  request  the  pastor  and 
consistory  of  every  congregation  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Good 
Literature  and  the  Weekly  Church  Paper,  this  Committee  to  be  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  the  circulation  of  good  literature  and  the 
placing  of  a  copy  of  the  Church  paper  in  every  home  of  the  congrega- 
tion, with  the  request  that  all  members  observe  Church  Paper  Day, 
the  first  Sunday  in  December,  so  far  as  possible,  and  in  order  to  enlist 
the  loyal  support  of  new  Church  members,  to  engage  in  a  Follow-up 
Campaign  in  the  interests  of  the  Church  paper,  the  last  Sunday  of 
April  of  each  year. 

In  coxclusion,  your  Board  records  its  gratitude  for  the  blessing  of 
God  upon  its  labors.  It  is  conscious  of  its  shortcomings  but  rejoices 
to  believe  that  in  some  slight  measure  the  Kingdom  of  God  has  been 
advanced  through  its  work.  We  believe  that  we  are  at  the  dawning 
of  a  new  period  in  the  history  of  the  Church  when  the  teaching  func- 
tion of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  by  the  example  of  its  great  Head  and 
by  the  great  Apostle  Paul,  when  he  wrote  that  God  had  set  teachers 
in  the  Church,  is  coming  to  be  more  adequately  recognized.  We  be- 
lieve that  the  Church's  responsibility  and  interest  in  Christian  Educa- 
tion up  from  the  home  to  the  University  is  an  undivided  interest. 

Your  reverend  body  will  be  called  upon  to  make  momentous  deci- 
s'ons  in  relation  to  Christian  Education.  In  all  the  denominations  the 
trend  is  toward  unity  and  cooperation  through  the  agencies  of  the 
Church.  The  Church  Schools  and  Theological  Seminaries  seem  to  offer 
the  most  wonderful  of  all  present  opportunities.  Here,  before  the 
young  leaders  of  our  Church  life  become  accustomed  to  the  undue 
emphasis  of  the  past,  we  can  lead  them  to  accept  the  ideal  of  the 
teaching  ministry  and  service  activities  of  the  Church  and  can  train 
them  in  modern  methods,  and  in  this  training  for  Church  leadership 
the  relationship  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board  as  a 
Board  of  Eeligious  Education  for  the  local  Church  is  indispensfible, 
In  some  way  we  must  unite  and  co-ordinate  the  Church  Council  of 
Religious  Education  in  the  local  Church,  the  work  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, by  your  Board  and  other  Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  Church, 
and  the  work  of  education  in  the  higher  institut'ons  of  learning.     The 
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larger  program  of  the  Kingdom,  the  widening  circle  of  the  local 
Church,  the  community,  the  denomination,  the  interdenominational  re- 
lationships and  the  world  relationships — and  the  safety  and  welfare 
of  the  world — demand  this  unity  and  the  larger  emphasis  of  the  teach- 
ing function  of  the  Christian  Church.

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Beport  of  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  and  Siuiday-schools 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Publication 
and  Sunday-schools  had  referred  to  it  the  Twelfth  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board.  The  report,  covering  forty-seven  pages,  sets  forth  very 
clearly  the  work  of  the  Board  during  the  Triennium.  The  report 
presents  the  work  of  the  Board  under  four  departments,  namely,  (1) 
The  Publication  or  Business  Department,  (2)  the  Editorial  Depart- 
ment, (3)  the  Real  Estate  Department,  and  (4)  the  Educational, 
Missionary  and  Young  People's  Departments. 

(1)  The  Publication  or  Business  Department 
This  department  deals  with  the  publishing  and  marketing  of  books, 
tracts  and  periodicals.  During  the  Triennium  the  Board  published 
an  aggregate' of  26,652,623  copies  of  books,  festival  services,  periodi- 
cals, tracts,  etc.  The  sales  for  all  departments  for  the  Triennium 
were  $927,501.63,  a  gain  of  $384,697.59  over  the  sales  of  the  preced- 
ing Triennium.  The  profits  resulting  from  sales,  covering  this  pe- 
riod, amount  to  more  than  $32,000. 

The  Business  Department  of  the  Board  is  operated  not  for  profit 
but  for  service.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  this  Board  of  the 
Church  not  only  has  used  its  earnings  for  the  promotion  of  Religi- 
ous Education  and  Missionary  work,  but  also  in  the  payment  of 
deficits  on  the  publication  of  Church  papers,  the  deficit  on  the  Re- 
formed Church  Messenger  alone  amounting  to  $56,000,  since  the  year 
1912.  A  Board  that  renders  the  Church  such  service  is  worthy  of 
the  best  cooperation  the  Church  can  give. 

(2)  The  Real  Estate  Department 
In  this  department  the  Board  is  making  great  progress.  The 
erection  of  the  Schaff  Church  Building,  now  in  process  of  construc- 
tion, will  mark  an  epoch,  not  merely  in  the  work  of  the  Board,  but 
in  the  onward  march  of  the  whole  Church.  It  is  the  realization  of 
a  vision  our  efficient  and  forward  looking  Secretary  had  for  more 
than  a  decade  of  years.  Due  to  wise  foresight  in  years  gone  by, 
ground  was  purchased  and  plans  made  for  the  erection  of  this  great 
building,  the  walls  of  which  now  tower  high  and  stand  as  a  monu- 
ment to  the  Church  we  so  fondly  love.  It  is  being  erected  in  loving 
memory  of  Dr.  Phillip  Schaff,  a  man  whose  life  and  work  should  ever 
remain  sacred  to  us  and  our  posterity. 

In  the  erection  of  this  building,  the  Board  again  aims  at  service 
and  not  profit.  Practically  one-third  of  the  floor  space  of  the  en- 
tire building  is  given  to  various  Boards  and  agencies  of  our  Church 
at  a  rental  representing  but  50  per  centum  of  the  rental  price  re- 
ceived from  other  agencies  not  affiliated  with  our  Church.  In  this 
way  the  Board  saves  the  different  agencies  of  our  Church  housed  in 
this  building  the  annual  sum  of  about  $20,000.00.  Surely,  the 
Church  should  take  cognizance  of  this  fact  and  the  same  should  en- 
list the  hearty  interest  and  financial  support  of  the  whole  Church  in 
the  erection  of  this  building. 

(3)     The  Editorial  Department 
The   publication    of    so    vast    a   number    of    periodicals    mounting 
into   millions,   makes   heavy   demands   on  the   editorial   department. 
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Coupled  with  the  Sunday-school  literature,  we  are  faced  with  the 
need  of  supplying  suitable  literature  for  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School,  Winter  Week-day  Schools,  the  home  and  other  devotional 
literature  for  which  there  is  such  an  urgent  need. 

Dr.  Eufus  Miller,  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Board,  has 
written  a  book  on  Daily  Devotions  for  the  home.  This  book  has  a 
wide  circulation  and  is  deserving  of  a  still  larger  circulation.  The 
Board  also  published  "The  Church  School  Hymnal"  which  meets  a 
much  felt  need. 

The  demand  for  Hungarian  literature  necessitated  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  Alexander  Harsanyi  as  Editor  of  Hungarian  literature 
on  full  time. 

-  The  Music  Department,  under  the  efficient  editorship  of  Mr.  C. 
Harold  Lowden,  has  made  commendable  progress.  In  this  work  the 
Board  has  done  pioneer  work  among  our  sister  denominations,  and 
the  success  of  the  department,  measured  both  by  its  financial  re- 
turns and  by  its  contribution  to  the  devotional  life  of  the  School, 
Young  People's  Society  and  the  Home  Circle,  amply  justifies  its 
existence  as  an  agency  of  the  Board. 

(4)    The  Educational  and  Missionary  Departvient  and  Young 
People's  Department 

In  this  Department  a  very  pronounced  progress  has  been  made 
during  the  Triennium.  Seven  persons  are  actively  engaged  in  the 
promotion  of  religious  education,  four  of  whom  are  on  full  time  and 
three  on  part  time.  The  Board  has  read  the  signs  of  the  times,  and 
has  endeavored  to  relate  the  subject  of  religious  education  to  the 
home,  church  school,  public  school,  academy,  college  and  seminary. 

This  has  been  the  fond  dream  of  the  Executive  Secretary  for 
years,  but  no  funds  were  available  to  render  this  needful  service  to 
the  Church  until  the  Forward  Movement  came  to  the  assistance  of  the 
Board.  The  future  program  of  the  Board  aims  to  intensify  this 
particular  work  and  hopes  to  assist  the  child  in  establishing  proper 
methods  of  control  in  human  conduct,  which  is  the  primary  goal  in 
any  true  religious  educational  enterprise. 

The  Board  works  in  conjunction  with  the  newly  formed  Interna- 
tional Sunday-school  Council  of  Eeligious  Education,  and  aims  to 
build  up  a  curricula  of  Christian  Education  that  is  sound  pedagogi- 
cally,  and  that  will  lead  to  proper  control  of  conduct  in  the  life  of 
the  child. 

Your  Committee  does  not  desire  to  enumerate  any  statistics  in 
connection  with  this  report.  It  is  gratifying,  however  to  know  that 
the  increase  in  Sunday-school  membership  throughout  the  Triennium 
places  the  membership  of  the  Sunday-school  above  that  of  the 
Church  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  our  Church. 

The  Young  People's  Department,  under  the  able  supervision  of 
Miss  Kathryn  Miller,  has  made  commendable  progress.  Inasmuch 
as  the  work  is  referred  to  another  Committee,  we  will  not  report 
further  on  this  work. 

We  deeply  mourn  the  death  of  Dr.  William  C.  Schaeffer,  who  wrote 
the  Comments  for  the  Sunday-«chool  Lessons  so  satisfactorily  and 
helpfully  for  more  than  a  score  of  years. 

We  also  note  with  deep  regret  the  death  of  Elder  William  J. 
Frank,  who  served  the  Board  faithfully  as  a  member.

Recommendations:  Your  Committee  would  recommend  the  fol- 
lowing for  your  consideration : 

(1)  That  we  feel  grateful  to  the  kind  Providence  that  has  led 
this  Board  of  the  Church  in  its  ministrations  and  saw  fit  to  use  us 
as  a  Church  in  this  process  of  spiritual  regeneration  by  means  of  re- 
ligious education. 

(2)  That  Synod  approve  the  annual  budget  of  $34,000  for  the 
Educational,  Missionary  and  Young  People 's  Work,  the  same  to  be 
provided  by  an  apportionment  or  by  free  will  offerings  on  Chil- 
dren's Day  or  Rally  Day. 

(3)  That  Synod  approves  of  the  erection  of  the  Schaff  Building 
and  commends  the  same  to  the  members  of  the  Church  through 
Synods  and  Classes  as  a  worthy  object  of  benevolence. 

(4)  That  Synod  approves  of  the  special  campaign  for  the  Chil- 
dren 's  Christian  Education  Foundation  as  a  continuation  of  the 
Forward  Movement  effort  to  contribute  $100,000  to  the  Children's 
Endowment  Fund. 

(5)  That  Sunday-schools,  Departments,  organized  classes  and  in- 
dividuals be  challenged  through  Synods  and  Classes  to  contribute 
$100  for  windows  in  the  Schaff  Building  or  purchase  one  dollar 
shares  in  the  Children's  Christian  Education  Fund,  having  number 
enrolled  in  the  Sunday-school  as  a  goal  for  the  number  of  shares 
purchased,  and  setting  apart  Rally  Day  as  the  time  when  campaign 
shall  culminate. 

(6)  That  the  Synod  approve  of  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to  develop, 
in  cooperation  with  the  International  Sunday-school  Council  of  Reli- 
gious Education,  a  national  system  of  Week  Day  Religious  Instruc- 
tion, including  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  and  the  Winter 
Week  Day  Church  School,  and  to  this  end,  seek,  through  the  Dis- 
trict Synods  and  Classes,  the  hearty  cooperation  of  our  congregations. 

(7)  That  Synod  approve  the  establishment  by  the  Board  of  Sum- 
mer Schools,  Institutes,  the  Training  Schools  for  teachers  and  work- 
ers and  conferences,  either  on  denominational  or  inter-denomina- 
tional basis,  for  the  purpose  of  training  men  and  women  for  posi- 
tions of  leadership  in  local  congregations,  and  that  congregations 
be  challenged  through  the  Synods  and  Classes  to  avail  themselves  of 
this  privilege  offered  for  training  in  leadership. 

(8)  That  Synod,  through  the  district  Synods  and  Classes,  stress 
the  need  of  an  increased  adult  membership  of  the  Sunday-school, 
the  formation  of  Parents'  Classes,  the  making  of  the  Home  Depart- 
ment more  efficient,  the  Christian  Home  Fellowship  Circle,  and  to 
utilize  every  agency  at  our  command  to  train  the  parents  of  our  chil- 
dren for  the  place  of  responsibility  they  are  privileged  to  occupy  in 
the  Home,  believing  that  the  Home  is  the  fundamental  agency  in 
Religious  Education  and  that  whilst  the  program  of  the  Church  may 
supplement  the  work  of  the  Home,  it  cannot  supplant  it. 

(9)  The  Synod  heartily  approves  of  the  efforts  of  the  Board  to 
establish  a  joint  department  of  Missionary  Education  with  other 
missionary  agencies  at  work  in  the  church. 
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(10)  Synod  recommends  annuities  and  bequests  to  organizations 
and  individuals  through  Synods  and  Classes  as  suitable  expressions 
of  benevolence  in  behalf  of  the  child. 

(11)  That  Synod,  through  the  district  Synods  and  Classes,  urge 
pastors,  consistories,  congregational  organizations  and  individual 
members  to  support  our  Publications  and  Sunday-school  interests  by 
purchasing  books,  church  and  Sunday-school  supplies  and  music  from 
the  Board,  whether  published  by  it  or  not,  and  its  cooperating 
agent,  the  Central  Publication  House,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  aid  in 
every  way  possible  in  the  circulation  of  the  publications  of  the  Board. 

(12)  That  Synod  rejoices  in  the  greatly  enlarged  program  of  the 
Board  in  the  field  of  Eeligious  Education  and  in  the  increased  enroll- 
ment in  the  Sunday-school,  and  in  view  of  this  increased  activity  of 
usefulness.  Synod  urges  the  hearty  cooperation  of  Synodical  and 
Classical  Sunday-school  Committees  and  Advisory  Boards  of  the 
Synod,  in  order  that  the  policy  of  the  Board  may  be  effectively  ap- 
plied to  the  needs  of  the  local  congregation. 

(13)  That  the  Synod  challenge  the  Church,  through  the  Synods 
and  Classes,  for  a  universal  and  united  observance  of  Children's 
Day  and  Kally  Bay,  to  use  these  opportunities  to  emphasize  the 
need  of  religious  education,  to  develop  sentiment  for  the  cause  of 
Christian  Education  in  the  Church  and  community,  and  to  enlist  the 
financial  support  in  the  form  of  offerings  for  the  Educational  and 
Sunday-school  Missionary  work  of  the  Board. 

(14)  That  Synod,  through  the  Synods  and  Classes,  recommend  the 
observance  of  Young  People's  Day,  the  second  Sunday  in  October, 
with  the  suggestion  that  an  annual  free  will  offering  be  made  on 
this  day  for  the  work  of  the  Young  People's  Department  of  the 
Board,  and  that  the  attention  of  the  congregations  be  directed  to  the 
importance  of  the  organized  activities  of  the  Young  People  of  the 
church  in  our  program  of  Eeligious  Education. 

(15)  That  Synod,  through  the  Synods  and  Classes,  urge  the  wider 
circulation  of  the  Eeformed  Church  Eeview  among  the  clergy  and 
lay  members. 

(16)  That  Synod,  through  the  Synods  and  Classes,  urge  congrega- 
tions to  observe  Church  Paper  Day,  the  first  Sunday  in  December, 
so  far  as  possible,  and  in  order  to  enlist  the  loyal  support  of  new 
church  members,  to  engage  in  a  Follow-up  Campaign  in  the  interests 
of  the  Church  Paper,  the  last  Sunday  in  April  of  each  year,  and 
that  Synod  hereby  reiterates  to  the  several  Classes  the  request  that 
the  pastor  and  consistory  of  every  congregation  appoint  a  com- 
mittee on  Good  Literature  and  the  Weekly  Church  Paper,  this  com- 
mittee to  be  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  circulation  of 
good  literature  and  the  placing  of  a  copy  of  the  church  paper  in 
every  home  of  the  congregation.

11.  FIFTEENTH   TKIENNIAL   REPORT    OF   THE    BOARD    OF 

FOREIGN  MISSIONS  OF  THE  REFORMED  CHURCH 

IN   THE  UNITED  STATES 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Beformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions 
is  the  servant  of  the  Church;  its  members  being  under  appointment 
by  the  General  Synod.  This  very  fact  imposes  a  solemn  responsibility 
which  increases  with  the  growth  of  our  work  in  Japan  and  China. 
A3  we  attempt  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  workings  of  the  Board 
during  the  past  three  years  we  are  conscious  of  the  fact  that  there 
have  been  many  experiences  which  human  language  fails  to  interpret. 
While  some  of  the  details  of  the  work  must  of  necessity  be  the  same 
at  all  times,  yet  the  conditions  at  home  and  abroad  have  been  such 
as  to  stamp  the  Fifteenth  Triennial  Eeport  as  unique  and  extra- 
ordinary. That  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the  missionaries  are 
dealing  with  grave  and  perplexing  problems  in  a  war-torn  world 
must  be  evident  to  all  discerning  minds.  They  are  face  to  face  with 
a  situation  that  demands  a  strong  faith  in  the  latent  power  and 
triumphant  destiny  of  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  Dawn  of  a  New  Era 
A  new  era.  is  being  born  out  of  the  chaotic  condition  of  the  world. 
Everywhere  men  are  talking  of  a  new  world  order.  Trade  relations 
are  being  set  up  along  international  lines.  Pulpits  and  forums  re- 
sound with  plans  tor  lasting  peace  and  prosperity  for  all  the  nations. 
There  is  an  impelling  conviction  in  the  minds  of  God's  people  that 
they  must  arise  and  shine  in  the  strength  of  their  all-conquering 
Lord.  The  hour  has  struck  for  the  Church  of  Christ  to  take  advan- 
tage of  her  greatest  opportunity  in  all  history. 

The  Rising  Tide  of  Nationalism 

We  do  well  to  place  in  the  very  foreground  of  this  report  the 
new  world  conditions  which  we  as  a  Church  must  face  and  help  in 
the  solving.  The  Great  War  has  given  rise  to  a  distinct  passion 
for  nationalism  which  is  flooding  the  whole  world.  It  has  made 
nations  more  jealous  of  their  rights  and  of  their  place  In  the  family 
of  nations.  This  national  selfishness  exists  in  Christian  lands  no 
less  than  in  the  Non-Christian  Nations.  And  who  can  tell  how  much 
our  own  nation  may  be  responsible,  by  its  attitude  of  aloofness,  to 
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the  arousing  of  this  new  and  insistent  spirit  of  nationalism?  As 
Christians  we  believe  that  "No  man  liveth  unto  himself,"  and  we 
should  not  hesitate  to  apply  this  same  golden  principle  to  the  nation, 
• '  No  nation  liveth  unto  itself. ' '  Strange  to  say,  this  _  spirit  of 
nationalism  is  now  aflame  in  nations,  such  as  India  and  China,  where 
differences  of  language  would  seem  almost  to  prevent  the  fostering 
of  a  national  consciousness.  Is  there  not  a  great  hope  underlying 
this  very  startling  agitation  of  a  national  solidarity  in  every  land 
in  the  Far  East?  Should  not  the  Christian  Church  regard  this  sudden 
awakening  ag  a  token  of  the  Spirit's  presence  among  these  striving 
people,  and  as  a  harbinger  of  a  new  day  of  opportunity  for  the 
missionaries  of  the  Cross? 

A  New  Condition  in  Our  Fields 
This  striking  spirit  of  nationalism  has  brought  about  a  new  con- 
dition in  the  work  of  Christian  Missions.  There  was  a  time,  and  it  la 
not  so  long  ago,  when  the  missionaries  were  in  sole  control  of  the 
entire  work  on  the  Foreign  Field.  They  gave  the  orders,  paid  the 
bills  and  had  the  rule  over  the  native  workers.  Now  they  are 
face  to  face  with  the  delicate  task  of  at  least  sharing  the  authority 
and  responsibility  with  their  co-workers.  Happily  this  adjustment 
has  been  going  on  in  our  own  Missions  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
to-day  there  is  a  most  cordial  relation  existing  between  the  native 
Church  and  the  missionaries.  In  our  Japan  Mission,  both  in  the 
educational  and  evangelistic  departments,  there  are  joint  Boards 
which  co-operate  in  a  pleasant  and  satisfactory  manner.  The  Church 
at  home,  as  well  as  our  representatives  on  the  Foreign  Field,  must 
come  to  realize  that  the  growth  and  perpetuity  of  the  native  Church 
depends  in  a  very  large  measure  upon  the  part  that  the  leaders  and 
representatives  of  our  Church  take  in  the  control  and  direction  of  the 
work.  If  the  native  Church  is  to  increase  its  activity,  the  Mission 
must  decrease  its  authority.  The  missionary  of  the  hour  who  is  wise 
will  see  this  impending  change  and  hail  with  delight  its  healthy  in- 
fluence upon  the  work.  He  is  not  less  useful  by  this  self-effacement 
if  thereby  the  great  heart  of  the  Christ  may  be  laid  bare  in  the  sight 
of  all  the  people. 

THE  BOAED  AT  WORK 

After  each  meeting  of  General  Synod,  pursuant  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Board,  the  members  assemble  for  reorgan- 
ization. This  meeting  was  held  in  the  Eeformed  Church  Building, 
Philadelphia,  on  June  15,  1920.

Meetings 

The  Board  holds  two  regular  meetings,  each  year;  the  annual 
meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March,  and  the  fall  meeting  early 
in  November.  The  Executive  Committee  meets  every  month,  except 
in  July  and  August.  Eleven  meetings  of  the  Board  and  ten  of  the 
Executive  Committee  were  held  during  the  past  three  years. 

Worthy  of  Note 
While  the  business  of  the  Board  has  been  steadily  increasing  for 
years,  so  that  the  income  for  the  present  triennium  has  been 
$1,322,052.93,  yet  the  secretarial  force  remains  the  same.  The 
percentage  for  the  administration  of  so  large  an  amount  is  very 
small. 

Our  Field  Secretaries 

In  addition  to  his  extensive  field  work  for  the  past  twelve  years, 
our  Field  Secretary,  Dr.  Daniel  Burghalter,  has  been  delivering 
courses  of  lectures  in  Heidelberg  University  as  also  in  our  Mission 
House.  His  valuable  services  have  been  a  great  benefit  to  the  stu- 
dents. For  the  past  two  years  and  in  the  interests  of  the  Forward 
Movement,  our  Field  Secretary,  Rev.  Jacob  G.  Rupp,  and  Elder 
Francis  M.  Berkemeyer  have  been  constantly  itinerating  throughout 
the  Church,  affording  the  members  an  eye  and  ear  demonstration, 
with  aid  of  the  stereopticon,  of  the  growth  and  prospects  of  the  work 
of  our  Church.  This  has  been  a  labor  of  love  on  their  part  that  love 
can  only  repay. 
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Our  Missionaries 

The  total  number  of  missionaries  is  100.  Of  this  number  52  are 
in  Japan  and  48  in  China.  Thirty-five  are  in  evangelistic  work,  53 
in  educational  work,  9  in  medical  service  and  3  in  administrative 
work. 

In  every  department  of  the  work  there  is  need  for  reinforcement. 
The  Board  cannot  supply  more  workers  unless  the  Church  furnishes 
the  funds.  However,  in  order  to  maintain  the  present  corps  of 
workers  at  its  normal  efficiency,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  provide 
more  residences,  many  chapels,  and  additional  school  and  hospital 
buildings.  The  strain  of  the  continual  deferment  of  these  great 
needs  is  wearing  down  the  hope  of  our  missionaries  and  is  making 
their  hearts  sick.  One  thing  we  do  well  to  bear  in  mind,  as  we  hear 
their  calls  for  help;  they  are  not  pleading  for  an  expansion  of  the 
work  in  Japan  and  China,  but  simply  that  the  Church  provide  the 
means  so  that  they  can  reap  the  fruitage  of  years  of  faithful  seed 
sowing.  This  ia  not  a  new  proposal,  but  the  reiteration  of  long 
unmet  needs.  God  hasten  the  time  when  the  gifts  of  the  members 
of  our  Church  will  be  more  nearly  adequate  to  the  results  of  the 
labors  of  our  far-flung  missionaries.

IN  MEMOEIAM 

The  Eeaper  Death  has  been  busy  during  the  past  three  years  in  the 
circle  of  our  workers  in  Japan  and  China.  Four  devoted  servants  of 
the  Lord  are  now  in  the  presence  of  those  who  rest  from  their 
labors  and  whose  works  do  follow  them.  These  missionary  graves 
blossom  with  an  immortal  hope,  and  with  the  undying  assurance 
that  they  never  fail  who  die  in  God's  great  cause.  Strange,  indeed, 
have  been  these  passings  into  the  beyond  to  those  who  think  of  the 
few  laborers  and  of  the  vast  fields  ready  for  the  seed  of  the  Gospel. 
But  the  Lord  is  not  unmindful  of  His  own.  His  will  is  being  done 
in  ways  that  are  past  finding  out.  The  loss  to  the  work  is  one  of 
those  inscrutable  experiences  of  life  that  should  impel  us  forward 
rather  than  hinder  us.  Only  as  we  keep  the  eye  of  faith  fixed  on 
Christ  and  on  the  completed  program  at  the  end  of  the  ages,  can  we 
be  assured  that  when  that  time  comes  we  shall  rejoice  in  the  Lord, 
and  those  who  have  gone  before  us  shall  also  rejoice  with  us. 

William   A.   Eeimert 

In  the  autumn  of  1902,  Eev.  William  A.  Eeimert,  with  his  wife 
and  three  months'  babe  left  the  homeland  for  his  untried  field  of 
service  in  China.  The  eighteen  years  spent  there  were  eventful  for 
him,  for  the  Mission  and  for  China.  He  was  an  active  partner  in 
the  constructive  work  of  our  Mission  from  its  small  beginning  to 
its  present  large  proportions.  Of  a  quiet,  gentle  and  retiring  nature, 
he  won  the  hearts  of  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  Among  the 
small  band  of  our  native  evangelists  several  of  them  were  rescued 
by  him  from  lives  of  shame,  and  after  years  of  patient  training  were 
enabled  to  become  heralds  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  As  a 
preacher  he  stood  in  the  front  rank,  and  as  a  teacher  his  persuasive 
influence  was  everywhere  felt.  He  took  naturally  to  the  Chinese  and 
to  their  difficult  language.  Though  a  teacher  in  Huping  Christian 
College,  he  early  saw  the  need  of  starting  Day  Schools  Avhere  the 
little  boys  might  be  taught  the  rudiments  of  education  and  the  truths 
of  the  Bible.  These  schools  are  now  a  powerful  agency  for  good  in 
many  communities.  On  June  13,  1920,  he  met  a  tragic  death  by  a 
fatal  shot  fired  by  a  bandit  soldier.  Those  were  stirring  days  in 
Yochow  City.  The  terrors  of  war  had  laid  hold  upon  the  people 
and  amid  it  all  this  man  of  God  became  a  martyr  in  his  attempt  to 
protect  a  group  of  Chinese  women  from  the  foul  deeds  of  brutal 
soldiers.     Plans  are  being   drawn   for   an   Administration  Building 
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to  be  known  as  "The  Eeimert  Memorial"  at  Lakeside,  where  be 
died  and  where  his  mortal  body  reposes.  A  memorial  booklet  is  also 
in  course  of  preparation, 

Esther  Shuey  Snyder 

The  early  death  of  Mrs.  George  Eandolph  Snyder,  at  Shenehowfu, 
was  one  of  those  sad  and  strange  dispensations  of  Providence  that 
no  human  mind  can  fathom,  or  explain.  She  was  the  daughter  of 
Eev.  and  Mrs.  Dennis  B,  Shuey,  and  a  graduate  of  Heidelberg  Uni- 
versity. Prior  to  her  departure  to  China  she  was  united  in  marriage 
to  Eev.  George  Eandolph  Snyder.  After  their  arrival  at  Nanking  in 
October  1919,  they  immediately  began  the  study  of  the  Chinese 
language.  In  many  ways  she  made  herself  useful  and  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  choir  in  the  Foreign  Church  in  that  city.  It  is  said  that 
she  sang  in  the  choir  of  every  church  where  she  was  a  regular  at- 
tendant. Just  one  year  after  leaving  America,  on  August  27,  1920, 
they  left  Ruling  where  they  spent  the  summer  months  in  the  study 
of  the  language  for  the  Shenchow  Station.  They  had  a  long  and 
perilous  trip,  subject  to  many  hardships,  and  it  was  while  on  the 
houseboat  that  she  became  seriously  ill.  Except  for  a  few  days,  she 
spent  all  the  time  at  Shenehowfu  in  bed.  She  was  a  great  sufferer, 
but  patient  at  all  times.  The  missionaries  and  Chinese  Christians 
were  almost  constant  in  prayer  for  her  recovery.  She  died  as  she 
had  lived,  on  November  6,  1920,  in  the  faith  of  an  endless  life  in 
Jesus  whom  she  early  knew  and  loved  and  served.  The  new  Bible 
Woman's  Building  in  Shenehowfu  has  been  named,  "The  Esther 
Shuey  Snyder  Memorial." 

Ethel  Tustison  Guinther 

While  at  home  on  furlough  the  wife  of  our  missionary,  Eev.  Ezra 
H,  Guinther  of  the  Japan  Mission,  became  the  victim  of  an  insidious 
disease  that  baffled  the  skill  of  the  ablest  physicians.  For  months 
she  was  a  great  sufferer  so  that  the  call  of  the  Saviour  must  have 
come  to  her  as  a  sweet  release  at  her  home  in  Tiffin  on  August  23, 
1922,  The  devotion  of  Mrs.  Guinther  to  her  husband  and  children 
was  a  shining  virtue  in  her  life,  and  her  love  for  the  work  at  Sendai 
will  be  her  undying  testimony.  She  was  one  of  those  rare  souls  who 
had  a  winsome  charm  for  all,  and  who  was  loved  by  all  who  came  in 
contact  with  her.  She  was  an  ideal  wife  for  a  missionary.  Her  death 
will  be  a  distinct  loss  to  our  Japan  Mission,  It  is  no  wonder  that 
her  untimely  departure  should  call  forth  the  wail  of  regret:  "Why 
should  she  leave  us  so  soon!  "  Her  place  is  empty  in  the  home  and 
in  that  larger  family  of  missionaries  where  human  wisdom  would 
have  her  be  even  now. 

Anna  DeForest  Moore 

The  beloved  wife  of  our  missionary,  Dr,  Jairus  P,  Moore,  died 
at  Sendai,  December  9,  1922.  She  grew  up  in  the  Eeformed  Church  in 
America.  From  a  child  her  life  was  devoted  to  the  service  of  the 
Lord.  At  the  age  of  25,  she  heard  the  call  to  missionary  service 
in  far  off  Japan.  For  25  years  she  was  a  teacher  in  Ferris  Seminary, 
Yokohoma,  where  she  taught  many  girls  with  diligence  and  fidelity. 
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During  the  past  ten  years,  she  was  the  bosom  companion  of  our 
veteran  missionary,  giving  herself  with  a  beautiful  devotion  to  her 
husband,  his  work  and  her  home.  For  the  greater  part  of  a  year  she 
was  in  constant  agony.  All  that  medical  skill  could  do  was  done  for 
her.  The  last  thing  proposed  was  the  infusion  of  blood  from  others. 
Six  members  of  our  Japan  Mission  came  forward  and  said,  "We  are 
ready  to  give  our  blood."  However,  the  doctors  said  that  she  was 
too  weak  to  be  removed  to  the  hospital  where  this  had  to  be  done. 
Our  sister  in  the  Faith  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  an  ever  widening 
circle  of  friends  in  Japan.  As  a  woman  of  native  refinement,  of 
winning  personality  and  of  highest  ideals,  she  will  ever  be  thought  of 
by  those  who  came  within  the  radiance  of  her  Christian  life.  She 
lived  for  others  and  many  in  her  death  have  risen  up  to  bless  her  for 
what  she  waa  to  them. 

George  Frederick  Bucher 

The  infant  son  of  Eev.  and  Mrs.  J.  Frank  Bucher  died,  after  a 
brief  illness,  at  their  home  at  Shenchowfu,  China,  on  July  10,  1921. 
This  dear  babe  brought  joy  and  peace  to  the  hearts  of  these  fond 
parents,  but  when  they  heard  the  Savior  say,  ' '  Suffer  little  children 
to  come  unto  me, ' '  they  said,  * '  Thy  will  be  done. ' '  Yes,  on  the 
Foreign  Mission  field  there  are  to  be  found  infant  graves,  as  well 
as  mature  graves,  and  the  same  guardian  angel  keeps  vigil  over  them 
until  the  day  of  resurrection. 

A  Tribute  of  Esteem 

During  the  past  three  years  the  homes  of  ten  of  our  missionaries 
in  the  homeland  were  bereft  of  loved  ones.  We  refer  to  the  death  of 
the  father  of  Dr.  Christopher  Noss,  the  father  of  Miss  Marion  P. 
Firor,  the  mother  of  Eev.  Paul  F.  Sehaffner,  the  father  of  Rev. 
Edwin  A.  Beck  and  Mr.  Karl  H.  Beck,  the  mother  of  Eev.  Alfred 
Ankeney  and  Dr.  Wm.  M.  Ankeney,  the  aged  parents  of  Dr.  Davis 
B.  Schneder,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Hesser  C.  Euhl  and  the  mother  of 
Mrs.  Horace  R.  Lequear.  These  faithful  servants  of  God  were 
living  witnesses  to  the  divine  grace  and  inspiring  examples  of  loyalty 
to  Jesus  Christ.  Their  departure  was  one  of  triumphant  joy.  God 
knows  when  His  grain  is  ripe  for  the  heavenly  garner.  Though  our 
hearts  bleed,  we  bow  to  His  will  who  doeth  all  things  well  with  the 
fervent  prayer  that  grace  be  given  us  to  toil  on  in  faith  and  hope 
until  we,  too,  shall  be  forever  with  the  Lord. 

THE  FORWARD  MOVEMENT 

From  the  very  beginning  of  the  Forward  Movement  the  members 
and  missionaries  of  the  Board  pledged  their  best  personal  endeavors 
to  attain  its  high  and  laudable  goal.  We  regard  it  as  one  of  the 
sanest,  strongest  and  most  saving  endeavors  that  our  Church  has 
ever  put  forth.  The  fact  that  the  Forward  Movement  presents  a 
concise  and  businesslike  program  of  work  for  the  whole  Church  was  in 
itself  an  incentive  for  us  to  plunge  with  heart  and  hand  and  voice 
into  the  campaign.  That  the  result  thus  far  has  not  met  our  expecta- 
tions should  not  be  laid  at  the  door  of  the  Forward  Movement,  but 
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the  blame  must  rest  with  those  in  the  Church  who  refused  to  put 
their  neeks  to  the  yoke  of  willing  service.  One  of  the  disheartening 
features  about  the  present  status  of  our  Forward  Movement  is  that 
the  hopes  of  our  trusted  missionaries  are  being  blasted,  and  that 
the  work  will  be  checkmated  to  the  extent  that  the  whole  quota 
is  not  being  provided  for  by  the  Church.  But  the  members  of  the 
Board  and  the  missionaries  still  believe  that  the  Survey  of  Needs  for 
Foreign  Missions  will  in  due  time  grip  the  consciences  of  all  our 
pastors  and  people  with  a  new  devotion  to  our  Lord  and  a  greater 
desire  to  publish  abroad  the  honors  of  His  name.  Confidently  we 
will  apply  the  words  of  Bishop  Gailor  of  the  Episcopal  Church  to  our 
own  denomination,  ' '  The  spiritual  life  of  our  membership  and  the 
interest  in  public  worship  and  in  the  Forward  Movement  of  the  whole 
Church  has  been  more  pronounced  than  at  any  time  in  our  history." 

The  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee 

This  Committee  has  been  diligent  in  stimulating  enlarged  giving 
through  the  Apportionment.  In  spite  of  widespread  unemployment 
and  financial  depression,  a  higher  standard  of  giving  was  maintained 
during  the  past  triennium.  Much  work  still  remains  to  be  done  in 
order  that  100  percent  of  the  amounts  apportioned  for  Missions  may 
be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Board.  The  full  apportionment  is 
greatly  needed,  and  the  Board  highly  appreciates  the  help  of  the 
Committee  and  its  activities  as  conducted  through  the  Classical  Mis- 
sionary and  Stewardship  Committees. 

THE  WOMAN'S  MISSION AEY   SOCIETY 

Grateful  mention  should  be  made  of  the  fine  and  hearty  co-opera- 
tion of  the  "Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  General  Synod  with 
the  work  of  Foreign  Missions.  For  the  past  triennium  their  gifts 
amounted  to  $124,305.90.  A  number  of  the  new  buildings  in  Japan 
and  China  have  been  made  possible  by  these  generous  contributions. 
Besides,  they  have  given  liberally  towards  the  support  of  the  work 
among  women  and  children  as  carried  on  by  our  Japan  and  China 
Missions.  The  Board  regards  these  offerings  as  "the  Christian's 
extra"  for  the  members  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  also 
pay  their  share  of  the  regular  apportionment  and  in  addition  con- 
tribute many  thousands  of  dollars  for  the  extension  of  the  Kingdom 
in  America,  Japan  and  China.  If  all  the  women  of  the  Church  were 
actively  allied  with  the  Society,  the  income  of  the  Board  could  be 
increased   manifold. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Board  provides  for  the  election  by  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  two  members  to  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Board  and  the  Executive  Committee.  Mrs.  L.  L.  Anewalt 
and  Mrs.  C.  A.  Krout  have  been  the  faithful  representatives  for  a 
period  of  years.  The  Board  cannot  record  too  high  an  appreciation 
of  the  help  of  our  devoted  women  who  by  their  gifts,  labors  and 
prayers  are  a  mighty  factor  in  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  at  home 
and  abroad. 

Foreign  Mission  Day 

The  observance  of  Foreign  Mission  Day  is  becoming  more  general 
in  our  Church  with  each  recurring  year.     This  is  not  a  special  effort, 
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but  a  regular  part  of  the  work  of  the  Board.  All  who  enter  into 
a  hearty  use  of  the  Service  must  receive  a  blessing  from  the  Lord. 
The  aim  of  the  Board  is  to  provide  helps  that  will  prove  instructive 
as  well  as  interesting.  The  titles  of  the  Services  and  the  amounts 
of  the  offerings  for  the  past  three  years  are  as  follows: 

1921— "The  Captive  Maid  of  Israel" $15,035.68 

1922— "Send    the    Light" $15,432.04 

1923—' '  The  Eeturn  of  the  Gleaners  " $23,117.66 

These  services  have  been  issued  in  English  and  German.  It  is  a 
source  of  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  many  congregations  as  well  as 
Sunday  Schools  are  using  the  Services  with  good  effect.  In  vieAV 
of  the  steady  growth  of  the  work,  and  the  new  needs  that  are  con- 
stantly arising,  the  Board  would  respectfully  ask  the  General  Synod, 
through  the  Classes,  to  instruct  all  our  pastors  and  superintendents 
that  they  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  presentation  of  other  causes 
during  the  Epiphany  Season,  so  that  the  members  of  our  congrega- 
tions and  the  children  in  our  Sunday  Schools  may  have  an  opportunity 
for  a  proper  study  of  the  work  and  for  prayers  for  its  abundant 
success. 

The  Outlook  of  Missions 

This  monthly  organ  of  our  Church  is  now  in  its  fifteenth  year  with 
a  pruned  subscription  list  of  13,200.  It  is  carried  on  by  the  Boards 
of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
of  General  Synod.  There  is  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to  the  need 
for  such  a  publication.  All  the  leading  denominations  publish  a 
missionary  magazine,  but  a  stronger  argument  for  it  is  the  need  of 
missionary  intelligence  on  the  part  of  a  large  number  of  our  con- 
stituency. A  knowing  Church  is  a  growing  Church  and  a  giving 
Church.  This  is  such  a  well  known  fact  that  the  mention  of  it 
proves  it.  A  periodical  of  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the  Outlook  of 
Missions  should  find  a  place  in  every  home  of  the  Church;  that  it 
does  not  is,  to  say  the  least,  a  great  loss  to  our  members.  We 
therefore  petition  the  General  Synod  to  give  it  a  hearty  endorsement. 

Beginning  January  1,  1924,  the  subscription  price  will  be  $1.00 
per  annum.  There  has  been  a  growing  demand  on  the  part  of  our 
readers  to  increase  the  price.  The  reason  they  assign  is  that  the 
magazine  is  worth  it.  But  the  change  in  price  is  necessary  for 
an  unavoidable  reason  viz.,  the  greater  cost  for  its  production.  It 
is  impossible  to  publish  such  a  magazine  for  less  than  $1.00  without 
incurring  a  heavy  annual  deficit.  No  magazine  to-day  sells  for  fifty 
cents  per  annum,  or  less  than  one  cent  a  week.  It  is  the  hope  of 
the  editors  that  the  subscribers  will  not  wait  until  1924  to  begin  to 
pay  the  new  subscription  price^  for  by  doing  so  it  will  be  a  financial 
gain  to  the  Boards. 

Department  of  Missionary  Education 

One  of  the  most  helpful  adjuncts  to  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions 
and  Foreign  Missions  is  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education 
which  has  been  in  operation  for  about  thirteen  years,  ever  enlarging 
its  scope  and  ever  increasing  in  efficiency.     It  is  now  in  charge  of  the 
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Eev.  Arthur  V.  Casselman  who  possesses  special  qualifications  for  the 
right  direction  of  this  informing  work  of  the  Church.  The  study  of 
Missions  is  the  solvent  for  the  lack  of  interest  in  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel.  Until  the  people  know  the  needs  they  will  not  help  to  supply 
them.  The  missionary  propaganda  should  be  the  chief  concern  of 
the  agencies  which  are  charged  with  the  conduct  of  the  work  of  Mis- 
sions at  home  and  abroad.  Too  much  stress  can  not  be  laid  on  the 
educational  value  of  missionary  training.  There  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education  will  help  in 
rearing  a  future  membership  in  our  Church  that  will  support  the  cause 
of  Missions  with  a  zeal  and  a  love  born  of  a  knowledge  of  the  condi- 
tions in  the  Mission  Fields. 

In  order  to  intensify  and  unify  the  work  of  missionary  education 
in  our  denomination^  it  is  proposed  to  include  in  the  management  of 
the  Department  of  Missionary  Education,  representatives  also  from 
the  Publication  and  Sunday  School  Board  and  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society  of  General  Synod  so  that  by  a  joint  co-operation  this 
important  work  may  be  made  still  more  effective  in  the  local  congrega- 
tion. We  therefore  ask  the  General  Synod  to  give  its  approval  to 
this  proposal. 

Summer  Missionary  Conferences 

The  Summer  Missionary  Conferences  continue  to  grow  in  influence 
and  power.  They  are  becoming  increasingly  a  real  factor  in  the  mis- 
sionary life  of  the  Church.  They  are  held  under  the  direction  of  the 
Boards  of  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  Fine  strong  programs  were 
presented  at  eight  conferences  last  year.  They  were  held  at  Hood 
College,  Frederick,  Md.;  Catawba  College,  Newton,  N.  C;  Kiskimi- 
netas  Academy,  Saltsburg,  Pa.;  Heidelberg  University,  Tiffin,  Ohio; 
Theological  Seminary,  Lancaster,  Pa.;  Ursinus  College,  CoUegeville, 
Pa.;  Mission  House,  Plymouth,  Wis.;  Young  Woman's  Christian  As- 
sociation, Indianapolis,  Ind.  The  attendance  at  the  Conferences  last 
year  was  measurably  larger  than  ever  before.  About  1,800  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  definitely  attended  some  portion  of  the  Sum- 
mer Missionary  Conferences  and  identified  themselves  with  mission- 
study  classes,  and  perhaps  twice  that  many,  in  general,  attended  the 
inspirational  and  other  meetings  on  the  programs  of  the  conferences. 
The  conferences  last  year  were  made  up,  for  the  most  part,  of  care- 
fully selected  people  who  were  sent  to  the  conferences  by  church 
organizations.  This  insured  very  .purposeful  attendance  upon  the 
conferences,  with  the  result  that  it  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  those 
who  have  been  attending  the  conferences  for  years,  that  last  year 
the  conferences  were  more  serious  and  studious  than  ever  before. 

The  purpose  of  these  summer  conferences  is  three-fold:  to  provide 
missionary  leaders  for  the  missionary  educational  program  of  tne 
churches;  to  discover  and  develop  capacity  for  missionary  leadership; 
to  provide  means  of  instruction  and  inspiration  for  those  who  desire 
to  gain  an  adequate  knowledge  of  Missions  to  guide  them  in  their 
Christian  service  and  deepen  their  life  purposes.  These  conferences 
must  be  made  increasingly  educational.  The  young  people  must  not 
be  taught  merely  one  thing,  but  must  be  taught  to  teach  others  many 
things.  We  must  train  and  prepare  our  young  people  to  be  mis- 
sionary leaders  and  teachers.     We  must  not  neglect  the  inspirational 
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and  informational  spirit  of  the  conferences,  but  we  must  emphasize 
the  truly  educational  work  in  order  that  broad  and  sure  foundations 
may  be  laid  for  lasting  results.  Missionary  Education  must  be  artic- 
ulated and  given  its  just  and  proper  place  in  connection  with  the 
general  religious  educational  program  of  the  Church. 

By  a  very  happy  arrangement  for  us,  as  a  Church,  the  interdenomi- 
national subject  of  mission-study  for  this  coming  year  is  Japan,  and 
that  for  the  following  year  is  China,  so  these  next  two  years  will 
afford  a  golden  opportunity  for  missionary  education  in  the  Reformed 
Church.  In  preparation  for  the  study  of  Japan  this  next  year  very 
splendid  materials  are  being  provided  by  the  missionaries  on  the  field 
to  give  the  Church  at  home  all  the  necessary  equipment  for  a  most 
thorough  study  of  the  entire  work  of  our  Mission  in  Japan,  It  is  the 
hope  of  the  Director  of  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education  to 
place  within  the  hands  of  the  pastors  of  the  Church  by  next  fall  a 
complete  program  of  missionary  education  on  the  topic  of  "  Japan  '* 
with  a  most  practical  lot  of  accessory  helps  for  the  successful  prose- 
cution of  the  program. 

Stereopticon  Lectures 

The  Department  of  Missionary  Education  is  also  gradually  building 
up  a  complete  library  of  stereopticon  lectures  for  the  use  of  the  pas- 
tors of  the  Church.  The  stereopticon  is  so  simple  and  so  successful 
these  days  that  its  use  is  increasing  everywhere.  Requests  for  more 
stereopticon  lectures  than  can  be  supplied  are  continually  being  re- 
ceived by  the  Department  of  Missionary  Education.  Only  the  lack 
of  proper  pictures  has  retarded  the  work  in  this  direction,  as  it  is 
necessary  in  these  days  to  present  only  the  finest  pictures.  Only 
slides  of  the  highest  artistic  merit  can  be  of  much  service  in  these 
days  of  superfine  photography.  However,  there  is  being  prepared  by 
our  missionaries  in  Japan  at  the  present  time  twelve  stereopticon  lec- 
tures on  our  Japan  Mission,  by  the  use  of  which  the  pastors  of  the 
churches  can  give  to  their  congregations  a  thorough  presentation  of 
the  entire  work  of  our  Japan  Mission.  The  following  are  the  subjects 
of  the  lectures: 

1.  A  general  lecture  on  the  country  of  Japan. 

2.  Christian  Japan. 

3.  The  History  of  the  Japan  Mission  of  the  Reformed  Church, 

4.  Our  Evangelistic  Work. 

5.  Our  Educational  Work, 

6.  Tohoku  Gakuin. 

7.  The  Miyagi  Girls'  School. 

8.  The  Sunday  Schools. 

9.  The  Kindergarten  Work. 

10.  Men's  Work  for  Men. 

11.  Women's  Work  for  Women. 

12.  Work  Amongst  the  Boys  and  Girls. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  lectures  will  be  available  for  presentation  in 
the  churches  by  the  fall  of  this  year. 
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World's  Sunday  School  Convention 

During  the  World's  Sunday  School  Convention  held  in  Tokyo, 
Japan,  in  1920,  Dr.  WUliam  E.  Lampe  took  advantage  to  revisit  the 
scenes  of  his  former  labors  as  an  associate  of  our  missionaries  in 
Japan,  and  also  to  pay  a  brief  visit  to  the  Yochow  Station  of  our 
China  Mission.  A  warm  welcome  awaited  him  in  every  place  and 
he  improved  many  opportunities  by  bringing  helpful  messages  to  the 
missionaries  and  their  co-workers.  The  remarkable  fact  was  that  Dr. 
Lampe  was  able  to  speak  fluently  in  the  Japanese  language  after  an 
absence  of  thirteen  years  from  the  country.  Due  to  his  help  a  For- 
ward Movement  was  begun  in  our  Japan  Mission,  having  as  its  chief 
goals,  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life,  the  winning  of  others  to 
Christ,  and  the  cultivation  of  the  principles  of  Christian  Stewardship. 
Twenty  or  more  members  of  our  denomination,  among  them  Elder 
Henry  C.  Heckerman,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
were  in  attendance  at  the  World's  Sunday  School  Convention.  Some 
of  them  made  extensive  tours,  visiting  as  did  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edward 
F.  Evemeyer,  China,  India,  Egypt,  and  other  lands  in  the  Near  East. 
All  came  back  with  their  minds  and  hearts  rekindled  for  the  cause 
of  Foreign  Missions,  and  with  a  passion  to  do  what  they  can  to  re- 
lieve the  spiritual,  mental,  and  physical  needs  of  the  Oriental  mil- 
lions. 

The  Visit  of  Dr.  Eichards 

Acting  upon  the  earnest  solicitation  of  the  Japan  Mission  that  the 
Board  send  a  professor  from  one  of  our  Theological  Seminaries  to 
the  fields  and  designating  the  Rev.  George  W.  Richards,  D.D.,  as  the 
first  one  to  be  sent,  the  Board,  with  the  approval  and  financial  help 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  has  invited  Dr.  Richards  to  visit  Japan 
and  China  during  this  fall.  We  are  happy  to  report  that  he  is  willing 
to  go  on  this  important  mission,  expecting  to  sail  with  Mrs.  Richards 
from  San  Francisco  for  Yokohoma  on  July  10th.  Dr.  Richards 
will  visit  our  Missions  in  Japan  and  China  as  also  the  chief  centers  of 
missionary  activity  in  the  Orient  for  a  three-fold  purpose:  to  encour- 
age, by  his  presence,  the  missionaries  and  their  co-workers  in  their 
arduous  labors;  to  impart  his  ripe  scholarship  to  the  eager  students 
in  the  Orient,  and  to  study  the  problems  of  Missions  by  personal  ob- 
servation. It  should  be  stated  that  only  the  travel  expenses  of  Dr. 
Richards  to  Japan  and  China  are  being  paid  by  the  Seminary  and 
our  Board. 

Two  Important  Christian  Conferences 

In  the  spring  of  1922,  two  National  Christian  Conferences  were 
held,  the  one  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  and  the  other  in  Shanghai,  China,  that 
will  mark  a  new  epoch  in  the  missionary  enterprise  in  these  two  great 
nations. 

At  the  Tokyo  Conference  about  200  delegates  were  in  attendance, 
of  which  120  represented  the  Japanese  Churches  and  70  represented 
24  of  the  Missions.  One  of  the  far-reaching  proposals  was  to  form 
a  National  Christian  Council  for  Japan.     This  Council  shall  consist 
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of  100  members,  of  whom  at  least  51  shall  be  from  the  Japanese 
Churches  and  49  from  the  Missions.  It  is  understood  that  the  Council 
shall  have  ' '  no  authority  to  deal  with  questions  of  doctrine  or  ec- 
clesiastical polity."  The  spirit  of  the  Conference  was  seeking  to 
find  expression  in  a  larger  outward  unity  and  nearly  all  of  the  Mis- 
sions and  the  Japanese  Churches  are  favorable  to  it. 

At  the  Shanghai  Conference,  the  reality  of  the  Chinese  Church  was 
everywhere  in  evidence.  Someone  said  at  its  close,  "  The  Chinese 
Church  is  come  of  age."  The  Chinese  Christian  leaders  were  not 
only  present,  but  they  led  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Conference. 
When  the  Morrison  Centenary  Conference  was  held  in  1907,  there 
were  no  Chinese  delegates  or  speakers  in  attendance.  At  the  Con- 
ference held  in  1913,  about  one-third  of  the  members  were  Chinese. 
In  1922,  the  chairman  and  more  than  half  the  delegates  were  Chinese 
Christians,  representative  of  Christian  groups  in  all  parts  of  the  Re- 
public. "  The  Message  of  the  Church,"  a  purely  Chinese  statement, 
has  had  a  world-wide  circulation.  But  the  feature  of  the  Conference 
that  will  make  it  memorable  in  the  history  of  Missions  was  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  National  Christian  Council,  more  than  half  Chinese 
in  its  membership.  The  function  of  the  Council  will  be  to  foster  and 
express  the  fellowship  and  unity  of  the  Christian  Church  in  China; 
its  oneness  with  the  Church  throughout  the  world,  and  the  central 
position  of  the  Church  in  the  Christian  Movement.  Four  Secretaries 
will  be  in  charge  of  the  work  of  the  Council. 


A  United  Mission  in  Mesopotamia 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  Eeading,  the  Board 
was  given  authority  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  for  the  purpose 
of  uniting  with  it  in  mission  work  among  the  Moslems  in  Arabia  and 
around  the  Persian  Gulf  and  to  begin  the  work  as  soon  as  it  was  pos- 
sible to  provide  the  missionaries  and  equipment.  Since  then  a  new 
offer  has  come  to  the  Board  looking  to  the  Joint  Occupancy  of  Meso- 
potamia with  the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions  of  our  sister  Church, 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  North,  the  Presbyterian  Church,  South,  and 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church. 

The  following  recommendations  were  decided  on  and  agreed  to  by 
our  Board: 

(I)  That  the  Aim,^  Plan,  and  Administration  be  in  general  the 
following: 

Aim:  The  primary  Aim  or  Objective  of  the  Mesopotamia  Mission 
shall  be  the  Evangelization  of  Mohammedans  in  the  unoccupied 
area  of  Mesopotamia,  ofScially  designated  Iraq. 

Plan:  The  occupancy  at  the  beginning  of  Baghdad  and  Mosul 
looking  to  the  ultimate  occupancy  of  Hillah,  Kerbela,  and  other 
strategic  points  in  the  area. 

Administration:  The  affairs  of  the  Mission  shall  be  administered 
by  the  co-operating  Boards  through  a  Joint  Committee  composed 
of  two  representatives  of  each  Board.  This  Committee  shall  not 
have  power  to  involve  co-operating  Boards  in  financial  outlay 
beyond  their  appropriations  without  specific  authorization. 
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(II)  That  the  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  ,\nd  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  U.  S.  A.  occupy  at  once  Baghdad  and 
Mosul  on  the  basis  of  at  least  one  married  missionary  in  each  Station. 

(III)  That  the  Woman's  Boards  of  the  two  Churches  be  invited 
to  co-operate  by  supporting  at  least  one  lady  missionary  in  each  sta- 
tion. 

(IV)  That  the  Boards  of  the  United  Presbyterian  Church  and  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  invited  to  join  in  this 
proposed  occupancy  of  Mesopotamia  on  the  following  basis : 

1.  Maintaining  one  married  missionary  in  one  of  the  stations,  Bagh- 
dad or  Mosul. 

2.  Occupying  Hillah  and  Kerbela  as  separate  stations. 

3.  AT)propriating  the  amount  necessary  to  the  support  of  one  mar- 
ried missionary,  at  least,  if  unable  at  present  to  appoint  a  missionary. 

Note:  It  is  understood  that  the  force  maintained  by  the  co-operat- 
ing Missions  wherever  stationed  at  the  outset  will  be  subsequently 
transferable  with  a  view  to  the  best  care  of  the  whole  field. 

The  Joint  Committee  authorized  the  Eev.  W.  I.  Chamberlain  on  its 
behalf  to  visit  and  confer  with  the  Boards  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
United  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  with  a  view  to  their  joining  in  the  occupancy  together  of 
Mesopotamia. 

Rev.  W.  I.  Chamberlain  was  also  authorized  to  present  this  matter 
to  the  Executive  Committee  for  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church,  U.  S. 

About  forty  representatives  of  four  Boards  met  last  October  in 
Philadelphia,  to  further  discuss  this  most  inviting  union  project.  To 
open  a  new  work  in  Mesopotamia,  in  the  face  of  the  present  upheaval 
in  the  Near  East,  shows  a  faith  that  may  well  silence  the  voice  of  the 
skeptic.  Already  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  has  a  missionary 
in  Baghdad  and  the  Presbyterian  Church  North  in  Mosul.  Our  Church 
should  furnish  immediately  an  ordained  married  missionary  and  a 
single  woman  missionary.  These  workers  will  most  likely  locate  in 
Baghdad.  Our  first  missionary  to  Mesopotamia  should  be  a  man  of 
the  type  of  our  pioneer  missionary,  the  Rev.  Benjamin  Schneider, 
D.D.,  in  Aintab,  Turkey. 

Is  there  any  field  more  inviting  the  missionary's  toil  today  than 
Mesopotamia?  Here  is  the  cradle  of  the  human  race.  Here  are  the 
cross-roads  of  the  nations.  Here  is  an  open  door  to  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ.  Can  there  be  a  more  inspiring  task?  The  immediate 
duty  of  our  Church  is  to  send  the  men  to  this  United  Mission,  and 
then  support  them  with  our  prayers  and  our  purses. 

Helping  thk  Needy  in  Exjrope 

The  members  of  our  Churchy  especially  those  in  our  German  Synods, 
have  been  most  liberal  in  sending  money,  food,  and  clothing  to  our 
suffering  brethren  in  Europe.  About  $21,000  were  sent  through 
Rev.  August  Becker,  D.D.,  of  Cleveland.  It  would  be  difficult  to  re- 
port the  exact  figures,  for  the  contributions  passed  through  various 
channels.  Our  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  has  distributed  about 
$18,000.     To  know  that  we  have  had  even  a  small  share  in  relieving 
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the  needs  of  our  brethren  across  the  sea  should  be  a  source  of  comfort 
to  us. 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  as  directed  by  the  General  Synod 
at  Altoona,  has  been  receiving  and  transmitting  funds  to  the  suffer- 
ing Eeformed  Church  of  Europe.  In  view  of  the  very  great  needs 
we  regret  to  report  that  the  contributions  have  been  altogether  in- 
adequate. Had  it  not  been  for  the  self-sacrificing  personal  efforts  of 
the  President  of  our  Board  in  trying  to  picture  to  our  people  the 
distressing  conditions  in  Europe  as  he  found  them  for  the  past  few 
years,  the  help  from  our  congregations  would  have  been  still  smaller. 
If  the  many  letters  of  grateful  appreciation  received  for  even  small 
gifts,  could  be  spread  before  the  members  of  our  Church,  we  believe 
they  would  be  eager  to  help  in  restoring  the  waste  places  in  our  Re- 
formed Zion  in  Europe. 

Our  Board  has  been  paying  each  year  the  salary  of  the  pastor  at 
Chateau-Thierry  and  of  Dr.  Barth,  the  Reformed  Professor  at  the 
University  of  Gottingen.  Last  year  it  took  on  the  support  of  an 
evangglistic  minister  in  Jugo  Slaviai  Contributions  have  been  sent 
to  the  Reformed  <?bHreh  of  Lithuania,  especially  for  roofing  the  church 
at  Radisvislis;  to  Poland^  for  the  education  of  two  young  men  now 
ministers  of  the  Gospel;  to  Vienna,  for  the  care  of  orphans  and  the 
support  of  pastors;  to  Bohemia,  where  two  millions  have  left  the 
Catholic  Church  since  the  war,  for  the  Church  of  the  Czech  Brethren; 
to  Hungary,  for  supplementing  the  insufficient  salaries  of  pastors  and 
Theological  professors  and  for  aiding  the  Evangelization  Society  in 
it^  great  work;  to  Transylvania,  where  200  congregations  are  in 
danger  of  being  lost  to  the  Faith,  and  to  Jugo  Slavia,  for  the  help 
of  an  orphanage.  From  Russia,  where  it  is  stated  the  Reformed 
Church  has  100,000  members,  special  appeals  came  from  Moscow  and 
Odessa  for  food  drafts  for  the  starving.  One  special  line  of  help 
has  been  the  aiding  of  theological  students^  some  of  them  are  now 
studying  in  American  institutions,  who  hope  to  go  back  to  preach  in 
their  native  land. 

To  keep  up  even  a  small  amount  of  relief  work,  the  Board  should 
receive  at  least  $25,000  a  year.  The  amount  in  the  Forward  Move- 
ment Budget  for  this  cause  is  entirely  insufficient  to  respond  to  even 
a  small  number  of  the  appeals.  We  therefore  ask  the  General  Synod 
to  especially  commend  the  cause  of  European  Relief  to  the  liberality 
of  our  members.  Other  churches  are  doing  great  things  for  Europe 
and  it  ill  befits  our  Church  to  do  less  than  the  full  measure  of  our 
ability. 

A  Professor  of  Theology  in  Hungary  in  acknowledging  a  draft  for 
$240  -writes,  "  It  is  a  humbling  situation  to  ask  help  from  others,  but 
we  thank  God  that  He  has  given  us  real  brethren  in  our  American 
fellow  believers  who  come  to  our  help  with  a  real  Christian  spirit. 
Our  greatest  need,  however,  is  not  money,  but  a  great  spiritual  revival. 
Please  pray  for  this!  Not  only  Hungary,  but  the  whole  world,  I 
think,  badly  needs  it.  Our  Church  institutions  are  always  very  near 
to  ruin.  For  example,  my  Seminary  must  sell  now  shares  which  form 
a  part  of  it&  funds  to  be  able  to  buy  fuel  for  the  next  year.  And 
things  are  getting  worse  nearly  every  day.  Surely,  God  has  great  aims 
with  all  this  turmoil  and  we  see  many  signs  of  His  providential  care 
and  the  final  victory  will  be  His!     Please,  help  us  to  keep  this  faith. 
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Help  us  spiritually  by  never  ceasing  prayer  and  help  us  materially 
that  we  may  be  able  to  keep  our  old  institutions.  If  we  shall  be 
obliged  to  give  up  our  Reformed  Colleges,  this  will  mean  a  death- 
blow to  Protestantism  in  whole  Southeastern  Europe!  "  •  ' 

Interdenominational  Woek 

As  with  the  individual  and  the  nation,  so  with  a  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions.  It  can  not  properly  function  alone — it  must  relate  itself 
to  other  bodies  "  whose  aims  and  fears  and  hopes  are  one."  For 
that  reason,  the  Board  has  been  actively  identified  with  interdenomi- 
national organizations,  such  as  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference  of 
North  America — the  clearing-house  for  the  Boards  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions in  the  United  States  and  Canada;  the  Missionary  Education 
Movement — an  agency  for  the  intelligent  cultivation  of  missionary 
interest  in  the  Churches;  the  Commission  on  Eelations  with  Religious 
Bodies  in  Europe;  the  World's  Sunday  School  Association  and  kin- 
dred organizations.  To  enjoy  the  benefits  of  such  contact,  it  is  only 
reasonable  that  the  Board  should  help  to  maintain  these  very  helpful 
agencies.  In  no  other  way  can  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  qualify 
so  well  for  a  wise  and  economical  conduct  of  the  work  on  the  Mission 
Fields. 

One  of  the  most  recent  and  we  believe  far-reaching  agencies  is  the 
Central  Bureau  for  European  Relief,  the  outgrowth  of  the  Bethesda 
Conference,  held  at  Copenhagen,  from  August  10-12,  1922.  Rev. 
Adolph  Keller,  D.D.,  of  the  Reformed  Church  at  Zurich  is  the  Secre- 
tary, We  trust  he  will  attend  the  present  sessions  of  the  General 
Synod. 

From  an  appeal  issued  to  the  heart  and  conscience  of  the  whole 
Evangelical  world,  we  learn,  "  Our  fellow  believers  are  suffering  sore 
distress  in  many  countries  in  Europe  where  Protestantism  is  struggling. 
Many  of  the  Protestant  institutions,  necessary  to  the  life  of  the 
Church,  such  as  Home  Missions,  Missionary  Work,  or  the  Church  Press, 
are  ruined  or  going  to  cease  for  lack  of  funds.  The  adequate  supply 
of  theological  students  is  also  in  danger.  This  widespread  and  heavy 
afiiiction  concerns  the  whole  Evangelical  world.  The  hour  is  big  with 
fate. ' '  Our  sympathy  and  co-operation  as  a  denomination  will  in  a 
very  real  way  strengthen  the  faith  and  encourage  the  hope  of  a  great 
part  of  the  Evangelical  world  in  these  dark  and  difficult  days. 

An  Appeal  for  World  Peace 

Believing  that  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  holds  the  key  to  the  peace 
of  the  world,  it  is  the  earnest  hope  of  the  Board  that  the  General 
Synod  will  take  some  definite  action  looking  toward  the  prevention 
of  any  more  war  on  the  face  of  the  globe.  The  work  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions is  still  suffering  in  many  lands  from  the  terrible  havoc  wrought 
by  the  great  war.  In  the  presence  of  the  distrust,  fear,  enmity,  greed, 
and  unholy  rivalry  among  the  peoples  of  the  world,  we  are  convinced 
that  the  Church  of  America  faces  no  sterner  challenge  than  to  create 
a  public  opinion  that  will  abolish  war  and  build  up  international  co- 
operation in  the  maintenance  of  permanent  peace.  It  has  well  been 
said  that  the  World  War  was  ' '  a  baptism  of  fire  accompanied  by  the 
heaviest  sacrifices,  but  it  gave  all  nations  a  ray  of  hope  which  was 
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to  lead  them  into  the  new  world."  There  is  only  one  path  to  peace, 
and  that  is  the  pathway  trodden  by  the  Master,  who  is  the  Prince  of 
Peace,  and  who  is  calling  upon  His  followers  to  follow  in  His  steps. 
"  The  tragic  need  of  the  world  is  the  incarnation  of  a  universal 
brotherly  love. ' ' 

We  therefore  petition  your  reverend  body  to  declare  itself  opposed 
to  war  as  a  method  of  settling  international  disputes;  that  it  is  wrong 
to  attempt  to  right  a  wrong  by  the  wilful  destruction  of  life  and 
property ;  that  it  is  contrary  to  the  will  of  God  and  of  His  Son  who 
came  into  the  world  to  bring  peace,  and  not  a  sword ;  and  that  nations 
as  well  as  individuals  should  diligently  strive  to  cultivate  a  public 
spirit  of  fraternal  good-will  toward  all  mankind,  without  distinction 
of  nationality,  race^  or  color.  A  Warless  World  may  be  only  a  dream 
of  the  immediate  present,  but  as  believers  in  the  God  of  Peace,  it  is 
our  privilege  to  hope  and  pray,  that  in  the  fullness  of  time  it  will 
come  when  the  Christians  of  many  lands  have  done  their  part. 

FINANCIAL 

There  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  receipts  of  the  Board  dur- 
ing the  past  triennium  for  which  we  wish  to  record  our  gratitude  to 
God  and  our  thanks  to  the  pastors  and  members  who  have  made  this 
splendid  advance  possible.  The  receipts  are  as  follows:  Apportion- 
ment, $592,156.17;  Forward  Movement,  $364,041.50;  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society,  $124,305.90;  Bequests,  $29,180.79;  Annuities,  $16,- 
883.34. 

These  funds  have  been  devoted  to  the  support  of  the  work  in  Japan 
and  China  which  has  grown  to  proportions  that  may  well  call  forth 
shouts  of  rejoicing.  That  our  Missions  report  property  valuation  in 
Japan  of  $1,169,077.50  and  in  China  of  $299,105.79,  a  total  of  $1,468,- 
183.29,  should  in  some  measure  be  an  answer  to  the  inquiry,  "What 
becomes  of  our  money  for  Foreign  Missions?" 

The  Board  regrets  to  report  a  deficit  of  $113,408.20  on  December 
31,  1922.  To  this  amount  should  be  added  a  balance  of  $23,801.93 
due  the  new  North  Japan  College  fund,  but  which  had  to  be  used 
in  the  regular  expenses  of  the  Japan  Mission  during  the  past  trien- 
nium. 

Three  years  ago  the  Board  submitted  the  budget  for  1920,  amount- 
ing to  $361,799.83,  and  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  amount 
would  be  necessary  to  avoid  a  heavy  deficit  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
At  the  same  time  reference  was  made  to  the  existing  extraordinary 
monetary  situation  in  Japan  and  China.  The  Synod  in  its  wisdom 
did  not  increase  the  amount  of  the  Apportionment,  which  has  been 
the  same  for  nine  years,  despite  the  growth  of  the  work  and  the  corre- 
sponding increase  in  the  expenses,  but  recommended,  ' '  The  apportion- 
ment as  the  minimum,  and  that  men  and  women  to  whom  larger  means 
are  entrusted  be  encouraged  to  continue  the  consecration  of  part  of 
their  means  to  this  branch  of  God's  work."  Had  not  a  number  of 
Christ's  faithful  followers  given  heed  to  this  call,  the  Board  today 
would  be  carrying  a  still  heavier  debt. 

The  time  is  at  hand  when  the  General  Synod  should  adopt  some 
plan  that  will  enable  the  Board  to  provide  for  the  expanding  work 
in  Japan  and  China.     Surely,  the  work  of  our  Missions  is  so  encourag-

ing  that  no  one  would  think  of  a  retreat,  or  standing  still,  at  a  time 
like  this.  To  even  suggest  any  retardment  of  the  work  would  be  dis- 
astrous to  the  courage  of  our  missionaries,  to  the  morale  of  our 
churches,  and  a  betrayal  of  loyalty  to  our  Lord  and  Saviour.

An  Answer  to  a  Pertinent  Question 

"Why  are  the  home  expenses  as  high  as  they  are?"  It  is  due 
the  members  of  the  Board  to  say  that  they  exercise  great  care  in  the 
handling  of  the  funds.  They  know  that  the  money  comes  from  the 
poor  and  the  rich;  that  it  includes  the  widow's  mite  and  the  toiler's 
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wage,  and  that  it  is  sent  on  its  mission  of  blessing  by  the  prayers  of 
loving  hearts. 

During  the  year  1922  the  Board  administered  $48;i,821.11. 

The  total  home  expenses  for  the  year  were  $54,2915. 37.  Tliis  latter 
amount  was  spent  as  follows: 

General : 

1.  Interest  on  Annuity  Bonds,  $3,306.00,  is  paid  to  members  of  the 
Church  who  contribute  certain  amounts  to  the  Board,  and  for  which 
they  receive  an  annuity  during  their  natural  lifetime.  The  rate  of 
interest  depends  upon  the  age  of  the  contributor. 

2.  Discount  and  Interest,  $7,872.47,  refers  to  the  loans  that  the 
Board  had  to  make  in  order  to  carry  on  the  work.  It  indicates  that 
the  Board  does  not  receive  sufficient  funds  to  pay  for  the  work.  The 
bulk  of  the  funds  are  received  during  the  last  few  months  of  the 
classical  year. 

Home  Department : 

1.  Administrative,  $13,082.39,  includes  the  salaries  of  Secretary, 
Assistant,  Treasurer,  accountant,  stenographer,  rent,  telephone,  cable- 
grams, postage  and  office  supplies. 

2.  Educational,  $13,562.40,  includes  salaries  of  our  two  Field  Secre- 
taries and  traveling  expenses  of  all  the  Secretaries  and  of  the  mis- 
sionaries home  on  furlough. 

3.  Literature,  $4,531.80,  includes  the  Foreign  Mission  Day  Services, 
pamphlets,  stereopticon  slides,  etc. 

4.  Miscellaneous,  $3,531.14.  includes  contributions  to  helpful  organi- 
zations, such  as  the  World 's  Sunday  School  Association,  Foreign  Mis- 
sions Conference,  Missionary  Education  Movement,  Missionary  Re- 
view of  the  World,  Relief  Work  in  Europe,  etc. 

Co-operative  Departments : 

1.  Outlook  of  Missions,  $3,308.73,  deficit. 

2.  Department  of  Missionary  Education,  $2,461.52,  includes  part 
salary  of  the  Secretary  and  stenographer,  rent  and  other  office  ex- 
penses. 

3.  United  Missionary  and  Stewardship  Committee,  $2,636.92,  in- 
cludes part  salary  of  Secretary,  stenographer,  rent,  literature,  etc. 

From  the  foregoing  analysis  it  must  be  evident  that  the  total  home 
expenses  amounted  to  about  11  percent  of  the  total  amount  admin- 
istered. But  by  including  only  the  purely  administrative  items  in 
home  expenses  they  do  not  exceed  $20,000  a  year,  which  would  make 
the  amount  less  than  5  percent.  Is  there  a  business  concern  that 
spends  less  for  overhead  charges?  It  should  always  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  amount  the  Board  is  spending  in  cultivating  the  Home 
Church  is  absolutely  necessary  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  our  work 
in  Japan  and  China.  Through  the  Field  Secretaries,  the  missionaries, 
and  our  literature  a  great  deal  is  being  done  to  stimulate  intelligent 
and  liberal  giving  on  the  part  of  many  members  in  which  most, 
if  not  all,  of  the  other  causes  share  in  the  results. 

Bequests  and  Annuities 

We  rejoice  to  report  the  largest  amount  ever  received  in  bequests 
and  annuities  during  any  triennium.    The  honor  of  the  largest  legacy 
to  the  Board  belongs  to  the  late  Amelia  B.  Bausman  of  Reading,  Pa., 
11 
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the  beloved  wife  of  Dr.  Benjamin  Bausman,  of  blessed  memory.  It 
is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  erect  a  Bausman  Memorial  Chapel 
in  Japan. 

An  Annuity  Bond  is  even  better  than  a  bequest.  It  insures  a 
safe  and  permanent  income  during  one's  lifetime  and  the  money 
is  sure  to  go  to  the  work  of  the  Church.  The  rate  of  interest  is  based 
according  to  the  age  of  the  donor  at  the  time  the  Bond  is  given  and 
is  never  reduced  whatever  may  be  the  financial  condition  of  the  stock 
market  or  of  business  enterprises.  Pastors  can  render  a  real  service 
to  the  cause  of  Foreign  Missions  by  encouraging  their  members  to 
remember  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  with  liberal  bequests  and 
annuities. 

JAPAN 

Japan's  geographical  position  destines  her  to  play  an  important 
role  in  the  Christianization  of  the  Far  East.  Although  covering  only 
160,000  square  miles,  she  encircles  the  coast  of  Asia  from  Siberia  to 
Southern  China  like  a  necklace.  At  the  present  time  there  are  about 
60,000,000  in  Japan  proper.  No  other  nation  has  so  small  an  acreage 
in  proportion  to  the  number  of  its  inhabitants.  This  may  explain  the 
eager  and  very  aggressive  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment to  extend  its  territory.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  America,  by 
the  help  of  the  Lord,  has  made  the  new  Japan.  Almost  every  modern 
improvement  in  Japan  was  taken  there  from  America.  Japan  is  not 
yet  a  Christian  nation.  Probably  one  in  300  of  the  population  are 
Christians.  However,  more  of  the  leading  men  have  become  Chris- 
tians than  in  most  Mission  fields,  and  their  influence  is  being  felt 
all  over  the  world.  Count  Okuma  publicly  said  that  Christianity  was 
necessary  for  his  country  as  a  foundation  for  morality.  Both  he 
and  practically  the  whole  Japanese  nation  know  that  their  own  re- 
ligions do  not  possess  the  character  of  permanence  for  a  modern 
nation.  They  have  been  slow  to  confess  that  Christianity  is  the 
best  religion  to  exalt  a  nation  and  give  it  strength  at  home  and 
abroad.  Today  the  Christian  religion  is  being  recognized  as  the 
hope  of  national  greatness. 

OUR  EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS 

North  Japan  College 
Eev.  Davis  B.  Schneder,  D.D.,  President

The  outstanding  feature  in  the  life  of  North  Japan  College  the 
past  three  years  is  the  restoration  of  the  Middle  School  Building  and 
Dormitory.  This  colossal  task  was  accomplished  only  by  the  heroic 
efforts  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Schneder,  together  with  their  American  and 
Japanese  associates,  many  of  whom  made  large  sacrifices  in  its  behalf, 
and  by  the  offerings  of  the  Church  at  home,  largely  through  the  For- 
ward Movement.  As  building  materials  have  more  than  tripled  since 
the  erection  of  the  former  buildings,  the  expense  was  proportionately 
increased. 

The  new  Middle  School  Building  is  constructed  of  solid  brick  with 
reinforced  concrete  interior.     It  is  a  plain  substantial  structure,  three 
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stories  high,  and  while  not  as  ornate  as  the  old  building  is  practically 
fire-proof.  A  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  will  be  il- 
luminating.

The  corner-stone  of  the  New  Middle  School  Building  was  laid  with 
appropriate  ceremonies  on  June  21,  1921.  It  was  used  for  the  first 
time  on  September  9,  1922,  when  the  teachers  and  students  marched 
in  a  body  from  the  Nibancho  Church  to  the  chapel  in  the  new  building 
and  consecrated  themselves  anew  to  the  service  of  God  and  a  new 
Japan.     The  dedication  proper  took  place,  April  21,  1923. 

Thirty-Fifth  Anniversary 

On  May  19,  1921,  the  Thirty-Fifth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of 
the  school  by  Eev.  William  E.  Hoy,  D.D.  and  Hon.  M.  Oshikawa  was 
celebrated.  The  former  sent  his  hearty  greetings  and  regrets  that  he 
could  not  attend.  The  latter,  now  an  honored  member  of  parliament, 
was  present  and  delivered  an  eloquent  address.  The  heroic  faith  of 
these  pioneers  in  Christian  education  in  North  Japan  has  been  mani- 
foldly rewarded. 

Growth  in  Popularity 

Six  hundred  and  fifty-three  applicants  desired  entrance  to  the  Mid- 
dle School  courses  when  only  118  could  be  taken.  At  a  recent  Com- 
mencement, there  were  110  graduates,  85  from  the  Middle  School,  21 
from  the  College,  and  4  from  the  Theological  Seminary.  One  of  the 
graduates  went  to  Korea  to  teach  in  a  Middle  School  for  Koreans. 
The  18  graduates  from  the  new  Commercial  Course  were  quickly 
placed  in  business  houses  in  Tokyo,  Yokohoma,  and  Kobe,  in  the  face 
of  serious  business  depression.

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Another  of  the  graduates  has  taken  the  degree  of  hakase  which 
ranks  with  the  Ph.D.,  of  an  American  University  of  first  rank.  He 
is  one  of  the  department  heads  in  the  city  hospital  of  Sapporo. 

A  Strong  Faculty 

Eight  missionaries  and  46  Japanese  teachers  comprise  the  faculty. 
Of  the  latter,  eight  have  studied  abroad,  two  of  them  holding  the 
Ph.D.  degree.  Another  is  one  of  the  best  Dante  scholars  in  Japan 
and  has  completed,  after  ten  years  of  labor,  the  translation  of  the  Di- 
vine Comedy  into  Japanese.  Seven  are  graduates  of  Imperial  Uni- 
versities and  five  of  Government  Higher  Normal  Schools.  The  Col- 
lege is  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  another  of  its  own 
graduates,  Mr.  Nishiyama,  who  received  his  A.M.  from  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania  a  few  years  ago.  In  order  to  maintain  the  teaching 
force  at  a  high  standard  it  was  necessary  to  advance  the  salaries, 
very  considerably;  otherwise,  many  of  the  strongest  members  of  the 
staff  would  have  been  lost. 

Eeligious  Life 

The  spiritual  life  of  the  institution  received  great  stimulus  from 
two  visits  of  the  Eev.  Seimatsu  Kimura,  a  former  student  of  the  school 
and  one  of  Japan's  prominent  Christian  leaders.  For  nearly  a  year 
he  and  others  had  prayed  for  the  success  of  his  work.  There  were 
about  400  decisions  for  the  Christian  life  and  a  good  number  of  deci- 
sions for  the  Christian  ministry.  Much  must  also  be  ascribed  to  the 
steady  efforts  of  a  number  of  the  Christian  teachers,  who  through  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Sunday  School  work,  group  meetings,  and  personal  work, 
both  strengthened  the  faith  of  Christian  students  and  led  many  others 
into  the  Christian  life.  There  were  67  baptisms  during  1921,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  165  Christians  in  the  Middle  School 
and  70  in  the  College.  Including  the  11  Theological  students  the 
total  was  246,  a  percentage  of  37  for  the  whole  institution.  It  is  the 
highest  percentage  now  held  by  any  of  the  Christian  schools  for  young 
men  in  Japan. 

College  Department  Suffers  for  Lack  of  Building 

Eight  years  ago.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Schneder  began  to  secure  contribu- 
tions from  our  members  in  America  toward  a  much-needed  building 
for  the  College  Department.  Owing  to  war  conditions  which  made 
extra  demands  on  the  Board,  and  the  destruction  by  fire  of  the  Middle 
School  Buildings,  involving  unexpectedly  large  outlay  of  funds  to 
restore  them,  the  Board  has  found  it  impossible,  up  to  this  time,  to 
undertake  another  large  building  project  without  seriously  affecting 
the  other  departments  of  the  work  in  Japan  and  China.  Dr.  Schneder 
writes,  "  Had  we  the  new  building  we  would  have  a  student  body  of 
340  strong,  filled  with  the  Christian  spirit,  and  headed  for  the  ministry, 
or  for  teaching,  or  for  business.  As  it  is,  we  have  only  half  that 
number,  and  these  are  housed  in  temporary,  barrack-like  structures 
that  were  formerly  used  by  the  Middle  School.  In  such  quarters  it 
is  impossible  to  do  good  work;  impossible  to  keep  up  a  proper  morale. 
And  because  the  College  is  suffering,  the  Seminary  is  suffering  also — 
has  suffered  for  the  last  ten  years.     Only  from  a  good  College  can 
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we  get  the  good  men  that  we  need  for  the  Seminary,  and  for  the 
ministry  for  North  Japan.  The  situation  is  unspeakably  regrettable. " 
Seventy-five  thousand  dollars  will  be  needed  to  put  up  the  building. 
Fifteen  thousand  dollars  will  be  raised  in  Japan;  $00,000  is  needed 
from  America,  including  about  $24,000  already  paid  in  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  some  more  pledged.

Neav  Honor  to  Dr.  Seiple 

It  will  be  as  gratifying  to  the  members  of  the  Church  as  it  was 
to  the  Japan  Mission  and  the  Board  of  F'oreign  Missions,  to  know 
that  Dr.  William  G.  Seiple  ha.s  been  singled  out  by  the  committee  on 
the  revision  of  the  Old  Testament  to  be  one  of  a  small  group  of 
exegetes  to  revise  the  Japanese  translation  of  the  Old  Testament. 
This  is  a  great  honor  to  our  devoted  missionary  as  also  a  proof  of 
his  scholarly  attainments.  The  Board  has  approved  of  the  recom- 
mendaton  of  the  Mission  to  loan  Dr.  Seiple  for  this  important  service 
and  to  continue  his  salary,  believing  that  thereby  our  Church  is  in 
a  position  to  make  a  real  contribution  to  the  progress  of  Bible  study 
in  Japan.  He  will  enter  upon  his  labors  this  fall  and  it  will  take 
several  years  to  complete  the  task.

The  Thirty-Fifth  Ai  niversary  of  the  founding  of  the  school  was 
appropriately  celebrated  on  September  25,  1921.  In  reviewing  the 
history  of  the  school,  it  is  most  gratifying  to  note  that  over  1000 
students  have  been  taught  and  that  95  percent  of  the  graduates, 
now  totalling  518,  are  Christian.  They  are  not  only  scattered  through- 
out Japan,  but  in  other  countries  of  Asia,  in  North  and  South 
America,  and  the  isles  of  the  Pacific. 

Ten  years  ago  the  student  body  numbered  149,  now  it  is  more  than 
double,  322.  There  are  33  teachers,  of  whom  25  are  Japanese  and 
8   American.     Four   are   short-term  teachers. 

The  largest  graduating  class  went  forth  last  April,  56  in  number, 
from  the  following  departments:  High  School  Course,  31;  Bible 
Training  Course,  6;  English  Course,  4;  Domestic  Science  Course, 
12;  Music  Course,  3.  "Our  few  graduates  from  the  Higher  Depart- 
ment were  literally  torn  to  pieces  by  the  principals  of  Government 
Schools  in  their  desire  to  secure  them  as  teachers." 

Eeligious   Activities 

The  Bible  is  regularly  taught  to  every  student  in  the  school. 
Many  inquirers  w^ere  secured  through  the  preaching  of  Eev.  Mr. 
Kimura.  The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  the  religious  backbone  of  the  school,  and 
the  members  do  much  personal  work  among  the  non-Christian  stu- 
dents. The  Association  gave  a  concert  to  aid  the  destitute  students 
of  Europe.  Through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Nau,  6  Eainbow  Clubs, 
having  from  12  to  15  students  each,  were  organized  to  interest  the 
younger  students   more  largely  in  Christian  activities. 

A  Model  Sunday  School  was  opened  in  connection  with  the  Bible 
Training  Course  and  has  already  enrolled  120  scholars  from  the 
children  living  near  the  Girls'  School.  Many  of  the  students  and 
teachers  also  assist  in  the  various  Sunday  Schools  in  and  about 
Sendai,  thus  having  an  early  opportunity  to  express  to  others  the 
faith  that  is  in  them. 

Improvements — Additional  Equipment 
The  Chapel  and  13  recitation  rooms  in  the  First  Eecitation  Hall 
have  been  renovated.    A  steam  heating  plant  is  about  to  be  installed 
in  the  two  recitation  halls,  thus  eliminating  the  ever-present  element 
of  danger  where  charcoal  fire-boxes  are  used  for  heating  purposes. 

The  appeal  for  musical  instruments  brought  a  generous  response 
from  many  kind  friends  in  America.  Four  pianos  and  five  organs 
have  been  secured  through  two  princely  contributions,  one  of  $2,000, 
from  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  and  another 
of  $1,750,  from  Mrs.  Lee  M.  Erdman  of  Reading,  the  latter  gift  for 
the  p\irchase  of  a  Steinway  Grand  Piano  which  is  being  used  in  the 
chapel  of  the  institution.  There  are  160  students  in  the  Music 
Department. 
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Urgent  Needs 

The  need  for  the  extension  of  the  Second  Eecitation  Hall  is  most 
imperative.  The  students  in  the  Bible  Training  Course,  who  become 
our  women  evangelistic  workers,  are  now  using  sleeping-rooms  tempo- 
rarily fixed  up  as  class-rooms.  "The  present  quarters  are  so  poor 
and  unattractive  that  it  is  very  hard  to  make  the  students  believe 
that  Ave  really  think  that  the  Bible  Course  is  the  most  important 
course  in  the  whole  School."  Additional  recitation  rooms  for  the 
English  Course  have  been  made  necessary  by  the  great  increase  in 
students.  To  meet  these  needs  the  Mission  has  proposed  that  an 
addition  be  built  to  the  Second  Recitation  Hall  as  a  measure  of 
economy.  Dr.  Faust  is  anxiously  awaiting  the  word  to  build.  It 
will  require  at  least  $20,000.  A  large  gymnasium  which  can  also  be 
used  as  an  auditorium  is  another  need.  In  closing  a  recent  report, 
the  Principal  says,  '  *  The  blessings  which  God  has  bestowed  so 
bountifully  upon  the  School  seem  all  the  more  glorious  as  they  shine 
through  all  the  troubles  and  problems  that  had  to  be  met  during  the 
year — perhaps  the  most  difficult  one  and  probably  the  most  suc- 
cessful one  in  the  history  of  the  school. ' ' 

A  Challenging  Opportunity 

There  is  an  extraordinary  demand  on  the  part  of  the  young  women 
of  Japan  for  higher  education^  equal  to  that  offered  young  men. 
Christianity  was  the  first  to  take  woman's  education  to  Japan,  and 
Miyagi  Girls'  School  was  the  first  Girls'  High  School  in  Sendai. 
It  is  no  wonder,  therefore,  that  the  Principal  was  besieged  with 
287  applicants  for  admission  to  one  of  the  Courses,  of  whom 
only  48  could  be  admitted,  that  is  one  out  of  every  six,  "In  the 
Higher  Department,  too,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
School,  we  were  obliged  to  hold  competitive  entrance  examina- 
tions. In  a  real  sense,  the  present  situation  is  much  more  pain- 
ful than  was  the  former  condition.  Then  we  could  put  the  blame 
on  the  anti-Christian  attitude,  now,  we  have  to  put  it  on  our  inability 
to  provide  the  needed  equipment.  God  has  placed  a  large  opportunity 
before  us,  but  we  are  utilizing  only  about  one-sixth  of  it. ' '

OUE  EVANGELISTIC  WOEK 
New  Plan  of  Co-operation 

On  May  1,  1921,  a  new  plan  for  the  supervision  of  the  evangelistic 
work  went  into  effect.  Twelve  years  before,  the  Mission  had  rec- 
ognized the  importance  of  giving  the  leaders  of  the  Japanese  Church 
a  voice  in  the  management  of  the  evangelistic  work.  This  was  pro- 
vided in  the  Joint  Evangelistic  Committee,  a  number  of  whose 
members  were  Japanese,  pastors  of  self-supporting  Churches  and 
professors  in  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Sendai.  In  view  of  the 
changing  conditions  and  the  growing  strength  of  the  native  Church, 
the  Mission  proposed  a  modification  of  the  "Plan  of  Co-operation," 
the  new  plan  having  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
March  1,  1921. 

The  evangelistic  work  is  now  directed  by  a  body  of  16  members 
called  the  Joint  Evangelistic  Board,  of  whom  half  are  representatives 
of  the  Mission  and  half  are  chosen  by  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan. 
Tha  new  plan  provides  for  two  Executive  Secretaries,  whose  duties 
are  "to  tour  the  field  alternately,  to  gather  and  file  information,  to 
distribute  it  to  all  concerned,  to  oversee  distribution  of  literature  and 
equipment,  and  in  general  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  Board  and 
its  sub-committees."  Dr.  Christopher  Noss,  who  has  labored  so 
arduously  for  years  at  Wakamatsu  and  throughout  Fukushima  prov- 
ince, was  called  to  Sendai  to  become  the  American  Secretary.  Eev. 
K.  Tsuchida,  our  evangelist  at  Akita,  a  man  of  deep  consecration, 
good  judgment  and  rare  tact,  became  the  Japanese  Secretary.  Head- 
quarters were  established  in  the  enlarged  Mission  Office  building  at 
Sendai. 

In  reporting  to  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  Dr.  Noss  says: 
"The  new  organization  has  worked  with  all  the  smoothness  that  one 
may  reasonably  expect  of  new  machinery.  Much  has  been  gained 
in  the  direction  of  unity.  Another  distinct  advantage  is  the  definite 
division  of  labor."  The  latter  is  especially  to  be  seen  in  the  work  of 
the  Sub-Committees:  Personnel,  Strategy,  Property,  Campaign,  Sun- 
day School,  Equipment  and  Literature. 

This  Board  has  launched  a  monthly  paper  called  Kami  to  Hito 
(God  and  Man).     It  started  with  a  circulation  of  3,000,  three  other 
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publications  of  individual  missionaries  being  merged  with  it.  The 
Mission  Book  Shop  at  Sendai  distributing  many  copies  of  the  Bible 
and  other  religious  literature  is  now  under  the  direction  of  this  Board. 

A  Eeview  of  the  Field 

For  a  time,  a  spirit  of  Anti-Americanism  stirred  up  by  yellow 
journalism  threatened  to  affect  the  work.  The  Japanese  public  was 
led  to  think  of  the  missionary  and  his  activities  as  political  propa- 
ganda in  camouflage.  "The  Conference  on  Disarmament  at  Wash- 
ington, however,  dealt  a  staggering  blow  to  our  chief  opponents,  the 
militarists.  America's  deliberate  renunciation  of  the  power  to  attack 
Japan  makes  it  easier  for  many  to  believe  in  the  sincerity  of  the 
American  missionary  movement. ' ' 

In  spite  of  the  hindrances  facing  our  evangelistic  force,  there  has 
been  a  substantial  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Native  Church. 
A  total  of  4,325  members  in  1922  shows  a  net  increase  of  755,  during 
the  triennium  or  21  percent.  One  of  the  most  encouraging  signs  is 
the  enlarged  contributions  of  Japanese  Christians.  In  1922  they 
gave  $13,801.19  as  compared  with  $6,603,685  in  1919,  an  increase  of 
109  percent. 

Due  to  the  vaulting  cost  of  living  expenses,  the  salary  of  the 
Japanese  pastors  had  to  be  increased  several  times.  This  accounts 
largely  for  the  marked  increase  in  the  Board's  appropriation  for 
evangelistic  work  namely  from  $17,841.45  in  1919  to  $30,052.49  in 
1922.  Even  so,  only  a  few  of  these  trained  men  with  a  College  and 
Theological  education  receive  over  $50  per  month.  Partly  for  this 
reason,  as  well  as  on  account  of  death  and  military  service,  heavy 
losses  in  men  have  been  sustained  and  recruiting  new  men  for  the 
ministry  has  become  more  and  more  difficult.  Earnest  endeavors  were 
put  forth  by  the  Mission  to  secure  good  workers  in  all  Japan,  Man- 
churia and  California. 

MiYAGi  Province 
Rev.  Jairus  P.  Moore,  D.D.,  Missionary  in  Charge 

In  this  field  with  Sendai  as  its  chief  city,  there  are  21  places  where 
Church  and  Sunday  School  work  is  regularly  carried  on.  There 
are  six  places  where  Sunday  Schools  alone  are  found.  Eight  Japanese 
pastors,  several  of  whom  are  ordained  and  four  Women  Evangelists 
conduct  the  work.  Valuable  assistance  is  rendered  these  workers 
by  a  number  of  North  Japan  College  students  and  a  still  larger 
number  of  Miyagi  Girls'  School  students. 

Some  of  the  places  which  have  waited  patiently  for  a  chapel 
are  beginning  to  realize  their  hopes.  At  Furukawa  organized  in 
1891,  at  Kalcuda  and  W atari  lots  have  been  bought  with  buildings 
which  serve  temporarily  as  chapels.  At  Ishinomalci,  after  42  years, 
a  chapel  lot  has  lately  been  purchased. 

Dr.  Moore  is  the  senior  missionary  of  our  Church  and  hopes  to 
celebralu  the  40th  Anniversary  of  his  arrival  in  Japan  this  year. 
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Tokyo-Saitama  Peovinces 

Kev.  Henry  K.  Miller,  D.D.,  Missionary  in  Charge 

Miss  B.  Catherine  Pifer,  Associate 

Our  first  congregation  in  Japan  was  founded  in  the  Kanda  Ward, 
Tokyo,  in  1884.  From  this  seed  sprang  ten  other  Churches  and  Sun- 
day Schools,  four  of  them  in  Tokyo  proper  and  the  others  in  the 
neighboring  province  of  Saitama.  Of  these,  the  Kaishikawa  Church 
has  become  self-supporting  during  the  past  year,  largely  through  the 
efforts  of  Miss  Pifer.  Evangelistic  services  conducted  by  Eev.  T. 
Kanamori  added  a  goodly  number  of  new  members  to  the  Kanda 
Church,  the  mother  Church.  It  is  greatly  in  need  of  a  new  church 
home.  The  present  building  is  entirely  inadequate  and  further,  a 
ground  rent  of  $1,200  per  annum  must  be  paid.  In  order  that  the 
congregation  may  grow  normally,  a  modern  building  should  be  erected 
on  our  own  lot.     The  estimated  expense  will  be  $50,000. 

New  work  has  been  opened  at  Ikebukuro  under  auspicious  condi- 
tions. The  giving  spirit  has  been  awakened  early,  and  the  people 
are  paying  the  pastor  and  so  far  conducting  the  work  without  any 
aid  from  the  Mission.  They  will  need  help,  however,  in  buying  a  lot 
and  erecting  a  chapel. 

At  Koshigaya  the  native  Christians  have  promised  $1,650  toward 
a  $5,000  chapel  to  replace  the  flimsy  building  now  in  use.  At  OsM 
a  chapel  lot  has  been  purchased. 

Yamagata  Province 
Kev.  Carl  D.  Kriete,  Rev,  Frank  L.  Fesperman,  Missionaries  in  Charge 

Three  new  buildings  have  featured  the  work  in  this  field.  A  model 
church  building  has  been  erected  at  Yo7ie2awa  to  replace  the  struc- 
ture destroyed  by  fire  some  years  ago.  The  first  floor  is  used  for 
Sunday  School  and  Kindergarten  work,  and  a  small  sanctuary  is  on 
the  second  floor.  The  cost,  about  $8,000,  was  provided  by  the  For- 
ward Movement  and  by  memorial  gifts. 

The  second,  the  erection  of  the  splendid  Kindergarten  Building  at 
Yamagata,  known  as  the  Matilda  B.  Chidsey  Kindergarten,  the  Wom- 
an's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  contributing  part  of  the 
funds  necessary.  The  third,  the  H.  H.  Cook  Memorial  Chapel  at 
Sakata,  largely  made  possible  by  funds  secured  by  Elder  Henry  C. 
Heckerman  of  Bedford,  Pa.,  a  member  of  the  Boards  who  took  this 
need  upon  his  heart  while  visiting  Japan,  and  has  given  liberally  of 
his  means,  time,  and  energy  since  then  toward  its  accomplishment.  A 
parsonage  is  to  be  built  at  Shin  jo. 

The  coming  of  Eev.  Frank  L.  Fesperman  to  Yamagata  as  associate 
missionary  made  possible  the  reopening  of  the  Night  English  School 
which  was  closed  upon  the  death  of  Rev.  Herman  H.  Cook.  The  at- 
tendance averages  35  young  men. 

IVkushima  Province 
Rev.  Paul  F.  Schaffner,  Rev.  W.  Carl  Nugent,  Missionaries  in  Charge 

This  large  field  has  21  churches  and  3  detached  Sunday  Schools. 
Very  promising  new  stations  have  been  opened  at  Odera,  the  site  of 
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the  largest  power  plant  in  the  Far  East,  supplying  one-third  of  the 
electric  power  that  Tokyo  consumes,  and  at  Obama,  a  quaint  old 
town,  where  a  group  of  twenty-odd  of  the  best  young  men  have  or- 
ganized a  Shidokwai  (Society  of  those  who  aspire  after  the  Way). 
Missionary  Schaflfner  reports  how  helpful  he  has  found  a  Sonora  and 
records  presented  to  him  by  the  Sunday  School  of  his  home  Church 
at  Hummelstown,  Pa.  He  also  uses  the  stereopticon  with  good  re- 
sults in  itinerating. 

The  principal  of  the  Girls'  High  School  in  WaJcamatsu  is  a  fine 
Christian  gentleman  and  teaches  a  Bible  Class  for  Girls  in  the  Sun- 
day School,  which  has  outgrown  its  building.  The  Church  and  prayer 
meeting  services  are  also  well  attended. 

A  chapel  has  been  built  at  Odala  and  a  parsonage  at  Taira.  The 
latter  was  built  on  a  filled-in  paddy  (rice)  field,  the  only  lot  avail- 
able in  this  coal-mining  town.  It  was  severely  tested  by  an  unprece- 
dented storm  soon  after  erection  and  stood  the  test. 

IwATE  Province 
Eev.  Dewees  F.  Singley,  Missionary  in  Charge 

This  is  one  of  the  two  provinces  which  we  received  from  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  America  in  1918,  the  other  province  being  Aomori. 
Work  was  begun  at  Morioka  the  capital,  in  1887.  There  are  six 
Churches  and  five  detached  Sunday  Schools.  A  new  development  is 
the  promise  of  rail  service  to  Yamada  and  Miydko,  on  the  sea  coast, 
probably  the  most  isolated  points  of  the  entire  Mission.  There  is  a 
fine  nucleus  of  believing  young  men  at  Yamada.  At  Miyako,  the 
aged  Evangelist  Ito,  revived  the  work  and  took  great  delight  in 
searching  out  possible  believers  in  their  homes.  He  preached  fre- 
quently on  the  streets  of  the  twin  city,  Kawagasaki,  accompanied  by 
a  Christian  who  plays  the  flute.  Kev.  K.  Sugai  has  succeeded  him  in 
this  growing  work. 

Aomori  Province 
Eev.  Alfred  Ankeney,  Missionary  in  Charge 

During  Mr.  Ankeney 's  absence  on  an  extended  furlough,  the  work 
was  cared  for  by  Mr.  Singley  of  Morioka,  and  others. 

The  city  of  Aomori  has  a  population  of  50,000.  The  work  has  suf- 
ferred  for  years  in  not  having  a  suitable  house  of  worship.  This  is 
now  being  remedied  by  the  erection  of  a  chapel.  The  site  is  excep- 
tionally good,  across  the  street  from  the  Provincial  offices.  One  reads 
with  a  pang  of  regret  that  EirosaM,  the  leading  city  of  the  province, 
has  been  given  up  for  the  present.  Intermittent  work  in  rented  prop- 
erty has  produced  practically  no  results.  Dr.  Noss  plainly  points  out, 
in  speaking  of  Hirosaki:  "  We  can  not  hope  to  accomplish  anything 
without  a  permanent  property,  it  being  simply  out  of  the  question  to 
rent  a  suitable  house."  What  a  challenge  for  the  Church  to  provide 
the  needed  funds! 

In  this  entire  province  of  more  than  750,000  souls,  we  have  only 
one  ordained  and  one  licensed  Evangelist,  and  a  woman  Evangelist.

Akita  Province 

Kev.  I.  George  Nace,  Missionary  in  Charge 

Mr.  Nace  is  the  first  missionary  of  our  Church  to  be  assigned  the 
sole  care  of  this  important  field.  Until  the  Board  can  secure  the 
funds  for  a  residence  for  him  and  his  family,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
him  to  conduct  the  work  from  Sendai,  170  miles  away.  A  new  chapel 
is  to  be  buUt  at  the  capital,  Akita  City,  in  the  near  future.  Due  to  the 
shortage  of  men,  insistent  calls  to  open  new  preaching  stations  at 
Noshiro  and  Honjo  could  not  be  supplied. 

The  Great  Need — Chapels! 

The  reports  reveal  a  number  of  pressing  needs,  but  the  great  need 
is — Chapels.  "  As  everywhere  in  the  world,  the  housing  problem  in 
Japan  is  becoming  more  and  more  serious.  The  policy  of  trying  to 
work  in  rented  quarters  in  unsuitable  Japanese  houses  is  making  the 
work  more  and  more  difficult  and,  at  times,  discouraging.  We  are 
pushed  back  into  the  by-ways  until  at  last  we  find  ourselves  on  the 
open  street  or  out  in  the  open  country,  thus  missing  our  best  op- 
portunities and  wasting  the  energies  of  our  men." 

Newspaper  Evangelism 

A  new  and  promising  development  is  the  opening  of  a  branch  of 
the  Shinseikwai  (New  Life  Society)  in  our  Mission  Business  Office 
at  Sendai.  It  is  an  interdenominational  organization  for  correspond- 
ence-evangelism. Articles  of  a  spiritual  character  commending  the 
Christian  religion  are  to  be  printed  regularly  in  the  newspapers  of 
Tohoku  (North  Japan).  It  is  estimated  that  one  American  dollar 
will  secure  the  publication  of  a  sermon  in  from  5,000  to  10,000  copies 
of  a  daily  newspaper. 

Work  for  Women 

Since  the  return  of  Miss  Ollie  A.  Brick  to  America,  on  account  of 
ill  health,  the  Women  Evangelists'  Committee  with  Miss  Lydia  A. 
Lindsey  as  chairman  has  had  oversight  of  this  work.  There  are  18 
women  workers,  while  double  the  number  are  needed.  Not  only  is 
the  force  continually  changing,  but  training  schools  are  finding  it  in- 
creasingly difficult  to  attract  the  right  kind  of  girls  to  enter  their 
courses  and  prepare  themselves  for  distinctively  Evangelistic  work. 
Looking  forward  to  becoming  Christian  teachers  in  Government  High 
Schools  and  thus  exerting  Christian  influence  upon  their  students 
seems  to  make  the  greater  appeal  to  the  average  High  School  gradu- 
ates. Further,  such  teachers  receive  nearly  double  the  salary  of  the 
Women  Evangelists,  and  have  a  much  more  respected  position  in 
Japanese  society.  "  Must  Christian  workers  always  be  underpaid  in 
order  that  they  may  appear  zealous  in  the  cause  of  the  Master?  " 

The  work  among  factory  girls  in  Kawamata  has  been  reopened. 
Miss  Seki,  the  woman  Evangelist  in  charge,  was  trained  in  the  Sal- 
vation Army  Training  School  in  Tokyo  and  by  her  consecrated  earnest- 
ness is  winning  the  hearts  of  the  women  employed  in  the  silk  milla. 
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A  day  nursery  for  the  babies  of  the  working  people  was  opened  in 
Matsuyama  by  Miss  Takaku,  daughter  of  our  Evangelist  at  Waka- 
matsu.  There  is  no  resident  pastor  here.  Accordingly  she  has  at 
times  taken  charge  of  the  prayer  meeting  and  filled  the  pulpit,  besides 
conducting  the  Sunday  School  and  Women 's  Society. 

At  a  recent  conference  of  the  Women  Evangelists  held  at  Sendai, 
a  movement  was  started  to  effect  an  organization  among  the  women 
members  of  the  Churches  corresponding  to  the  Classical  organizations 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  here  at  home.  To  Mrs.  Schneder 
and  her  co-worker,  Mrs.  Fuse,  much  credit  is  due  for  the  excellent 
arrangements  and  the  inspirational  tone  of  the  conference. 

The  Committee  is  earnestly  and  prayerfully  pleading  for  someone 
to  take  up  the  work  laid  down  by  Miss  Brick.  "  Educated,  conse- 
crated Christian  women  today  have  greater  opportunity  for  service 
among  the  women  and  children  of  Japan  than  ever  before." 

Kindergarten  Work 

Slowly,  but  surely,  the  Kindergarten  work  is  growing  year  by  year. 
It  is  in  charge  of  a  capable  Committee  of  which  Mrs.  Carl  D.  Kriete 
is  chairman.  The  Committee  has  been  zealous  in  carrying  out  its 
aim  "  to  establish  real  Kindergartens  with  teachers  especially  trained 
for  the  purpose. ' '  Its  wisdom  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  the  Sunday 
School  increases  in  attendance  and  many  parents  become  interested 
in  Christianity  wherever  the  Kindergarten  is  established  on  these  lines. 

New  Kindergartens  have  been  opened  at  Sendai  and  Yonezaiva. 
Mrs.  Schneder  is  the  principal  of  the  former.  It  has  been  flourishing 
from  the  beginning.  The  Mission  has  asked  the  Board  to  provide 
$10,000  for  a  building.  At  Yonezawa,  the  eity  authorities  welcomed 
the  opening  of  a  first-class  Kindergarten  in  the  new  Church  building. 

The  completion  of  the  new  Kindergarten  building  at  Yamagata 
brought  much  joy  to  the  missionaries  and  Japanese.  Miss  Kuenzel 
writes,  "  It  is  as  well  equipped  as  any  good  American  Kindergarten." 
On  the  first  floor  there  are  a  Circle  Room,  30  x  30  feet,  two  Class 
Rooms,  the  ofiiee,  and  kitchen;  on  the  second  floor,  two  Teachers' 
rooms  and  a  room  for  Women's  meetings.  Mothers'  meetings,  sew- 
ing and  cooking  classes  are  held  here. 

In  this  building  it  is  planned  to  open  a  Kindergarten  Training 
School  as  soon  as  a  missionary  who  is  a  qualified  Kindergartner  can 
be  provided.  It  is  hoped  in  this  way  to  overcome  the  present  heavy 
handicap  of  a  lack  of  suflBcient,  trained  teachers.  We  have  been  com- 
pelled to  look  to  Training  Schools  at  Tokyo  and  Kobe,  for  the  greater 
part,  for  Japanese  Kindergartners.  Their  graduates  are  so  much  in 
demand  that  we  are  frequently  disappointed. 

At  Hizume  and  Iwatsulci,  there  are  also  flourishing  Kindergartens. 

"  Christ  placed  greatest  emphasis  on  those  who  help  '  the  little 
ones  '  and  we  feel  that  nothing  is  too  good  for  the  children  of  Japan. 
How  can  we  rest  satisfied  when  less  than  150  boys  and  girls  of  the 
thousands  for  whom  we  are  responsible  are  in  Christian  Kindergar- 
tens? All  time,  money,  and  effort  invested  in  child  life  in  Japan  is 
bound  to  bring  big  returns." 
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Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  CHxmcH  of  Christ  in  Japan 

The  year  1922  marked  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan.  Our  Mission  united  with  other 
constituent  bodies  in  encouraging  the  visit  to  America  of  Kev.  M. 
Uemura,  D.D.,  of  Tokyo,  who  came  to  thank  the  Reformed  and  Pres- 
byterian Churches  for  their  assistance  during  tliese  years.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  raise  a  Jubilee  Anniversary  Fund  of  $250,000,  one-half  in 
Japan  and  one-half  in  America.  The  money  is  to  be  used  for  the 
strengthening  of  the  work  in  the  Sunrise  Kingdom. 

The  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan,  which  began  in  1872  with  11  young 
men,  has  grown  steadily  through  the  years  until  now  there  are  more 
than  38,000  full  communicant  members.  There  are  100  self-supporting 
congregations.  The  congregations  last  year  contributed  370,000  yen, 
$185,000.  There  are  19,000  scholars  in  the  Sunday  Schools,  with  more 
than  1,500  officers  and  teachers.  Great  as  has  been  the  growth  in 
members  and  in  other  ways,  the  influence  and  power  of  the  Church 
of  Christ  in  Japan  is  far  greater  than  these  figures  reveal.

CHINA 

China  is  the  theater  of  the  greatest  movement  now  taking  place 
on  the  face  of  the  globe.  With  an  ultra-conservative  people,  averse 
to  all  change,  she  has  suddenly  emerged  into  a  great  republic.  The 
nation  which  built  the  Great  Wall,  used  the  compass  and  gun  powder 
before  the  Christian  era,  the  discoverer  of  the  art  of  printing,  the  manu- 
facturer of  silks  and  porcelain,  this  great  nation  of  scholars  is  rising 
to-day  in  the  dew  of  its  youth,  in  the  dawn  of  a  new  era,  facing  a 
yet  greater  future.  The  inclusion  of  China  in  the  list  of  countries 
that  were  invited  to  take  part  in  the  Disarmament  Conference  at 
Washington  was  of  happy  augury  for  the  attainment  of  a  proper  and 
peaceful  adjustment  of  international  interests  and  policies  in  the 
Pacific  and  the  Far  East. 

The  present  chaotic  condition  of  China  calls  for  earnest  prayer  on 
the  part  of  all  Christians.  This  great  need  constitutes  a  call,  for  in 
the  dynamic  of  the  Gospel  is  the  only  hope  of  China.  There  are  a 
number  of  present  day  movements  that  deeply  affect  the  Chinese  life 
and  that  of  the  future.  The  New  Thought  Movement  owes  its  origin 
to  a  group  of  men  who  have  studied  abroad  and  have  been  influenced 
by  Western  modern  thought.  There  are  in  training,  now,  especially 
in  our  Mission  schools,  hundreds  and  thousands  of  boys  and  girls  who 
are  being  taught  the  truths  of  our  holy  religion.  The  Women 's  Move- 
ment is  of  increasing  importance  and  they  are  entering  the  schools 
as  teachers  in  increasing  numbers.  The  Labor  Movement  is  one  of  the 
greatest  and  gravest  questions,  and  unless  it  will  receive  wise  direction, 
it  may  become  much  worse  than  military  rule.  One  of  the  hopeful 
signs  is  that  the  merchants  and  scholars  are  beginning  to  take  a  real 
live  interest  in  the  political  affairs.  The  Christian  Movement  is 
bright  with  promise.  Christianity  is  making  greater  contributions  as 
it  becomes  Chinese  in  thought  and  expression. 

An  Appreciation  of  Our  Work 

The  wonderful  way  in  which  God  has  opened  the  door  to  the  hearts 
and  lives  of  the  people,  among  whom  our  missionaries  are  working 
in  China,  is  pictured  in  glowing  terms  on  the  "  Memorial  Tablet  " 
which  was  presented  recently  to  the  Mission  by  the  people  of  Yochow 
City.  On  January  3^  1923,  a  Committee  numbering  about  50  of  the 
gentry  together  with  members  of  the  Yochow  Relief  Committee  visited 
the  Mission  compound  to  express  their  gratitude  for  all  that  the  mis- 
sionaries had  done  for  them  during  the  troublous  times  of  the  last 
seven  years.  The  tablet  is  made  of  marble  and  granite,  and  measures 
three  feet  by  nine  feet.     It  stands  in  the  Mission  court-yard  directly 
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opposite  the  street  gate.  The  inscription  is  so  remarkable  that  we 
give  it  here  in  full  as  translated  by  Mr.  Koh  Fah-Tsin,  one  of  our 
teachers  in  Huping  Christian  College. 

The  Memorial  Tablet 

Woe  from  Heaven  and  the  Central  Plain  (China)  in  turmoil! 
Countless  people  lost  their  lives  through  the  civil  wars. 

Our  city,  Yochow,  standing  between  Hunan  and  Hupeh  and  being 
the  passageway  that  connects  Szechuen,  Kweichow,  Yunan,  Kwangsi, 
Kwangtung,  and  Kiangsi,  suffered  from  the  struggles  more  than  once. 
Our  houses  were  burned  down  and  our  fields  were  made  barren.  And 
it  was  to  the  Belief  and  Refuge  Committee  of  the  American  Mission 
(Reformed  Church  Mission)  that  the  people  of  the  city,  numbering 
about  fifty  thousana,  were  indebted  for  the  preservation  of  their 
lives. 

The  Committee  began  its  work  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  Republic 
with  the  pastors  of  the  Mission  as  its  directors,  when  the  provinces 
of  Hunan  and  Kweichow  were  in  arms  against  the  Northern  troops. 
Battles  were  fought  between  Hsi-tang  and  Peh-hu,  Yoehow.  Blood 
and  flesh  flew  in  the  air  at  the  ceaseless  roaring  of  guns  and  cannons. 
Then  the  Northern  troops  fled  and  the  South  came  in.  The  southern 
end  of  the  city  was  aflame,  while  the  entire  city  witnessed  looting. 
All  men  and  women  fled  into  the  refugee  camps,  and  thus  their  lives 
were  saved. 

In  the  eighth  year  of  the  Republic,  Chang  Gin  Yao  retreated  to  Yo- 
chow with  his  beaten  troops,  which  robbed  the  people  here  of  every- 
thing they  could  carry  away.  But  in  the  city  there  was  the  committee 
which  enlarged  the  compound  (by  purchasing  additional  land)  in 
order  to  build  temporary  shelter  for  the  refugees;  while  near  Hwang 
Sha  Wan,  Rev.  Mr.  Reimert  with  the  students  of  Huping  College  pre- 
pared rice  and  rooms  for  those  who  came  for  protection.  At  the  gate 
of  Huping,  some  retreating  soldiers,  eager  to  get  something  from  the 
College  demanded  entrance^  but  were  refused  by  Mr.  Reimert  at  the 
cost  of  his  life.  Indeed,  he  has  "  given  his  life  to  save  that  of 
others."  After  the  trouble  was  over  the  refugees  went  home.  Yet 
hardly  had  they  recovered  from  this  distress,  when  another  war  broke 
out — the  struggle  "  to  rescue  Hupeh  "  in  the  tenth  year.  Within 
two  months  Pu-chi  was  lost  and  the  Northern  gunboats  sailed  up. 
Then  Yochow  was  taken,  and  once  more  the  refugee  camps  became 
the  home  of  the  frightened  people. 

Now  at  the  time  of  danger  a  great  multitude  were  crowded  into  a 
little  circle,  and  it  needed  but  the  slightest  negligence  for  the  rising 
of  internal  trouble  and  the  upsetting  of  the  people's  peace  of  mind. 
But  the  missionaries  had  the  American  gunboat  on  the  outside  to 
keep  the  retreating  troops  from  making  further  trouble ;  while  within 
the  compound,  they  fed  and  rested  the  bodies  of  the  refugees  and 
settled  their  affrighted  minds,  looking  over  the  whole  compound  to 
give  comfort  wherever  it  was  needed  and  staying  out  late  at  night. 
They  seemed  to  be  never  tired  in  helping  the  people. 

During  these  troubles,  the  lives  they  saved,  the  wounded  that 
they  healed,  and  the  dead  that  they  buried — all  these  can  not  be 
stated  in  numbers.     Are  they  not  benefactors  of  these  people?     And 
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in  looking  at  what  these  missionaries  have  done  here,  what  should 
be  the  impression  upon  those  of  our  countrymen  who  are  in  power 
and  boast  of  their  victories?  When  we  look  back  to  the  days  of 
affliction  during  these  days  of  peace,  we  can  not  help  expressing  our 
deep  appreciation.  Hence  this  sketch  of  the  story  hereon  engraved 
as  a  sign  that  it  will  be  remembered  forever.

YOCHOW  STATION 

Evangelistic  Work 

Eev.  Paul  E.  Keller  and  Eev.  Sterling  W.  Whitener,  Missionaries  in 

Charge 

A  marked  advance  has  been  made  toward  the  evangelization  of  the 
Yochow  District  with  its  800,000  souls. 

The  congregation  in  Yochow  City  now  has  410  communicant  mem- 
bers and  the  congregation  at  Lakeside  reports  102  members.  There 
are  19  other  places  where  preaching  services  are  conducted.  The  17 
Sunday  Schools  enroll  68  teachers  and  1,350  pupils. 

WTiile  the  presence  of  warring  armies  and  the  deadening  blight  of 
famine  conditions  have  greatly  retarded  the  work,  new  help  came 
through  the  Chapel  Funds  made  possible  by  the  Forward  Movement 
and  several  large  gifts  from  individuals.  New  hope  and  cheer  were 
given  to  groups  of  believers  who  have  waited  long  for  suitable  houses 
of  worship.  At  Niehkiashih,  the  people  are  rejoicing  in  the  comple- 
tion of  the  fine  stone  church  and  the  Evangelist's  house,  the  total  cost 
being  about  $4,000.  An  impressive  dedicatory  service  was  held  on 
December  17,  1922,  with  Dr.  Hoy  in  charge.  The  great  need  here  is 
for  a  Primary  School  building. 

At  Yunchi,  another  important  center,  a  modern  church  with  rooms 
for  Sunday  School  classes  is  under  construction.  Yanglowsze,  in  the 
heart  of  the  tea-growing  district,  and  Lin  Hsiang  will  soon  have 
chapels,  erected  at  minimum  cost.  Sites  for  chapels  have  been  pur- 
chased at  Taolin,  where  a  promising  work  is  developing,  at  Hogiafan, 
a  mountain  point,  to  which  thousands  of  pilgrims  travel  each  year, 
and  at  several  other  important  places.  The  purchase  of  these  sites 
and  also  of  building  materials  helped  to  relieve  the  financial  distress 
which  prevailed  through  the  tea-producing  district,  owing  to  the  total 
failure  of  the  tea  crop  for  five  successive  seasons. 

At  Htva  Yung,  the  chief  city  of  the  rice  growing  country  across 
Tung  Ting  Lake  from  Yochow,  property  has  been  acquired  on  which  a 
chapel  should  be  built  at  an  early  date.  Dr.  Hoy  has  been  pleading 
for  Hwa  Yung  and  its  development  for  more  than  20  years.  During 
the  fall  of  1920,  when  Mr.  Keller  was  detained  from  returning  to  the 
field  on  account  of  a  serious  accident,  Dr.  Hoy  was  in  charge  of  the 
Evangelistic  Department  and  visited  all  of  the  outstations,  ministering 
to  the  people,  and  conferring  with  the  Evangelists. 

New  work  was  opened  at  Gankow,  seven  miles  east  of  Sin  Tsiang. 
A  graduate  of  the  Hunan  "Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Changsha, 
in  whose  support  we  co-operate,  was  placed  in  charge.  Within  a 
radius  of  two  miles  there  are  at  least  eight  villages  whose  people  can 
easily  attend  services  at  Gankow. 
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Beside  the  usual  work  of  preaching  and  itinerating,  for  a  number 
of  years  it  has  become  customary  for  the  Evangelistic  missionaries  to 
arrange  a  "  Week  of  Evangelism"  during  the  season  of  Chinese  New 
Year,  holding  Evangelistic  services  in  the  largest  theatre  in  Yochow 
City.  The  Chinese  Evangelists  from  the  outstations  and  students 
from  Huping  Christian  College  come  to  Yochow  and  supplement  the 
efforts  of  the  local  Evangelists. 

The  first  conference  for  the  Chinese  Evangelists  in  the  Yochow  Dis- 
trict, held  last  year,  proved  so  successful  that  the  workers  requested 
it  be  made  an  annual  affair.  These  workers  are  beginning  to  recog- 
nize that  the  responsibility  for  the  Christianization  of  China  rests 
upon  them  as  well  as  upon  the  missionaries. 

The  Macedonian  cry  has  been  made  repeatedly  by  representatives 
from  leading  towns  and  market  places  like  Hwang  Sha  Gai,  Hsi  Tang, 
Beh  Luh  Gi,  and  Nvei  Lo.  They  are  earnestly  beseeching  the  mission- 
aries to  open  work  in  their  home  towns.  "  So  far  we  have  not  been 
able  to  give  them  any  encouragement.  We  hope  the  day  is  not  far 
distant  when  not  one  shall  ask  in  vain  to  have  the  Gospel  preached 
in  their  midst." 

Evangelistic  Work  for  Women 

Miss  Helen  B.  Ammerman,  Missionary  in  Charge 

This  important  work  has  been  placed  on  a  substantial  basis  by  the 
erection  of  a  splendid  school  building  at  Yochow  City  for  the  training 
of  Bible  Women,  at  a  cost  of  $11^000,  the  funds  being  contributed  by 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod.  The  lack  of 
trained  Bible  Women  has  been  painfully  felt  for  some  years  and 
will  now  be  supplied  by  means  of  the  new  School,  which  is  located 
near  the  Ziemer  Memorial  Girls'  School. 

Classes  for  the  instruction  of  women  in  their  home  communities 
were  opened  at  Hwa  Yung  and  Yanglowsse.  There  are  six  of  these 
Day  Schools  for  women  where  afternoon  classes  are  conducted  daily 
in  the  following  subjects:  the  new  phonetic  system,  arithmetic,  writ- 
ing. Old  Testament  history,  the  Life  of  Christ,  the  abacus,  and  calis- 
thenics. The  new  phonetic  system  has  proved  itself  to  be  a  great 
boon,  especially  to  the  women  of  China,  as  it  helps  them  to  learn  to 
read  in  one-tenth  the  time  formerly  required.  The  women  whose  fam- 
ily cares  do  not  permit  them  to  attend  regularly  are  encouraged  to 
study  the  courses  printed  in  the  form  of  tracts.  Miss  Ammerman 
reports:  "  It  has  been  gratifying  to  note  a  higher  family  ideal  grow- 
ing in  the  lives  of  some  of  the  women,  as  well  as  a  realization  of  the 
importance  of  the  education  of  their  children.  Throughout  the  en- 
tire courses  we  enter  the  homes,  and  reach  the  hearts  of  the  women 
with  the  Bible  story." 

The  Woman 's  work  at  Lakeside  has  been  under  the  able  supervision 
of  Mrs.  Hoy  for  many  years.  She  is  giving  a  large  part  of  her  time 
to  overseeing  a  class  in  industrial  work  and  to  Bible  study  and  daily 
meetings  for  the  women.  Able  assistance  has  been  given  by  the  other 
missionary  ladies  at  Lakeside  and  by  a  Chinese  Bible  Woman.  The 
industrial  work,  which  has  proved  Such  a  blessing  to  a  good  number 
of  Chinese  women,  has  also  made  its  contribution  to  other  depart- 
ments.   A  bed  was  endowed  in  the  Hospital,  an  organ  was  purchased 
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for  the  West  Gate  Day  School,  a  substantial  contribution  was  made 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  Kindergarten  in  connection  with  the  Girls' 
School,  and  a  very  fine  tablet  bearing  the  Ten  Commandments  was 
secured  and  placed  in  the  Woman's  Chapel  at  the  East  Gate.  As  the 
women  learn  to  help  themselves  in  the  making  of  quilts,  etc.,  they  are 
also  helping  others  by  their  thrift  and  industry.  The  one  drawback 
to  this  encouraging  work  is  that  the  room  where  the  quilting,  etc., 
is  done  is  so  dark  and  so  damp.     Better  quarters  should  be  provided. 

Five  Sunday  Schools  for  "  street  children  "  have  been  opened  in 
various  parts  of  Yochow  City,  covering  a  wide  area.  The  average 
attendance  last  year  was  264.  Misses  Myers  and  Snyder  have  been 
superintending  the  work,  while  the  teachers  are  drawn  from  the  stu- 
dents of  the  Girls'  School  and  the  nurses  at  the  Men's  Hospital. 

Another  foreign  worker  is  sorely  needed  in  this  department  to  as- 
sist Miss  Ammerman  and  take  charge  during  her  furlough.  A  con- 
secrated woman  who  has  had  a  good  Bible  course  and  knows  some 
music  is  needed  for  this  position. 

EDUCATIONAL  WOEK 

HupiNG  Christian  College 
Eev.  William  E.  Hoy,  D.D.,  President 

Missionary  Teachers:  Prof.  Horace  R.  Lequear,  Rev.  Edwin  A. 
Beck,  Eev,  J.  W.  Owen,  Profs.  George  Bachman,  T.  Edmund  Winter, 
and  James  A.  Laubach. 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  two  events  of  outstanding  significance 
in  the  life  of  this  growing  institution.  On  July  11,  1922,  Articles 
of  Incorporation  were  granted  the  College  under  the  laws  of  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia.  The  aid  of  James  P.  Schick,  Esq.,  was  most  valu- 
able in  securing  this  privilege.  The  Board  of  Trustees,  as  provided 
for  in  the  charter,  met  for  organization  on  October  23,  1922,  in  Grace 
Reformed  Church,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  organized  by  choosing  the 
following  officers:  President,  James  P.  Schick,  Esq.;  Vice  President, 
Eev.  James  D.  Buhrer,  Ph.D.;  Secretary,  Eev.  Allen  E.  Bartholomew, 
D.D. ;  and  Treasurer,  Eev.  Albert  S.  Bromer.  At  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  on  January  16,  1923,  in  the  parson- 
age of  Grace  Eeformed  Church,  Washington,  D.C.,  the  officers  were 
re-elected,  and  it  was  decided  to  endeavor  to  secure  funds  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  second  dormitory  for  the  College  at  Lakeside.  According 
to  the  By-Laws,  the  Annual  Meeting  is  fixed  for  the  third  Tuesday 
of  January  of  each  year. 

In  taking  this  new  step,  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  does  not 
contemplate  any  radical  change  in  the  management  or  conduct  of  the 
institution.  Its  affairs  will  be  administered  for  the  greater  part  as 
in  the  past  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  through  the  Mission. 
The  appointment  of  the  American  members  of  the  Faculty,  with  the 
exception  of  the  President^  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Mission  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  The  By-Laws  require  that  the  President  be  elected  or 
re-elected  annually  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  It  was  a  real  joy  to 
re-elect  Eev.  William  E.  Hoy,  D.D.,  the  Founder  of  the  College,  as 
President,  at  the  Annual  Meeting  in  January,  in  obedience  to  this 
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provision.     The  Chinese  members  of  the  F'aculty  will  continue  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Mission. 

A  new  requirement  is  the  filing  of  a  report  with  the  Recorder  of 
Deeds  of  the  District  of  Columbia  before  the  first  Monday  of  each 
year,  ' '  setting  forth  the  names  of  the  Trustees,  the  financial  condition 
of  the  corporation,  the  number  of  its  students,  and  such  other  infor- 
mation as  may  be  required  by  law." 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  will  still  expect  to  provide  the  funds 
for  the  needed  buildings  and  improvements  with  the  added  help  of  a 
body  of  specially  interested  ministers  and  laymen  such  as  constitutes 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  College  was  cele- 
brated with  a  program  of  special  events  covering  three  days,  begin- 
ning October  9,  1922.  All  of  the  preparations  for  the  festive  occasion 
were  made  by  the  students  themselves  upon  their  own  initiative. 
Much  of  the  needed  funds  were  contributed  by  the  students  and 
alumni  and  a  handsome  memorial  volume  well  illustrated  was  issued 
by  them. 

Students  Tax  School  Capacity 

The  enrollment  last  year  reached  a  total  of  186.  It  has  been 
necessary,  however,  for  Dr.  Hoy,  the  past  few  years,  to  write  many 
prospective  students  to  remain  at  home  as  the  dormitory  space  was 
already  taxed  to  the  limit.  With  the  incorporation  of  the  College 
last  July,  a  greater  influx  of  students  than  ever  before  took  place. 
It  was  a  sad  duty,  indeed,  that  the  President  had  to  perform  in 
closing  the  doors  of  hope  to  many  young  men.  Word  had  to  be  sent 
to  a  party  of  students  enroute  from  the  Hwa  Yung  territory  that 
no  more  could  be  admitted  on  account  of  lack  of  room.  This  problem 
is  causing  considerable  perplexity.  When  the  Budget  of  Needs 
of  the  Mission  was  prepared  for  the  Forward  Movement,  almost  four 
years  ago,  the  need  of  an  additional  dormitory  so  soon  was  not 
anticipated,  and  therefore,  it  was  not  placed  in  the  Forward  Move- 
ment program.  The  need  is  here,  however,  and  must  be  met.  A 
suitable  building  for  this  purpose  will  cost  at  least  $10,000. 

The  Graduates 

On  June  23,  1922,  diplomas  were  granted  to  four  graduates  of  the 
College  Department,  seven  graduates  from  the  Middle  School  and  to 
thirty  from  the  Lakeside  Higher  Primary  School.  Of  the  four 
College  graduates,  one  entered  Yale  Medical  School,  one  is  teaching 
a  year  and  then  will  enter  Nanking  Theological  S'eminary,  the  third 
remained  at  Huping  as  a  teacher  and  the  fourth  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Mission  Primary  Schools. 

Religious  Activities 

On  Easter  1922  there  were  15  students  baptized,  also  nine  women 
from  the  Industrial  Department,  several  servants  and  five  infants. 
' '  The  spiritual  life  at  Lakeside  has  not  waned  one  jot  or  tittle,  and 
it  is  certain  that  the  individual  members  are  growing  stronger  in  ■ 
grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of  the  Lord."  The  I^akeside  congrega- 
tion has  assumed  the  full  support  of  the  resident  evangelist,  at  the 
same  time  increasing  his  salary  five  dollars  per  month. 
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The  Y.  M.  C,  A.  continues  to  do  good  work.  The  membership  has 
increased  and  a  budget  has  been  adopted.  Eegular  preaching  services 
are  conducted  by  the  organization  in  the  neighborhood  and  quite 
frequently  in  one   of   the  street   chapels   in   Yochow. 

Selp-Help  Through  Agriculture 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Forestry  is  making  splendid 
progress.  Over  six  acres  are  under  cultivation,  affording  self-help 
opportunities  to  20  students.  A  one  story  building,  60  x  22  feet, 
has  been  provided  and  through  the  generosity  of  a  friend  close  at 
hand,  American  implements  for  farming  and  gardening  have  been 
added.  Dr.  Hoy  says,  ' '  The  nursery  of  young  trees  is  a  delight  to  the 
aesthetic  sense,  and  from  these  little  trees  will  grow  an  enterprise 
that  must  cover  our  neighboring  hills  with  valuable  forests.  Prof. 
Bachman  deserves  full  appreciation  and  encouragement  for  what 
he  is   accomplishing  in  this  helpful   line   of   work."

Mission  Primary  Schools 

The  Primary  Schools  enrolled  510  pupils  last  year,  an  increase  of 
52  percent  over  the  previous  year.  The  foundations  of  these  schools 
were  laid  by  the  lamented  brother^  Rev.  "William  A.  Reimert,  and  the 
work  is  now  under  the  capable  supervision  of  Eev.  Edwin  A.  Beck. 
Besides  providing  the  bulk  of  the  attendants  at  the  Sunday  services 
conducted  at  the  outstations  by  the  native  evangelists,  these  Primary 
School  students  are  daily  led  in  worship  and  instructed  in  the  Word 
of  God.  They  also  contribute  largely  to  the  enquirers'  classes  and 
to  the  number  of  those  who  eventually  become  Christian. 

*  To  meet  expected  famine  conditions,  Spring  1922. 
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In  the  earlier  days  these  schools  were  started  in  a  corner  of  the 
evangelists'  quarters  in  the  out-station  chapels.  These  primitive 
accomodations  are  being  rapidly  outgrown.  With  the  development 
of  Girls'  Primary  Schools  and  Women's  Work  in  some  places,  the 
problem  of  housing  the  Boys'  Schools  is  becoming  increasingly  dif- 
ficult. Fortunately,  the  Forward  Movement  funds  for  this  purpose 
have  made  it  possible  to  save  this  critical  situation  in  part  by  the 
rebuilding  of  the  property  at  YunM,  by  the  purchase  of  additional 
property  at  Linsiang,  and  two  properties  in  Yochow  City,  at  the 
East  Gate  and  the  South  End.  There  are  several  other  places 
where  new  buildings  should  be  erected  soon.  Among  them  are  the 
important  centers  of  Ewa  Yung  and  NiehJciashih.  Mr.  Beck  is 
importuned  by  the  Chinese  teachers  for  immediate  help.  "At 
Linsiang  there  are  58  boys  in  the  school.  The  school  building  is 
too  small  for  us  to  do  God's  work,  because  two  teachers  teach  in  one 
class  room.  There  are  many  boys  wish  to  come  now,  but  we  have 
no  place  for  them," 

Certificate  of  Incorporation  of  the  Huping  Christian  College 

The  undersigned,  desirous  of  forming  a  corporation  to  conduct 
an  institution  of  learning,  known  as  Huping  Christian  College  and 
located  at  or  near  the  City  of  Yochow,  Province  of  Hunan,  China,  do 
hereby  make  the  following  certificate  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
XVIII — Sub-chapter  I,  of  the  Code  of  Laws  of  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

I 

The  name  of  the  institution  shall  be  Huping  Christian   College. 

II 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  institution  shall  consist  of  eleven 
persons  to  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  and  the  following  sha.ll 
constitute  the  first  Board  of  Trustees:  Eev.  James  I.  Good,  D.D.,  of 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania;  Rev.  Allen  R.  Bartholomew,  D.D.,  of 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania;  and  James  P.  Schick,  of  Washington, 
District  of  Columbia,  who  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1925;  Rev. 
Henry  H.  Ranck,  D.D.,  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia;  Eev. 
J.  M.  G.  Darms,  D.D.,  of  AUentown,  Pennsylvania;  Paul  E.  Lesh,  of 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia;  and  John  W.  Appel,  of  Lancaster, 
Pennsylvania,  who  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1924;  Rev.  James  D. 
Buhrer,  Ph.D.,  of  Washington,  District  of  Columbia;  Rev.  Albert  S. 
Bromer,  of  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania;  Dr.  J.  Franklin  Meyer,  of 
Washington,  District  of  Columbia;  and  Thomas  E.  Jarrell,  of  Wash- 
ington, District  of  Columbia,  who  shall  serve  until  January  1,  1923. 

Ill 

The  following  subjects  and  branches  are  proposed  to  be  taught  in 
said  institution:  Philosophy,  Psychology,  Sociology,  Biology,  Bible, 
Ethics,  Pedagogy,  History,  Mathematics,  Physics,  Chemistry,  English 
Language  and  Literature,  Chinese  Language  and  Literature,  Eco- 
nomics, Zoology,  Botany  and  Music,  and  such  other  subjects  and 
branches  as  may  be  designated  and  specified  from  time  to  time  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  faculty. 
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IV 

The  following  professorships  shall  be  established:  Philosophy,  Psy- 
chology, History,  Mathematics,  English  Language  and  Literature, 
Chinese  Language  and  Literature,  Biology,  Geology  and  Chemistry, 
and  Bible. 

V 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  conduct  on  be- 
half of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  as  a  part  of 
its  Foreign  Missionary  enterprise,  an  institution  of  learning  at  the 
place  indicated  above  for  the  promotion  of  higher  education  of  a  dis- 
tinctively Christian  character^  with  a  view  to  preparing  men  and 
women  for  the  gospel  ministry  and  for  the  profession  of  teaching  and 
for  other  spheres  of  Christian  leadership;  to  prepare  a  curriculum 
which  shall  include  both  preparatory  and  full  collegiate  work,  and  to 
grant  unto  those  who  have  successfully  completed  the  full  college 
course  prescribed  by  said  institution  appropriate  degrees.

By-Laws  of  the  Huping  Christian  College 

Article  I. — Name 
The  name  of  this  corporation  shall  be  Huping  Christian  College. 

Article  II. — Aim 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  conduct  on 
behalf  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  and  as  a  part  of 
its  Foreign  Missionary  enterprise,  an  institution  located  at  or  near 
the  city  of  Yochow,  Province  of  Hunan,  China,  for  the  promotion  of 
higher  education  of  a  distinctively  Christian  character  with  a  view 
to  preparing  men  and  women  for  the  gospel  ministry,  for  the  profes- 
sion of  teaching  and  for  other  spheres  of  Christian  leadership. 

Article  III. — Board  of  Trustees 

1.  The  affairs  of  this  corporation,  which  has  been  duly  incorporated 
and  now  exists  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  force  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  conducted 
by  a  Board  of  eleven  trustees,  the  majority  of  whom  shall  be  residents 
of  the  District  of  Columbia. 
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2.  The  President,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Eefornied  Church  in  the  United  States  shall  be  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  remaining  eight  members  of 
said  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  and  chosen  by  the  said 
Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  The  names  of  the  first  Board  of  Trus- 
tees and  length  of  their  terms  of  office  as  designated  in  the  Certificate 
of  Incorporation  are  adopted;  and  upon  the  expiration  of  said  terms, 
the  said  Board  of  F'oreign  Missions  shall  nominate  and  elect  the 
successors  to  said  Trustees,  said  election  to  be  held  annually  before 
the  first  of  January  in  each  year.  The  term  of  service  of  said  Trus- 
tees shall  be  three  years.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  to  be 
filled  for  the  unexpired  terms  by  the  said  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  a  regular  annual  meeting  dur- 
ing the  third  Tuesday  in  January,  in  Washington,  D.  C,  and  shall  file 
with  the  Eecorder  of  Deeds  of  the  District  of  Columbia  before  the 
first  Monday  in  January  of  each  year  a  report  setting  forth  the  names 
of  the  Trustees,  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation,  the  num- 
ber of  its  students  and  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by 
law. 

4.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  special  meetings  upon  the  call 
of  the  President  or  upon  written  request  of  three  members  of  the 
Board. 

5.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

'       Article  IV. — Officers 

1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  elect  from  their  number  a  Presi- 
dent, a  Vice-President,  and  a  Secretary,  who  shall  serve  until  the 
next  annual  meeting  or  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board,  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  usu- 
ally are  required  of  a  presiding  officer.  In  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Vice-President  shall  act, 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  the  minutes  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  shall  prepare  the  annual 
report  to  be  filed  with  the  Eecorder  of  Deeds  of  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  usually  required 
of  such  officer,  or  which  may  be  required  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

4.  The  Treasurer  of  the  said  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  shall  be 
the  Treasurer  of  this  corporation,  and  he  shall  handle  the  funds  be- 
longing to  this  corporation,  and  shall  account  to  said  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  same;  he  shall  file  annually  with  the  Secretary  a  statement 
of  the  financial  transactions  of  the  institution. 

Article  V. — Property 

The  title  to  all  property  shall  be  held  in  the  name  of  the  corpora- 
tion and  all  property  donated,  conveyed,  devised,  or  bequeathed  to 
this  corporation  in  trust,  or  for  a  particular  purpose,  shall  be  used  and 
applied  by  the  Trustees  in  the  manner  and  for  the  purposes  desig- 
nated by  the  terms  of  said  trust  or  donation  and  in  conformity  with 
the  express  conditions  of  the  grantor  or  testator. 

This  corporation  shall  at  no  time  hold  land  in  excess  of  the  amount 
necessary  for  its  own  uses  and  purposes  in  conducting  the  institution 
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and  in  the  event  it  shall  own  or  become  the  owner  of  land  in  excess 
of  the  amount  necessary  for  its  own  uses  and  purposes  the  Trustees 
shall  cause  said  land  to  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  of  said  sale  applied 
to  the  benefit  of  the  institution,  said  sale  to  me  made  within  fifteen 
years  after  acquiring  the  title  to  said  land  or  within  fifteen  years 
after  the  corporation  ceases  to  use  said  land  in  its  possession  for  its 
own  purposes  and  for  the  purposes  of  education. 

Article  VI. — Application  of  Funds. 

The  trustees  shall  apply  all  funds  and  property  coming  into  the 
possession  of  this  corporation,  in  maintaining  and  erecting  suitable 
buildings,  procuring  necessary  and  desirable  equipment,  and  in  sup- 
porting the  necessary  officers,  teachers,  instructors  and  servants,  and 
in  meeting  the  usual  or  necessary  expenses  of  maintaining  and  con- 
ducting the  institution. 

Article  VII. — Suits 

Service  of  process  in  any  suit  or  proceeding  brought  against  this 
corporation  in  the  District  of  Columbia  may  be  had  upon  any  officer 
or  trustee  residing  in  said  District  and  the  person  upon  whom  such 
service  is  made  shall  immediately  notify  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  such  service  and  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  sub- 
poena or  summons. 

Article  VIII. — Management 

1.  The  management  of  the  affairs  of  this  corporation  shall  be  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

2.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  said  Board,  which 
shall  be  composed  of  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  this  corpora- 
tion, and  the  two  trustees  who  are  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
said  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  If  two  of  said  offices  should  be  held 
by  the  same  person,  a  third  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  in  the  interval  between  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  exercise  all  of  the  authority  of  the  Board  which 
may  lawfully  be  delegated  to  it,  under  the  authority  of  the  Board 
and  subject  to  its  review  and  control.  Three  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  report  annually  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  in  writing,  said  report  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  before  its  annual  meeting,  which  said  report 
shall  show  the  financial  condition  of  the  corporation,  the  number  of 
its  faculty,  the  number  of  its  students,  the  amount  of  property  held 
by  it,  and  such  other  information  as  shall  be  necessary  and  which  may 
be  called  for  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  such  meetings  as  may  in  its 
judgment  be  necessary. 

Article  IX. — Faculty 

1.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  faculty  for  the  institution 
and  designate  one  member  thereof  as  the  President  who  shall  be  the 
local  executive  officer  of  the  institution. 
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2.  The  Faculty  shall  prepare  the  curriculum,  school  calendar,  de- 
partments of  instructions,  and  plans  for  the  general  conduct  of  the 
institution,  but  all  actions  of  the  President  and  Faculty  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  review  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  the 
Executive  Committee. 

3.  The  F'aculty  shall  have  general  control,  subject  to  review  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  the  Executive  Committee,  of  all  internal 
workings  of  the  institution,  including  the  formulation  and  execution 
of  rules  and  regulations  as  to  discipline,  instruction,  examinationSj  and 
other  similar  matters. 

4.  The  President  of  the  institution  shall  present  an  annual  report 
on  or  before  September  first  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Article  X. — Courses  of  Instruction 

The  curriculum  of  the  institution  shall  include  both  preparatory 
and  collegiate  work,  with  such  departments  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  or  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Faculty. 

Article  XI. — Diplomas  and  Degrees 

Any  student  satisfactorily  completing  one  of  the  prescribed  courses 
of  study  shall  receive  a  certificate  or  diploma  indicating  such  fact 
and  a  graduate  of  a  full  collegiate  course  shall  receive  an  appropriate 
degree. 

Article  XII. — Amendments 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present,  provided  that 
notice,  including  the  proposed  amendment,  be  mailed  to  each  member 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  meeting. 

ZiEMER  Memorial  Girls'  School 

Missionary  Teachers:  Miss  Gertrude  B.  Hoy,  Principal  and  Miss 
Euth  F.  Snyder 

The  School  opened  its  work  for  1921-22  while  Northern  gunboats 
bombarded  Yoehow  City,  two  of  the  shells  damaging  one  of  the  build- 
ings. As  the  Government  girls'  schools  were  closed  for  lack  of  funds, 
there  was  a  great  increase  in  the  enrollment  of  the  boarding  school, 
120  girls  being  registered. 

At  the  graduating  exercises  on  June  24,  1922,  9  pupils  of  the 
Higher  Primary  Department  and  25  pupils  of  the  Lower  Primary  re- 
ceived certificates.  Captain  Wang  of  the  Chinese  Navy  delivered 
the  address.  Many  of  the  guests  who  crowded  the  Ygchow  Church, 
upon  being  invited  to  speak,  expressed  themselves  in  a  very  kindly 
way  toward  the  work  of  the  school. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  win  pupils  to  Christ.  Daily  prayers,  Bible 
classes.  Christian  Endeavor  societies  are  all  conducted  with  this  end 
in  view.  During  the  year  Miss  Ammerman  taught  two  classes  for 
enquirers  with  a  large  enrollment.  ' '  Never  for  a  moment  do  we  lose 
sight  in  our  schools  of  the  real  reason  for  which  we  have  come  to 
China." 
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All  the  government  schools  of  Yochow  district  united  in  holding  an 
athletic  meet,  and  invited  the  pupils  of  the  Girls'  School  to  take  part. 
As  the  first  athletic  meet  ever  held  in  Yochow  City,  it  created  a  great 
deal  of  interest.  About  two  thousand  pupils  participated  in  the 
games  and  drills  in  which  our  students  compared  favorably  with  those 
of  the  government  schools.  "As  a  result  a  great  many  Chinese  have 
become  interested  in  our  school  and  we  have  had  frequent  visitors. 
We  are  glad  to  come  into  friendly  relations  with  the  other  schools 
of  the  city." 

The  Day  Schools  are  an  important  feature  of  the  work.  With  the 
opening  of  two  new  schools  at  Hwa  Yung  and  Yanglowsse,  there  are 
five  in  operation  enrolling  about  150  pupils.  In  connection  with  the 
school  in  Yochow,  a  Kindergarten  department  is  conducted. 

Besides  the  need  of  another  missionary  teacher,  the  great  need  is 
for  a  second  dormitory.  The  sleeping  rooms  in  the  present  dormitory 
are  overcrowded  and  many  girls  must  be  turned  away  each  year.

The  number  of  in-patients  for  the  year  1921-22  reached  a  total 
of  1,382 — greater  than  any  previous  year  with  the  exception  of 
1917-18  when  several  Eed  Cross  Hospitals  were  associated  with  our 
work.  Of  this  number,  there  were  1228  men,  114  women  and  40 
children.  In  the  Dispensary  there  were  16,640  patients;  8,248  new 
cases  and  8,392  return  visits.  Of  the  382  operations  performed, 
there  were  268  under  general  anaesthesia. 

In  reading  these  figures,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  the  responsi- 
bility for  all  of  this  life-saving  work  rests  largely  upon  the  shoulders 
of  one  physician  and  three  nurses.  It  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret 
that  Dr.  J.  Albert  Beam  found  it  necessary  early  in  1920  on  account 
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of  his  health  to  return  to  America,  leaving  the  work  which  he  started 
in  Yochow  and  into  which  he  put  so  much  of  his  life.  Dr.  Hoy 
writes,  ' '  The  commissioning  of  more  doctors  for  China  remains  an 
object  of  daily,  persistent  prayer."  The  whole  Cliurch  should  join  in 
this  prayer! 

The  Hospital  was  again  called  upon  to  minister  to  the  wounded 
and  dying  soldiers  during  the  Civil  War  which  broke  out  between 
the  North  and  the  South  in  the  late  summer  of  1921.  One  of  the 
officers  appreciated  the  work  so  much  that  he  contributed  the  sum 
of  One  Thousand  Dollars  to  the  Hospital. 

Regular  dispensary  work  has  been  opened  in  two  of  the  out- 
stations,  located  on  the  railway,  namely  Yunchi  and  Yanglowsze. 
A  large  number  of  people  have  been  helped  who  would  not  have 
received  assistance  otherwise. 

Four  nurses  completed  the  course  in  the  Nurses'  Training  School 
last  year.  One  of  these  has  been  visiting  the  homes  of  the  people 
in  the  city  to  instruct  and  advise  them  in  matters  of  sanitation  and 
hygiene. 

The  plans  for  a  Woman's  Hospital,  which  has  stood  forth  as  a 
crying  need  for  years,  have  been  drawn  by  a  firm  of  competent 
architects.  With  the  generous  help  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  of  General  Synod  it  is  proposed  to  erect  this  building,  and 
the  improvements  to  the  Men's  Hospital,  at  an  early  date.  It  will 
cost  no  less  than  $40,000.00.

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SHENCHOW  STATION 

Evangelistic  Work 

Eevs.  Ward  Hartman  and  George  E.  Snyder,  Missionaries  in  Charge 

Church  attendance  the  past  year  has  averaged  larger  than  formerly, 
due  to  famine  conditions,  some  seeking  aid,  while  many  attended 
services  as  an  expression  of  their  appreciation  of  what  was  being 
done  for  them  through  famine  relief.  For  several  months  overflow 
meetings  for  women  were  held  at  the  time  of  the  morning  service. 

The  Sunday  School  attendance  reached  570,  During  a  week  of 
special  evangelistic  services  80  enquirers  were  enrolled.  Many  of 
these  were  from  outside  of  Shenchow;  there  were  also  a  number  of 
soldiers  and  police  who  are  moved  frequently  from  place  to  place. 
However,  there  were  30  who  studied  Christianity  throughout  the  year, 
divided  into  three  classes.  In  addition  two  classes  of  famine  refugees 
numbering  25  men  were  organized  to  study  the  Truth. 

All  the  famine  relief  in  the  outlying  districts  of  Shenchow  was 
conducted  in  connection  with  the  Chapels  at  the  outstations.  Thou- 
sands of  people,  especially  farmers,  heard  the  Gospel  in  this  way  for 
the  first  time. 

Last  fall  Missionary  Hartman  and  family  moved  to  Yungsui,  which 
becomes  the  center  of  the  work  among  the  Miao  tribes,  the  aborigines 
of  China.  A  chapel  and  missionary  residence  are  to  be  built.  Work 
has  also  been  opened  at  Kienchow  where  some  opposition  was  met 
on  the  part  of  the  magistrate,  althought  the  people  have  been  friendly 
and  have  attended  services  from  the  start. 

A  new  property  has  been  purchased  at  Luki.  It  is  in  the  heart  of 
the  city.  A  chapel  is  now  being  erected  on  the  lot.  At  a  market 
place  called  DancM  a  small  chapel  is  also  being  built.  At  Liang 
Shui  Dzing,  six  miles  from  Shenchow,  a  small  property  has  been 
bought  to  serve  as  a  preaching  place. 

A  NEvy  Building  Necessary 

Recent  advices  from  our  Shenchowfu  station  are  to  the  effect  that 
the  Church  building  is  in  danger  of  a  collapse.  It  seems  that  the 
roof  is  sagging,  due  to  the  rotten  condition  of  the  ridge  pole. 
Temporary  repairs  have  been  made  by  placing  8  poles,  in  pairs,  down 
the  centre  aisle  of  the  Church,  supported  on  blocks  of  granite,  em- 
bedded in  mortar,  flush  with  the  floor.  The  architect  who  is  supervis- 
ing the  erection  of  the  school  buildings  and  residences  says  he  hopes 
this  will  place  the  Church  in  good  and  safe  condition  for  a  least 
eighteen  months,  but  recommends  the  erection  of  a  new  Church.  One 
of  the  missionaries  writes :  "1  must  confess,  that  Church  gives  me 
the  creeps  every  time  I  look  at  it  carefully.  If  those  walls  should 
fall  down  while  we  are  having  services,  and  the  people  injured  or 
killed,  it  would  take  a  long  time  to  rally  from  such  a  blow  among 
superstitious  people.  I  just  put  it  out  of  mind  while  we  are  holding 
services. ' '  Should  not  the  Church  immediately  provide  the  funds  and 
thus  make  it  possible  for  the  Board  to  erect  a  new  building,  and  do 
so  ere  the  fears  of  this  missionary  may  be  realized?  A  new  building 
will  cost  at  least  $15,000. 
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Work  for  Women 
Miss  Minerva  S.   Weil,  Missionary   in   charge 

During  the  year  of  1921-22  Miss  Weil  visited  all  the  outstations 
twice,  spending  a  total  of  46  days  in  itinerating.  While  on  furlough, 
her  work  is  being  cared  for  by  Mrs.  Karl  11.  Beck  and  Mrs.  George 
R.   Snyder. 

A  day  school  was  conducted  for  women  three  days  each  week. 
On  Sunday,  May  28,  1922,  certificates  forxBible  Study  were  given 
to  19  members,  twelve  of  whom  had  completed  the  second  year's 
course  and  seven  the  first  year 's  course. 

With  the  erection  of  a  special  building  to  be  known  as  the  Esther 
Shuey  Snyder  Memorial  Bible  Training  School,  this  work  is  now  well 
equipped  and  we  entertain  high  hopes  for  its  increasing  influence 
in  the  lives  of  the  Avomen  and  children  of  the  Shenchow  District. 

During  the  height  of  the  famine,  ten  Chinese  Avonien  helped  with 
the  feeding  and  clothing  of  the  refugee  children  over  a  period  of 
three  months.  Every  one  who  had  anything  to  share  or  give  away 
was  asked  to  do  so.  Miss  Weil's  report  closes  with  the  encouraging 
words: 

"We  find  that  the  Gospel  is  still  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation 
to  every  one  that  believeth,  even  as  in  the  days  of  the  Apostle  Paul, 
and  that  God  prospers  His  children,  who  in  simple  faith  and  love, 
accept  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and  cheerfully  share  with  others  the 
gifts  He  gives  them. ' ' 

EDUCATIONAL  WORK 

Eastview  Schools 

Rev.  J.  Prank  Bucher,  Principal 

Missionary  Teachers:   Profs.  Karl  H.  Beck,  Clarence  E.  Heflfelfinger 

and  Ethelbert  B.  Yost. 

Enrollment 

In  the  year  before  the  famine  reduced  the  enrollment  severely, 
there  were  325  pupils  enrolled  in  the  several  departments  as  follows : 
31  in  the  Middle  School,  G5  in  the  Higher  Primary  School  and  229  in 
the  eight  Lower  Primary  Schools. 

New  Building 

The  need  of  the  new  building  now  being  erected  is  plainly  shown 
in  the  poor  health  of  the  student  body,  due  to  the  overcrowded  condi- 
tions in  the  old  building.  During  one  year  influenza  and  measles  be- 
came epidemic,  and  two  students  died  of  small  pox  contracted  outside 
the  school.  Prompt  vaccination  by  the  medical  authorities,  however, 
prevented  the  spread  of  that  dread  disease. 

It  is  heartening  to  know  that  in  planning  the  new  building,  ample 
ground  was  provided  for  an  athletic  field  nearby.  To  make  this  pos- 
sible, it  was  necessary  to  build  the  missionary  teachers'  residences 
some  distance  removed  from  the  School.  The  compensation  in  health- 
ier bodies  and  a  better  morale  among  the  student  body  will  more 
than  repay  this  sacrifice  made  by  the  Faculty. 
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The  making  of  the  thousands  of  bricks  for  the  new  building  gave 
employment  to  many  who  would  have  starved  without  such  help  dur- 
ing the  prevailing  famine.  The  structure  will  be  three  stories  high 
and  will  cost  about  $40,000.  It  is  being  erected  by  a  firm  of  re- 
putable builders.  The  cornerstone  was  laid  with  special  ceremonies 
on  February  10,  1923. 

Graduates 

Ten  students  were  graduated  from  the  Middle  School  on  June  17, 
1922,  Of  these,  four  were  expected  to  enter  Huping  Christian  Col- 
lege. There  were  also  10  graduates  from  the  Higher  Primary  School 
and  12  from  the  Lower  Primary  School. 

Eeligious  Life  of  the  School 

Year  by  year  every  effort  is  made  to  win  the  non-Christian  students 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  In  a  recent  year,  four  Volun- 
teer Bible  Study  Classes  were  organized,  each  led  by  a  Christian  stu- 
dent and  having  twelve  pupils  enrolled  in  each.  The  Principal  led  a 
Class  for  Inquirers  enrolling  43.  These  classes  together  with  personal 
work  resulted  in  21  students  being  baptized  and  confirmed. 

Vocational  Work  Begun 

Land  has  been  purchased  for  use  in  part  as  a  vegetable  garden  and 
in  part  as  a  stock  farm.  It  is  planned  to  give  the  students  these 
opportunities  to  help  themselves  as  well  as  to  learn  special  vocations. 
Foreign  and  native  vegetables  as  well  as  native  fruits  are  being  grown. 
The  stock  farm  is  limited  to  pigs  and  goats  for  the  present,  while  in 
the  adjacent  fields  grain  and  pasture  crops  are  being  raised  for  feed- 
ing. 

The  School  is  also  looking  forward  to  the  opening  of  a  Normal  De- 
partment and  a  Business  Training  Course  as  soon  as  additional  help 
can  be  supplied  from  America.

At  a  time  when  boat-loads  of  girls  were  being  sold  off  into  human 
slavery  by  their  famine-stricken  families,  the  Girls'  School  at  Shen- 
chow  was  filled  to  capacity  with  students  whose  parents  made  every 
possible  sacrifice  to  keep  them  there.  The  enrollment  during  the 
famine  year  was  54  in  the  boarding  school  and  99  in  the  two  Day 
Schools  at  the  East  Gate  and  the  Street  Chapel.  Many  of  the  girls 
contributed  shoes  and  other  wearing  apparel  to  help  clothe  the  many 
needy  children  in  the  city. 

The  religious  atmosphere  of  the  school  has  been  gratifying.  Every 
student  has  been  enrolled  in  the  Christian  Endeavor  Society  either  as 
an  active  or  an  associate  member.  An  inquirers'  class  is  conducted 
each  year  and  adds  new  members  to  the  Church,  Recently,  the  two 
daughters  of  a  military  official  and  the  daughter  of  a  wealthy  gentle- 
man, living  about  15  miles  from  Shenchow  were  baptized  with  the 
expressed  approval  of  their  parents  who  are  not  Christians. 

Work  of  High  School  grade  was  begun  several  years  ago.  The 
scholastic  work  of  all  departments  ranks  high.  In  the  uniform  ex- 
aminations conducted  by  the  Hunan  Christian  Educational  Union, 
out  of  90  schools  taking  them,  the  Shenchow  and  the  Ziemer  Me- 
morial Girls'  Schools  took  first  place. 

After  waiting  patiently  for  years,  relief  has  come  to  the  School  in 
the  erection  of  the  new  Recitation  Hall,  to  cost  $20,000.  The  funds 
are  being  supplied  by  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General 
Synod.

Upon  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Lewis  E.  Thompson  the  Board  was 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  secure  the  loan  of  Dr.  Elmer  W.  Schmalz- 
reid,  of  the  Evangelical  Mission  for  a  year.  For  the  past  two  years, 
however,  the  Hospital  has  been  in  charge  of  Miss  Elizabeth  J.  Miller, 
trained  nurse  and  a  competent  Chinese  doctor.  Upon  the  completion 
of  the  Language  School  Course  at  Nanking  this  summer,  Dr.  William 
Ankeney  is  expected  to  take  charge. 

Big  Inckease  in  Patients 

The  number  of  in-patients  for  1921-22  totalled  1,416,  an  increase 
over  the  previous  year  of  almost  200  per  cent.  This  was  due  to  the 
epidemics  of  cholera,  influenza,  and  small  pox  which  followed  in  the 
wake  of  the  twelve  months '  famine.  Miss  Miller  writes :  ' '  The  agony 
of  these  poor  people  throughout  this  year  almost  beggars  description. 
For  months  thousands  of  them  have  been  living  on  grass,  roots,  weeds, 
bark  of  trees,  chaff,  seeds,  and  even  white  soft  stone  which  they  pul- 
verized and  added  to  their  rations.  It  has  also  been  reported  that 
in  some  vicinities  human  flesh  was  eaten." 

Vivid  posters  were  made  and  placed  on  the  streets  of  Shenchow, 
informing  the  people  about  preventive  measures.  The  practice  of  hav- 
ing evangelistic  talks  each  day  in  the  wards  brings  the  Gospel  home 
to  the  patients.  The  Evangelistic  Department  also  keeps  in  touch  with 
the  patients  after  they  have  returned  to  their  homes. 

On  account  of  the  many  needy  cases  of  women  requiring  treatment, 
Chinese  custom  had  to  be  disregarded  in  the  opening  of  a  ward  for 
women  in  the  Men's  Hospital.  However,  as  soon  as  the  Boys'  School 
building  is  ready  for  occupancy,  the  present  Boys'  School  dormitory 
will  again  be  released  for  use  as  the  Woman's  Hospital.

Famine  Relief  Work  at  Ouk  Shenchow  Station 

Our  missionaries  at  Shenehowfu  had  to  pass  through  a  most  har- 
rowing experience  during  the  famine  in  1921,  due  to  a  very  severe 
drought.  A  wide  belt  on  each  side  of  the  Yuen  River  for  a  distance 
of  about  150  miles  was  in  a  very  serious  condition.  Hundreds  of 
children,  especially  girls,  were  sold  into  slavery,  many  of  them  into 
a  life  of  shame.  In  spite  of  all  the  missionaries  could  do,  thousands 
died.  No  sooner  had  the  news  been  received  of  the  existing  famine 
conditions,  than  the  Board  immediately  cabled  the  first  $2,000  which 
was  greatly  appreciated  by  our  missionaries  who  now  report  that  it 
saved  many  lives  that  might  have  been  lost. 

The  work  of  relief  laid  a  heavy  burden  upon  our  few  missionaries. 
They  had  to  investigate  and  verify  the  needs  and  look  after  the  dis- 
tribution of  rice.  In  addition,  a  missionary  had  to  serve  as  treasurer 
of  every  local  famine  relief  committee.  It  would  be  of  interest  to  re- 
late the  workings  of  the  human  heart  in  time  of  great  distress,  how 
some  men  were  willing  that  their  wives  and  children  should  die  or  be 
sold  into  slavery  if  only  they  could  live;  while  there  were  occasional 
instances  of  parents  who  starved  that  their  children  might  have  food. 
Before  any  aid  could  come  from  the  Church  at  home,  the  missionaries 
out  of  their  meager  salaries  tried  to  save  some  of  the  children.  The 
highest  number  that  were  fed  at  any  one  meal  was  336. 

Believing  it  was  better  for  the  people  who  were  able  to  work  to  be 
busy  at  something,  they  were  set  to  work  in  squads  of  50  each  with  a 
foreman  to  oversee  the  work.  Mud  walls  were  built  around  our  new 
compounds;  cellars  were  dug  for  the  residences  of  three  missionaries 
and  for  the  Woman's  Work  building;  51  graves  were  removed  from 
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the  lot  where  the  new  Boys'  School  Building  is  to  be  erected;  a  new 
road  was  built  from  the  Mission  Compound  to  the  river,  and  also  be- 
tween the  new  Boys'  School  location  and  the  Bucher  residence;  a 
sewerage  system  of  stone  and  brick  drains  was  put  in  which  prac- 
tically drains  all  our  properties  inside  the  city  wall,  and  the  new 
athletic  field  was  leveled,  the  largest  piece  of  work  undertaken.  This 
latter  had  been  a  dream  of  the  men  in  charge  of  the  school  for  years, 
but  it  would  have  been  impossible  at  this  time  hfad  it  not  been  for 
the  funds  contributed  by  our  Church,  about  $6,000,  for  the  relief  of 
the  starving  multitude.  Aside  from  this  necessary  work,  many  brick 
burners,  carpenters,  and  masons  were  given  work  in  the  erection  of  the 
school  buildings  and  missionary  residences,  thereby  saving  them  from 
an  untimely  death.  The  Church  should  know  of  this  fine  piece  of 
constructive  work  undertaken  amid  great  difficulties,  while  at  the  same 
time  the  Chinese  of  the  Shenchowfu  region  in  spite  of  their  pride  are 
coming  to  turn  for  leadership  to  the  followers  of  Him,  who  is  "  The 
Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life. ' ' 

Thk  Ehenish  Mission  in  South  China 

So  acute  had  become  the  situation  among  the  missionaries  of  this 
German  Mission  in  South  China  that  the  need  for  prompt  aid  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  P'oreign  Missions  Conference  of  North 
America  during  its  annual  sessions  last  January  at  Bethlehem,  Pa. 
Representatives  of  the  Boards  held  a  special  meeting  at  that  time 
and  it  was  agreed  that  an  appeal  for  help  should  be  issued  to  the 
Boards  having  work  in  China.  So  poverty-stricken  are  these  mission- 
aries, due  to  the  inability  of  the  Christians  in  Germany  to  provide 
their  living  expenses,  that  our  Board  voted  to  contribute  $5,000.  The 
annual  expenses  of  the  Ehenish  Mission  amount  to  $25,000.  Our 
German  brethren  in  the  Northwest  Synod  had  already  been  moved  by 
the  earnest  appeals  of  Dr.  Genaehr,  President  of  the  Mission,  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  relief  of  our  brethren  in  the  Faith  in  China. 
Since  the  Board  has  pledged  $5,000  this  year,  and  may  be  asked  to 
continue  this  amount  until  such  time  as  the  Barmen  brethren  can  pro- 
vide the  necessary  funds,  we  suggest  that  all  contributions  solicited 
by  Dr.  Genaehr  and  others  should  be  sent  to  the  treasury  of  the  Board 
and  be  applied  on  account  of  our  pledge. 

Rural  China  a   Great  Problem 

A  new  phase  of  the  missionary  problem  in  China  is  the  farmers. 
It  is  said  that  three-fourths  of  the  400,000,000  live  in  rural  districts. 
The  agricultural  industry  is  the  main  Mork  of  the  people  of  China. 
While  the  wealth,  the  intelligence,  and  the  leadership  may  be  found 
in  the  large  cities,  yet  the  main  task  of  the  Christian  Church  is  with 
the  people  in  the  farming  villages.  Agriculture  is  pressing  its  claims 
upon  the  attention  of  the  missionaries  and  it  is  becoming  evident  that 
the  village  church  is  only  possible  by  teaching  the  Chinese  farmers 
the  science  of  good  farming.  They  lack  the  first  elements  of  modern 
science.  They  are  helpless  against  diseases  of  plants  and  animals,  and 
insects  work  their  will.  They  know  very  little  about  seed  selection. 
Their  farming  implements  are  primitive.  The  great  need  in  China 
seems  to  be  for  a  farmer-missionary.     Those  who  have  studied  the 
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problem  declare  that  the  great  task  of  the  Christian  Church  is  to 
provide  thousands  of  men,  Chinese  Christians,  whose  education  will 
fit  them  for  the  pastorate  and  as  expert  teachers  of  farmers.  "  This 
is  a  difficult  role  to  fill,  but  it  is  aJmost  essential  to  the  development 
of  the  Christian  Church  in  rural  China."  In  the  schools  at  both  of 
our  stations  in  China  efforts  are  being  made,  on  a  small  scale  to  train 
students  for  this  important  service.  "  It  is  significant  that  the  head 
of  one  of  the  special  institutions  in  America  for  the  training  of  mis- 
sionaries has  said  officially  in  his  last  report  that  the  time  has  come 
to  give  all  foreign  missionaries  some  training  in  agriculture,  on  broad 
lines  of  course.  They  deal  primarily  with  rural  folk  and  must  know 
the  moral  problem  as  background  for  true  Evangelization." 

CONCLUSION 

Dear  Brethren; 

In  our  review  of  the  work  of  the  Board  for  the  past  triennium 
certain  facts  stand  out  in  bold  relief.  The  Lord  is  blessing  the 
labors  of  our  missionaries  as  never  before,  the  work  is  growing,  and 
with  this  progress  have  come  increased  expenses.  The  advance  made 
in  every  department  of  the  work  should  call  forth  special  thanks- 
giving from  every  heart  in  the  Church.  That  the  growth  has  been 
so  continued  is  due  to  the  earnest  endeavors  of  our  workers  who, 
amid  great  disadvantages  and  sore  disappointments,  have  struggled 
in  the  confident  hope  that   the  Church  would   come  to   their  help. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  about  it  that  our  Church  today  faces  the 
most  appealing  outlook  in  all  our  missionary  history.  While  we 
may  well  thank  God  for  what  He  has  enabled  us,  as  a  Church,  to 
do  in  Foreign  Missions,  we  have  only  begun  to  take  the  first  breath 
in  tackling  the  task.  Our  Church  is  beginning  to  take  her  place 
among  the  more  aggressive  denominations  which  are  not  doing  less 
for  the  work  at  home  but  more  for  the  work  abroad.  Few  of  our 
congregations  have  advanced  to  the  Christian  level  of  giving,  "As 
much  for  others  as  for  ourselves,"  and  we  need  no  Adding  Machine 
to  accurately  count  the  number  of  our  Church  members  who  in  life, 
or  by  bequest  after  death,  give  to  Foreign  Missions  even  $5,000. 
That  is  the  discord  in  the  worship  whenever  the  Christians  sing  the 
stirring,  martial  hymn;  "Lift  up  His  royal  banner.  It  must  not 
suffer  loss." 

Eecommendations  of  the  Board 

The  Board  would  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  second  Slunday  in  February  be  set  apart  as  Foreign 
Mission  Day,  with  the  request  that  all  our  congregations  and  Sunday 
Schools  observe  it  and  lay  liberal  offerings  on  the  Altar  for  this 
sacred   cause. 

2.  That  members  of  larger  means  be  encouraged  to  help  in  pro- 
viding for  the  many  chapels  for  our  infant  churches,  the  additional 
school  buildings  and  residences  for  missionaries  in  our  Japan  and 
Cliina  Missions. 

3.  That  congregations  be  urged  to  accept  their  full  share  of  the 
Apportionment,  and  in  addition  to  assume  the  support  of  foreign 
missionaries,  native  evangelists,  women  evangelists  and  teachers. 
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4.  That  stress  be  laid  on  the  vital  importance  of  educating  all  our 
members,  both  old  and  young,  in  the  world  wide  work  of  Missions 
and  especially  the  need  of  fervent  prayers  and  liberal  giving. 

5.  That  individuals  and  congregations  be  instructed,  as  far  as 
possible,  not  to  designate  special  gifts,  without  an  understanding 
with  the  Board,  so  that  the  Board  may  be  free  to  apply  them  where 
the  needs  are  the  most  pressing. 

6.  That  emphasis  be  laid  anew  on  the  need  for  members  to  pro- 
vide for  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  by  making  gifts  through 
Annuity  Bonds,   or  by  bequests  in  their  wills. 

7.  That  the  treasurers  of  congregations  be  asked  to  transmit 
promptly  all  monies  for  Foreign  Missions  through  the  regular  chan- 
nels, thus  saving  interest  on  heavy  borrowings. 

8.  That  a  record  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  be  made  to  the 
Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  for  the  financial  aid 
and  cordial  co-operation  in  the  conduct  of  the  work. 

9.  That  members  be  urged  to  subscribe  for  the  Outlook  of  Mis- 
sions, attend  the  Summer  Missionary  Conferences^  help  the  Missionary 
and  Stewardship  Committee  of  the  Classes  and  encourage  the  work 
of  the  Forward  Movement  Commission. 

10.  That  pastors  and  consistories  be  urged  to  assist  the  Department 
of  Missionary  Education  during  the  coming  year  in  making  the 
study  of  Japan  of  real  and  permanent  benefit  to  all  our  members  in 
the  congregations,  Sunday  Schools,  Young  People's  Societies  and 
special  groups. 

11.  That  the  claims  of  our  needy  brethren  in  Europe  be  more 
definitely  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  members  so  that  they  in 
their  poverty  may  be  made  to  share  of  our  abundance. 

12.  That  the  missionaries  who  toil  among  the  restless  peoples  in 
these  days  of  trial  be  given  the  assurance  that  they  have  a  place  in 
the  prayers  of  the  Church,  both  in  public  worship  and  in  private 
devotion,  and  that  frequent  petitions  be  made  at  the  throne  of  grace 
for  the  millions  who  need  the  Gospel  but  who  have  never  heard  its 
joyful  sound.

Missions 

To  THE  Honorable,  the  Judges  op  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
OF  Dauphin  County: 
The  petition  of  the  undersigned,  Eev.  David  Van  Home,  D.D., 
Eev.  Charles  H.  Leinbach,  D.D.,  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Johnston,  D,D., 
Rudolph  F.  Kelker,  and  William  H.  Seibert,  respectfully  represents 
that  they  are  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  asso- 
ciated together  for  the  objects  and  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned; 
and  being  desirous  of  having  and  enjoying  all  the  rights,  powers, 
and  privileges  of  a  corporation  or  body  politic  under  the  act  of  As- 
sembly, entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  incorporation  and  regu- 
lation of  certain  corporations, ' '  approved  April  29,  1874,  and  the 
supplements  thereto,  have  prepared  and  now  present  the  following 
certificate  and  articles  of  association,  setting  forth  the  objects  and 
conditions  of  the  organization,  and  the  name,  style,  and  title  under 
which  they  desire  to  be  incorporated.

CHARTER 

Article  I.  The  name  style  and  title  of  the  corporation  shall  be, 
"The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States." 

Article  II.  Its  object  shall  be  to  inaugurate  and  perpetuate 
Christian  missions  in  foreign  lands,  and  among  the  Indians  in  our 
own  country,  in  accordance  with  the  doctrines,  customs,  and  usages 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  General  Synod  thereof. 

Article  III.  Its  chief  place  of  business  shall  be  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  but  other  places  for  the  transaction  of 
business  may  at  any  time  be  designated  by  the  General  Synod  of 
the  aforesaid  Church. 

Article  IV.     The  existence  of  the  corporation  shall  be  perpetual.

Article  VI.  The  Board  which  shall  conduct  the  operations  of  the 
corporation  shall  consist  of  at  least  twelve  members,  eight  of  whom 
shall  be  ministers  and  four  of  whom  shall  be  elders,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  General  Synod.  The  names  and  residences  of  the  said

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Constitution  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions Revised  April  19,  191 1 

Preamble 

Whereas  the  charter  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  grants  full  power  to  its  members 
to  adopt  such  Constitution  and  By-Laws  as  they  may  deem  best  for 
their  government  and  the  prosecution  of  Christian  missions  in  foreign 
lands,  and  among  the  Indians  in  this  country,  therefore,  we  do  hereby 
adopt  the  following  Eevised  Constitution: 

Article  I. 

Name 

The  name  is  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States. 

Article  II. 
Object 

The  object  of  the  Board  shall  be  to  propagate  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  in  the  non-Christian  world  and  among  the  Indians 
in  this  country  by  every  means  consistent  with  the  doctrines,  customs, 
and  usages  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Article  III. 
MembersMp 

Section  1.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  eight  of 
whom  shall  be  ministers  and  seven  of  whom  shall  be  elders. 

Section  2.  Inasmuch  as  membership  in  this  Board  is  a  trust,  the 
faithful  discharge  of  which  involves  labor  and  sacrifice,  therefore, 
it  is  incumbent  upon  every  member  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  and  Executive  Committee  as  far  as  possible,  and  to  show  by 
word  and  deed  an  abiding  interest  in  the  speedy  evangelization  of  the 
world. 

Article  IV. 
Orgamzation 

Section  1.  The  Board  shall  hold  its  first  meeting  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  the  regular  sessions  of  the  General  Synod,  and  organize 
by  the  election,  by  ballot,  of  the  following  officers,  viz.:  a  President, 
a  Vice-President,  a  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer,  who  shall  serve  until 
the  election  following  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Synod. 
The  Board  may  also  appoint  such  other  officers  from  time  to  time 
as  the  neecjs  of  the  work  may  require,  at  the  same  time  defining  their 
duties.  All  the  elective  officers  shall  be  members  of  the  Board.  Seven 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 
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Section  S.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of 
the  Board  and  three  additional  members  thereof  who  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  Board  at  its  first  regular  meeting  after  the  sessions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  and  who  shall  serve  until  the  election  following  the  next 
regular  meeting  of  the  General  Synod.  It  shall  have  the  general 
oversight  of  all  the  work,  but  it  shall  not  in  any  way  create  any  sal- 
aried office,  nor  shall  it  increase  the  salary  of  any  existing  officer. 
Whenever  it  may  be  impracticable  to  convene  the  entire  Board,  it 
shall  be  endued  with  all  the  powers  of  the  same,  for  the  transaction 
of  any  urgent  business.  It  shall  report  to  the  Board  at  each  meeting : 
(1)  All  action  that  has  been  taken  by  the  committee;  (2)  all  matters 
requiring  action  by  the  Board. 

The  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  be  the  President 
and  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Four  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum. 

Section  3.  In  the  event  of  the  death,  removal,  or  resignation  of 
any  member,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board, 
and  in  all  such  cases  the  election  shall  be  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Article  V. 
Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  (a)  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of 
the  Board,  and  shall  perform  the  usual  duties  pertaining  to  his  office, 
and  such  others  as  may  be  imposed  upon  him  by  the  Board  or  the 
Executive  Committee. 

(b)  The  Vice-President  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  inability  of 
the  President,  and  in  the  absence  of  both  a  President  'pro  tern,  may 
be  chosen. 

Section  S.  (a)  The  Secretary  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Board,  notify  all  the  members  of  the  time  and 
place  of  all  regular  and  special  meetings,  conduct  correspondence  with 
the  Missions,  keep  the  Board  and  the  Church  in  touch  with  the  work. 
He  shall  keep  the  files  of  all  letters  and  papers,  shall  arrange  and 
bring  up  all  such  business  as  requires  the  attention  of  the  Board  and 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  missionaries, 
sign  all  vouchers  to  the  Treasurer,  keep  a  record  of  all  the  property 
of  the  Board,  and  affix  the  seal  to  such  documents  as  the  Board  or 
Executive  Committee  shall  direct. 

(b)  He  shall  receive  and  receipt  for  all  payments  made  to  the 
Board,  unless  the  Board  shall  appoint  some  other  officer  for  this 
special  work.  He  shall  prepare  the  report  of  the  Board  to  the  General 
Synod  and  present  it  at  the  proper  time;  shall  visit,  as  circumstances 
may  permit,  the  Synods,  Classes  and  congregations  in  the  interest  of 
the  cause;  and  also  the  institutions  of  learning  with  a  view  of  enlist- 
ing young  men  and  women  for  the  foreign  field,  shall  take  the  over- 
sight of  such  regular  publications  as  may  be  issued  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  the  Board,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the 
Board  or  Executive  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  assign  to  him. 
At  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  he  shall  deliver  up  to  his  suc- 
cessor all  the  archives,  records,  books,  and  papers  then  in  his  hands 
belonging  to  the  Board. 

(c)  The  Secretary,  or  the  officer  authorized  to  receive  the  moneys

of  the  Board,  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5000  or  such  sum  as 
the  Board  may  fix,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  borne  by  the  Board. 

Section  3.  (a)  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  from  the  Secretary 
or  other  financial  officer  all  moneys  paid  to  the  Board,  and  shall  de- 
posit the  same  in  the  name  and  to  the  credit  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  of  the  Eeformed  Church  in  the  United  States  in  such  bank 
or  trust  company  as  the  Board  shall  designate ;  he  shall  sign  all  checks 
for  the  disbursement  of  the  money  of  the  Board  and  shall  render  a 
true  report  of  the  funds,  exhibit  his  check-book,  bank-book,  vouchers, 
and  securities,  at  any  meeting  of  the  Board  or  Executive  Committee 
when  the  same  shall  be  required. 

(b)  He  shall  at  all  times  be  authorized  to  receive  for  the  Board 
any  and  all  legacies  already  or  hereafter  given  by  will  of  any  person 
or  persons  to  the  Board  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  Board 
whenever  payment  of  the  same  respectively  can  be  produced;  and  in 
all  such  cases  to  give  receipts  or  releases  for  the  same  under  his  hand 
as  Treasurer  with  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Board  affixed  thereto  and 
attested  by  the  Secretary. 

(c)  Under  the  supervision  of  the  Finance  Committee,  he  shall  have 
the  custody  of  all  notes,  bonds,  deeds  and  other  evidences  of  property, 
and  under  their  direction  shall  invest  the  permanent  funds  of  the 
Board. 

(d)  He  shall,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  written  consent  of  the 
Finance  Committee,  be  authorized  at  any  time  hereafter  to  procure 
from  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  as  he  and 
the  Finance  Committee  may  deem  best,  by  the  promissory  note  of 
the  Board,  or  other  obligation  or  obligations,  loans  of  money  to  said 
Board  with  or  without  interest,  at  such  rates,  and  payable  on  demand 
or  at  such  times  and  in  such  amounts  as  he  and  the  committee  may 
approve,  and  in  such  cases  to  deposit  or  transfer  such  bonds  or  securi- 
ties as  belong  to  the  Board  as  collateral  to  the  said  loans,  as  he  and 
the  committee  may  deem  best,  and  to  affix  his  signature  thereto  as 
Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  also  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Board  at- 
tested by  the  Secretary  when  so  required.  But  all  notes  or  other 
obligation  or  obligations  which  the  Board  or  the  Finance  Committee 
shall  authorize  to  be  given  for  any  purpose  shall  be  countersigned  by 
the  President  or  Vice-President  and  the  Secretary. 

(e)  He  shall  make  a  complete  statement  of  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements and  of  all  investments,  and  of  the  value  of  all  properties 
of  the  Missions,  to  the  Board  at  every  annual  meeting,  and  also  to 
the  General  Synod.  At  the  close  of  his  term  of  service  he  shall  pre- 
pare an  itemized  statement  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed  by 
him,  which  shall  be  audited  by  the  Finance  Committee  and  approved. 

(/)  He  shall  give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5000,  or  such  sum  as  the 
Board  may  fix,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  borne  by  the  Board. 

Article  VI, 

Committees 

Section  1.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members, 
at  least  two  of  whom  shall  be  elders.  The  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  counselors  and  advisers  of  the  Treasurer  in  all  ques- 
tions of  investments,  legacies,  negotations  of  drafts,  and  procuring 
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of  loans,  and  without  their  approval  he  shall  not  act  in  the  same. 
They  shall  provide  for  the  auditing  of  the  books  of  the  Secretary  or 
other  financial  officer,  and  Treasurer;  watch  over  the  financial  inter- 
ests of  the  Board  and  report  to  the  Board  or  the  Executive  Committee 
such  matters  as  may  require  action.  They  shall  examine  all  esti- 
mates for  the  annual  appropriations  of  moneys  to  Missions  and  mis- 
sionaries and  report  their  judgment  regarding  the  same,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  are  assigned  to  them  in  the  section  on 
duties  of  the  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  The  Literature  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  mem- 
bers, including  the  Serretary  of  the  Board.  It  shall  supervise  the 
publication  and  distribution  of  such  literature  as  will  meet  the  needs 
of  the  Church. 

Section  3.  The  District  Committees  shall  consist  of  as  many  mem- 
bers as  the  Board  may  agree  on.  They  shall  render  such  service  as 
the  Board  or  its  Secretary  shall  from  time  to  time  direct,  and  report 
the  results  of  their  labors  to  the  Board. 

Article  VII. 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  annu- 
ally on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Board. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  called  by  the 
Secretary  whenever  the  Executive  Committee  or  the  officers  may 
deem  it  necessary,  or  on  a  written  request  signed  by  any  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Two  weeks'  written  notice  of  the  regular  or  special 
meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  given  by  the  Secretary  to  all  the 
members. 

Section  4.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  hold  monthly  meet- 
ings, except  in  July  and  August,  at  such  time  and  place  as  it  may 
itself  agree  on.  One  week's  notice  of  regular  and  special  meetings 
shall  be  sent  to  each  member  by  the  Secretary. 

Artktle  VIII. 

Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  may  appoint 
two  official  representatives  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Board  and 
the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  advise  with  the  Board  in  the 
appointment  of  teachers  for  the  Girls'  Schools  in  our  Missions. 

Article  IX, 

Order  of  Business 

The  order  of  business,  both  in  the  Board  and  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Prayer. 

2.  Beading  of  the  minutes  for  information  and  repert  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  to  the  Board  for  approval. 

3.  Statement  of  the  Treasurer. 

4.  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
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5.  Communications  and  business  of  the  Secretary, 

6.  Eeports  of  committees. 

7.  Miscellaneous  business. 

8.  Reading  and  approval  of  minutes. 

9.  Prayer. 

10.  Adjournment. 

Article  X. 

Amendments 

The  Board  may  alter  or  amend  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 
at  any  meeting  thereof,  but  such  alteration  or  amendment  must  be 
proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  and  must  be  adopted  by  two  thirds 
of  the  members  present  voting  for  the  same. 

Report  of  Standing  Committee  on  Foreign  Missions 

To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Your  committee  reports  that  there  has  been  referred  to  it  the 
Fifteenth  Triennial  Eeport  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.  This 
report  is  a  very  comprehensive  review  of  the  missionary  operations 
in  our  foreign  fields  during  the  past  Triennium.  In  form  and  con- 
tent it  is  most  excellent  and  we  trust  that  all  the  members  of  Synod 
will  study  it  carefully.  The. report  contains  a  wealth  of  information 
concerning  the  personnel  of  our  missionary  statf,  the  number  and 
situation  of  our  missionary  stations  and  the  varied  types  of  work 
engaged  in,  together  with  the  complete  statistical  t"bles  and  accurate 
financial  statements  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures. 

We  are  confronted  with  a  wealth  of  material  on  which  we  should 
comment.  A  history  of  noble  achievement?  accomplished  by  our 
devoted  representatives  on  the  far  flung  battle  line,  a  story  of  the 
victories  of  faith  working  through  love  in  the  midst  of  many  dis- 
couraging circumstances  lies  before  us.  If  time  permitted  we  should 
like  to  speak  of  many  of  these  deeds  of  which  the  world  knows  noth- 
ing. But  we  must  perforce  limit  ourselves  to  reference  to  several 
of  the  outstanding  features  of  this  report. 

We  note  that  in  these  days  of  international  unrest  and  suspicion, 
when  war  and  all  that  follows  in  its  train  has  made  the  foreigner 
suspect,  the  Christian  missionary  is  receiving  the  highest  place  in  the 
affection  and  confidence  of  the  native.  Anew  do  we  see  that  that 
which  force  and  fraud  fail  to  accomplish  is  achieved  by  those  who 
make  earnest  of  Christ's  spirit  of  universal  service.  Again  do  we 
have  testimony  borne  to  us  that  war  destroys  the  calmer  judgments 
and  brings  with  it  its  brood  of  age-long  prejudices^  hatred  and  desire 
for  revenge  which  make  impossible  the  faith  which  must  be  the  founda- 
tion of  all  international  understandings  which  make  for  peace. 

We  find  that  the  rising  tide  of  nationalism  is  asserting  itself  in 
China  and  Japan.  The  principle  of  self-determination  is  manifesting 
itself  in  our  missionary  fields.  The  natives  are  assuming  a  larger 
part  in  the  government  and  the  financial  support  of  the  same.  We 
rejoice  in  this  evidence  of  growth.  There  is  nothing  to  cause  regret 
in  this  change  in  the  balance  of  power,  as  a  few  have  at  times 
imagined.  We  do  not  wish  to  maintain  control  perpetually  in  our 
foreign  fields.  The  highest  missionary  statesmanship  dictates  that 
greater  freedom  and  correspondingly  greater  responsibilities  shall 
be  granted  to  native  congregations  as  they  grow  in  grace.     In  this 
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wise  the  gospel  is  interpreted  according  to  their  racial  genius  and 
they  in  turn  make  their  particular  contribution  to  the  understanding, 
in  part  at  least,  of  the  unsearchable  riches,  the  inexhaustable  re- 
sources in  Christ  Jesus. 

The  total  number  of  our  missionaries  is  100.  Of  this  number  52 
are  in  Japan  and  48  in  China.  Thirty-five  are  in  evangelistic  work, 
53  in  educational  work,  9  in  medical  service  and  3  in  administrative 
work.  The  total  value  of  our  foreign  missionary  properties  is 
$1,468,183.29.  There  has  been  a  notable  increase  in  the  receipts 
of  the  Board  during  the  past  Triennium,  which  registers  the  in- 
crease of  interest  of  our  people  in  this  great  work.  The  amounts 
received  are  as  follows:  Apportionment,  $592,156.17;  Forward  Move- 
ment, $364,041.50;  Women's  Missionary  Society,  $124,305.90;  Be- 
quests, $29,180.79;  Annuities,  $16,883.34. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  careful  economy  practiced  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  funds  of  the  Board.  While  the  business  of 
the  Board  has  been  steadily  increasing  for  years,  so  that  the  income 
for  the  past  triennium  has  been  $1,322,052.93,  yet  the  secretarial 
force  remains  the  same.  The  total  home  expenses  amount  to  about  11 
per  cent,  of  the  total  amount  administered.  The  purely  administra- 
tive items  do  not  exceed  $20,000.00,  which  makes  the  amount  less  than 
5  per  cent.  While  we  regret  to  note  that  there  is  a  deficit  of 
$113,408.20,  we  are  informed  that  it  is  not  as  large  as  it  was  in 
former  years  and  has  been  necessarily  incurred  by  the  assumption  of 
obligations  from  which  there  could  be  no  withdrawal  and  also  due 
to  post-war  conditions.    The  direction  of  the  march  had  to  be  forward. 

We  wish  to  record  our  grateful  appreciation  for  the  invaluable 
aid  and  increasing  contributions  which  have  been  received  from 
the  W^omen's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  and  for  the 
many  special  gifts  made  by  generous  donors. 

As  we  survey  the  manifold  needs  of  our  Foreign  Field  we  realize 
that  we  have  only  touched  the  surface.  Our  missionaries  are  pleading 
for  added  equipment  and  helpers.  The  fruitage  of  seed  sown  in  the 
past  can  not  be  garnered.  Many  of  our  schools  cannot  accept  one- 
half  of  the  applicants  for  admission.  Many  of  our  evangelists, 
doctors  and  nurses  are  pitifully  pleading  for  assistance  that  they 
may  properly  respond  to  the  large  responsibilities  devolving  upon 
them.  Let  the  Church  acquaint  itself  with  the  great  privilege  and 
duty  which  is  ours  and  in  a  day,  when  more  money  is  made  and  spent 
in  a  frivolous  manner  than  ever  before,  let  us  boldly  challenge  our 
people  to  give  to  the  greatest  of  all  causes  in  a  manner  commensurate 
with    our    means. 

We  congratulate  the  Board  on  its  enterprise  in  electing  the  Rev.  A. 
V.  Casselman  as  Director  of  Missionary  Education  and  that  the 
Department  will  be  broadened  by  including  representatives  of  the 
Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board  and  the  Women 's  Missionary 
Society  of  General  Synod.  We  wish  especially  to  record  our  apprecia- 
tion of  the  valuable  work  of  our  Summer  Mission  Conferences  in 
training  our  young  people  in  the  great  fundamental  truths  of  the 
kingdom. 

We  rejoice  to  note  that  last  March  our  beloved  Dr.  Bartholomew 
celebrated  the  20th  anniversary  as  secretary  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sionary Board  and  the  35th  as  a  member  of  the  same.  We  cannot 
adequately  express  our  debt  of  gratitude  for  practically   a   lifetime 
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devoted  to  untiring  service  in  this  department  of  the  work  of  the 
kingdom.  Age  cannot  wither  nor  custom  change  his  guiding  interest 
and  consuming  zeal.  We  take  pride  in  the  recognition  which  has 
come  to  him  from  sister  denominations  in  the  election  to  the 
Presidency  of  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference  of  North  America 
which  office  he  is  now  occupying. 

We  note  with  joy  as  we  survey  the  Japanese  field  that  the  restora- 
tion of  the  Middle  School  Building  and  Dormitory  has  been  ac- 
complished through  the  heroic  efforts  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Schneder, 
assisted  by  generous  Japanese  and  American  associates.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  high  standard  of  scholarship  which  marks  our 
colleges  and  schools  in  Japr;n,  but  particularly  are  we  gratified  to 
learn  that  the  percentage  of  baptisms,  37  for  the  whole  institution, 
is  the  highest  percentage  now  held  by  any  of  the  Christian  schools 
for  young  men  in  Japan.  Dr.  Faust  reports  that  95  per  cent,  of  the 
graduates  of  the  Miyagi  Girls'  School  now  numbering  518,  are 
Christian. 

One  of  the  outstanding  honors  recently  conferred  upon  our  Japanese 
Mission  was  the  selection  of  Dr  William  Gr.  Seiple  to  be  a  member 
of  a  Committee  of  Old  Testament  scholars  who  will  revise  the 
Japanese  translation  of  the  Old  Testament. 

We  are  sure  that  the  visit  of  Dr.  Geo.  W.  Eichards,  President  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  will  be  a  happy  and  helpful 
event  which  will  enable  him  to  interpret  Western  thought  to  the 
East  and  in  turn  acquaint  us  with  the  deeper  aspirations  of  the 
Orient. 

Articles  of  incorporation  have  been  granted  to  the  Huping  Chris- 
tian College,  Dr.  Wm.  E.  Hoy,  D.D.,  President,  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  Twentieth  Anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  college  was  celebrated  with  a  program  of  special 
events,  beginning  October  9,  1922.  Many  of  our  needs  in  China 
are  desperate.  The  need  of  more  physicians,  for  instance,  is  so  great 
that  Dr.  Hoy  writes,  ' '  The  Commissioning  of  more  doctors  for  China 
remains  an  object  of  daily,  persistent  prayer.  Poor  health,  due  to 
overcrowding  in  an  old  building  of  the  Eastview  Schools,  is  reported 
by  the  principal,  the  Eev.  J.  Frank  Bueher.  New  buildings  are  now 
in  process  of  erection  at  this  point." 

We  rejoice  to  know  that  the  work  in  the  Moslem  world  contem- 
plated for  many  years  is  about  to  be  launched  in  Mesopotamia  in  co- 
operation with  the  Presbyterian  Church.  Here  is  challenge  for  a 
missionary  couple  which  we  trust  will  soon  be  answered. 

We  thank  God  for  the  notable  history  of  achievements  of  our 
missionaries  during  the  past  triennium.  May  the  splendor  of  this 
great  adventure  in  heretofore  untrodden  fields  call  forth  the  united 
prayers  and  the  increasing  gifts  of  our  people.  Let  us  pastors  and 
elders  consecrate  ourselves  anew  to  the  task  which  is  included  in  the 
Great  Commission.  ' '  To  doubt  would  be  disloyalty,  to  falter  would 
be  sin." 

The  angel  of  death  has  been  busy  in  the  ranks  of  our  workers 
abroad.  On  June  13th,  1920,  shortly  after  the  last  meeting  of  the 
General  Synod  our  heroic  and  beloved  missionary,  Eev.  Wm.  A. 
Eeimert  met  a  tragic  death  by  a  fatal  shot  fired  by  a  bandit  soldier. 
He  met  his  death  while  protecting  a  group  of  Chinese  women  from 
the  foul   deeds  of  brutal   soldiers.     Faithful  unto   death,  his  was  a 
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martyr's  crown.  In  the  recent  revival  of  interest  in  Christianity  in 
Japan  we  see  the  fulfillment  of  the  Christian  proverb  "The  blood 
of  the  martyrs  is  the  seed  of  the  Church. ' ' 

We  note  with  regret  the  passing  from  the  field  of  earthly  labors 
of  the  following  of  our  missionaries  in  the  foreign  field:  Esther 
Shuey  Snyder,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Dennis  B.  Shuey  and 
wife  of  the  Rev.  George  Randolph  Snyder;  Ethel  Weston  Guinther, 
wife  of  our  misisonary,  the  Rev.  Ezra  H.  Guinther;  Anna  De  Forest 
Moore,  wife  of  our  veteran  missionary,  Dr.  Jairus  P.  Moore.  "They 
rest  from  their  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them." 

In  conclusion  we  recommend  for  favorable  action  the  following 
items  recommended  by  the  Board. 

1.  That  the  second  Sunday  in  February  be  set  apart  as  Foreign 
Mission  Day,  with  the  request  that  all  our  congregations  and  Sunday- 
schools  observe  it  and  lay  liberal  offerings  on  the  Altar  for  the 
sacred  cause. 

2.  That  members  of  larger  means  be  encouraged  to  help  in  provid- 
ing for  the  many  chapels  for  our  infant  chuches,  the  additional 
school  building  and  residences  for  missionaries  in  our  Japan  and 
China  Missions. 

3.  That  congregations  be  urged  to  accept  their  full  share  of  the 
Apportionment,  and  in  addition  to  asume  the  support  of  foreign 
missionaries,  native  evangelists,  women  evangelists  and  teachers. 

4.  That  stress  be  laid  on  the  vital  importance  of  educating  all  our 
members,  both  old  and  young,  in  the  world-wide  work  of  Missions 
and  especially  the  need  of  fervent  prayers  and  liberal  giving. 

5.  That  individuals  and  congregations  be  instructed,  as  far  as 
possible,  not  to  designate  special  gifts,  without  an  understanding 
with  the  Board,  so  that  the  Board  ma,y  he  free  to  apply  them  where 
the  needs  are  the  most  pressing. 

6.  That  emphasis  be  laid  anew  on  the  need  for  members  to  provide 
for  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  by  making  gifts  through  Annuity 
Bonds,  or  by  bequests  in  their  wills. 

7.  That  the  treasurers  of  congregations  be  asked  to  transmit 
promptly  all  monies  for  Foreign  Missions  through  the  regular  chan- 
nels, thus  saving  interest  on  heavy  borrowings. 

8.  That  a  record  of  appreciation  and  gratitude  be  made  to  the 
Women's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  for  the  financial  aid 
and  cordial  co-operation  in  the  conduct  of  the  work. 

9.  That  members  be  urged  to  subscribe  for  the  Outlook  of  Mis- 
sions, attend  the  Summer  Missionary  Conferences,  help  the  Missionary 
and  Stewardship  Committee  of  the  Classes  and  encourage  the  work 
of  the  Forward  Movement  Commission. 

10.  That  pastors  and  consistories  be  urged  to  assist  the  Department 
of  Missionary  Education  during  the  coming  year  in  making  the 
study  of  Japan  of  real  and  permanent  benefit  to  all  our  members  in 
the  congregations,  Sunday-schools,  Young  People's  Societies  and 
special  groups. 

11.  That  the  claims  of  our  needy  brethren  in  Europe  be  more 
definitely  brought  to  the  attention  of  our  members  so  that  they,  in 
their  poverty,  may  be  made  to  share  of  our  abundance. 

12.  That  the  missionaries  who  toil  among  the  restless  people  in 
these  days  of  trial  be  given  assurance  that  they  have  a  place  in  the 
prayers  of  the  Church,  both  in  public  worship  and  in  private  devo- 
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tion,  and  that  frequent  petitions  be  made  at  the  throne  of  grace  for 
the  millions  who  need  the  Gospel  but  who  have  never  heard  its  joyful 
sound.

13.  REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  ORPHANS'  HOMES 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  m  the  United  States, 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Board  of  Orphans'  Homes 
begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  report  for  the  triennium: 

Reports  have  been  submitted  by  the  following  Homes:  Bethany, 
Womelsdorf,  Pa.;  St.  Paul's,  Greenville,  Pa.;  F'ort  Wayne,  Ind.; 
Hoffman  Orphanage,  Littlestown,  Pa.  No  report  has  as  yet  been  re- 
ceived from  Nazareth,  Crescent,  N.  C.  The  reading  of  these  reports 
has  been  very  interesting  and  we  submit  the  following  items  as  of 
interest  to  your  body. 

The  total  enrollment,  not  including  Nazareth,  is  461.

In  reviewing  these  reports  of  the  various  Homes  our  hearts  are  filled 
with  gratitude  to  God  for  the  very  generous  support  given  this  im- 
portant branch  of  our  work.  Appeals  made  always  meet  with  a  gen- 
erous response. 

It  is  very  evident  that  the  Church  is  still  interested  in  the  orphan, 
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and  generous  gifts  are  continually  made  by  all  sections  of  the  Church. 
More  buildings  are  needed^  more  adequate  equipment,  and  larger  en- 
dowments asked  for.  The  aim  of  every  Home  is  to  develop  Christian 
Character,  true  to  the  best  ideals  of  the  Church,  in  which  our  children 
are  cared  for  in  every  way  until  they  can  be  returned  to  the  remain- 
ing parent  or  fitted  for  some  place  in  society. 

Space  forbids  the  publication  of  details,  but  we  are  pleased  to  give 
a  summary  of  each  Home's  needs  and  activities. 

Bethany. — The  number  of  children  in  the  Home  is  201.  Eecently  a 
baby  was  admitted  only  nineteen  days  old. 

In  the  last  report  emphasis  is  laid  upon  the  discipline  as  a  part  of 
the  work,  not  as  punishment  but  for  guidance.  To  warn,  reprove,  di- 
rect and  encourage  the  life  and  character  of  the  child.  The  ' '  one 
thing  needful  "  is  emphasized  for  the  building  of  character.  Intelligent 
supervision  is  exercised  that  both  work  and  play  are  properly  directed. 
During  the  year  five  schools  have  been  maintained:  Primary,  Inter- 
mediate, Grammar,  and  High,  as  well  as  a  Special  School,  for  the 
children  who  need  special  attention.  The  pupils  have  been  examined 
by  the  District  Physician  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  State. 
This  was  done  during  the  summer  vacation.  At  the  suggestion  and 
expense  of  the  state,  a  number  of  children  were  questioned  and  ex- 
amined as  to  their  mentality  by  Dr.  "Wheeler  of  the  State  Asylum  at 
Wernersville,  Pa.  But  for  the  proper  care  of  such  defective  children 
neither    the    Church    nor    the    state    have    made    adequate    provision. 

According  to  the  physician 's  report  the  general  health  of  the  chil- 
dren has  been  good.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  eyes 
and  the  teeth.  The  hygiene  of  the  institution  is  improving  year  after 
year  by  the  management  of  the  Superintendent  and  his  aids. 

Eeference  is  also  made  to  the  new  building  nearing  completion,  the 
gift  of  Mr.  Walter  W.  Moyer  of  Beading,  Pa.,  costing  $25,000.00. 
This  building  will  be  used  to  house  about  twenty-five  of  the  oldest 
girls,  and  makes  full  provision  for  their  every  peed.  A  department 
of  Domestic  Science  and  Household  Arts  is  under  consideration  for 
this  building.  There  is  also  a  favorable  outlook  for  better  equipment 
to  teach  the  simple  trades. 

The  Home  suffers  the  loss  by  death  of  Mr.  James  T.  Eeber,  who 
was  a  member  of  the  Board  since  1885,  and  served  for  some  time  as 
President.  Also  the  death  of  the  Treasurer,  C.  G.  Gross,  who  served 
in  that  capacity  for  thirty-eight  years.  Two  members  of  the  Ladies' 
Committee  passed  away,  Mrs.  Matilda  Chidsey  of  Easton,  and  Mrs. 
J.  K.  Bowman  of  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  of  the  completion  of  the  Dietrich 
Cottage  for  boys,  and  many  improvements  to  the  buildings  and 
grounds. 

St.  Paul's. — Interest  in  this  institution  has  been  growing,  and  a 
number  of  children  have  sought  admission.  The  conviction  is  grow- 
ing that  the  capacity  of  the  Home  should  be  enlarged.  The  Boys' 
Cottage  was  enlarged  at  a  cost  of  $10,512.00,  and  $6,415.57  expended 
on  the  heating  plant.  We  have  noted  the  generous  contributions  to 
the  endowment  fund,  and  the  challenge  is  still  made  for  larger 
amounts.  Three  special  endowments  have  been  asked  for:  the  Ad- 
ministration Endowment,  $40,000.00;  the  School  Endowment,  $40,- 
000.00;    and   the   Maintenance   of   Property   Endowment,   $40,000.00. 
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Soon  after  the  announcement  of  these  requests,  Mr.  Daniel  L.  Dil- 
linger  of  Greensburg,  Pa.,  a  generous  friend  of  the  Home,  offered  to 
provide  the  Administration  Endowment,  and  the  offer  was  accepted 
with  great  pleasure.     Who  will  provide  the  rest? 

In  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  the  needs  are  pointed  out 
on  account  of  the  growing  work.  A  cottage  for  girls  is  necessary  to 
care  for  about  thirty  girls.  The  estimated  cost  is  about  $30,000.00. 
What  a  fine  memorial  this  would  be.  The  "Orphans  Friend,"  pub- 
lished in  the  interest  of  the  Home,  is  commended  to  the  Church  at 
large. 

The  school  work  is  growing  and  recently  a  Kindergarten  opened,  as 
well  as  a  Junior  High  School.  The  latter  school  is  helping  to  solve 
some  of  the  problems. 

Among  the  needs  pointed  out  are: 

1.  A  better  conception  of  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  this 
work  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  people.  The  work  nearest  the  heart 
of  our  Lord  is  making  children  into  the  right  kind  of  men  and  women. 
To  the  Church  is  entrusted  this  care  to  guide  and  direct  them.  The 
Christmas  season  is  an  appropriate  time  to  remember  this  cause. 

2.  A  larger  Orphans'  Home.  With  more  buildings  and  better  equip- 
ment more  children  ought  to  receive  the  blessings  of  the  Home. 
Among  the  improvements  asked  for  is  an  addition  to  the  barn. 

3.  Larger  contributions  for  all  purposes.  Last  year  about  $3,304.69 
less  was  contributed  than  the  year  before. 

Fort  Wayne. — Since  the  last  triennial  report  this  Home  has  passed 
through  dark  waters  of  affliction  in  that  forty-one  of  the  children 
and  four  of  the  workers  were  stricken  down  with  typhoid  fever,  and 
this  somewhat  disorganized  the  forces  for  a  time.  One  adult  and  two 
children  were  claimed  by  death  during  this  epidemic. 

The  institution  has  been  soliciting  funds  for  several  years  for  a 
much  needed  Baby  Cottage.  For  this  special  work  they  have  not  been 
equipped.  Bids  have  been  asked  for,  and  if  the  present  funds,  some- 
thing over  $20,000.00,  will  measure  up  to  the  bid,  the  building  will  be 
provided  during  the  year. 

A  moving-picture  machine  has  been  added  to  the  equipment  and 
will  be  a  source  of  much  pleasure  to  the  children,  as  well  as  an  educa- 
tional advantage. 

During  the  last  year  123  children  were  cared  for.  F'or  the  feeding 
of  this  large  family  the  farm  has  been  a  source  of  much  help  and 
profit.  It  has  also  given  an  opportunity  for  the  healthy  development 
of  growing  boys. 

The  buUdings  are  in  good  repair.  More  than  $1,600  has  been  spent 
for  painting  last  year.  This  year  their  own  force  is  painting  the 
barn  and  the  numerous  sheds,  and  this  means  a  great  saving. 

The  two  school  rooms  have  been  outgrown.  For  the  Kindergarten, 
first  and  second  grades,  they  have  been  compelled  to  use  a  basement 
which  would  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  state  inspector. 

While  there  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  Christmas  offerings  and  a 
struggle  with  high  prices  and  a  reduction  of  the  debt  to  $5,800.00, 
there  is  in  the  current  fund  a  balance  of  $2,613.94. 

Hoffman  Orphanage. — In  an  interesting  report  of  this  institution 
the  Board  of  Directors  are  commended  for  their  interest  and  activity 
in  the  affairs  of  the  Orphanage.     During  the  last  triennium  thirty- 
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four  children  were  admitted,  twenty-four  dismissed,  and  seventy-four 
cared  for.  At  present  there  are  forty-nine  under  the  care  of  the 
Home. 

August  25,  1921,  three  new  buildings  were  dedicated:  Emmanuel 
Cottage  for  girls;  Zion  Cottage  for  small  boys  and  girls;  and  the 
Maryland  Classis  Building.  The  housing  capacity  is  now  ninety  chil- 
dren. The  fund  for  a  central  heating  plant  has  now  reached  $1,835.26. 
Gettysburg  Classis  stands  committed  for  a  new  building,  and  Car- 
lisle, Mercersburg,  Juniata,  and  Virginia  Classes  for  the  equipment. 

Last  year  Potomac  Synod  contributed  $13,877.58  for  maintenance. 
As  a  nucleus  for  an  endowment  fund,  contributions  have  been  made 
to  date  amounting  to  $12,000.00. 

' '  Greater  than  the  problem  of  finance  is  that  of  competent  help. 
One  of  our  most  efficient  superintendents  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
General  Synod,  1917:  'the  increased  difficulty  in  getting  the  right  kind 
of  help  to  do  the  work  at  the  Home  notwithstanding  the  present  day 
Church  empnasis  upon  the  importance  of  social  service. '  For  years 
we  as  a  Church  have  been  preaching  the  doctrine  of  life  service  as 
well  as  the  'stewardship  of  possessions.'  As  a  Home  for  dependent 
children  we  have  sufficient  buildings  for  their  comfort,  but  you  dare 
not  admit  them  to  the  nicely  furnished  buildings  without  some  one 
there  to  take  care  of  them.  People  who  want  the  position  simply 
for  the  pay  and  a  place  to  stay  are  not  the  kind  we  need.  Our  or- 
phanages are  not  run  for  the  sake  of  the  helpers  but  for  the  salva- 
tion of  the  homeless  child." 

In  this  report  stress  is  laid  on  the  importance  of  liberal  offerings 
on  Christmas  day.  While  other  benevolences  may  be  considered  for 
fifty-two  Sundays,  the  orphans  are  remembered  only  on  one.  Hoff- 
man asks  for  a  more  liberal  support. 

At  present  the  Home  has  its  own  preaching  service  and  Sunday 
School  and  recently  organized  a  Christian  Endeavor  Society  for  the 
older  boys  and  girls.  Since  the  family  at  Hoffman  is  increasing,  steps 
will  soon  be  taken  for  the  organization  of  a  congregation  there.  The 
children  are  taught  to  be  liberal  givers,  and  give  when  they  are  ablt. 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  one  of  the  boys  is  about  to  enroll  as 
a  student  at  Mercersburg,  later  take  a  course  at  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  as  a  student  for  the  Ministry.  A  challenge  is  thrown 
out  to  support  orphan  boys  who  are  offering  themselves  for  the  Chris- 
tian Ministry. 

Since  no  report  has  been  received  from  Nazareth,  this  report  will 
be  amended  later.

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphans'  Homes  presented 
its  report  at  the  fourth  session.  The  report  was  read  and 
adopted ;  it  reads  as  follows : 
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To  the  Beverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  To  your  Committee  had  been  re- 
ferred pages  236-39  in  the  Blue  Book.  These  pages  are  a  digest 
of  the  several  reports  submitted  by  the  Boards  and  Superintendents 
of  our  five  Orphan  Homes  to  your  Board  of  Orphans'  Homes. 

The  Heavenly  Father's  richest  benediction  has  attended  the 
Church's  work  for  the  children  in  all  the  Homes.  The  loyal  support 
of  the  people  has  not  been  wanting.  Special  donations  and  bequests 
have  made  possible  larger  and  better  work  in  several  instances. 

It  is  our  Homes'  avowed  purpose  to  develop  true  Christian  char- 
acter and  to  fit  the  boys  and  girls  for  a  place  in  society. 

The  total  enrollment  at  present  is  508. 

Bethany  reports  that  a  new  building  is  nearing  completion,  costing 
$25,000,  the  gift  of  Mr.  Walter  W.  Moyer,  of  Eeading,  Pa.  The 
completion  of  the  Dietrich  Cottage  for  boys  is  likewise  reported. 

St.  Paul's  is  pressed  for  larger  capacity.  Some  enlargements  have 
taken  place,  others  are  being  planned.  A  generous  friend  of  the 
Home,  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Daniel  L.  Dillinger,  of  Greensburg,  Pa., 
has  donated  an  administration  endowment  of  $40,000. 

Ft.  Wayne. — Since  the  last  triennial  report  this  Home  has  passed 
through  deep  waters  of  affliction  in  that  41  children  and  4  workers 
were  stricken  down  with  typhoid  fever,  which  proved  fatal  to  two 
children  and  one  adult. 

This  Home  is  planning  for  a  new  Baby  Cottage  for  which  funds 
to  the  amount  of  $20,000  are  at  hand,  and  which  is  hoped  to  become 
a  reality  during  the  current  year.  The  growing  demands  and  oppor- 
tunities are  the  source  of  a  growing  need  of  larger  support. 

Hoffman  Orphanage. — Here  three  new  buildings  were  dedicated, 
which  has  created  a  housing  capacity  for  90  children.  Another  new 
building  with  equipment  is  in  prospect. 

Nazareth  rejoices  in  the  continued  splendid  health  of  its  children. 
Its  crying  need  is  more  and  better  buildings.  This  Home  appreci- 
ates the  interest  that  is  being  manifested  in  its  welfare  beyond  the 
borders  of  North  Carolina  Classis. 

Four  of  the  Homes  are  represented  at  this  General  Synod  by  the 
Superintendents,  and  the  fifth  by  another  representative.  They  have 
been<,in  helpful  conferences  together,  and  have  also  conferred  with 
your  Committee. 

There  are  two  diflficurties  in  which  all  the  Homes  share  alike.  First, 
a  growing  habit  on  the  part  of  congregations  to  divert  the  Christmas 
offerings  in  whole  or  in  part  to  meet  extra  outside  appeals,  such  as 
European  or  Near  East  Eelief,  instead  of  adhering  to  the  old  estab- 
lished custom,  and  the  recommendations  of  the  judicatories  of  the 
Church,  that  this  one  occasion  of  the  Church  Year  be  devoted  to  the 
support  of  our  Orphans'  Homes.  The  second  difficulty  is  that  of 
securing  helpers  for  the  various  and  manifold  tasks  and  duties  of 
the  large  family  life.  It  is  felt  that  the  Church  should  more  definitely 
recognize  this  work  as  a  field  of  life  service  for  our  young  women, 
because  it  is  not  only  a  necessary  work,  but  also  a  worthy,  dignified 
service  in  behalf  of  Christ's  little  ones. 

With  these  facts  before  us,  your  Committee  begs  leave  to  submit 
the  following  for  your  consideration  and  adoption: 

1.  That  Synod  voice  its  profound  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  abundant  blessings  attending  the  work  for  our  orphan  children. 
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2.  That  Synod  express  its  hearty  appreciation  of  the  gifts,  dona- 
tions and  bequests  coming  from  the  churches,  and  from  individual, 
generous  friends  of  our  Orphans '  Homes. 

3.  That  the  church  in  its  Life  Service  Literature,  Life  Service 
Conferences,  etc.,  point  out  the  need  of  our  Orphans'  Homes  for 
helpers,  as  matrons,  governesses  and  other  workers. 

4.  That  Classis  and  District  Synods  be  urged  to  reeniphasize  that 
our  Orphans '  Homes  have  the  right  of  way  at  Christmas,  because  of 
their  dependence,  to  a  large  measure,  upon  the  Christmas  offerings.

14.  REPORT    OF    THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE    ON    YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  SOCIETIES 

The  report  of  this  Committee  was  presented  on  Tuesday- 
morning  and  was  adopted  as  a  whole.  The  report  reads 
as  follows: 

To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  report  of  the  Permanent  Com- 
mittee on  Young  People 's  Societies,  as  contained  in  the  Blue  Book, 
has  been  carefully  reviewed  by  your  Committee.  The  instructions  of 
the  General  Synod  of  1920  were  carried  out  by  the  Publication  and 
Sunday-school  Board  and  the  New  Department  created,  of  which 
Miss  Catherine  Miller  is  the  efficient  and  painstaking  Secretary. 
This  Department  is  seeking  to  correlate  the  work  among  the  young 
people  of  our  Church,  and  make  for  definite  and  unified  action,  no 
one  branch  of  Christian  activity  emphasized  at  the  expense  of  the 
other. 

Since  September,  1920,  the  Young  People's  Department  has  organ- 
ized 38  Junior  Societies,  2  Intermediate  Societies,  95  Senior  Societies. 
There  are  reported  a  total  of  687  Societies  with  a  membership  of 
30,779.  A  partial  statistical  report  of  the  Y'oung  People's  Division 
of  the  Sunday-school  shows  400  Organized  Classes  with  9,544  members. 
Though  these  are  partial  statistics,  they  indicate  a  more  careful 
classification  than  during  the  previous  triennium,  and  a  real  advance 
in  definite  Young  People's  Work. 

After  considering  the  reports,  your  Committee  recommends  the 
following  items  for  your  approval  and  adoption: 

Item  1.  That  the  new  Department  and  its  work  be  approved;  its 
further  development  encouraged ;  and  the  policy  of  the  Department, 
adopted  by  the  General  Synod  of  1920  at  Reading  (Min.  of  General 
Synod,  1920,  p.  332)   be  reiterated  and  endorsed. 

ItPvi  2.  That  the  second  Sunday  in  October  be  continued  as  Young 
People 's  Day  in  the  Church  Calendar  and  devoted  to  the  development 
of  the  Department;  and  that  the  several  Classes  be  requested  to 
recommend  its  observance  in  the  congregations,  with  offerings  for 
the  support  of  the  Department. 
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Item  3.  That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Young  People  's  Societies 
in  the  several  Classes  carefully  summarize  the  statistics  each  year, 
according  to  the  blanks  issued  by  this  General  Synod,  and  that  the 
Stated  Clerks  of  the  Classes  be  instructed  to  forward  them  to  the 
Young  People's  Department. 

Item  4.  That  the  Young  People's  Societies  be  requested  through 
the  Classes  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  Young  People's  Mis- 
sionary, Eev.  E.  F.  Zaugg,  Ph.D. 

Item  6.  That  the  use  of  ' '  The  Way, ' '  which  keeps  the  young 
people  in  touch  with  General  Synod  's  Program  by  the  Young  People 's 
page,  be  commended  through  the  Classes. 

Item  6.  That  the  portion  of  the  program  for  the  promotion  of 
religious  education  in  the  local  church  referring  to  the  Young 
People 's  Division  be  commended  through  the  Classes  to  pastors  and 
leaders  of  Y^oung  People 's  work. 

Itew.  7.  That  the  Young  People's  Training  and  Missionary  Con- 
ference? be  commended  to  the  young  people  of  our  churches. 

Item  8.  That  the  work  of  the  Young  People  's  Department  be  com- 
mitted to  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Board  which  has  been 
conducting  it,  with  instructions  to  create  a  Commission  for  its  proper 
supervision.

15.  REPORT  OF  STANDING  C0MMITTI5E  ON  BENEVOLENT 
AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTITUTIONS 

The  report  was  presented  on  Tuesday  morning  and 
adopted  as  a  whole.     It  is  as  follows : 

To  the  General  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.: 

Dear  F'athers  and  Brethren  :  There  were  submitted  to  your 
Standing  Committee  on  Benevolent  and  Eeligious  Institutions  two 
documents,  both  of  which  were  carefully  considered. 

The  first  communication  was  a  report  of  the  Phoebe  Deaconess  and 
Old  Folks  Home  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  submitted  by  its  Superintendent, 
Kev.  Franklin  H.  Moyer.  In  this  report,  we  note  some  encouraging 
signs  of  progress.  A  number  of  young  women  have  been  prepared 
for  the  Deaconess  service,  the  course  of  instruction  has  been  enlarged, 
especially  in  the  field  of  religious  education,  and  the  demand  for 
Deaconesses  increases.  The  Old  Folks  Department  houses  30  aged 
people  with  a  long  list  of  applicants.  The  Endowment  Fund  has 
$22,155,  while  the  Building  Fund  has  reached  a  total  of  $32,308. 
The  work  is  being  liberally  supported. 

I.  Your  Committee  recommends  the  Phoebe  Deaconess  and  Old  Folks 
Home  to  the  benevolent  support  of  our  constituency,  and  urges  the 
pastors  of  this  Synod  to  bring  the  claims  of  Deaconess  work  to  the 
attention  of  our  young  women  with  the  hope  that  not  a  few  may 
find  their  opportunity  for  service  in  this  work  as  a  life  calling. 
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The  second  document  referred  to  this  Committee  was  an  overture 
from   Philadelphia  Classis.     We   recommend   the  following: 

II.  Whereas  the  School  for  Christian  Workers  of  the  Presbyterian 
and  Reformed  Churches,  located  in  Philadelphia,  is  by  charter  under 
the  control  of  ministers  and  members  of  the  Reformed  Church  as 
well  as  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Reformed  Church  haa 
representatives  on  its  Board  of  Trustees  and  Faculty;  and.  Whereas, 
young  women  of  our  Church  have  been,  and  are  being,  trained  in  this 
School  for  life  service  as  Pastors'  Assistants,  as  teachers  of  religion, 
and  as  Deaconesses  Resolved:  that  General  Synod  cordia|lly  com- 
mends the  School  for  Christian  Workers  of  the  Presbyterian  and 
Reformed  Churches  to  the  young  women  of  the  Church  as  a  splendid 
school  of  training  for  Christian  service,  and  to  the  members  of  our 
Church  as  a  worthy  object  of  benevolence:  and  General  Synod  calls 
the  attention  of  the  Classes,  especially  of  the  Eastern  section  of  our 
Church,  to  the  great  value  of  this  School  to  the  young  women  of  their 
churches,  and  to  the  need  of  aiding  in  the  support  of  this  School.

18.  REPORT  OF  THE  STANDINa  COMDVUTTEE  ON  FINAIiCE 

This  Committee  reported  on  Wednesday  morning.     The 
report  as  herewith  presented  was  forthwith  adopted. 
To  the  Eeverend  General  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  Finance  begs 
leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

There  were  referred  to  us  the  financial  statement,  books  and  vouch- 
ers of  General  Synod's  Treasurer.  These  have  been  carefully  e.x- 
amined,  audited  and  found  correct.  Two  synods  are  slightly  in  arrears 
in  their  contingent  fund,  viz :   Pittsburgh  and  Potomac. 

Your  Committee  considered  the  items  of  expense  for  the  next 
triennium  and  recommends  an  apportionment  for  contingent  expenses 
of  414  cents  per  member  each  year  for  the  next  triennium. 

In  addition  to  the  items  belonging  to  the  Contingent  Fund  we  find 
the  following  as  having  been  adopted  for  the  triennium : 

Home    Missions $476,000.00  per  annum 

Foreign    Missions   517,688.50  per  annum 

Publication  and  S.  S.  Board 34,000.00  per  annum 

Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief 50,000.00  per  annum 

American  Bible  Society 5,000.00  per  annum 
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The  items  for  Contingent  expenses  and  for  the  American  Bible 
Society  are  hereby  referred  to  the  Classes  through  the  Synods. 

Since  your  Committee  does  not  have  the  necessary  data  at  hand 
to  work  out  the  apportionment  for  the  Bible  Society  as  it  will  go 
to  the  Classes  through  the  Synods;  and  since  the  General  Synod  has 
decided  to  apportion  the  items  for  the  four  Boards  according  to  the 
report  already  adopted,  we  recommend  that  all  these  apportionments 
be  referred  to  the  Classes  after  the  amount  for  each  Classis  is  worked 
out  at  the  joint  meeting  provided  for  in  the  plan  of  the  Blue  Book 
as  found  on  pages  258-259.

19.  REPORT    OF    STANDING    COMMITTEE    ON    THE    STATE 
OF  THE  CHURCH 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  sub- 
mitted its  report  on  Friday  morning.  Following  the  read- 
ing of  the  report  and  the  Necrology,  Synod  joined  in  sing- 
ing hymn  540  and  was  led  in  prayer  by  Rev.  James  I.  Good, 
D.D. 

To  the  Beverend  General  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the 
Church  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following:  According  to  the  statistical 
report  of  the  year  1922,  there  are  1728  congregations  and  1080 
charges  in  the  Reformed  Church;  23  fewer  congregations  than  in 
1920  and  23  fewer  charges  than  in  1921.  The  decrease  is  due  largely 
to  the  dissolution  of  rural  congregations  caused  by  the  removal  of 
families  from  the  country  to  the  city,  and  to  the  necessary  reconstruc- 
tion of  charges.  There  are  1043  rural  churches,  i.e.,  churches  located 
in  towns,  villages  or  communities  which  have  less  than  2500  in- 
habitants. About  63  per  cent,  of  our  churches  must  be  classed  as 
rural,  which,  however,  does  not  imply  that  63  per  cent,  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  Reformed  Church  is  living  in  the  country,  for  the 
membership  of  the  city  churches  is  much  larger  than  that  of  many  of 
the  the  rural  congregations.  Of  403  rural  churches,  from  which  data 
have  recently  been  gathered,  49  per  cent,  have  fewer  than  one  hundred 
members;  19.2  per  cent,  fewer  than  fifty,  and  some  have  only  eight  or 
even  four  members.  Fifty-three  per  cent,  of  these  churches  are 
supplied  by  non-resident  ministers. 

Here  is  a  portion  of  the  work  of  the  Church  that  requires  serious 
consideration  and  effective  action  by  the  classes,  boards,  and  theo- 
logical seminaries.  The  country  will  always  be  the  source  from 
which  the  waning  manhood  and  womanhood  of  our  cities  will  be 
replenished.  Many  of  the  leaders  in  church,  in  school  and  in  business 
in  the  cities  were  born  in  the  farm-house  or  the  village  cottage  and 
reared  in  rural  schools  and  congregations.  Courage  will  be  needed 
to  dissolve  some  congregations;   and  liberality,  as  well  as  wisdom, 
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to  strengthen  others.  Charges  must  be  reconstructed  and  young  men 
must  be  found  who  will  devote  themselves,  in  the  spirit  of  Christian 
patriotism,  to  the  development  of  the  rural  church.  Theological 
seminaries,  in  tlie  arrangement  of  their  curricula,  should  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  fact  tliat  sixty-three  per  cent,  of  our  congregations  are 
rural;  that  a  large  proportion  of  our  ministers  will  be  called  to  such 
churches;  and  that,  therefore,  they  should  have  special  preparation 
for  this  form  of  work. 

It  is  gratifying  to  observe  evidences  of  the  awakening  of  the 
Church  to  the  importance  of  this  field.  The  Home  Mission  Board 
at  the  recommendation  of  the  Social  Service  Commission,  which 
itself  acted  upon  numerous  requests  coming  from  ministers  in  the 
rural  churches,  appointed  a  Kural  Church  Field  Worker  who  is  now 
devoting  all  his  time  to  promote,  in  a  scientific  and  practical  way, 
the  welfare  of  the  churches  in  the  country.  In  our  summer  schools 
provision  also  is  made  for  lectures  by  experts,  before  ministers,  teach- 
ers, and  church  workers  generally.  In  the  libraries  of  our  seminaries 
scores  of  books  on  the  rural  church  are  now*  to  be  found,  while 
twenty  years  ago  scarcely  a  single  volume  was  to  be  had  on  this 
subject. 

We  shall  cite  certain  facts  and  figures  relating  to  our  congrega- 
tional work,  and  permit  them  to  speak  for  themselves  without  extended 
comment.  For  1922  there  were  334,526  communicants,  a  gain  of 
4,.5S9  over  1920,  not  all  that  could  be  hoped  for.  About  13,339  more 
persons  communed  in  1922  than  in  1920,  an  encouraging  increase. 
There  are  enrolled  for  1922,  1696  Sunday  Schools,  only  one  more  than 
in  1920,  but  the  gain  in  officers  and  members  over  the  last  triennium 
is  33,584.  The  number  of  members  in  the  Sunday  Schools  now  ex- 
ceeds, it  seems  for  the  first  time,  the  number  of  communicants  in  the 
churches.  The  contributions  for  congregational  purposes  for  1922 
were  $3,316,641,  a  gain  of  $283,992  over  1920.  The  amount  given  for 
benevolent  purposes  for  1822  is  $1,691,044,  a  gain  over  1917,  the 
year  before  the  Forward  Movement  contributions  were  received  of 
$984,233.  If  we  take  the  benevolences  for  the  year  1921,  there 
was  an  increase  over  those  of  1917  of  $1,325,246. 

To  show  the  growth  of  the  Church  we  have  compared  the  sta- 
tistics of  the  year  1902  and  those  of  1922,  and  find  that  in  20  years 
there  has  been  an  increase  of  ministers  of  14  per  cent.,  of  members  of 
31  per  cent.,  of  contributions  for  congregational  purposes  of  139  per 
cent.,  and  for  benevolences  of  496  per  cent. 

To  say  the  least,  our  people  are  beginning  to  think  in  larger  figures 
for  the  work  of  the  Kingdom.  Great  as  the  increase  in  both  con- 
gregational and  benevolent  contributions  has  been,  none  have  been 
impoverished ;  many  indeed  have  practiced  self-denial,  some  even  to 
the  point  of  sacrifice;  we  trust  all  have  grown  in  the  grace  of 
liberality.  The  indications  are  that  we  are  in  the  beginning  of 
a  new  era  in  our  Church  so  far  as  the  support  of  the  ministry  and 
of  the  congregational,  the  missionary,  the  benevolent  and  the  educa- 
tional work  are  concerned.  We  are  still  far  from  having  exhausted 
the  resources  of  the  Church  which  ought  to  be  legitimately  devoted  to 
the  various  specific  agencies  for  the  evangelization  and  the  christianiza- 
tion  of  the  world. 

We  are  deeply  impressed,  however,  with  the  fact  that  it  is  far 
easier  to  get  money  than  men.     The  call  of  the  forward  Movement  for

259  men  and  ■women,  in  addition  to  the  regular  supply,  -who  are  to 
give  themselves  wholly  to  distinctively  religious  work  during  the 
next  five  years,  has  been  far  less  satisfactorily  answered  than  the  plea 
for  ten  millions  of  dollars.  Yet  dollars  are  absolutely  worthless  save 
as  they  are  invested  in,  and  work  through,  consecrated  personalities. 
Not  to  speak  of  180  congregations  that  are  vacant,  many  of  which 
may  never  be  filled,  there  are  at  least  fifty  churches  that  not  only 
need,  but  can  each  support,  a  minister.  Furthermore,  the  extension 
of  our  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  work  depends  far  more  upon  ad- 
ditional men  and  women  than  additional  millions  of  dollars.  At 
present  our  three  theological  seminaries  do  not  annually  send  out 
enough  men  to  fill  even  the  vacancies  in  our  congregations  caused 
by  the  death  and  withdrawal  of  ministers^  much  less  to  meet  the 
urgent  demands  for  the  extensive  and  intensive  work  of  the  Church. 
Here  we  are  face  to  face  with  one  of  the  most  serious  and  difficult 
issues  before  the  Church,  to  which  it  is  far  more  easy  to  call  attention 
than  to  propose  an  effective  remedy. 

One  cannot  fail  to  observe  the  thorough  organization  of  the  con- 
gregations for  systematic  and  cooperative  work.  The  ministers  are 
heartily  supported  in  missionary  and  educational  projects  by  the  men 
and  women  of  the  churches.  There  is  an  intelligent  interest  in  all 
forms  of  Christian  activity,  which  is  far  in  advance  of  that  which 
prevailed  a  generation  ago.  One  of  the  comparatively  recent  develop- 
ments is  the  efforts  for  Christian  education  which  provides  for  the 
training  of  officers,  teachers,  and  members.  The  responsibility  of  the 
churches  for  the  Christian  education  of  the  boys  and  girls  in  our 
public  schools  is  more  keenly  felt  now  than  ever.  Various  agencies 
are  fitted  for  this  task.  Besides  the  Sunday  Schools  and  Young 
Peoples'  Societies,  which  have  been  active  in  the  congregations  for 
a  long  time,  there  is  a  growing  number  of  Church  Vacation  Bible 
Schools,  of  which  250  were  held  last  year,  and  Winter  Eeligious  Day 
Schools.  The  ministers  are  taking  hold  of  this  work  in  an  in- 
telligent way,  assisted  by  the  secretaries,  guided  by  the  literature 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday  School 
Board,  and'  supported  by  trained  men  and  women.  The  full  fruit- 
age of  this  work  will  be  reaped  only  in  the  course  of  a  genera- 
tion. The  local  churches  receive  not  a  little  benefit  through  dele- 
gates sent  to  the  Missionary  Conferences,  to  Summer  Training 
Schools  for  Teachers,  one  of  which  is  to  be  held  at  Cedar  Crest  Col- 
lege in  June  and  part  of  July,  and  to  Summer  Schools  of  Theology 
and  Bible  Schools. 

The  work  of  the  women  deserves  high  praise.  Their  congrega- 
tional missionary  organizations  are  in  close  cooperation  through  the 
Classical,  Synodical  and  General  Missionary  Societies.  They  have 
recently  erected  an  educational  building  in  the  Japanese  Eeformed 
Church  in  San  Francisco  at  a  cost  of  $40,000.  They  are  supporting 
all  the  women  workers  in  the  Home  Mission  field,  and  also  the  Jewish 
work  in  Philadelphia;  probably  the  major  portion  of  their  work  is 
done  in  our  missions  in  Japan  and  China. 

Pursuant  to  the  action  of  the  last  General  Synod,  the  Home  Mis- 
sion in  the  application  of  the  gospel  to  the  social  order  of  today. 
The  work  has  been  done  through  the  organization  and  cooperation  of 
synodical  and  classical  committees,  addresses  at  the  annual  meetings 
of  our  judicatories,  sermons  in  the  churches,  articles  in  the  church 
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papers,  especially  the  Social  Service  edition  of  last  summer,  corn- 
Board  appointed  a  Social  Service  Commission.  Through  its  agency 
notable  progress  has  heen  made,  and  we  believe  safely  and  sanely, 
ments  in  the  Heidelberg  Tejicher,  tracts,  books,  suniiiier  schools  and 
conferences.  The  key-note  of  this  movement  has  been  the  christianiz- 
ing of  societ.y  through  the  conversion  of  the  individual. 

Accordingly  the  work  of  evangelism  has  not  abated  but  has  even 
been  more  aggressively  carried  on  than  ever.  Some  of  the  Synods 
have  synodical  evangelists  and,  with  their  aid  as  well  as  with  the 
cooperation  of  committees  on  evangelism,  evangelistic  campaigns  have 
been  made  in  different  parts  of  the  Church.  These  were  conducted, 
as  a  rule,  by  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church  who  spent  two  weeks 
or  more  in  a  particular  city  or  community  which  was  specially  pre- 
pared in  advance  for  such  work. 

We  shall  only  briefly  refer  to  the  work  of  the  National  Service 
Commission  which  has  acted  as  an  advisory  body  and  a  dispenser  of 
the  necessary  funds,  for  the  erection  of  a  memorial  church  at  Chateaii 
Thierry.  The  Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  Dr.  C.  E. 
Schaeffer,  officiated  at  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone,  August  13,  1922, 
when  he  delivered  an  appropriate  address. 

The  Laymen 's  Missionary  Movement  Convention,  held  March  6-8, 
1923,  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  was  attended  by  more  than  a  thousand 
delegates  from  every  part  of  the  Church.  The  speakers  held  the 
rapt  attention  of  the  audience.  Those  who  were  in  attendance  re- 
turned to  their  homes  with  a  wider  vision  of  the  Kingdom  and  a 
deeper  consecration  to  its  work. 

Time  was  when  the  Reformed  Church  stood  more  or  less  aloof  from 
the  larger  movements  in  American  Protestantism.  That  time  is  past. 
The  Church  is  officially  represented  in  Councils  and  Federations,  and 
its  ministers,  secretaries  and  teachers  are  given  places  of  responsiljility 
and  of  honor  in  the  conduct  of  business  and  on  programs  of  as- 
semblies. 

Perhaps  no  more  important  transaction  occurred  during-  the  last 
triennium  than  the  incorporation  of  two  Hungarian  Reformed  Classes 
as  organic  parts  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States.  We 
now  have  three  Classes  known  as  the  East^  the  Central  and  the  West 
Hungarian.  In  their  bounds  there  are  fifty:two  congregations^  about 
30,000_  _adh^reiits,  and  forty  ministers.  When  one  recalls  the  fact 
that  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  had  been  organized 
for  seventy-five  years  until  it  reported  on  its  roll  that  many  ministers 
and  members,  the  significance  of  the  entrance  of  the  Hungarian 
CTasses  into  our  Church  becomes  all  the  more  weighty.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  the  instruction  of  theJr  young  men  in  the  Franklin 
and  Marshall  Academy,  in  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  through  the  appointment  of 
Professor  Toth  to  take  charge  of  the  Hungarian  students  in  the 
three  schools.  Special  provision  has  also  been  made  for  Hungarian  • 
students  in  the  Central  Theological  Seminary,  Dayton,  Ohio,  where  ' 
the  Rev.  A.  S.  Azaray  is  the  teacher.  Indeed,  all  the  higher  schools 
of  the  Church  will  have  their  part  to  perform  toward  this  very 
promising  element  in  our  communion. 

During  the  triennium  the  eyes  of  the  Church  have  been  on  the 
Forward  Movement,  which  may  be  considered  both  as  an  ideal  and 
a  program  of  action.     No  program  is  quite  commensurate  with  the 
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ideal;  yet  no  ideal  can  be  realized  without  a  program.  The  Commis- 
sion to  which  the  General  Synod  entrusted  the  leadership  in  this 
movement  has  done  its  part  w^ell  and  deserves  the  gratitude  of  the 
whole  Church.  The  amount  of  money  which  it  was  proposed  to  raise 
has  not  been  reached;  but  the  enormous  sum  of  $6,440^000  has  been 
subscribed  and  on  December  31st,  1922,  $2,165,415  was  paid.  The  new 
conception  of  the  work  of  the  Church,  the  spirit  of  cooperation,  the 
sense  of  stewardship  on  the  part  of  thousands  of  members,  the 
strengthening  of  missionary,  educational  and  benevolent  agencies  by 
the  increase  of  material  resources — all  of  which  have  been  a  result 
of  the  Forward  Movement — make  it  a  pronounced  success.  The 
churches  will  never  again  return  to  the  plane  on  which  they  moved 
before  1920-1921.  Many  of  the  benefits  of  the  Movement  will  be 
reaped  only  in  years  to  come. 

We  shall  consider  the  work  of  the  Boards  of  the  Church  so  far  as 
it  throws  light  on  the  state  of  the  church. 

The  Board  of  Home  Missions  reports  an  enrollment  of  299  missions 
for  the  current  year.  Three  years  ago  the  number  of  missions  was 
244 — an  increase  of  55  congregations  in  the  triennium.  There  is. 
also,  a  corresponding  advance  in  receipts,  which  for  the  last  triennium 
were  $790,167,  a  gain  of  $181,152,  over  the  previous  triennium.  The 
money  received  from  the  Treasurer  of  the  Forward  Movement  is  not 
included   in   these  figures. 

The  Board  of  Foreign  Missions,  from  1917  to  1919  inclusive,  sent 
out  18  mdssionaries ;  from  1920  to  1922  inclusive,  35  missionaries,  a 
gain  of  15.  The  receipts  of  $931,265  for  the  triennium  show  an 
increase  of  $277,345  over  the  previous  triennium,  not  including  money 
of  the  Forward  Movement. 

The  Board  of  Ministerial  Eelief  submits  a  remarkably  gratifying 
report.  During  the  last  triennium  in  the  Relief  Department  the 
number  of  annuitants  increased  39  per  cent.;  the  total  amount  of 
annuities  increased  62  per  cent.,  the  receipts  from  the  apportionment, 
congregations  and  individuals  increased  46  per  cent.  But  the  greatest 
strides  were  made  in  the  Sustentation  Department  in  which  there  is  an 
increase  of  1277  per  cent.;  in  total  annual  payments  to  members  of 
600  per  cent. ;  in  total  receipts  of  3914  per  cent,  and  in  invested  funds 
of  3728  per  cent.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  last  triennium  was 
the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  Ministerial  Eelief  extending  over 
171  years. 

We  have  already  alluded  to  the  work  of  the  Publication  and  Sunday 
School  Board  in  relation  to  the  growth  of  Sunday  Schools  and  the 
expansion  of  religious  education.  Of  special  significance  is  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Schaff  Building,  the  cornerstone  of  which  was  laid  on 
January  13,  1923.  The  dedication  is  to  be  held  in  the  autumn  of  the 
current  year.  This  building  is  one  of  the  largest  Church  Buildings  in 
Philadelphia  and  even  in  the  United  States,  and  is  both  a  memorial  to 
the  Eev.  Dr.  Philip  Schaflf  and  a  credit  to  the  persevering  and  in- 
defatigable labors  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Sunday  School  Board,  the 
Eev.  Dr.  Eufus  W.  Miller.  The  whole  Church  will  rejoice  with 
him  in  this  achievement. 

Time  permits  us  only  to  refer  to  the  prosperous  condition  of  our 
academies,  colleges  and  theological  seminaries.  The  two  former  are 
as  a  rule  crowded  with  students ;  the  seminaries,  however,  need  nothing 
so  much  as  students  for  the  ministry. 
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In  this  survey  of  the  State  of  the  Church  we  are  necessarily  con- 
trolled by  statistical  data;  and  we  are  not  unmindful  that  their 
spiritual  values  are  hard  to  estimate.  We  are  living  in  a  time  when 
we  are  prone  to  become  statistically  minded  and  ethically  blinded. 
We  can  never  quite  rid  ourselves  of  the  feeling  that  efficiency,  both 
in  the  officers  and  servants  of  the  church  and  state,  is  measured  by 
mathematical  terms.  Our  judicatories  and  Boards  have  a  quick  eye 
and  a  sensitive  ear  for  figures,  and  as  ordinary  mortals,  we  are  eager 
to  please  our  masters.  An  atmosphere  of  this  sort  may  develop  the 
paralyzing,  if  not  fatal,  malady  of  ecclesiastical  '  pleonexia, '  to  borrow 
an  expressive  term  from  the  Greek  New  Testament,  which  means 
'  covetousness. '  This  disease  may  spread  by  contagion  with  our  com- 
paratively recent  industrial  order  growing  out  of  the  labor-saving 
machine  and  the  amassing  of  capital  and  magnifying  the  making  of 
goods  at  the  expense  of  the  making  of  the  good.  Dean  Inge,  with 
fine  insight,  says:  "A  people  who  cares  only  for  such  progress  as 
can  be  measured  only  by  statistics  is  likely  to  destroy  another,  higher 
in  the  scale  of  civilization  which  aims  at  making  a  better  quality  of 
life  possible  for  its  citizens. ' ' 

The  only  escape  from  the  subtle  process  of  the  secularization  of  the 
Church  is  a  perpetual  return  to  the  ultimate,  time-less,  and  space-less 
values,  revealed  to  us  in  the  life  and  work  of  Jesus  Christ.  A  con- 
stant renewal  of  our  inward  spiritual  energies  by  drinking  of  the 
fontal  spring  of  the  Prophets,  the  Psalmist,  the  Christ  and  the 
Apostles.  We  need  to  keep  ever  before  us  the  relative  values  of  our 
promotional,  educational  and  inspirational  agencies  and  personalities, 
and  put  first  things  first.  We  need  these  three  for  effective  church 
work;  but  the  teacher  is  greater  than  the  secretary,  the  minister  is 
greater  than  the  secretary  and  the  teacher.  The  pivotal  person  in  the 
work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  the  man  of  God,  the  prophet  of  the 
Kingdom,  the  shepherd  and  bishop  of  souls,  the  teacher  of  the  word 
— the  Christian  Minister.  The  supreme  task  of  the  Church,  to  which 
all  agencies  and  offices  must  be  held  subordinate,  is  the  training  of 
Christlike  men  and  women  through  the  ministry  of  reconciliation. 

During  the  triennium  at  least  fifty-two  of  the  ministers  of  the 
Church  have  ended  their  work  upon  earth  and  have  gone  to  their 
reward.  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord,  for  they  shall 
rest  from  thedr  labors  and  their  works  do  follow  them.  In  recogni- 
tion of  their  ministry  your  committee  recommends  that  an  appropriate 
prayer  be  offered  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  necrology.

23.  MISCELLANEOUS    SUBJECTS    AND    RESOLUTIONS 

By  special  action  of  the  General  Synod  slight  changes 
were  made  in  the  order  of  business  for  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday, following  such  recommendation  by  the  Overture 
Committee. 

Special  Resolutions  Adopted  by  General  Synod  at  Various  Times 
During  the  Several  Sessions 

On  Eligihility. — Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  standing 
rule  of  General  Synod  that  no  ministers  or  elders  shall  be 
eligible  to  serve  on  more  than  one  Board  of  General  Synod 
at  the  same  time.  This  action  shall  not  effect  the  Boards 
as  they  are  now  constituted,  but  shall  go  into  effect  vrith 
the  next  General  Synod's  election. 

On  Week-day  Religious  Education. — Resolved,  That  Gen- 
eral Synod  authorize  the  appointment  by  the  Publication 
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and  Sunday-school  Board  of  a  Commission  on  Week-day 
Religious  Education,  the  purpose  of  which  Commission 
shall  be  to  show  and  promote  a  comprehensive  and  effective 
system  of  Religious  Education  for  and  in  communities 
where  the  Reformed  Church  is  established. 

On  EccJesmstical  Comity. — Whereas,  the  Bishops  of  t^jB 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  have  intruded  themselves  into 
the  att'airsof  our  Reformed  Church  by  interfering  with  the 
prog?ess~of  union  between  the  foreign  Hungarian  churches 
in  thts-ctrarrtry  and  our  church,  and  have  done  so  at  a  timd 
wheimrey  knew  that  negotations  were  in  progress  between 
that  chrrrch:  and  ours.  Therefore — we  authorize  our  officers, 
the  President  and  Stated  Clerk,  to  send  to  the  next  Episco- 
palian Convention  a  dignified  but  firm  protest  against  their 
actions  as  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  Christian  comity  and  in- 
consistent with  the  meaning  of  the  Lambeth  Articles  on 
Church-Union. 

i^Tt-^t^f^-Larger  Enlistment  of  Laymen. — The  following 
communication  on  this  subject  was  presented  on  Tuesday 
evening : 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Laymen's  Missionary  Move- 
ment of  our  Church  appreciated  very  highly  the  recognition  and  en- 
couragement given  to  the  Movement  by  the  General  Synod  three 
years  ago. 

The  one  aim  and  purpose  of  the  Movement  since  its  inauguration 
at  the  Harrisburg  Convention  in  1909  has  been  to  enlist  laymen  and 
help  develop  their  interest  in  the  evangelization  of  the  world,  and 
lead  them  to  support  more  adequately  the  world-wide  missionary 
enterprise. 

The  chief  activity  during  the  last  triennium  has  been  the  prepara- 
tion for  and  conduct  of  the  Men's  Missionary  Congress  held  at  Lan- 
caster, Pa.,  March  6-8,  1923.  That  memorable  meeting  was  attended 
by  a  thousand  men  of  our  church  from  twelve  states.  Nearly  three- 
fourths  of  the  delegates  were  laymen,  a  great  many  of  them  quite 
young  men.  We  believe  that  some  of  them  Avere  influenced  for  life 
and  were  made  active  and  earnest  in  all  the  work  of  the  Church. 
In  connection  with  the  Congress  thousands  of  additional  men  were 
reached  with  the  message  of  the  Movement  and  urged  to  take  a 
fuller  part  as  laymen  in  all  of  the  missionary  activities  of  our  Church. 

We  plan  to  continue  this  work  during  the  coming  years  and  hope 
to  be  of  real  service  to  the  Church.
